(WILLIAM,  EsQuiR.E,) 
Created  Baronet,  Auguft  9,  1653. 

PATRICK  SCOTT,  of  Monny,  Efq;  C^j,  (defcended 
from  Sir  John  Scott,  Knt.  of  whom  honouraljle  mention 
is  made  in  the  Scotch  hiftorians,  particularly  for  having^ 
delivered  thecity  of  Perth,  from  the  dominion  of  the  Eng- 
lifti,  in  1297,)  married  Catherine  Drummond,  daughter  of  the 
lord  Balboch,  in  com.  Perth.  He  had  iflue,  firll,  Peter  Scott,  of 
Monny,  Efq;  who  married  with  the  houfe  of  Graham,  in  Scot- 
land, but  his  iflue  fail'd. 

John  Scott,  Efq;  fecond  fon,  left  Scotland,  and  fettled  in  the 
Low-Countries,  1519.  By  his  wife,  Cornelia  Adreflbn,  he  had 
iflue,  James  Scott,  Efq;  refiding  at  Dclft,  in  Holland,  157  2,  who, 
by  Magdalen  de  Hoeft,  was  father  of  James  Scott,  Efq;  refiding  at 
Middleburgh,  in  Zealand,  1600.  He  married  Hefter  Bacquier, 
by  whom  he  had  three  fons ;  i  Evcrard  Scott,  Efq;  of  Amfter- 
dam,  whofe  defcendants  ftill  remain  in  thofe  parts,  and  hold  very 
honourable  pofts  in  the  government  ;  2.  James  ;  3.  William 
Scott,  Efq;  prefident  of  the  council,  governor  and  admiril  to  the 
ftates-general.  Afterwards  (drawn  by  the  encouragement  then 
given  to  naval  commerce,)  he  fettled  at  Rouen,  in  France,  in 
1641  (b).  By  his  intereft,  he  got  two  regiments  in  Scotland, 
for  the  king's  fervice,  of  1500  men  each.  And  in  1652,  when 
King  Charles  II.  retir'd  into  France,  from  the  fight  at  Wor- 
cefter,  he  found  refuge  at  his  houfe  ;  (and  when  the  reft  of  the 
Englifli  avoided  him,)  he  received  his  majefty  as  became  him,  and 
prefented  him  with  loool.  to  enable  him  to  proceed  to  Paris, 
where  healfo  aflifted  him  with  money.  Thefe  feafonable  fervices 
were  not  forgot  by  hismajefty,  at  his  reftoration,  for  he  fent  him

hs  picture,  now  remaining  in  the  family,  and  gave  him  wrthaJ^ 
a  prefent,  that  exceeded  the  fum  received  by  him.  Alfo  in  con- 
federation of  thefe,  and  many  other  conliderabk  fervices,  he  wa» 
advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet,  the  fifth  of  his  reign. 

At  length  he  became  naturahzed,  and  was  admitted  into  the 
ordv^r  of  the  nobility,  by  the  king  of  France,  by  letters  patent, 
cxprefs'd  in  very  honourable  terms ;  who  alfo  permitted  him  to 
buy  the  poll  (a)  of  Secretaire  du  roi,  which  exempts  thofe  who 
enjoy  it  from  feveral  taxes  and  inconceniences  that  other  fubjecfls. 
are  liable  to,  and  at  this  prefent  cofls  Sccoo  livres.  (b)  He  pur- 
clafjd  the  lordfhips  of  Mezangere,  Bofcheville,  and  Gaiilon,  ia 
Normandy  ;  and,  according  to  the  cuftom  of  the  country,  af-^ 
f  imed  the  name  of  his  principal  feat,  writing  himfelf  Scott  de  la 
Mezanjere,  commonly  called  Monfieur  de  la  Mezangere.  He 
married  Catherine,  fecond  daughter  of  Samuel  Fortrey,  Efq;  lord 
of  the  manor  of  Kew,  in  Surry,  (defcended  of  the  ancient  family 
of  the  Fortreys,  of  Lille,  who,  for  the  fake  of  religion,  refug'd 
themfelves  in  England^  tetr^p.Eliz.)  He  died  aprotefl:ant,i68l. 
His  lady  furviv'd  hinv  three  years,  and  died  1684.  ^'s  iflue 
were.  Sir  William,  his  fiicceflbr  ;  Catherine,  married  to  Charles 
Poyer,  Efq;  lord  of  Drtimmare  ;  Efther,  married  to  Thomas  Ic 
Gardre  dc  Colande,  lord  of  P.omiby,  &c.  and  Mary,  married  to 
Sir  Francis  Mafham,  Barf*  father  of  the  prefent  lord  Maiham. 

Sir  William  Scott,  Bart.  (liccefTor  to  his  father,  was  lord  of  Me- 
zangere, and  counfellor  of  the  parliam.ent,  in  Normandy,  16830 
He  married  Margaret  de  Rambouillet  de  la  Sablieve,  and  had  two 
fons.  Sir  William,  and  Sir  Anthony,  who  married  Elizabetli  de 
Bourrer,  and  hath  iffue. 

Sir  William  Scott,  fucceeded  his  father.  He  was  marquis  de 
hi  Mezangere,  lord  of  Bofcheville,  Gailloti,  &g.  of  the  king^s 
council,  and  prefidcnt  of  accounts,  aids,  and  finances,  in  Nor- 
mandy. He  married  Mary  Leveze  de  Pais  deBoisL'"Abbe,  maid 
of  honour,  and  died  1723,  leaving  iflue.  Sir  William,  John-An- 
thony, Edward-Francis- Peter,  arul  Anthony;  alfo  Margaret- 
Eugene  Scott,  all  unmarried. 

Sir  William  Scott,  his  eldeft  {t;^^.^  is  the  prefent  baronet,  and 
marquis  dc  la  Mezangere,  and  unmarried. 

N.  B.  Of  this  family  were  defcended  fc^',  Anne,  dutchefs  of 
Buecleugh,  rcli<Sl  of  James,  duke  of  Monmouth,  and  grandmo- 
ther of  the  prefent  duke  of  Buecleugh  ;  alfo,  Sir  Michael Scott^

(THOMAS,  EsQ^uiRE,) 

Created  Baronet,  by  Letters  Patents,  bearing  date  at 
Bruffels,   165S. 

OF  this  family,  the  firft  we  find  mentioned  is  (h)^  Robert 
Bond,  of  Trull,  in  com.  Somerfet,  father  of  Sir  George 
Bond,  Knt.  born  at  Buckland,  in  Dorfetfliire,  alderman  of  Lon- 
don, and  lord-mayor  of  that  city,  29  Eliz.  1587.  In  1588,  Sir 
George,  wrote  a  letter  to  the  lords  of  the  council  (c),  about  the 
habit  proper  for  the  citizens  to  wear  :  he  made  his  will  2  March, 
155 1,  and  died  about  1588,  and  lies  buried  in  Mercers-chapel,  in 
Cheapfide.  He  married  Winifrid  (d),  youngefl:  daughter  of  Sir 
Thomas  Leigh,  of  London,  Knt.  by  whom  he  had  two  Tons; 
I.  William ;  2.  Sir  Thomas  Bond,  Knt.  fecretary  to  the  lord- 
chancellor,  Egerton.  Sir  William  Bond,  the  eldeft  fon,  was  of 
Highgate,  in  Middlefex,  and  knighted  July  23,  1603  :  he  mar- 
ried Catherine,  daughter  and  fole  heir  of  JohnPovey,  of  High- 
gate,  and  of  Bernard's  Inn,  in  Holborn,  Gent,  by  whom  he  had 
two  fons,  John,  who  died  without  iilue,   and, 

Thomas  Bond,  of  Hoxton,  in  Middlefex,  Efqv  M.  D.  who, 
by  Catherine,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Ofbaldeflon,  of  Harbens, 
in  Warwickfhire,  Gent,  (defcended  from  thofe  of  Chadlington, 
in  com.  Oxon.)  had  three  fons,  and  three  daughters  ;    i.  Thomas, 

of  whom  hereafter  ;   2.  John,  who  had  two  wives,  firft, ^,  fe- 

condly,  a  fifter  of  SirLaurenceStaughton,  of  Staughton,in  Surry, 
Bart,  by  whom  he  left  ifllie,  and  3.  William,  vrho,  bv  Mary, 
daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Gage,  of  Kengrave,  in  Suffolk,  Bart, 
left  iflue  :  the  daughters  were,  i.  Mary,  married  to  Sir  Thomas 
Crymes,  (or  Grymes,)  of  Peckam,  in  Surry,  Bart,  (of  whom.  Sir 
Thomas  Bond,  bought  the  Peckam  eftate  ;)  2,  Catherine,   wife

of  Sir  William  Compton,  of  Hartpury,  in  Glcfucefterfhire,  Barf, 
and  3.  Elizabeth,  married  to Wynne,  of  Wales,  Efq; 

Thomas  Bond,  Efq;  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  being  introduc'd  to 
court  by  the  lord  St.  Alban's,  was  made  comptroller  of  the  houf- 
h'old-  to  the  queen-mother  of  King  Charles  II.  and  advanced  to 
the  dignity  of  a  baronet,  10  Car.  II.  He  feems  to  have  been  a 
confiderable  perfon,  and  in  great  favour  with  King  Charles  II. 
and  feveral  fums  of  money  were  (c7)  remitted  to  him  for  his  ma^ 
jelty's  ufe,  during  the  civil  war.  He  purchafed  a  confiderable 
eflate  at  Peckham,  in  Surry,  of  his  brother-in-law,  Sir  Thomas 
Crymes,  Bart,  he  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Monf.  Charles  Pe- 
liott  fcur  de  la  gard,  of  Paris  ;  {he  died  at  Hengrave,  in  SufFolk, 
1696,  by  whom  he  left  two  fbns,  and  one  daughter  j  Sir  Henry, 
his  fuccefTor,  and  Thomas  Bond,  of  St.  Edmondsbury^.  knSufFoHc, 
Efq;  who,  by  Henrietta,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Tho. 
mas,  lord  Jermyn,  left  iffuc,  Henry- Jermyn  Bond,  now  of  Bury, 
Efq;  who,  by  Mrs,  Jane  Godfrey,  has  iftue  :  the  only  daughter 
of  Sir  Thomas,  was,  Mary-Charlotte,  married  to  Sir  William 
Gage,  of  Hengrave,  in  Suffolk,  Bart. 

Sir  Henrv  Bond,  Bart,  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  fuceeeded  his  father 
in  title  and  eftate  ;  he  lived  chiefly  in  France,  axvi  fold  the  Peck- 
ham  eftate,  and  by ,  left  iffue. 

Sir  Thomas  Bond,   Bart,   who  married   a  daughter  of 

Wynne,  of  Wales,  Efq;  by  whom  he  left  a  daughter,  and  dying 
Auguft,  *734>  ^^^^  ^'s  lady  with  child,  who,  in  December  fol- 
lowing,- was  brought  to  bed  of  a  fon,  vA\o  v/as  named  Charles  ; 

Which  Sir  Charles  Bond,  fuceeeded  his  father  indignity  and 
eftate,  and  is  the  prefent  baronet.

(HENRY,  EsqyiRE,) 
Created  Baronet,  July  i,  1659, 

OF  this  name  there  have  been  feveral  perfons  of  note  ;  but  the 
firft  I  meet  with  {b)^  whom  I  can  with  certainty  fix'on  to 
hi_  dnccftor  to  the  prefent  baronet,  was.  Sir  Anthony  Browne', 
made  knight  of  the  Batb,  at  the  coronation  of  K.RichaVd  II.  who 

left

ftributed  it  among  the  poorer  fort  of  people. 

Sir  Robert  Browne,  his  elder  brother,  was  father  to  Sir  Tho- 
mas Browne,  Knt. 

Which  Sir  Thomas,  was  treafurer  of  the  honfhold  to  King 
Henry  VI.  (a)  and  in  the  thhty-lkth  year  of  his  reign,  was  in 
commiflion,  with  others,  to  meet  at  the  city  ofRochefter,  on  the 
29th  of  Augull,  to  rimnnon  perfons,  and  enquire  upon  oath,  into 
a  certain  diiturbance  that  happen'd  at  fca,  between  Richard,  earl 
of  Warwick,  and  his  retinue,  and  certain  perfons  of  Lubye,  who 
were  under  a  league  of  friendfhip  with  the  king:  and  in  right  of 
his  wife,  Eleanor,  daughter  and  coheir  of-SIrTho.  Fitzalan,  alias 
Arundel,  Knt.  brother  of  John  Fitzalan,  earl  of  Arundel,  had 
the  caftle  of  Beechworth,  in  Surry.  He  had  ifTue,  .'five  fons  ;  i. 
Anthony  ;  2.  Sir  George  Browne,  of  Beechworth- caftle,  Knt. 
from  whom  defcended.  Sir  Adam  Browne,  of  Beechworth,  in  com. 
Surry,  Bart,  (which  title  is  extindl ;)  3.  WIKia'Ti ;  4,  Thomas  i 
5.  Sir  Robert,  who  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Si  rWitliam  Mallet, 
Knt.  alfo  a  daughter,  Catherine,  wife  of  Richard  Sackvile,  of 
Buckhurft,  in  com.  SufTex,  Efq;  anceftor  to  the  prefent  duke  of 
Dorfet. 

The  fa  id  Anthony,  the  «ldeft  Ton,  in  the  firftyear  of  King 
Henry  VII.  (b)  was  madeftandard-bearer  throughout  tlie  whole 
realm  of  England,  ^d  elfewhere  ;  and  in  2  Henry  VII.  being 
one  of  the  efquires  for  his  body,  was  conftituted  governor  of  Queen- 
borough  caftle,  in  Kent  ;  and  the  fame  year,  being  in  the  battle 
of. Newark,  on  Trent,  16  June,  when  the  earl  of  Lincoln,  and 
Lambert'Simnel,  were  defeated,  'he  was  knighted  for  his  gallant 
behaviour.  Ip  18  Henry  VII.  hcing  conftable  of  the  caftle  of 
Calais,  he,  and  Sir  Richard  Nanfan,  deputy-lieutenant  of  Calais, 
were  commiflioned,  in  confideration  of  their  loyalty,  induftry, 
forefight,  and  care,  to  receive  the  fum  of  25C00  franks  in  gold, 
.due  I  Nov.  1502,  being  an  annual  payment  from  Lewis,  the 
French  king,  according  to  agreement  concluded  3  Nov.  1492. 
Alfo  in  20  Henry  VII.  being  lieutenant  of  the  caftle  of  Calais, 
was  again  cornmiflioaed  to  receive  the  annual  payment  due  that 
year, 

H^is  laft  wfiliind  teftament  is  dated  at  Calais,  25  Sept.  1505, 
and  was  prov'd  19  Nov.  1506  (c),  wherein  being  v/rote,  Sir  An- 
■thony  Browne,  :Knt,  lieutenant  of  the  caftle  ot  Calais,  he  orders 
his  body  to  be  buried  in  the  refurre£lIon  church,  in  St.  Nicholas 
chapel,  by  his  wife,  and  bequeaths  to  evcrv  brotherhood  within 
thefaid  church,  los.  and  to  fhe  lord-prior  of  Chrift-church,  Can- 
'B  3 terbury,

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terbury,  a  {landing  cup  of  filver  gilt ;  as  alfo  two  others,  to  Sir 
Edward  Poyning,  and  Sir  Hugh  Conway,  whom  he  conftitutes 
overfeers  of  his  v/ill,  and  Lucy,  his  wife,  executrix  ;  whereby  it 
appears,  that  {he  was  his  fecond  wite. 

He  had  iflue  by  the  faid  Lucy  (a),  one  of  the  daughters  and 
coheirs  to  John  Nevill,  marquis  of  Montagu,  and  widow  of  Sir 
Thomas  Fitz-Williams,  of  Aldwarke,  in  com.  Ebor.  Knt.  An- 
thony, his  fon  and  heir  ;  and  two  daughters,  Ehzabeth,  the  wife 
of  Henry  Somerfet,  earl  of  Worcefter,  anceftor  to  the  prefent 
duke  of  Beaufort  ;  and  Lucy,  married  to  Sir  Thomas  Clifford, 
Knt.  anceftor  to  the  lords  Clifford,  and  earls  of  Cu.mberland. 

Which  Anthony,  was  with  the  earl  of  Surry,  lord  high-adml* 
ral,  at  Southampton,  in  14  Henry  VHL  f-^j  when  he  convoy 'd 
the  emperor  from  that  port,  to  Bifcay  ;  and  after  landing  atMor- 
leis,  in  Brittany,  he  was  knighted  for  his  valour  in  the  affault  and 
winning  of  that  town.  In  16  Henry  VUL  being  one  of  the 
efquires  of  the  king's  houfhold,  he  was  one  of  the  challengers  in 
feats  of  arms,  againft  the  feaft  of  Chriftmas,  at  Greenwich,  before 
the  king  ;  and  the  year  after,  was  made  lieutenant  of  the  Ifle  of 
Man,  and  thofe  other  iflands  belonging  thereto,  during  the  mi- 
nority of  Edward,  earl  of  Derby.  In  19  Henry  VIII.  he,  with 
Arthur  Plantagenet,  vifcount  Lifle,  knight  of  the  garter,  and 
others,  were  fent  ambafladors  to  Francis,  the  French  king,  to  in- 
veft  him  with  the  order  of  the  garter  ;  as  alfo  to  take  his  oath  that 
helhould  not  violate  the  league  made  with  King  Henry.  In  24 
Henry  VIII.  he  was  again  fent  into  France,  with  the  duke  of 
Norfolk,  the  lord  Rochford,  brother  to  the  queen,  and  Sir  Wil- 
liam Paulct,  comptroller  of  the  houfiiold,  in  ambaffage  to  the 
French  king,  and  to  accompany  him  to  Nice;  as  alfo  to  com- 
mune with  the  pope  there,  concerning  his  flay  in  the  king's  di- 
vorce. 

In  30  Henry  VIII.  he  obtained  a  ('f  J  grant  of  that  eminent 
office  of  mailer  of  the  horfe,  with  the  yearly  fee  of  40I.  for  that 
fervice;  and  on  the  15th  of  Auguft,  the  fame  year,  had  a  grant 
of  the  houfe  and  fciteof  theJate  monaflery  ofBattel,  in  com.Suff. 
to  him,  his  heirs,  and  afligns,  for  ever.  Alfo  on  the  12th  of 
March,  the  year  following,  was  made  mafler  of  the  horfe  for  life  j 
and  on  the  24th  of  April  enfuing,  he,  and  the  lord  Audley,  lord- 
chancellor,  were  ele^ed  knights  of  the  garter,  and  inflalled  the 
8th  of  May. 

In  34  Henry  VIII.  (d)  he  accompanied  the  duke  of  Norfolk, 
then  lieutenant-general  of  the  Englifh  army,  in  that  expedition 
made  by  him,  with  above  20000  men  into  Scotland.  And  in  36 
Henry  VIII.  was  with  Charles  Brandon,  duke  of  Suffolk,  the 
Icing's  lieutenant  in  that  voyage  to  BoJogne,  where  they  en- 
camped on  the  eafl:  fide  of  the  town,  the  king  himfelf  ihortly  fol-

yielding,  and  certain  ambafTadors  from  the  French  king  arriving 
at  Hardloe-caftle,  to  treat  of  a  general  accord,  the  duke  of  Suffolk, 
^nd  this  Sir  Anthony  Browne,  were  fent  to  confer  with  them. 

In  37  Henry  VIII.  the  king,  confiding  in  his  loyalty,  valour, 
induftry,  foreright,and  care,  being  mailer  of  the  horfe,  and  knight 
of  the  garter  f^J,  commiilioned  him,  with  Sir  Thomas  Wrio- 
thefly,  lord-chancellor,  Henry,  earl  of  Arundel,  William,  lord 
St.  John,  chamberlain  of  the  houlhold,  to  levy,  array,  and  try  all 
Tnen  able  to  bear  arms,  in  the  counties  of  Surry,  Suifex,  South- 
•hampton,  Wilts,  Oxon,  and  Berks,  and  to  arm  them  according 
to  their  degrees,  and  to  mufter  them  in  proper  places  ;  and  to 
inarch  all  his  liege  fubiects  fo  arrayed  and  tried,  as  well  m^n  at 
arms  and  archers,  as  other  horfe  and  foot,  by  themfelves,  or  o- 
thers  by  them  deputed,  to  fjpprefs  his  enemies,  as  often  as  the 
occafion  fliall  require.  The  fame  year,  (37  Henry  V'^III.)  he 
vvas  inadejuftice  in  Eyre,  of  all  the  forefts  beyond  Trent;  and 
iji  38  Henry  VIII.  was  conftituted  flandard-bearer  to  the  king, 
:(as  his  father  had  been  to  Henry  VII.)  an-d  was  i-n  fuch  favour 
with  the  king,  that  he  appointed  him  one  of  his  executors,  with 
truft  likewife  to  be  of  the  council  to  Prince  Edward,  his  fon,  and 
left  him  a  legacy  of  300 1. 

This  Sir  Anthony,  died  on  the  6th  of  May,  1548,  3  Edw.  VI. 
"Leing  then  mailer  of  the  horfe  to  that  king,  and  was  buried  at 
Battel  (l>)y  leaving  illue,  by  Alice,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  John 
Gage,  knight  of  the  garter,  four  fons,  viz.  Anthony,  his  fon  and 
iieir  ;  William  Browne,  Efq;  who  married  Anne,  daughter  and 
■coheir  of  Hugh  Haftings,  and  attain'd  by  his  marrii'.ge,  Elfing, 
in  com.  Norf  from  whom  the  Browne's,  of  Elfmg,  defcend  ; 
Henry,  and  Francis  ;  and  three  daughters,  Mary,  married  to 
John  Grey,  fecond  fon  to  Thomas,  marquis  of  Dorfet ;  Mabel, 
to  Gerard,  earl  of  Kildare  ;  and  Lucy,  to  Thomas  j^oper,  of  EI- 
tham,  in  com.  Kane.  Efq;  anceftor  of  the  lord  Teynham. 

Which  Anthony  (c)^  was  one  of  the  forty  knights  made  at  the 
rcoronation  of  Kisg  Edward  VI.  the  duke  of  Suffolk,  the  earls  of 
Hertford  and  Ormond,  with  other  nobles,  being  of  the  number. 
And  for  the  more  honourable  reception  of  the  prince  of  Spain, 
•then  to  be  married  to  Qi_ieen  Mary,  be  v/as,  on  the  8th  of  April^ 
a554,  appointed  mafler  of  his  horfe  :  alfo  in  confideration  of  his 
great  merit,  he  was,  by  letters  patent,  bearing  date  at  Hampton- 
court,  the  2d  of  September,  i  and  2  Philip  and  Mary,  advanced 
to  the  dignity  of  vifcount  Montague,  which  title  he  chofe,  by 
reafon  that  the  lady  Lucy,  his  grandmother,  v/as  ojie  of  the 
daughters  and  coheirs  to  JohnNevil,  marquis  of  Montague.  Af- 
ter v/hich  honour  being  conferr'd  on  him,  he  Avas,  by  order  of 
parliament,  fent  to  the  pope,  (together  with  Thomas  Thurlby,

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bifliop  of  Ely)  for  reducing  this  realm  to  an  union  with  the  church 
of  Rome,  and  to  the  obedience  of  that  fee. 

In  the  fourth  of  Queen  Mary  (a),  he  was  lieutenant-general  of 
the  Englifh  forces,  at  the  fiegeofSt.  Quintins,  in  Picardy  ;  and 
afterwards,  being  of  her  privy-council,  and  much  in  her  favour, 
he  was  confulted  in  moft  affairs,  during  her  reign  ;  and  on  the 
22d  of  October,  1555,  was  inftalled  a  knight  of  the  garter. 

On  the  acccffion  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  he  was  left  out  of  her 
priv^y -council  fi'j,  and  in  the  fecond  year  of  her  reign,  on  that 
grand  difpute  in  parliament,  for  abolifhing  the  pope's  fupremacy, 
and  reftoring  it  to  the  crown  of  this  realm,  he  was  the  only  peer, 
who  with  the  earl  of  Shrewfbury,  then  voted  againft  it,  out  of  a 
fentiment  of  zeal  and  honour,  as  Camden  has  obferv'd  in  his  hi- 
ftory  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  urging,  '  That  it  would  be  a  very  dif- 

*  graceful  refle6lion  for  England,  which  was  fo  lately,  and  fo  well 
'  reconciled  to  the  apoftolick  fee,  to  make  fo  fudden  a  revolt 

*  from  it :  and  moreover,  that  the  hazard  would  be  as  great  as 

*  the  fcandal,  {hould  the  pope  thunder  out  his  excommunication, 
'  and  expofe  the  nation,  by  that  means,  to  the  refentment  of  its 
'  neighbouring  enemies,  upon  the  fcore  of  this  defection :  that 

*  he,  for  his  part,  had  by  authority  of  parliament,  and  in  the 

*  name  of  the  whole  body  of  England,  tender'd  obedience  to  the 

*  pope  ;  the  performance  of  which,  he  could  by  no  means  difpenfe 
'  with.' 

In  3  Eliz.  being  highly  efteemed  for  his  great  prudence  and 
wifdom,  though  earnelHy  devoted  to  the  Romilh  religion,  he  was 
thought  a  perfon  the  moft  acceptable  to  be  employed  ambafiador 
into  Spain,  to  fat  I  ?fy  the  kingofthofe  realms,  whatjuft  caufe 
Queen  Elizabeth  had,  to  fend  an  army  into  Scotland,  and  to  re- 
prcfent  that  the  practices  of  the  Guifes,  might  be  of  as  dangerous 
confequences  to  his  provinces  in  the  Netherlands,  as  well  as  in 
Spain,  as  to  England.  But  all  that  1  (c)  have  feen  farther  me- 
morable of  him  is,  that  he  was  one  of  the  peers  which  fate  on  the 
trial  of  the  queen  of  Scots,  and  that,  departing  this  life,  at  Horfley, 
in  com,  Surr.  19  O6lob.  anno  1592,  (34  Eliz.)  he  was  buried  at 
Coudrey,  in  Suffex. 

Camden,  makes  this  mention  of  him,  in  his  annals ;  *  Qiieen 

*  Elizabeth,  having  experienced  his  loyalty,  had  a  great  efteem 

*  for  him,  (tho'  he  was  a  ftiff  Romanift,)  and  paid  him  a  vifit 
'  feme  time  before  his  death  :  for  {he  was  fenfible  that  his  regard 

*  for  that  religion,  was  owing  to  his  cradle  and  education,  and 

*  proceeded  ratljer  from  principle  than  fa(Sbi0n,   as  fome  peoples 

*  faith  did.     He  was  fucceedcd  by  Anthony,  his  grand  fun,   who 

*  very  commendably  followed  the  good  example  fet  him  by  his 

*  grandfather.'

THIS  family  was  originally  of  Whichcote,  in  com.  Salop, 
from  thence  denominated  De  Whichcote,  for  feveral  gene- 
rations C^),  as  appears  by  two  inquifitions  taken  2  Edw.  II.  and 
44  Edw.  III. 

Harpfwell,  in  Lincolnfhire,  has  been  a  feat  of  the  f  mily,  ab'  vi 
3CO  \  cars,  now  polTefTed  by  Thomas  Whiclicote,  Efq;  one  of  the 
knights  of  the  (hire  for  the  county  of  Lincoln,  in  the  prefent  par- 
liament, fon  and  heir  to  George  Whichcote,  Efq;  fometime  one 
of  the  knights  in  parliament  for  the  faid  county,  by  his  third  wife, 
a  diughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Mears,  Knt. 

The  firftof  the  family,  in  Lincolnfhire,  was,  John  Whichcote, 
E'q;  (b)  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheir  of  John 
Tirwhit,  of  Harpfwell,  Efq;  the  faid  John  Whichcote,  Efq;  wai 
a  juftice  of  the  peace,  and  high  (herifF  of  Lincolnfhire,  6  Ed.  IV, 
and  fatl^r  of  John,  who,  by  Catherine,  daughter  of  Sir  John 
BufTy,  of  Hougham,  in  Lincolnihire,  Knt.  had  ifTjc,  Thomas 
Whichcote,  Efq;  who  married  Catherine,  daughter  of Nor- 
ton, of  Kent,  Kfq;  and  had  feveral  fons,  from  Hamond,  the  eld- 
cfl,  by  Alice,  daughter  of  John  Redifh,  of  Reuifh,  in  com.  Lane, 
Efq;  defcends  Tiiomas  Whiclicote,  Efq;  beforementioned. 

Chriflopher  Whichcote,  Efq;  a  younger  fon,  married  Lucy, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Bofville,  of  New-hall,  in  Yorlcfliire,  Efq; 
and  died  March  5,  1609,  by  whom  he  had  ifTue,  Chriftopher 
Whichcote,  of  Stoke,  in  com.  Salop,  Efq;  who,  by  Elizabeth, 
his  wife,  daughter  of  Edward  Fox,  of  Greet,  in  the  faid  county^ 
Efq;  had  fcven  fans  ;   i.  Edward  Whichcote,  of  Stoke,  Efq;     2,

{s)  Ex  infoi.  Dom.  Fhoc.  Whkhcott,  Bar.  i^)  Ifcul* 
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Charles  ;  3.  Chriftopher  ;  4.  Thomas  j  5.  Samuel ;  6.  Benja- 
min, *  who  was  of  Emanuel  college,  Cambridge,  and  about  the 
age  of  four  or  five  and  thirty,  was  made  provoft  of  King's  col- 
lege fi^J,  where  he  was  a  moft  vigilant  and  prudent  governor,  a 
great  encourager  of  learning  and  good  order,  and  by  his  careful 
and  wife  management  of  the  eitate  of  the  college,  brought  it 
into  a  very  flourifliing  condition,  and  left  it  fo.  After  he  left 
Cambridge,  he  came  to  London,  and  was  chofen  minillrer  of 
Black-fryars,  where  he  continued  till  the  dreadful  fire,  and  then 
retired  himfelf  to  a  donative  he  had  at  Milton,  near  Cambridge, 
where  he  preach'd  conftantly,  and  relieved  the  poor,  and  had 
their  children  taught  to  read  at  his  own  charge,  and  made  up 
difi^erences  among  the  neighbours.  Here  he  ftaid,  till  he  was 
preferr'd  to  be  vicar  of  St.  Laurence  Jury,  where  he  preach'd 
twice  a  week,  and  had  the  general  love  and  refpedt  of  his  pa- 
rifh.  It  pleas'd  God  to  blefs  him,  as  v/ith  a  plentiful  eftate, 
fo  with  a  charitable  mind  ;  and  in  the  difpofal  of  his  charity, 
he  very  much  affefted  fecrecy  ;  he  frequently  bcftow'd  alms  on 
poorhoufe-kcepers,  difabledby  age  or  ficknefs  to  fupport  them- 
felves,  thinking  thofe  the  moft  proper  objefts :  he  was  rather 
frugal  upon  himfelf,  that  fo  he  might  relieve  the  necelTities  of 
others.  And  he  was  not  only  charitable  in  his  life,  but  in  a 
very  bountiful  manner  at  his  death,  bequeathing,  in  pious  and 
charitable  legacies,  to  the  value  of  loool.  to  the  library  of  the 
univerfity  of  Cambridge,  50 1.  and  of  King's  college,  lool.  and 
of  Emanuel  college,  20 1.  to  which  college  he  had  been  a  con- 
fiderable  benefactor  before,  having  founded  there  feveral  fcholar- 
fhips,  to  the  value  of  1000 1.  out  of  a  charity,  v.'ith  the  difpo- 
fal whereof,  he  was  intrufted,  and  which,  not  without  great 
difficulty  and  pains,  he  at  laft  recovered.  To  the  poor  of  the 
feveral  places  where  his  eftate  lay,  and  where  he  had  been  mi- 
nifter,  he  gave  above  lOol.  among  thofe  who  had  been  his  fer- 
vants,  or  were  fo  at  his  death,  he  difpofed  in  annuities  and  le- 
gacies, to  the  value  of  above  300I.  and  to  other  charitable  ufes 
above  300 1.  and  to  every  one  of  his  tenants,  he  left  a  legacy, 
according  to  the  proportion  of  the  eftate  they  held.  He  was  a 
man  of  a  moft  exemplary  life,  and  profound  learning,  and  he 
particularly  excelled  in  the  virtues  of  converfulon,  humanity, 
gentlenefs,  and  humility  ;  of  a  prudent  and  peaceful  recon- 
ciling temper.'  He  died  at  Cambridge,  aged  feventy-four. 
May,  1683.  The  feventh  fon  of  Chriftopher  Whichcote,  Efq; 
was.  Sir  Jeremy  ;  but  of  thefe  fons,  three  only  left  iflue  male 
viz.  Edward  Whichcote,  of  Stoke,  aforefaid,  Efq;  colonel  Chri- 
ftopher Whichcote,  fometime  governor  of  Windfor  cafile  i  and 
Sir  Jeremy  Whichcote.

At  the  requefl:  of  King  Charles  II.  during  his  exile, 
fee  purchafed  the  wardenfhip  of  the  fleet ;  and,  by  officiating 
fonaetimes  himfelf,  ftieltcr'd  the  king's  agents,  and  prevented  a 
treacherous  defign  againft  his  perfon,  for  which  he  was  honoured 
with  the  title  of  baronet,  by  letters  patent,  dated  at  Bruflels, 
April  2,  12  Car.  II.  he  died  1677,  and  lies  buried  in  Hendon- 
church,  in  Middlefex,  where,  on  a  marble,  within  the  rails  of  the 
altar,  is  this  inicription  (b) :

and  Bart,  eldeft  fon  and  fucceiTor  of  Sir  Jeremy,  married  Jane, 
daughter  and  coheir  to  Sir  Nicholas  Gould,  of  London,  Bart,  {by 
Elizabeth,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Garrard,  of  Lamer,,  in 
Hertfordfhire,  Bart,  and  relidt  of  Thomas  Neale,  Efq;)  by  whom 
he  had  iflue,  four  fons,  and  five  daughters  (a),  of  which,  only 
one  fon.

THIS  family  are  defcended  from  (c)  John  Bridgeman,  of 
Dean  Magna,  in  Gloucefterfliire,  Efq;  who  married  Jo- 
hanna, daughter  of  William  Clarke,  of  Dean  Magna,  by  whom 
he  had  iflue,  William  Bridgeman,  of  Dern  Magna,  Elq;  who,  by

Bridpeman,  Bar, 
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Mary,  daughter  of  Richard  Bryan,  of  Dean  Parva,  had  a  numc-\ 
reus  iflue. 

Whereof  Edward,  a  younger  fon,  was  feated  at  Devonfliire. 

•  John,  his  fon,  was  born,  fays  Prince,  in  his  worthies  of  Devon 
(a)^  in  the  city  of  Exeter,  not  far  from  the  palace-gate  there. 
His  father  was,  Edward  Bridgeman,  fometime  high  {herifFof 
that  city  and  county,  for  the  year  of  our  lord  1578  (b). 
'  Having  very  good  natural  parts,  and  being  obferved  to  be 
well  difpofed  towards  books  and  learning,  he  was  carefully  kept 
at  fchool,  untill  he  was  thought  fit  to  be  tranfplanted  thence 
to  the  univerfity,  which  was  done  accordingly  ;  and  he  became 
a  member  of  Magdalen- college,  in  Cambridge ;  after  that,  a 
fellow,  and  laftly,  the  mafter  thereof  frj. 

'  Having  commenced  mafter  of  arts  at  Cambridge,  he  was  ad- 
mitted, ad  eundem,  at  Oxford,  July  4,  1600.  After  this,  he 
proceeded  doftor  of  divinity ;  which  is  the  higheft  degree  a 
fcholar  can  receive,  or  the  univerfity  beftow. 
'  Being  now  of  noted  learning,  a  pious  life,  and  courteous  de- 
portment, he  was  admitted,  by  King  James  I.  of  blefTed  me- 
mory, into  the  number  of  his  domeftick  chaplains  ;  by  whofe 
fracious  favour  he  became  redlor  of  the  church  of  Wigan,  in 
/ancafhire,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1615,  valued  at  Sol.  13s. 
4d.  per  annum,  the  fecond  beft  benefice  in  that  county,  as 
Winwick,  is  the  firft,  which,  in  the  king's  books,  is  rated  at 
102I.  9s.  8d.  ayear  f^j. 

'  Afterwards,  he  was,  by  the  fame  his  royal  mafter,  King 
James  I.  preferred  to  the  bifhoprick  of  Chefter,  raifed  by  King 
Henry  VIII.  out  of  the  ruins  of  the  abbies  and  monafterics  here 
in  England.  He  was  confecrated  at  the  fame  time,  at  Lam- 
beth, with  do(Slor  Howfon,  bifhop  of  Oxford,  and  doctor 
Searchfield,  bifhop  of  Briftol,  viz.  on  the  9th  of  May,  i6i(:)(e). 
Which  fee  being  of  no  great  yearly  value,  for  fo  high  a  charge, 
but  four  hundred  and  twenty  pounds  per  annum,  he  was  made, 
anno  162 1,  re£lor  of  Bangor  alfo,  which  he  held  in  com- 
mendam. 

*  For  many  years  did  this  learned  and  pious  divine  continue  the 
faithful  and  watchful  bifhop  of  this  church.  In  that  memo- 
rable year,  1641,  when  the  unchriftian  rabble  were  encouraged, 
by  no  mean  pretenders  to  chriftianity,  to  bawl  down  proteftant 
bifhops,  as  they  came  in  their  barges  to  the  parliament  houfe, 
at  Weftminfter,  this  reverend  prelate  was  then  living  :  how- 
ever, whether  detained  at  home  by  age,  or  hinder'd  by  fbn^o 
other  occafion,  he  was  not  prefent  in  the  houfe,  to  join  in  the 
protcftation  made  by  his  right  reverend  brethren,  againfl  the

proceedings  of  that  parliament  f^j.  Ken  re  he  happil)^  efcaped 
that  long  and  tedious  imprifonment,  unto  v/hich  moft  of  them, 
notwithftanding  their  great  years,  and  their  greater  piety  and 
learning,  who  fubfcribed  it,  were  confined  for  eighteen  weeks 
together. 

*  Such  was  this  prelate's  merit,  that  there  is  this  honourable 
character  of  him,  tranfmitted  to  pofteritv,  That  he  was  as  in- 
genious as  grave  ;  and  a  great  patron  of  tbofe  gi^ts  in  others,  he 
was  the  happy  owner  of  in  hinifelf f^j.  He  was  thirty  years 
biCiop  of  Chefter,  and  every  year  maintain'.:^,  more  or  Jeis^ 
hopeful  young  men,  in  the  univerfity,  and  preferred  good  pro- 
ficients out  of  it  :  by  the  fame  token,  fom.e,  in  thofe  tim^ 
turn'd  him  out  of  his  livings,  whom  he  had  raifed  into  theirs. 
He  was  a  good  benefador  unto  Chefter,  but  a  better,  under 
God,  to  England,  in  his  Con^  the  late  honourable, 
'  Sir  Orlando  Bridgeman,  fometime  lord  chief  juftice  of  the 
common-pleas ;  after  that,  mafter  of  the  rolls  ;  then  lord- 
keeper  of  the  great  feal  of  England,  under  our  late  gracious  fo- 
vereign.  King  Charles  II.  who  was  a  fufFerer  in  his  raajeflv's 
caufe,  and  a  great  honour  to  it.  His  moderation  and  equity 
being  fuch,  in  difpenfmg  the  king's  laws,  that  he  feemed  ta 
carry  a  chancery  in  his  breaft,  in  the  common-pleas;  endearin^-, 
as  well  as  opening  the  law  to  the  people,  as  if  he  carry'd  about 
him  the  king's  confciencc,  as  well  as  his  own. 

*  This  learned  and  holy  prelate,  bifhop  Bridgman,  lived  to 
enjoy  the  bleflings  of  a  good  old  age  ;  for  after  the  continu- 
ance of  about  thirty  years,  (as  was  faid  before)  bifliop  ot  the 
church  of  Chefter,  he  fell  afleep  in  the  lord,  at  his  palace  at 
Chefter,  aforefaid,  near  the  year  1649,  which  was  the  next 
year  after  the  fearful  perpetration  of  that  horrible  murder,  by 
the  worft  of  hypocrites,  on  the  beft  of  kings.  He  lieth  interr'd 
in  his  own  church  there  ;  whether  with,  or  without  any  fune- 
ral monument,  I  can't  at  this  diftance  eafily  inform  my  felf. 

*  This  holy  prelate  was  famous  in  himfelf,  but  more  famou* 
in  his  fon,  Sir  Orlando  Bridgeman,  beforementioned  ;  a  gen- 
tleman of  great  piety,  as  well  as  honour  and  integrity;  and 
was  the  hrft  Englifliman,  King  Charles  II.  advanced  to  the 
degree  of  a  baronet,  after  his  happy  reftoration.' 

During  the  time  of  the  ufurpation,  the  bilhop  fled  to  his  fon's 
feat,  at  Moreton,  in  Shrop{hire,  his  eftate  being  fequeftred  fomc 
years  before  his  death.  Mr.  Brown  Willis,  in  his  furvej'  of  ca- 
thedrals (c)^  gives  this  account  of  him  ; 

John  Bridgeman,  S.  T.  P.  re<5lor  of  Wigan,  and  Bangor,   in 

the  diocefeof  Chefter,  prebendary  ofLichfeild  and  Peterborouo-h, 

became  eleded  bifhop  of  Chefter,  March  15,  1618.     In  Prince's 

worthies

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worthies  of  Devonfhire,  is  feme  account  of  his  hfe,  (which  is 
before  related)  he  being  bom  at  Exeter  :  tho'  that  author,  and 
other  writers,  are  all  miftaken,  as  to  his  death,  anno  1648,  or 
1649,  and  burial  at  Chefter  ;  whereas  he  did  not  die  till  1652, 
as  A.  Wood,  tells  us  ;  or  rather,  as  I  have  lately  been  informed, 
till  1657,  or  1658,  when,  departing  this  life,  at  his  fon's  houfe," 
at  Moreton,  nearOfweftre,  in  Shropftiire  ;  he  was  buried  at  Kin- 
nerfley  church,  near  Moreton,  aforefaid,  with  this  infcription  on 
a  blue  ftone,  in  the  chancel,  without  any  date  upon  it : 

Hie  jacet  fepultus  Johannes  Bridgman,  Epifcopus 
Cellrienfis. 

Which  being  thought  to  obfcure,  caufed  his  great  grandfon  to  e- 
rc£l  a  handfome  monument  againft  the  chancel  north-wall,  fomc 
years  ago,  with  this  infcription  on  it :

The  bifliop  married  (a)  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Dr.  Helyar> 
canon  of  Exeter,  and  archdeacon  of  Barnftable,  (of  the  ancient  fa- 
mily of  the  Helyar's,  of  Somerfetfhire,)  and  had  iflue  five  fons  ; 
I.  Sir  Orlando,  hereafter  mentioned  ;  2.  Dove,  a  prebendary  of 
the  cathedral  church  of  Chefter,  who  married  the  daughter  of 

■ Bennet,  ofChefhire,  (fhe  furvivinghim,  afterwards  married 

Dr.  John  Hacket,  biftiop  of  Litchfeild,)  and  had  ifTue  only  one 
ion,  Charles  Bridgeman,  archdeacon  of  Richmond,  in  Yorkfhire, 
who  died  unmarried,  1678 ;  3.  Henry  Bridgeman,  dean  of  Chefter, 
being  fo  made,  ib6o(/j):  he  beautified  and  repaired  the  dean's 
houfe,  in  theabby-court,  at  Chefter,  very  much  ;  wasalfo  parfon 
of  Bangor,  in  Flintfhire,  and  of  Barrow,  in  Cheftiire,  and  made 
bifliop  of  the  Ifle  of  Man,  1671.  He  married  two  wives,  firft, 
Catherine,  daughter  of  Robert  Lever,  of  Lancafhire,  Gent,  by 
whom  he  had  a  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  to  Thomas  Grecn- 
balgh,  of  Brundleftiam,  in  Lancafliire,  Efq;  his  fecond  wife,  I 
don't  find  :  he  died  May,  1682  ;  4.  Sir  James  Bridgeman,  Knt. 
vho  married  Anne,  daughter  of Allen,  of  Chclhire,  Gent.

Richard  Bridge- 
man,  a  merchant,  in  Amfterdam,  in  Holland,  who  married  Ca- 
therine, daughter  of  Mr.  Watfon,  an  Englifli  merchant  there, 
by  whom  he  had  iflue,  a  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  to  John 
Dove,  Efq;  furveyor  of  the  culloms,  and  one  fon,  William. 
Bridgeman,  of  Weftminfter,  Efq;  fometime  fecretary  of  the  ad- 
miralty, and  one  of  the  clerks  of  the  privy-council,  who  married 
Diana,  daughter  of  Mr.  Vernatti,  an  Italian  gentleman,  and  had 
iflue,  Orlando  Bridgem5tn,  Efq;  and  Catherine,  v/ife  of  Orlando 
Bridgeman,  Efq;  fourth  fon  of  Sir  John,  hereafter  mentioned. 

Sir  Orlando  Bridgeman,  Knt.  eldeft  fon  of  the  bifhop,  was, 
for  his  great  proficiency  in  the  law  (a),  made  attorney  of  the 
court  of  wards,  temp.  Car.  I.  alfo  attorney  to  the  prince  ofWales, 
(aftcrv/ards  King  Charles  II.)  and  a  perfon,  of  whom,  my  lord 
Clarendon,  in  his  hiftory,  makes  honourable  mention,  upon  feve- 
ral  occafions  :  and  being  greatly  confided  in  by  the  royal  martyr^ 
was  one  of  the  commiflioners  deputed  by  him  to  treat  with  thofe 
of  the  parliament,  atUxbridge  :  and  as  long  as  the  city  ofChefter 
held  but  for  the  king,  he  encouraged  and  fupportcd  the  loyalifts 
with  feveral  fums  of  money  ;  and  gave  feveral  fums  to  purchafe 
tythes,  where  churches  were  not,  as  he  thought,  fufficiently  en- 
dow'd  ;  and  large  fums  to  other  charitable  ufes,  and  redeem- 
ing poor  captives  from  flavery,  Upori  the  reftoration  of  King 
Charles  II.  as  a  farther  reward  for  his  merit,  he  was  made  lord 
chief- baron  of  the  exchequer ;  then  lord  chief-juftice  of  the  com- 
mon-pleas J  and  laflly,  lord-keeper  of  the  great  feal  of  England, 
and  created  a  baronet.  He  married,  firft  f*^^,  Judith,  daughter 
and  heir  of  John  Kynafton,  of  Morton,  in  Shropfhire,  Efq;  ({he 
ciied  at  Oxford,  in  the  ufurpation,  and  was  buried  in  the  univer- 
fity  church.)  By  her  he  left  ifTue,  only  one  fon.  Sir  John,  his 
fucccifor.  He  married  to  his  fecond  wife,  Dorothy,  daughter  of 
Dr.  Saunders,  provoft  of  Oriel  college,  in  Oxford,  (rcliil  of 
George  Cradock,  of  Carfwell-caifle,  in  Stafi'ordfnire,  Efq;)  by 
■whom  he  had  ifiue,  two  fons,  and  one  daughter  ;  i.  Sir  Orlando 
Bridgeman,  who  being  pofTefled  of  Ridley,  in  Chefhire,  b''  put- 
chafe,  from  the  Egercons,  of  that  place,  (a  knightly  branch  of 
the  Egerton's,  of  Egerton,)  was  created  a  baronet  25  Car.  II. 
of  whom,  in  his  proper  ;-]ace  ;  2,  Sir  Francis  Bridgeman, 
knighted  bv  King  Charts  Ii.  Nov.  15,  1673,  ^'^^°  married  :"u- 
fanna,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Richard  Barker,  of  London,  Knt. 
M,  D.  and  died  ilfuelefs ;  and  3.  Charlotte,  married  toSir  Tho- 
mas Myddletwi,  of  Chirk-caftle,  in  Denbi^hihire,  Bart,  by  whom

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he  left  iflue,  only  one  daughter  and  heir,  Charlotte,  married  to 
Edward,  late  earl  of  Warwick,  and  Holland.  Sir  Orlando,  died, 
June  25,  1674,  aged  fixty-fix,  at  Teddington,  in  Middlefex, 
and  there  lies  buried. 

Sir  John  Bridgeman,  Bart,  the  only  fon  by  the  firft  venter, 
fucceecicd  his  father.  He  married  (a)  Mary,  daughter  and  co- 
heir of  George  Cradock,  of  Carfwell-caftie,  in  Stuftbrdihire,  Efqj 
(abovementioned,)  by  whom  he  had  iflue,  five  fons,  and  feven 
daughters;  Orlando,  the  eldeft,  and  Thomas,  the  youngefl,  both 
died  very  young  ;  and  the  fecond  fon  was,  Sir  John,  his  fuccef- 
for ;  3.

Sir  John  Bridgeman,  his  fecond,  but  eldeft  furviving  fon,  the 
prefent  baronet,  married  (b)  Urfula,  daughter  and  fole  heir  of 
Roger  Matthews,  of  Blodwell,  in  Shropfhire,  Efq;  by  whom  hg 
has  had  iflue,  five  fons,  and  two  daughters. 

Orlando  Bridgeman,  Efq;  his  eldeit  fon  and  heir  apparent,  was- 
reprefentative  in  parliament  for  Shrewfbury,  in  the  fecond  par- 
liament of  King  George  I.  He  married  tiie  lady  Anne,  daugh- 
ter to  the  riglit  honourable,  Richard,  late  earl  of  Bradford,  by 
whom  he  has  had  iflue,  Mary,  and  John,  who  both  died  young  j 
Henry,  now  living;  and  a  daughter,  Diana.  John,  fecond  fon 
of  Sir  John,  died  very  )'oung  ;  3.  Roger,  and  4.  John,  are  both 
living,  and  George,  the  fiftli  fon,  died  young.  The  daughters 
are,  Urfiila,  married  to  Hugh  Williams,  Efq;  fon  and  heir  of 
John  Williams,  of  Chefter,  Efq;   and  Judith,  unmarried.

William  Palmer,  Efq;  who  married  (c)  Anne,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Lovet,  of  Afhwell,  incom.  Northampnn,  Efq;  and  had 
iflue  by  her,  Geoffrey  Palmer,  Efq;  fon  and  heir,  alfo  a  fon 
called,  Thomas,  llain  at  Bulloign,  in  France  :  which  Geoffrey, 
married  Bridget,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Foulhurft,  of  Crew,  in 
Chefhire,  Knt.  and  by  her  had,  Thomas  Pal.ner,  Efq;  who  mar- 
ried Catherine,  the  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Watfon,  of  Rock- 
ingham, Knt.  fifter  to  the  firft  lord  Rockingham,  and  by  her

'  houfe  of  commons  ;  and  in  the  debate  about  the  remonftrance, 

*  his  fpeech  not   being  agreeable   to  the  prevailing  party  in  the 

*  houfe,  he  was  committed  to  the  Tower  (f)^  they  having  borne 

C  2  *  him

vice,  and  was  one  of  the  comr-^ifTioners  (a)  apoointed  by  his  ma- 
jefty, at  the  treaty  of  Uxbridge.  He  wis  afterv.-ards  attorney- 
general  to  King  Charles  11.  Ant.  ''tVood,  fays  of  him  (b),  *  He 
'  was  chofen  a  burgcfs  for  Stamford,  inLiriColnHiirc,  to  fit  in  that 
'  parliament,  which  began  Nov.  3,  1640,  wherein  he  w-s  a  ma- 
'  na2;er  f  the  evidence,  iga'.nll'lhcmas,  earl  of  Straffoi'd,  and 
'  feem'u  to  be  an  enemy  10  the  prerogati\'e.     But  afterwards,  per- 

*  ceivins;  full  well  what  mad  courfes  themembe's  of  the  faid  par- 

*  liament  took,  he  boldly  delivered   his  mind  againft  printing  of

*  Upon  the  declining  of  the  king's  caufe,  he  fuffered,  as  otiier 
'  royalifts  did,  lived  obfcurely  in  England,  and  upon  pretence  of 

*  plotting  with  the  cavaliers,  againft  Oliver,   the  prote<ftor,  he 

*  was  impiifoned  In  theTower  of  London,  in  the  month  of  May, 
'  1655.  On  the  31ft  of  May,  1660,  his  majefty  being  then  re- 
"^  ftored,  he  v/as  made  attorney-general,  and  about  that  time, 
'■  chief-juftice  of  Chefter,  and  a  knight,  and  on  7  June,  follow- 

*  ing,  he  was  created  a  baronet ;  he  hath  collected  and  written 
^  reports,  bearing  this  title,  Les  Reports  de  Sir  Jeff'ry  Palmer^ 
'  Chevalier  &  Baronet^  U'c.  in  folio.'  He  died  at  Hampftead,  in 
Middlefex,  May  5,  anno  1670,  aged  feventy-two,  and  having 
lain  in  ftate  in  the  hall  of  the  Middle-Temple  (c)^  attended  by 
the  heralds  at  arms,  was  from  thence  convey 'd  in  a  hcrfe,  fol- 
lowed by  a  great  train  of  coaches  of  the  nobility,  the  judges,  and 
others,  thro'  the  town,  unto  Carlton,  aforefaid,  and  there  in- 
terr'd  amongft  his  anceftors,  in  the  family  vault,  within  the  pa- 
ri;h  church,  where  a  handfome  monument  is  ere^lcd  to  his  me- 
raoj-yj  with  this  infcription  (d)  :

Northarnp.  which  he  endow'd 
with  Sol.  per  ann.  and  an  hofpitalat  Cottefbrooke,  which  he  en- 
dow'd with  50I.  per  ann.  he  fettled  36I.  per  ann.  on  St.  Tho- 
mas's hofpital,  in  Northampton,  for  the  maintenance  of  fix  poor 
widows ;  he  alfo  fettled  25 1.  per  ann.  on  Chrift's  hofpital,  in 
LoiiJon,  for  placing  out  yearly,  fix  poor  children  of  that  houfe  ;

SI  R  Robert  Abdy,  Knt.  and  Bart,  was  the  fourth  fon  of  An- 
thony Abdy,  alderman  of  London,  and  Abigail,  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Campbei,  Knt.  (for  whofe  defcent,  fee 
Abdy,  of  Felix-hall,  vol.  II.  p.  187.)  and  advanced  to  the  dignity 
of  a  baronet,  by  King  Charles  II.  on  the  reftoration.  He  married 
Catherine  fZ/j,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Gayer,Knt.  and  alderman  of 
London,  ((he  died  Sept.  1662,  and  was  buried  Sept.  25,  at  Staple- 
ford-Abbots,  in  Eflex,)  by  whom  he  had  iflue,  feven  fons,  and 
four  daughters.

(Sir  THOMAS,  Knight,) 
Created  Baronet,  June  13,   1660. 

TH  E  firft  baronet  of  this  family  was,  Sir  Thomas  Adams, 
Knt.  fon  of  Thomas  Adams,  of  Wcm,  in  com.  Salop.  He 
was  (herifF  of  the  city  of  London  (a)^  1^39?  ^'^'^  lord-mayor  f^^, 
1646,  and  a  great  fufferer  for  the  loyal  caufe,  having  his  houie 
fearched  (c),  and  himfelf  pulled  out  of  bed  by  the  heels,  by  the 
rebels,  looking  for  King  Charles  I.  and  fent  to  the  Tower  of 
London  j  and  tho',  after  the  fatal  putting  to  death  of  K.Charles 
I.  (d)  the  city  of  London  was  forced  to  comply  with  the  go- 
vernment that  was  then  fet  up,  by  a  mighty  prevailing  hand ;  yet, 
for  the  lafting  memory  of  the  city's  ftedfaftnefs  to  the  ancient 
kingly  government,  and  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Englifli  free- 
dom, the  mayor,  and  feveral  of  the  aldermen,  utterly  refufed  to 
publifh  an  aft,  made  by  the  commons,  foon  after  the  faid  king^ 
death,  intitled,  An  a£l:  for  the  exheredation  of  the  royal  line,  the 
abolifliment  of  monarchy  in  the  kingdom,  aijd  the  fetting  up  of  a 
commonwealth.  Thefe  that  fo  refufed,  were,  Sir  Abraham Rei- 
nardfon,  mayor,  Thomas  Adams,  (theperfon  we  are  now  to  treat 
of,)  John  Langham,  (anceftor  to  the  prefent  Sir  John  Langham, 
Bart.)  and  James  Bunce  (e),  aldermen.  For  which,  the 
mayor  was  put  out  of  his  mayoralty,  and  he,  with  thofe  al- 
dermen, committed  to  the  Tower.  In  April  following,  the  three 
aldermen  v/ere  to  be  brought  to  the  bar  of  the  then  governing 
lords.  Which  they  hearing  of,  bravely  and  ftoutly,  as  good  ci- 
tizens, and  true  Engliftimen,  refufed  their  authority  ;  and  figni- 
iied  to  the  lieutenant  of  the  I'ower,  that  they  would  not  obey  his 
order  to  bring  them  before  the  bar  of  that  houfe,  declaring  their 
firm  refolution  to  ftand  for  the  defence  of  the  eftablifhed  laws  of 
the  land,  and  their  proteftation  againft  the  lords  jurifdiftion  over 
them,  or  any  other  commoners  in  criminal  cafes :  with  an  ap- 
peal from  the  faid  lords,  to  their  proper  and  competent  iudges, 
/.  e.  a  jury  of  their  equals,  and  judges  fworn  to  proceed  according 
to  the  known  lav^s  of  England.  All  this  may  be  feen,  by  the 
letter  and  the  petition  following  (/j.

*  'HP  H  AT  if  your  petitioners  {hall  fubmit  to  your  lordflilps  ju- 

*  rifdiction  over  commoners,  in  thofe  criminal  cafes,  or  no- 

*  valifms  in  law,  intitled,  Articles  of  impeachment  of  high  trea- 

*  fon,  and  other  mifdemeanors  :  they  {hall  not  only  be,  Feloes  de 

*  fe^  but  alfo  {hall  murther  the  perfons,  and  ruin  the  eftates  of  all 

*  the  free-born  people  of  England  ;  and  that  which  is  more,  they 
'  {hall  betray  the  common- law,  which  is  the  fupreme  authority, 

(under 
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(under  God,)  of  the  nation,  and  the  inheritance  of  every  free- 
man's pofteritv.  And  that  which  is  worft  of  all,  they  {hall  be 
inftrumental  to  pull  down  all  the  judicatories  of  the  kingdom, 
and  re-edify  an  arbitrary  government,  many  ftories  higher  than 
ever  the  ftar-chamber,  high-commiilion,  or  council -table  were. 
And  by  the  fame  rule  that  your  lordftiips  have  fined  feveral  com- 
moners, five  hundred  pounds  a  man,  for  not  kneeling,  or  fub- 
mitting  to  your  lordfhips  jurifdidion  in  criminal  cafes,  for 
which  there  is  no  law  ;  nay,  which  is  abfolutely  and  apparently 
againft  the  fundamental  laws  of  the  land,  and  the  ordinary  rule 
of  your  own  court  of  judicature,  ufually  referring  thofe  caufes 
which  appertain  to  the  common-law,  to  the  other  courts  of 
juftice,  efpecially  if  the  people  deiire  it ;  Co  you  may  fine  their 
fellow-citizens,  and  commoners  of  England,  as  many  millions, 
and  take  away  the  lives  and  eftates  of  all,  as  well  as  fjme,  to  the 
perpetual  deftroying  and  enflaving  the  whole  kingdom.  By 
the  29th  chapter  of  the  great  charter,  all  commoners  are  to  be 
tried  by  their  equals  ;  and  there  are  thirty  feflions  of  parliament 
which  confirm  the  great  charter,  being  a  itatute  declaratory  of 
the  common-law  ;  efpecially  thofe  eminen.t  laws,  wherein  your 
lordfhips  had  your  {hares  in  making  of  them,  viz.  the  petition 
of  right,  in  3°  Caroli,  and  the  a6l  for  aboli{]iing  the  {lar-cham- 
ber,  and  regulating  the  council-table,  in  the  17th  Caroli,  in 
which  many  {latutes  are  enumerated.  That  commoners  ought 
to  be  tried  by  their  equals,  by  bill  of  indi6lment,  or  writ  origi- 
nal, and  by  thofe  of  their  neighbourhood:  and  all  decrees  and 
judgments  made  contrary  thereto,  are  declared  thereby  to  be 
null  and  void  in  law,  which  bars  all  precedents.  And  by  fe- 
veral declarations  and  ordinances  your  lord{hips  have  declared, 
that  ordinances  are  no  laws,  but  temporary,  during  the  wars  i 
and  the  cafe  of  neceflity  being  taken  away,  your  lord{hips  have 
promifed  the  free  people  of  England,  that  they  {hall  be  governed 
according  to  the  known  laws  of  the  land  ;  as  it  appears  in  the 
ordinance,  dated  the  15th  of  January,  1647.  ^^^  '^  '^  again{l 
the  law  of  God,  nature,  and  nations,  that  any  perfon  or  per- 
fons  {hould  be  judge  and  parties,  examiners  and  accufers,  in 
their  own  caufe,  or  to  be  tried  any  otherwife  than  by  a  known 
law  ;  for  where  is  no  law,  there  is  no  tranfgreflion.  It  is  de- 
clared by  Sir  Edward  Coke,  that  the  parliam.ent  cannot  make 
a  law  againft  the  law  of  nature,  which  is  cuffom,  according  to 
right,  and  neceflary  reafon.  That  precedents  are  nothing,  in 
comparifon  of  the  common  and  flatute  laws.  Thefe  being 
known  maxims  in  law,  ^  faSlo  ad  jus  non  valet  argumentum. 
Gubernandum  eft  legibus  non  exempli s :  articles  are  nothing  in 
law  but  meer  innovations,  and  prerogatives  extrajudical,  efpe- 
cially when  ordinary  perfonsare  in  queftion.  The  old  maxim 
in  law  is,  Nm  remrremlum  ejl  ad  i.xtraordinaria  quando  fieri 

'  potejl 
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potejl per  ordinaria.  And  your  lordfhips  are  not  only  fworhj 
but  have  impofed  feveral  oaths,  as,  the  proteftation,  and  fo- 
lemn  league  and  covenant,  upon  tiie  free  commoners  of  Eng- 
land, to  defend  the  fundamental  laws  of  the  land.  And  they 
are  conficent  your  lordfnips  will  be  very  tender  of  the  preferva- 
tion  of  the  great  charter,  in  which  is  wrapped  up  our  lives,  li- 
berties, and  eftates  :  your  noble  predecefTors  being  fo  glorious 
and  famous  inftrUments  in  aflifting  this  people  in  purchafmg 
the  fame. 

'  Concerning  the  point  of  precedents,  which  Is  all  can  be  faid 
for  your  lordfliips,  we  fhall  give  you  the  anfwer. 
'  I.  It  isobfervable,  that  all  fuch  commoners,  which  have 
fubmitted  to  your  lordfliips  jurifdi6lion,  were,  in  the  time  of 
the  civil  wars,  Flagrante  belb,  not  by  compulfion,  but  by  vo- 
luntary petitions  of  the  commons,  in  a  fumrriary  way,  to  the 
king  in  perfon. 

'  2.  One  precedent  againft  your  lordfliips  jurifdidlion,  is  of 
more  confequence  than  a  thoufand  for  it :  the  reafon  is  plain, 
becaufe  all  courts  of  judicature  are  bottomed  upon  the  law  of 
the  land  ;  and  it  cannot  be  fuppofed  that  any  court  can  be  mif- 
cognizant  of  its  own  jurifdiitJon.  Your  lordfliips  have  con- 
fefled,  in  Sir  Simon  de  Benfsford's  cafe,  that  it  is  againft  the 
law,  for  peers  to  try  commoners  j  and  your  predecefTors  have 
promifed  upon  record,  that  they  will  never  do  the  like  again, 
though  that  occafion  were  fuperlative  :  Rotj)i2.  Rot.  Pari.  5. 
Numb.  45. 

*  3.  The  corporation  of  Cambridge  was  accufed  before  the 
king  and  lords,  for  complying  with  the  rebels  of  Eflex,  Kent, 
and  Hertford  ;  their  council  pleaded  againft  the  jurifdiclion  of 
the  lords  houfe,  in  the  point  of  treafon,  and  the  king  and  lords 
allowed  of  the  plea. 

*  4.  As  there  are  many  precedents,  more  may  be  alledged,  that 
commoners  have  denied  your  lordfliips  jurifdiction,  and  that 
vour  lordfliips  have  tranfmitted  fuch  cafes  to  the  common  law, 
ifdefired  by  the  free  people;  fo  there  can  no  precedent  be 
flicwn,  that  commoners,  which  have  refufed  to  be  tried  by 
your  houfe,  have  been  over-ruled  by  them  in  point  of  jurif- 
diftion. 

*  5.  There  was  never  precedent,  fmce  there  were  parliaments 
in  England,  that  the  lame  fefTion  of  parliament  hath  imprifoned, 
f\i\fzi^  or  any  otherwife  diffeixed  or  deftroyed  any  man,  for  o- 
beying  or  executing  the  lav/s,  ordinances,  or  orders  of  the  fame 
parliament.  And  there  are  manv  ordinances  in  force,  which 
indemnify  all  thole  which  have  a<^jd  by  the  authority  of  par- 
liament, viz.  May  26,  1642,  I.  P.  Book  Dccl.  P.  281.  June 
14,   1642.  P.  377.

fadl  was  done,  the  courts  of  juftice  being  open. 

And  your  petitioners  (hall  pray,  ^z. 

Sir  Thomas,  having  been  a  perfon  of  unfpotted  loyalty  and  af- 
fection to  his  exil'd  pr:;;ce,  to  whom  he  hud,  in  thofe  wicked  and 
perilous  times,  remitted  (a)  iO,OOol.  and  being  alfo(tho'  feventy- 
two  years  of  age,}  deputed  by  the  city  to  go  to  Breda,  in  Holland^ 
with  general  Monk,  to  attend  his  f^vereign  home  to  his  reaUns  ; 
he  was,  in  conlideration  thereof,  by  that  king,  (having  firft  been 
knighted,)  a  few  days  after  his  refloration,  advanced  to  the  dig- 
nity of  a  baronet.  A  perfon  that  knew  him  well,  for  more  than 
twenty  years,  has  given  this  account  of  him  (b)  ;  '  He  was  emi- 
nent for  religion  and  devotion  ;  that  orthodox  religion,  which 
is  profefled  by  the  church  of  England,  he  faithfully  adhered  to, 
cordially  owning  her  doctrine  and  difcipline,  hiei-archy  and  li- 
turgy :  and  tho'  he  lived  in  an  inconftant  age,  (wherein  it  wjs 
the  mode  to  change  religion,  as  women  do  fafhions,)  he  proved 
not  a  reed  or  a  willow,  but  an  oak,  ftedfafL  and  immoveable. 
Great  was  his  refpe6l  to  the  orthodox  clergy  ;  thofe  who  were 
fufFerers,  he  charitably  reliev'd  ;  thofe  who  were  labourers,  he 
bountifully  encouraged.  Schifmatical  conventicles  he  abhorr'd, 
but  duly  frequented  the  church  aflemblies.  He  was  a  ftrenuous 
aflertor  of  monarchical  government,  and  was  among  the  num- 
ber of  the  mourners  for  all  the  abominations  which  were  com- 
mitted, and  efpecially  for  that  execrable  treafon,  in  murdering 
the  father,  and  baniftiing  the  fon.  Upon  the  account  of  his 
loyalty  to  Charles  I.  of  blefled  memory,  when  lord- may  or  j 
his  houfe  was  fearch'd  by  the  rebels  then  in  power,  fuppofmg 
there  to  have  found  the  king.  The  year  after,  he  was  call:  into 
the  Tower,  and  there  kept  a  prifoner,  and  for  feveral  years  put 
by  all  publick  offices  and  employments.  Upon  the  account  of 
his  loyalty  to  Charles  II.  during  his  exile,  he  hazarded  his  eftatej 
and  life,  by  fending  him  confiderable  fums  of  money,  beyond 
fea,  and  when  the  blefled  time  came  of  his  joyiul  return  to  his 
throne,  tho'  he  was  in  the  feventy-third  year  of  his  age,  he 
crofled  the  fea  to  attend  his  fovereign  home.  He  was  of  fo  pub- 
lick  a  fpirit,  that  when  his  fon-in-law  brought  him  the  news

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of  his  being  chofen  ftierifF  of  London,  he  immediately  difmifleJ 
the  bufmefs  he  was  about,  and  never  after  perfonall,'  folio w'd 
his  trade,  but  gave  himfcif  up  to  the  city  concerns.  It  was  iiis 
ftudy  to  know  the  curttjms  and  ufages,  the  liberties  and  privi- 
leges of  the  city,  and  accordingly,  his  endeavour  in  his  feveral 
capacities,  to  preferve  and  maintain  them.  VVhatfoever  ho- 
nour in  the  city  he  was  capable  of  he  was  chofen  to  ;  mafter  of 
his  company,  alderman  of  a  ward,  prefident  of  St.  Thomas's 
hofpital,  feveral  times  bura;efs  in  parliament,  (tho'  the  iniquity 
of  the  times  would  not  permit  him  to  fit,)  fheriff,  and  lord- 
mayor  ;  after  which,  he  at  length  became,  and  fo  continuecJ, 
many  years,  the  fether  of  the  city  ;  nor  had  he  only  all  this  ho- 
nour from  the  city,  but  his  king  alfo  gave  him  the  greateil  ho- 
nour he  was  capable  of  in  his  ftation,  making  him  net  only  a 
knight,  but  a  baronet.  He  was  not  only  in  word,  but  in  deed^ 
an  afliftant,  a  guardian, yea,  a  pillar  of  the  company  of  drapers. 
He  was  a  vigilant  prefident  of  St.  Thomas'^s  hofpital,  which 
probably  had  been  ruin'd,  but  that  his  fligacitv  and  induflry 
difco\'ered  the  fraud  of  an  unjuft  fteward.  In  the  c  )urt  of  al- 
dermen, he  was  as  an  oracle,  very  fubfervient  by  his  grave  and 
prudent  counfels  to  the  city's  government.  He  was  fo  far  from 
ielf-feeking,  that  when  he  was  lord-mayor,  he  did  not  make 
thofe  advantages,  (which  ufually  are)  by  felling  vacant  places. 
Whilit  a  private  tradefman,  he  was  exa6l  in  ccmmurative 
juftice,  in  his  bargains  and  contracts  of  buying  and  felling  ; 
and  when  a  publick  magiftrate,  he  was  no  lefs  confcicntious  of 
diftributive  juftice  between  man  and  man.  He  bailt  and  en- 
dowed a  free  fchocl,  with  a  confiderable  maintenance,  for  the 
education  cf  children,  at  Wem,  in  Shropfliire,  where  he  re- 
ceived his  tirft  breath.  He  erected  an  Arabick  ledfure  at  Cam- 
bridge, and  fettled  upon  the  ledlurer  40I.  per  ann.  for  his  pains 
in  read i Jig  it,  to  be  paid  by  the  draper's  company,  for  ever. 
He  was  at  the  charge  of  printing  the  Perfian  gofpels,  and  tranf- 
mitting  them  into  thofe  parts,  to  promote  the  chriftian  religion, 
and,  (to  life  his  own  language,)  tlirowing  a  ftone  at  the  fore- 
head of  Mahomet,  that  grand  impoftor.  Thus  he  was  ferv  ice- 
able  in  his  generation  to  the  v.'ill  of  God,  honour  of  Chrift, 
welfare  of  the  city,  benefit  of  country  and  univerfity  ;  nor  was 
he  wanting  to  fcrve  the  poor,  neither  by  his  ch:irity  ;  his  hands 
were  frequently  open  v.hilft  he  lived,  upon  all  occafions  ;  and 
notwithftanding  many  late  great  damages  to  his  eftate,  he  hath 
given  confiderable  legacies  to  the  poor  of  fe\eral  pariflics,  to 
hofpitals,  to  miniftcrs  widows,  and  fuch  like,  at  his  death. 
The  latter  years  of  his  life,  have  been  years  of  pain  to  him,  by 
reafon  of  that  difeafc  of  tiic  ftone  in  the  bladder,  whereof  he  at 
laft  died  ;  a  ftone  fo  weighty,  that  it  exceeded  twenty- five 
wunces.'   He  marriea  Anne,  daughter  of  Humphry  JMapfted,  of 

Trenton, 
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Trenton,  in  Eflex,  (fhe  died,  Jaji,  ii,  1641,)  and  had  five  fons» 
who  all  died  S.  P.  except  Sir  William,  his  fucceffbr ;  he  had  alfa 
four  daughters,  Margaret,  married  to  Edward  Clagget,  of  Lon- 
don,Efq;  one  who  died  young,  Anne,  married  to  Ed  ward  Pulton, 
of  London,  merchant,  and  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  William  Chrift- 
mas,  of  London,  merchant.  Sir  Thomas,  died  father  ot  the  city, 
and  prefident  of  St.  Thomas's  hofpital,  Feb.  24,  1667,  aged 
eighty-one,  occafioned  by  a  fall,  ftepping  out  of  his  coach, 
which  forced  the  ftone  down,  and  flopped  the  urinal  pafTages,  and 
killed  him  ;  which,  when  taken  out  of  his  bladder,  weighed 
twenty-five  ounces,  having  been  growing  forty  years,  and  is  now 
in  the  laboratory  at  Cambridge  :  he  lies  buried  at  Sprowfton,  in 
Norfolk,  (which  ettate  he  purchafed,)  havingthis  infcription  oyej

William,  who  died  in  the  life-time  of  his  father, 
leaving  ifTue,  by  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Maynard,  of  Ifel- 
ham,  in  Cambridgeshire,  Knt.  relidl  of  Francis  Buller,  of  Chil- 
lingham,  in  Cornwall,  Efq;  (who  afterwards  married  to  her  fourth 
hufband,  Sir  Rufhout  Culleti,  of  Upton,  in  Warwicklhirc,  Bart.) 
one  daughter  and  heir,  Jane,  married  to  Sir  Erafmus  N;)r\vich, 
of  Brampton,  in  com.  Northton,  B.irt.  2.  Sir  Thomas,  fuccefTor 
to  his  father;  3.  Jolm,  v/ho  died  unmarried;  4.  Francis,  who 
was  in  the  army,  and  died  unmarried  ;  the  hfLh  (on,  died  young  ; 
6. Sir  Charles,  fucceilor  tohis  brother  ;  thefeventh  fon  died  young  ;

Sir  Charles  Adams,  Bart,  late  of  Sprowflon-hall,  in  Norfolk, 
(fixth  fon  of  Sir  William,)  became  his  fucce^or:  he  married 
Frances,  one  of  the  fix  daughters  of  Sir  PVancis  Rolle,  Knt.  (by 
Prifcilla,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Foote,  Knt.  alderman  of  Lon- 
don,) fon  of  the  lord  chief-julfice  Rolle  ;  but  dying  without  iilue, 
Aug.  12,  1726,  was  buried  at  Ealing,  in  Middlefex,  behig  fuc- 
ceeded by  his  only  furviving  brother. 

Sir  Robert  Adams,  the  prefent  baronet,  who,  before  the  title 
came  to  him,  was,  for  nine  years,  follicitor  for  the  city  of  London: 
he  married,  firfl,  (a)  Dorothea,  grandaughter  of  colonel  Claggett, 
and  daughter  of  one  of  the  coheirs  of  Peircy  Wifeman,  Efq;  (a 
branch  of  the  ancient  family  of  the  Wifemans,  of  EfTex,)  who 
died  Feb.  1725-6,  leaving  no  ifilie  ;  fecondly,  a  Northampton- 
iliire  gentlewoman  {b),  by  whom  he  has  two  fons,  Thorn  is,  and 
William,  living.

THIS  family  were  originally  of  Great  Berkhanifled,  inHert- 
fordfliire,  where  they  were  feated  in  the  reign  of  Qt-een 
Elizabeth  ;  but  the  chief  of  the  eftate  was  acquir'd  by  (<j)  Dr. 
Henry  Atkins,  (fen  of  Richard,  of  Great  Berkhamfted,)  phy- 
fician  to  King  James  I.  and  King  Charles  I.  who,  by  Mary, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Pigot,  of  Doderifti-hall,  in  com.  Bucks, 
Efq;  had  only  one  fon,  Henry  ;  this  Dr.  Atkins,  was  in  fuch  great 
favour  and  efteem  with  King' James  I.  that  heoffer'dhim  {b)  the 
firft  baronet's  patent,  which  he  in  humility  refus'd  :  he  died  in 
^^35>  2g^^  77>  and  lies  buried  in  Chefhunt  church,  in  Hertford- 
fhire,  where,  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  chancel,  i^  a  fair  monu- 
ment, about  kven  foot  high,  with  the  arms.  Azure,  three  Bars, 
Argent,  as  many  Bezants,  in  Chief,  for  Atkins  ;  and  a  marble 
pillar  on  either  i,de,  and  curtains  and  valence  before  it,  and 
within  the  curtains,  the  table  is  thus  engrav'd  (c)  : 

Henr}'  Atkins,  Dr.  in  Phyfick,  Phyfician  in  Ordi- 
rar)',  for  the  Space  of  52  Y'ears,  to  K.  James,  and 
K  Charles,  was  the  Son  of  Ricliard  Atkins,  of  Great 
Berkhamfted  in  this  County  of  Hertford,  Gent,  and 
dyed  Anno  1635,  aged  77,  and  lyeth  here  interred 
in  this  Vault,  which  he  caufed  to  be  made  Anno 
1623,  for  himfelf,  and  his  only  Wife,  Mary,  whom 
he  then  buried  here,  aged  56,  who  was  Daughter 
of  Thomas  Pigot,  of  Doderiih-Hall,  in  the  County 
of  Bucks,  Efq;  ihcy  had  iffue  only  one  Son,  Sir 
Henry  Atkinf,  Knt  who  dwelling  at  Clapham,  in 
the  County  of  Surry,  died  Anno  1638.  aged  44,  and 
lyes  here  buried  by  his  own  Appointment.

Richard  Atkins,  Efq;  eldeft  furviving  fon,  was  flierifFof  the, 
countv  of  Bucks  1 650,  and  advanced  to  the  dignity  ot  a  baronet 
1 2  Car.

fue  Hugh  Ci'.llum,  Efq;  who  by  Alice,  daughter  of  Richard  For- 
tefcue,  of  Filley,  in  that  county,  Efq;  (anceftor  to  the  prefent 
lord  Clinton,)  had  ifllie  Benjamin  Cullum,  Efq;  who  married  Pa- 
tience, daughter  of Wheeler,  and  had  iffue  Philip,  his  fon

Thomas  Cullum,  Efq;  (lineal  defcendant  of  Philip,  aforefaid,) 
was  one  of  the  aldermen  of  London,  and  fheriff  thereof  1647, 
and  one  of  thofe  whom  his  majefty  King  Charles  JI.  foon  after 
his  reftoration,  advanced  to  the  degree  of  an  Englifh  baronet, 
as  a  recompence  for  his  great  zeal  towards  forwarding  the  fame. 
He  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Nicholas  Crifpe,  of  London,  mer- 
chant, by  whom  he  had  ilTue  two  fons,  and  two  daughters,  viz. 
J.  Sir  Thomas,  his  fucceflbr  ;  2.  John  Cullum,  of  London, 
who  married  Anna,  daughter  of  Thomas  Lawrence,  of  Wood- 
borouo-h,  in  Wiltlhire,  Efq;  and  had  iffue  ilx  fons,  and  fix  daugh- 
ters ;  I.  Thomas,  who  was  of  Ealing,  in  Middlefex,  and  died 
Kov.

(BASIL,  Esquire,) 
Created  Baronet,  June  19,  1660. 

THIS  family  were  anciently  of  Dixwell-Hall,  and  lords  of 
the  manor  of  Dixwell,  in   the  county  of  Hertford  {a), 
■which   they   pofleiTed  'till   the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  King 
Rici)ard  ;  when  they  exchanged   the  faid  manor  with   John,  of 
Durham,  for  that  of  Great  Munden  in   the  fame  county  :  feme 
confulerable  length  of  time  after  which,  William  Dixwell,  (the 
lineal  olTfpring  of  this  family,)  did  by  marriage  remove  from 
thence  to  Tingrcth,  in  Bedfordfhire  (b)^  whofe  defcendant  Wil- 
liam Dixwell,  efpoufing  Margaret,  the  daughter  ajid  heirefs  of 
Adam  Sampfon,  ofCoton,  in  Warwickfhire,  the  family  fettled 
there.     His  fon  William  Dixwell,  married  Anne,  the  lifter  and 
heirefs  of  Henry  Michell,  of  Dodford,  in  Northamptonfhire, 
Efq;  and  was  father  of  John  Dixwell,  who  married  A4ary,   the 
ti;iughter  of  Humphrey  Grey,  of  Enville,  in  Staftordfhire,  Efq; 
and   had   iftue  William  Dixwell,    who  m.arried    Elizabeth,  the 
daughter  of  John  Knight,  of  Brookehoult,  in  Northamptonfhire. 
HVs  fon  Charles  Dixwell,  married  Abigail,  the  daughter  of  Henry 
Ilerdfon,  of  Stourton,  in  Lincolnfhire,   and  had  iilue  William 
Dixwell,  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Roger  Brent,  of 
Pillerton,  in  Warwickfhire,  (from  whom,  in  a  lineal  fucceffion, 
defcended  Sir  William  Dixwell,  ofCoton,  aforcfaid,  creitcd  ba- 
ronet by  his  late  mnjefty.)     Bafil  Dixwell,  fecond  fon  ot  Charles 
(r)  having  a  confiderable  eftate  left  him  b)'  his  uncle  John  Herd- 
^Dn,  at  Folkeftone,  (and  other  parts  of  Kent,)  tranfjilanted  him- 
felf  thither,  where  he  continued  'till  about  tJie  year  1622,  when 
he  rem-'-ved  from  thence  to  Broome,  in  the  fame  county  ;  a  ma- 
nor of  his,  on  which  he  had  then  lately  built  a  handfome  houfe 
(d)  now  the  feat  of  this  branch  of  the  family.     In   2  Car.  I.  he 
was  higa-fheni7of  the  county  ;  which  office  (according  to  the 
laudable  cuilom  of  thofe  days,)  he  difcharged  with  great  honour

Sir  Bafil  Dixwell,  the  prefent  baronet,  who  was  (b)  foon  after 
the  revolution,  made  auditor  of  his  majefty's  revenues  of  excife  ; 
and  alfo  promoted  to  the  government  of  Dover-caftle,  in  which 
pofts  he  continued  the  reft  of  the  reign  of  King  William  ;  and 
during  the  greateft  part  thereof,  was  alfo  chofen  member  of  par- 
liament for  the  town  and  port  of  Dover. — In  the  reign  of  Qiieen 
Anne,  was  difmilled  from  his  faid  employments  ;  but  was  ref- 
tored  to  both  on  the  happy  acceflion  of  his  late  majefty  Kino- 
George,  to  the  throne.  His  firft  wife  was  (c)  Dorothy,  daugh- 
ter of  Sir  John  Temple,  of  Eaft-Sheen,  in  Surry,  Bart,  who 
dying  about  the  year  I7i8,he  fometime  after  married,  Catherine, 
daughter  of  William  Longueville,  Efq;  fon  to  Sir  Thomas  Lon- 
gueville,  of  Brad  well- Abby,  in  Buckinghamfhire,  Bart,  of  N.S.

The  firft 
we  find  mentioned  is  Alured  (</),  nephew  and  chief  cham- 
berlain to  Walter  de  Gaunt,  lord  of  the  lordihip  and  feignory 
of  Swale-Dale  in  that  county,  who  granted  in  fee,  the  latter 
end  of  the  reign  of  William  Rufus,  or  the  beginning  of  Hen.  I.

and  Charles,  third  and  fourth  fons,  en^iaged  with  Robert,  their 
younjeft  brother,  in  the  fervice  of  King  Charles  I.  f^j  John, 
married  two  wives,  but  left  no  iiTue  male.  Charles,  was  a  major 
of  foot,  and  in  Oxford,  when  that  city  furrender'd  to  the  par- 
liament forces  ;  and  afterwards  retired  into  France,  died  in 
the  fervice  of  the  French  king  ;  Robert,  was  a  captain  of  horfe, 
both  to  King  Charles  I.  and  King  Charles  II.  he  married,  had  a 
fon,  John,  and  died  at  Malaga  ;  the  other  eight  fons  of  the  faid 
Francis  Swale,  Efq;  all  died  young. 

Solomon,  the  eldeft  fon,  was  of  Swale-hall,  and  South-Stalnly, 
in  com.  Ebor.  v/as  created  a  baronet,  in  the  year  1660,  as  afore- 
mention'd,  was  one  of  the  burgefles  for  the  borough  of  Alborough, 
in  the  parliament  then  fitting,  which  voted  the  happy  reftora- 
tion,  and  ferv'd  the  office  of  (hcrifFof  the  county  of  York,  an, 
i6-j:(b).  He  departed  this  life  in  the  feventieth  yearof  his  age,on 
the  4th  of  December,  1678,  and  was  buried  in  the  parifti  church 
of  St.  Martin's  in  tjje  fields,  London  (c).  He  married  two 
wives ;  by  his  laft,  Anne,  daughter  of  Charles  Tancred,  of  Whix- 
ley,  in  com.  Ebor.  Efq;  he  had  no  iflue :  by  his  former  wife, 
Mary,  daughter  of  Robert  Porey,  of  Poreys,  in  com.  Norfolk, 
Gent,  (who  was  buried  in  the  church  of  Padington,  in  com. 
Middlefex,  where  a  monument  is  erected  to  her  memory,)  he 
had  feven  fons,  and  three  daughters  ;  of  the  latter,  only  one  fur- 
vived  to  maturity,  viz,  Anne,  the  wife  of  John  Winchcomb,  of 
Gray's-Inn,  Efq;  of  the  fons,  John,  and  William,  the  two  eldeft, 
died  unmarried;  Sir  Henry,  the  third  fon,  fucceeded  to  thetitleand 
eftate  ;  Robert,  the  fourth  fon,  was  a  do6tor  of  phyfick,  married 
Ifabel,  daughter  of  Thomas  Mitchell,  of  London,  (and  left  two 
fons,  Robert,  and  William  ;)  Solomon,  and  Godfrey,  fifth  and 
fixth  Ions,  died  unmarried  ;  as  did,  Aldred,  the  youngeft  fon. 

Sir  Henry  Swale,  Bart,  eldeft  furviving  fon  of  Sir  Solomon, 
was  born  in  the  year  1639:  he  married  Dorothy,  daughter  of 
Ralph  Crathorne,  ofCrathorne,  in  com.  Ebor.  Efq;  and  dyingj 
Jan.  19,  i68f,  was  buried  at  Stainley,  leaving  four  fons,  and 
three  daughters;  i.  Sir  Solomon,  his  fuccefibr  ;  2.  Henrv,  who 
was  a  merchant,  at  Malaga,  in  Spain,  and  married  Rofe-Lunetii 
Colomo,  daughter  of  Mr.  Colomo,  a  merchant,  at  Malaga,  and 
left  two  fons,  viz.  SirSebaftian-Fabian-Enrrique,  fucceflx)r  to  his 
uncle,  and  Enrrique- Antonio  Swale,  who  married  at  Malaga, 
and  has  one  daughter,  and  is  now  a  widower;  3.  Francis,  and 
4.  John,  who  died  unmarried  :  the  daughters  of  Sir  Henry,  were, 
Margaret,  married  to  Laurence  Wytham,  of  ClifF,  in  com.  Ebor. 
Efq;   Dorothv,  and  Anne,  who  died  unmarried.

(WILLIAM,  EsqyiRE,) 
Created  Baronet,  June  21,    1660. 

THIS  family  was  originally  of  Yorkfhire,  and  are  defcended 
from  William  Humble,  of  Humbleton,  in  that  count}",  fa- 
ther of  William  Humble,  of  London,  whofe  fon  Thomas,  was  of 
London,  ftationcr  ;  and  married  Agnes,  daughter  of  Mr.  John- 
fon,  by  whom  he  had  iifue,  George  Humble,  of  London,  ftatio- 
ner,  and  deputy  of  Langborn  ward,  1633.  He  married  Agnes, 
daughter  of  Mr.  John  A4oody,  by  whom  he  had  a  numerous  ifllie  ; 
Honor,  one  ofhisdaughters,  married  Sir  Thomas  Viner,  Bart. 

William,  his  eldeft  fon,  was  born  16 12,  and  in  conhdcration  of 
2C,Q00l.  which  he  furnifhed  King  Charles  II.  with,  in  his  exile 
and  difficulties,  (and  never  repaid,)  was  advanced  to  the  dignity 
of  a  baronet  foon  after  the  reftoration.  (Thomas  Humble,  mer- 
chant, brother  of  Sir  William  Humble,  Bart,  run  the  hazard  of 
his  life,  by  carrying  money  to  King  Charles,  when  he  was  abroad 
in  his  exile.)  Sir  William,  married  a  daughter,  or  fifter  of  Sir 
Robert  Viner,  by  whom  he  had  ilfue,  two  fons,  and  four  daugh- 
ters ;  I.George;  2.  Sir  William  Humble,  of  Twickenham,  in 
com.  Midd.  created  a  baronet,  March  17,  1686.  wlx)  married  two 
wives,  firft,  Frances,  daugb.ter  of  Sir  Arthur  Hefih"igge,of  Nofely,

George  Humble,  of  Stratford,  in  Eflex,  Efq;  eldeft  for-  of  Sir 
William,  died, -y/V^  patris :  he  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir 
John  Nulls,  of  London,  Knt.  and  had  ifTue,  Sir  William,  Sir 
George,  Sir  John,  and  Thomas  ;  alfo,  Mary,  married  to  Chri- 
ftopher  Tilfon,  of  Weftminfter,  Efq;  and  Anne,  married  to  Sa- 
muel King,  Efq; 

Sir  William,  his  eldeft  fon,  facceeded  his  grandfather  in  title 
and  eftate  j  but  dying  unmanied,  aged  twenty,  1689,  ^^^  ^^^' 
ceeded  by  his  brother. 

Sir  George  Humble,  Bart,  who  was  killed  in  a  quarrel,  1702  : 
he  dying  ilRielefs,  the  title  and  eftate  devolv'd  upon  his  next 
brother, 

Sir  John  Humble,  Bart,  who  married  Sarah,  daughter  and  co- 
heir of  Andrew  Lant,  of  Thorpe-Underwood,  in  Northampton- 
fhire,  Efq;  (who  died  Odlober,  1739,)  by  whom  he  nad  iflue, 
four  fons,  viz.  Lant,  John,  and  George,  who  all  died  }  oung ; 
and  the  prefent  Sir  William  ;  alfo  a  daughter,  Mary,  now  living, 
unmarried:  he  dying  Feb.  7,  1723,  aged  forty-tour,  was  fac- 
ceeded in  dignity  and  eftate,  by  his  only  furviving  fon. 

Sir  William  Humble,  the  prefent  baronet,  who  married,  06t. 
1732,  thehon.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Vane,  fecond  daughter  of  the  lord 
Barnard.

186.  Stapylton,  ofMyton,  Yorkdilre, 

(HENRY,  Esquire,) 
Created  Baronet,  June  22,    1660. 

THIS  family  is  of  great  note   and   antiquity,  feveral  of  Its 
^.nceftors  having  been  in  the  earlieft  times  fummou'd   a- 
mong  ■ ....  barons  to  parliament,  and  been  honour'dwith  that  mod 
noble  order  of  knighthood,  the  garter,  at  and  foon  after  the  i;;- 
VoL.IIL  E  ftitutioa 
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ftltution  thereof.  They  take  their  name  from  Staplcton,  upoTf 
tlie  river  Teys :  and  they  are  very  frequently  mentioned  in  old 
deeds,  as  witneffes,  and  confiderable  benefactors  to  feveral  prio- 
ries, in  the  county  of  York,  and  other  places. 

A.  D.  1159, :.  e.  about  the  fixth  of  Henry  TI.  I  find  Robert  de 
Stapleton,  among  the  witnefTes  to  a  charter  of  Henry  de  Lafcy, 
baron  of  Pontefract  faj,  wherein  the  faid  Henr)',  confirms  to  that 
church,  and  the  monks  of  Pontefra£l,  with  other  matters,  the 
church  ofDardington,  with  the  chapel  of  Stapilton. 

And  the  fame  Robert,  anno33  Hen.  l\.(b)  was  a  benefa£taif 
to  the  priory  of  Monks-Bretton,  in  com.  Ebor.  and  gave  them 
ttrram  de  Chudecerda,  as  recited  in  a  confirmation-charter  to  that 
priory,  made  by  Pope  Urban  III.  A.  D.  1186. 

In  the  feventeenth,  John-Nicholas  de  Stapilton,  was  governor 
of  Midlcham-caftle  (c),  the  fame,  doubtlefs,  who  is  called  the 
fon  ofGafFry  de  Stapilton,  in  a  charter  of  the  king's,  dated  12 
Henry  III.  unto  the  abby  of  Jorvaulx  (d)^  confirming  their  pof- 
feffions,  and  fpecifying  therein  a  bovat  of  land,  in  Merfk,  with 
the  appurtenances,  and  another  bovat,  in  Barton,  as  the  gift  of 
the  faid  Nicholas,  unto  thofe  monks. 

The  next  is,  of  Roger,  and  Robert  de  Stapilton,  witnefles  to  a 
deed  of  Clementiade  Lungvillers,  widow,  granting  and  confirm- 
ing to  the  monks  of  Pontefract,  the  advowfon  of  the  church  of 
Silkfton,  dated  at  York,  22  Henry  III.  This  Roger  f^j,  was 
juftice  of  aflize,  in  25  Henr)^  III.  before  which  time,  his  name 
is  fubfcribed  to  a  datelefs  donation  of  Hugh  de  Wac,  and  of  Joane 
de  Stutevile,  his  wife,  unto  the  abby  of  Byland  (f). 

Robert,  aforefaid,  was  afterwards  a  knight,  and  is  mentioned 
amongft  the  witnefles  to  a  deed  of  John  Gifiard's,  lord  of  Brims- 
field,  granting  lands  to  Gloucefler-hall,  in  the  city  of  Oxon. 

After  him,  was  another  Nicholas  de  Stapleton,  oneof  the  juftices 
of  the  common-pleas  f^j,  i  Ed.  I.  and  one  of  the  juftices  itine- 
rant in  the  third  year  of  that  king's  reign,  for  the  county  of 
Worcefter,  and  in  the  fixteenth,  for  the  county  of  Dorfet. 

About  this  time  likewife,  was,  William  de  Stapilton,  noted  in 
a  charter  of  Richard,  the  fon  of  Ulf,  of  Doddewrda  (h),  whereby, 
Richard,  granted  to  the  monaftery  of  Pontefract,  all  his  tenants, 
or  men,  in  Doddewrda. 

^y  their  pedigree,  they  defcend  from  Herman,  lord  of  Staple- 
ton,  upon  Teys,  who  was  father  of  Allan,  lord  of  Stapleton,  or 
Stapylton  ;  which  Allan,  by  the  daughter  of  John,  of  Tanfield, 
liad  illue.  Sir  John  Stapleton,  Knt.  lord  of  Stapleton,  who  was 
comptroller  of  the  houfhold   to  King  Steplicn,   and,   by   Joan,

to  the  king  of  Cyprus  :  he  had  illue  by  her,  Allan,  who,  by  Anne, 
daughter  of  Robert  Nevile,  was  father  of  Sir  Bryan,  who  mar- 
ried a  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Fitz-Henry:  John  Stapleton,  hii 
fon,  by  Catherine,  daughter  of  Sir  Miles  Hanfard,Knt.  had  ifiue, 
Sir  Miles  Stapleton,  Knt.  who  was  in  ihe  wars  of  Gafcoigne, 
and  had  fummons  to  parliament,  among  the  barons,  6  and  7  Ed. 
11.  his  wife  was,  Barbara,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Darrel,  Knt,  by 
whom  he  had, Sir  MilesdeStapleton,Knt.who  married  the  daugh- 
ter and  coheir  of  John  de  Bella  Aqua,  or  Beaulieau,  (by  Loderina, 
his  wife,  fourth  iiffer  and  coheir  of  Peter  Bruce,  the  fifth  baron 
of  Skelton  caffle,  in  Cleveland,)  and  added  no  fmall  advantage  to 
his  houfe,  enjoying  thereby,  inter  alia,  the  manor  of  Carlcton, 
nearSnaith,  in  com.  Ebor.  v/hich  was  part  of  her  inheritance. 

He  was  fenefchal  of  the  honour  of  Knarefborough,  35  Euw.  I. 
as  appears  by  the  petition  in  parliament  (a),  of  the  brotherhood 
of  Knarefborough,  complaining  of  their  being  molefted  in  a  li- 
berty granted  them  in  pure  alms,  from  Edmund,  earl  of  Corn- 
wal,  to  dig  turves  in  the  forcft  of  iZnarefoo rough,  Jvcc.  and  that 
Sir  Miles,  his  bailiffs,  and  the  foreilers  of  that  foreil:,  had  hindred 
them  ;  as  alfo,  by  another  petition  of  Alyne,  who  had  been  the 
wife  of  John  de  Brerton,  for  the  cuflody  of  her  ek'eft  fon,  then 
under  age  f^J,  becaufe  her  hufband  held  not  of  the  honour  of 
Knarefborough,  by  knights  fe.vice,  but  by  a  certain  annual 
rent- 

To  him  fuccceded  his  fon  and  heir,  another  Sir  Miles,  who  was 
funmoned  as  a  baron  of  parliament,A.D.i3i2,  and  died  SEdJI. 
having  had  iffiie,  by  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  daughter  and  fole  heir  of 
John  de  Richmond,  (who  brought  the  manor  of  Kirkby-Flea- 
tham,  into  this  family,)  three  fons,  viz.  Nicholas,  Sir  Miles,  and 
Gilbert,  of  whom  hereafter. 

Nicholas,  was  a  baron  of  parliament,  16  Edw.  1ll.(c)  and 
died  17  Edw.  III.  leaving  ilTue,  Sir  Miles,  v/ho  was  high  iherifF 
of  YorkHiire  (d),  from  the  29th  to  the  33d  of  Edw.  III.  but  he, 
by  his  wife,  the  daughter  of  Vavafor,  left  only  a  fon,  Thomas, 
who  dying  ifTuelefs,  Metham,  became  his  heir,  in  right  of  his 
wife,  the  fifler  of  the  faid  Thomas. 

Sir  Miles,  the  fecond  fon,  married  Cicely,  daughter  of  Sir  Ro- 
bert UfFord,  and  of  him  proceeded  SirMiles,  one  of  the  knights  of 
the  order  of  the  garter,  at  its  firfl  inflitution  ;  of  whom,  Mr. 
Afbmole,  has  given  the  following  account : 

This  Sir  Miles  f^J,  had  firfl  employment  in  the  wars,  when 
King  Edw.  III.  made  his  expedition  into  Britany,  and  attended

the  garter, 
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that  king  in  his  voyage  royal,  20  Edw.  III.  he  was  at  the  /lege 
ot  Calais.  29  Edw.  III.  in  the  king's  fervice  bevcnd  fea.  30 
Edw.  III.  with  Philip,  brother  to  the  king  of  Navarre,  (which 
Philip,  craving  aflillance  from  the  Englifh,  for  recovery  of  his 
lands,)  the  kin^  joined  this  Sir  Miles,  in  his  aid  ;  a  man  of  great 
intcgritv,  and  (kilful  in  military  aiFairs,  faith  Froillard  ;  and  thefe 
two,  v.ith  2000  men,  pafied  thro'  Normandy,  burning  and 
taking  feveral  towns  and  fortrefTes,  till  within  nine  leagues  of 
Paris,  and  forced  the  French,  (Philip's  enemv,)  to  a  truce. 

For  this  heroic  act  he  had  100 1.  perann.  out  of  the  exchequer, 
*till  the  king  fhould  fettle  upon  him  an  equivalent  value,  in  lands 
and  rents. 

Upon  the  infringement  of  the  truce,  he  was  conftituted  one  of 
the  commiffioners  to  enquire  about  the  fame,  and  punifli  the  vio- 
laters  according  to  their  demerits  :  and  having  married  Joane, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Oliver  Ingham,  he  died  38  Edw.  III. 
and  was  buried  at  Ingham f^ J,  a  religious  houfe  founded  by  his 
wife's  anceflors,  where  alfo  lie  buried,  his  fon  and  heir,Sir  Miles, 
(under  age  at  his  father's  death,)  the  cuftody  of  whofe  lands  was 
granted  to  the  following  Sir  Bryan  Stapleton,Knt.  and  unto  John, 
and  Roger  de  J^oys,  until  his  maturity,  which  he,  not  long  after 
attained,  being  a  knight  10  Hen.  IV,  feveral  of  his  defcendants 
lie  alfo  buried  at  Yngham. 

But  to  return  : 

Gilbert,  the  third  fon  of  Sir  Miles,  by  the  heir  of  Richmond, 
married  Agnc«,  the  eldeft  daughter  and  coheir  to  Brvan  Fitz- 
Alan,  baron  ofBcdal,  the  heirgeneral  ofHagget,  and  had  ifTue, 

SirBryan  Stapleton,  of  Carleton,  Knt.  living  49  Edw.  III.  and 
one  of  the  knights  of  the  garter,  temp,  Ric.  II.  the  feventv-fe- 
venth  in  numerical  order,  who  bore  an  aniiulet  ofgoldonthe 
ihouldcr  of  his  lion,  as  an  armorial  difference.  This  Sir  Bryan, 
is  faid  to  have  llew  a  Saracen,  in  open  battle,  in  the  prefence  of  the 
kings  of  England,  France,  and  Scotland.

Sir  Miles,  lafl  named,  wedded  Joan,  widow  and  relict  of  Wil- 
liam Brec/inclis,  and  daughter  anJ  coheir  of  Sir  Gerard  UiHet,  of 
Wighill,  in  the  'Aynllv  of  York  citv,  and  in  her  right,  was  I'eized 
of  Wialiill,  Efcdike,  Swanlund,  biids  upon  Hull  banks,  and  in 
othrr  plares. 

To  him  fiircceded.  Sir  John,  his  fon  and  heir,   who  died  33 
Henry  VI.    but,  by  Margaret,  daughter  of Norton,  of  Nor- 
ton-

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ton-Conyers,  Efq;  was  father  of  Sir  William,  who,  byMargarct» 
daughter  of  Sir  James  Pickering,  Knt.  was  father  to  Sir  Bryan* 
ail  lords  of  Wighill,  their  patrimonial  inheritance. 

Sir  Bry-n  Stapleton,ofWighill,Knt.  fonand  heir,  married  Jane, 
daughter  of  Sir  LancelotThirkeId,Knt.  and  had  iflliebyher,  feven 
fons,  and  four  daughters,  viz.Chriftopher,  Bryan,  Lancelot,  Miles, 
William,  Richard,  and  Robert ;  Elizabeth,  wife  to  Robert  Salt  • 
xnarfh,  Efq;  Jane,  to  Robert  Conyers,  of  Hooton  Paynel,  Efq; 
Eleanor,  to  Thomas  Vv^harton,  of  Hcalaugh,  Efq;  afterwards  cre- 
ated baron  Wharton,  from  whom  defcended  the  late  duke  ;  and 
Margaret,  to  John  Copley,  of  Hotham,  Efq; 

Chriftopher  Stapleton,  of  Wighill,  Efq;  fon  and  heir  to  Sir 
Bryan,  married  two  wives ;  firft,  Alice,  daughter  to  William  Afk, 
of  A(k,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had  ifTue  two  fons,  Bryan,  and  Sir  Ro- 
bert, and  three  daughters,  Anne,  wife  to  John  Irton,  of  Lrton  ; 

Ifabel,  to  JohnLampIugh,  and ,  to  Henry  Hamilton,  Efqrs. 

His  fecond  wife  was,  Margaret,  daughter  to  Sir  John  NeviJe,  of 
Levcrfedge,  in  com.  Ebor.  Knt.  but  by  her  he  had  no  ilTue. 

Bryan  Stapleton,  Efq;  fucceeded  his  father,  Chriftopher,  and 
fnarried  Margery,  daughter  to  Sir  John  Conftable,  of  Hailfham, 
Knt.  but  dying  without  ifTue,  his  brother,  Sir  Robert,  was  his 
heir. 

This  Sir  Robert,  lord  of  Wighill,  by  Elizabeth,  his  wife, 
daughter  to  Sir  William  Mallory,  of  Studlsy,  in  com.  Ebor.  Knt. 
had  iiFue  two  daughters  ;  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Bryan  Hammond, 
of  Scarthingwell,  and  Bridget,  of  John  Norton,  Efqrs.  and  a  fon, 
Robert;  this  lady,  Elizabeth,  furviving  her  hufband.  Sir  Robert, 
was  efpoufed  afterwards,  to  Marmaduke  Slyngefby,  Efq; 

Sir  Robert  Stapleton,  Knt.  fucceeded  in  his  fatl>er*s  patrimony, 
and  having  received  the  honour  of  knighthood,  was  high  flieriff 
of  Yorkfhire,  anno  23  Eliz.  and  met  the  judges  (a),  with  feven 
fcore  men,  in  fuitable  liveries.  He  lived  in  great  hofpitality  and 
cfteem :  an  Author,  who  feems  not  over  favourable  to  his  me- 
mory, fpeaks  of  him  (b)^  as  a  man  well  fpoken,  properly  (cqw  in 
languages,  a  comely  and  goodly  perfonage,  had  fcarce  an  equal, 
and  next  Sir  Philip  Sydney,  no  fuperior  in  England. 

This  Sir  Robert,  married  twice  ;  his  firft:  ladv  was,  Catherine, 
daughter  to  Sir  Marmaduke  Conftable,  of  Everingham,  Knt.  by 
whom  he  had  ift\ie,  four  children,  viz.  Henry,  Philip,  fane,  wite 
to  Chriftopher  Wyvill,  Efq;  and  Dorothy;  whereof,  Henry, 
fucceeded  his  father,  at  Wighill,  where  his  line  yet  continues  ;  a 
younger  branch  of  which  was,  SirPhilip  Stapleton,  who  purchafed 
Warter,  in  the  Woulds,  in  the  eaft- riding,  and  was  one  of  the 
five  members  of  parliament  King  Charles  I.  went  to  the  houfe  of 
commons  to  demand,  and  was  very  eminent  for  his  perfonal  va-

well's influence  upon  the  army,  he  fo  refolutelv  oppofcd  their  de- 
fi^ns,  that  he  was  one  of  eleven  members,  againfl:  whom,  charges 
were  exhibited  ;  and,  my  lord  Clarendon,  mentions  themfaj,  as 
men  of  parts,  intereft,  and  fignal  courage,  and  heartily  abhorred 
the  intentions  which  theydifcerned  the  army  to  have:  he  after- 
wards went  beyond  fga,  and  dying  at  Calais,  in  Aug.  1647,  was 
denied  burial,  upon  imagination  that  he  was  infected  with  the 
plague.

Bryan  Stapylton,  Efq;  eldeil  fon  of  Sir  Robert,  by  this  venter, 
was  receiver  to  King  Charles  I.  and  fettled  himfelf  at  My  ton,  near 
Borrough-bridee,  in  com.  Ebor.  and  marrying  Frances,  daughter 
to  Sir  Henry  Slingefty,  of  Scriven,  Knt.  and  lifter  to  the  firft  ba- 
yonet of  that  family,  the  noted  Sir  Henry,  who  loft  his  head 
for  the  roval  caufe  ;  he  had  ilTue,  three  fons,  and  three  daugh- 
ters, Henry,  Robert,  and  Miles,  who,  by  Elizabeth,  daugh- 
ter of  Mr.  Hvnde,  of  London,  left  iflue  ;  the  daughters  were, 
Oliva,  married,  firft,  to  Sir  William  Vavafor,  of  Copmanthorp, 
in  com.

WILLIAM  ROBINSON  f^;  defcended  out  of  the 
north  parts  of  England,  was  father  of  John  Robinfon, 
of  Reading,  in  Berks,  who  married  I>ucv,  dauehter  of  John 
Webb,  of  Reading,  and  filkr  to  Sir  William  Webb,  Knt.  al- 
derman and  lord-mayor  of  London,  159 1.   (and  who  furviving 

him,

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him,  was  re-ma  ried  ^o  William  Laud,  of  Reading,  and  was  mo- 
ther of  (a)  archbifhop  Laud,)  and  had  iiTue  William  Robin- 
fon,  D.D.  C^j  archdeacon  of  Nottingham  1635.  a  prebendary  of 
St.  David's,  and  Weftminlter,  redlor  of  Bingham,  in  Netting- 
hamfhire,  and  rc6lor  of  Long  Whatton,  in  Leicefterfliire,  who 
married  Sarah,  daughter  of  William  Bainbrigge,  ofLockinwton 
in  com.  Leiceft.  Efq;  by  whom  he  had  Sir  John,  of  whom  here- 
after, and  Henry,  who  was  recSlor  of  Long  Whatton  (c)  but  de- 
priv'd  of  his  living  during  the  ufurpation,  but  liv'd  to  be  reftor'd. 

Sir  John  Robinfon,  Knt.  alderman,  and  lord-mayor  of  Lon- 
don, was  lieutenant  of  the  tOA'er,  and  for  the  fervices  he  did 
King  Charles  IL  towards  his  reftoration,  v/as,  foon  after  it,  ad- 
vanced to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet,  and  had  ^n  alimentation

189.    HiLDYARD,  of  Pattrington,  Yorkfhire. 

(Sir  ROBERT,  Knight.) 

Created  Baronet,  June  25,  1660. 

THIS  family  is  of  great  antiquity,  and  faid  to  be  of  Saxon 
Extraction.  (The  name  in  the  old  German  language  fig- 
)nlics  a  perfon  of  a  noble  or  generous  (iifpofitioj),)  and  that  it 
i'prung  from  one  PJildegardis.  The 
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The  firft  we  find  mentioned  in  their  pedigree  is  (a)  Robert 
Hildeyard,  ofNormanby,  Efq;  who  was  living  lo  Hen.  I.  H09. 
He  married  the  daughter  of  Sir  John  Kyrton,  Knt.  and  had  if- 
fue  Edmond  Hildeyard,  fteward  to  William  Dabiguenaye,  firft 
carl  of  Arundell,  and  took  part  with  Maud,  the  emprefs,  againft 
King  Stephen.  By  his  wife  Agnes,  daughter  of  John  LangvelJ, 
Efq;  w^  father  of  Robert,  living  4  Hen.  H.  who  had  two  wives 
firft,  Aane,  daughter  of  John  Ifney,  alias  Difney,  of  Norton- 
Difney,  by  whom  he  had  ifTue  Robert,  John,  Richard,  and 
Anne.  His  fecond  wife  was  Elianor,  daughter  of  Thomas  Sain- 
ton, of  Sainton,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had  no  ifTue. 

Sir  Robert  Hildyard,  Knt.    his  Ton  and  heir,    livino-  temp. 
Rich.  I.  married  the  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Halley,  of  Wyam, 
Knt.  by  whom  he  had  iftue  Robert,  living  temp.  Edw.  I.  who 
by  the  daughter  of  the  lord  Delaware,  had  two  fons,    1.  Peter 
of  Arnall  j  2.  Robert,  of  Rifton,  whofe  male  ifTue  failed  (b). 

Peter,  the  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  married  the  daughter  of  Sir  John 
dc  I'lielfa,  Knt.  by  whom  he  was  father  of  Robert,  who  had  two 

v.'ives  ;  firft,  Adaline,  the  daughter  of  ■ Lovell,  by  whom  he 

had  no  ifTue  :  his  fecond  wife  was  Ifabella,  daughter  and  coheir 
of  Sir  Robert  Hilton,  Knt.  Lord  of  Swine,  and  Wineflead,  by 
whom  he  had  large  pofteflions,  and  a  fon  Sir  Robert,  Knt.  who 
was  Icilled  at  the  battle  of  Towton,  i  Edw.  IV.  being  a  com- 
nander  in  that  battle,  for  the  houfe  ot  Lancaffer.     He  likewife 

had  two  wives  ;  firft,  Agnes,  daughter  of ■  Francis,  relid  of 

Sir  Richard  Middleton,  Knt.  by  whom  he  had  no  iiTue:  his  fe- 
cond wife  was,  Catherine,  fecond  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  de  la 
Haye,  of  Spaldington,  by  whom  he  had. 

Sir  Robert  Hildyard,  Knt.  who  was  a  perfon  of  great  note,  in 
the  reigns  of  Henry  VI.  Edv^'ard  IV.  and  Richard  III.  and  was 
commonly  called,  Robin,  of  Riddefdale.  About  the  ninth  year  of 
Edw.  IV.  he  (c),  together  with  Sir  John  Conyers,  and  others, 
headed  an  infurreition  m  the  north,  made  in  favour  of  the  Lan- 
caftria.ns,  to  the  number  of  twenty  thoufand  men,  who,  meeting 
the  earl  of  Pembroke,  at  the  head  of  eighteen  thoufand  Welch- 
men,  at  a  place  called  Danes-More,  near Edgecote,  (three  milea 
from  Banbury,)  in  Northamptonfliire,  entirely  defeated  them, 
with  the  {laughter  ot  five  thoufand  men,  taking  the  faid  earl,  and 
his  brother,  Richard,  prifoners,  who,  being  carried  to  Northamp- 
ton, v^ere  there,  (together  -.vith  Ricliard  Wood  vile,  earl  of  Rivers, 
father  of  King  Edward's  queen,  and  John,  his  fon,)  beheaded,  by 
the  command  of  George,  dsike  of  Clarence,  and  Nevile,  earl  of 
Warv/ick,  who,  both  of  them,  not  long  before,  had  revolted  from 
King  Edward,  to  the  Lancaftrians. 

But

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But  after  the  eftablifhment  of  the  houfe  of  York,  It  feems  that 
Jie  adhered  firmly  to  that  family  ;  fmce  we  find  him  employed  to 
conduit  five  thoufand  men  out  of  the  north,  to  fupport  the  coro- 
nation of  Richard  III.  at  which  coronation,  he  received  the  ho- 
nour of  knighthood.  His  wife  was,  Elizabeth,  eldeft  daughter 
of  Sir  John  Haftings,  Knt.  (and  Anne,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam, lord  Morley,)  by  whom  he  had  a  numerous  progeny  ; 
whereof,  Anthony,  the  youngeft  fon,  was  a  knight  of  Rhodes. 

Peter  Hildyard,  Efq;  his  eldeft  fon,  living  temp.  Hen.  VII. 
married  (a)  Joan,  fecond  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Martin  del 
See,  of  Barnefton,  Knt.  by  whom,  he  was  father  of  Sir  Chrifto- 
pher  Hildyard,  Knt.  lord  of  Wineftead,  temp.  Hen.  VIII.  who 
took  to  his  firft  wife,  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  Humphry  Co- 
ning{by,  ofAldenham,  in  Hertfordfliire,  Knt.  one  of  the  juftices 
of  the  king's  bench,  and  left  Martyn  Hildyard,  Efq;  his  fon  and 
heir. 

Sir  Chriftopher  Hildyard,  had  to  his  fecond  wife,  Joan,  daugh- 
ter of  Ralph  Conftable,  ofHallham,  in  com.Ebor.  Efq;  (anceftor 
to  the  vifcounts  Dunbar;)  from  the  only  fon  of  which  match, 
which  hath  ifllie  remaining  (I?),  are  defcended,  Chriftopher  Hild- 
yard, A.  M.  chaplain  to  the  right  honourable,  Henry,  earl  De 
Loraine,  re<Slor  of  Rowley,  nigh  Beverley,  in  the  county  of  York, 
and  of  Claxby,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  (who  is  alfo  defcended 
from  Anne,  the  eldeft  fifter  that  was  married,  of  Sir  Robert,  great 
grandfather  of  the  prefent  Sir  Robert  Hildyard.)  Chriftopher, 
his  eldeft  fon,  is  reftor  of  Wineftead,  nigh  Pattrington,  in  the 
county  of  York,  and  vicar  of  Greft)y,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln. 
Henry,  his  younger  fon,  is  unmarried.  The  two  fons  of  the  faid 
Chriftopher  Hildyard,  of  Rowley,  Clerk,  are  alfo,  by  their  mo- 
ther, defcended  from  Mary,  a  younger  fifter  of  Sir  Robert,  great 
grandfather  to  the  prefent  Sir  Robert  Hildvard,  Bart. 

This  Sir  Chriftopher,  died  29  Hen.VIIl.  and  lies  buried  under 
a  fine  monument,  in  Wineftead  church. 

Martin  Hildyard,  of  Wineftead,  Efq;  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Chri- 
ftopher, married  Emma,  daughter  of  Sir  JohnRudfton,  of  London, 
Knt.  by  whom  he  had  four  lons(c)  ;  i.  Chriftopher ;  2.  Richard, 
(who  married  Jane,  daughter  andfole  heir  ofMarmadukeTwenge, 
Efq;  and  had  iftue.  Sir  Chriftopher,  his  fon  and  heir,  of  whom 
hereafter ;)  3.  John,  (father  of  Richard, who  married  the  daughter 
of  Robert  Conltable,  ofCatfefs,  and  had  iftiie  a  daughter,  Marv, 
mariied  to  Hugh  Bethell,  of  Rife,  Efq;  grandfather  to  the  prefent 
Hugh  Bethell,  Efq;  and  a  fon  Jolin,  who  was  major  of  a  regi- 
ment of  horfe,  ill  the  fervice  of  King  Charles  I.  and  father  of 
Francis  Hildyard,  of  York,  who  died  Aug.  1731,  leaving  John, 
and  other  children;)  William,  the  fourth  fon  of  Martin,  died 
without  ifTue.

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Sir  Chriftopher  Hildyard,  of  Wineftead,  Knt.  (fon  and  heir  of 
Martin,)  was  living  1578,  He  married  (a)  Frances,  daughter  of 
Sir  John  Conftable,  of  Burton,  in  com.  Ebor.  Knt.  and  had 
iffue,  William,  his  only  fon,  who  was  drowned,  when  young,  ia 
a  mote  that  went  round  the  manfion-houfe  ;  and  Elizabeth, 
married  to  William,  eldeft  fon  of  Charles,  lord  Wiiloughby,  of 
Parham.  This  Sir  Chriftopher,  died  July  23,  1602,  and  lies  bu- 
ried under  a  noble  monument,  in  Wineftead  church. 

The  elder  branch  of  this  family  becoming  extinift,  on  the  death 
of  the  laft  Sir  Chriftopher,  without  ilTue-male,  the  line  was  con- 
tinued by  (b), 

Sir  Chriftopher  Hildyard,  Knt.  (fon  of  Richard,  fecond  fon  of 
Martin,  before  mentioned,  and  heir  male  to  the  laft  Sir  Chrifto- 
pher,) who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  fole  heir  of  Henry 
Welby,  of  Goxhill,  in  Lincolnft.ire,  Efq;  and  liad  iflue,  Chrifto- 
pher, Henry,  Sir  Robert,  Chriftopher  ;  and  Tix  daughters. 

Henry  Hildyard,  Efq;  of  Wineftead,  and  of  Eaft-Horfley, 
in  Surry,  eldeft  furviving  fon  and  heir,  fuftered  very  much  for 
his  loyalty  to  King  Charles  I,  frj.  He  married  Anne,  eldeft 
daughter  of  Francis,  earl  of  Scarfdale  ;  by  whom  he  had  iflue, 
Henry,  Charles,  Edward,  Philip,  and  feveral  daughters.  Henry, 
the  eldeft  fon,  feated  himfelf  at  Kelfterne,  in  the  county  of  Lin- 
coln, having  fold  the  ancient  manfion-houfeand  manor  of  Wine- 
ftead, to  his  uncle.  Sir  Robert  Hildyard,  Bart,  he  wentover  with 
the  late  duke  of  Monmouth,  who  was  fent  with  auxiliaries  from 
King  Charles  n.  to  Lewis  XIV.  of  France,  and  ferv'd  under  him 
in  the  command  of  a  company  of  foot,  at  the  famous  fiege  of 
Maeftricht ;  and  afterwards  rais'd  and  commanded  a  troop  of 
horfe  for  King  James  H,  having  embr:;ced  the  Roman  catholick 
religion,  through  the  perfuafions  of  Obediah  TVa'ker,  who  had 
been  tutor  to  him  in  his  travels :  he  married  two  wives,  i.  Do- 
rothy, daughter  of  Vincent  Grantham,  of  Goltho,  in  the  county 
of  Lincoln,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had  one  ff)n,  Chriftopher,  and  a 
daughter,  Anne,  who  died  unmarried  ;  which  Chriftopher,  mar- 
ried Jane,  daughter  of  George  Pitt,  of  Stratfeild-fea,  in  the  county 
of  Hants,  Efq;  and  by  her  left  four  daughters  only.  Henry,  mar- 
ried to  his  fecond  wife,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Hilder,Efqi 
whom  he  alfo  furviv  ed,  and  left  illue  by  her,  Francis,  Thomas, 
and  Michael,  who  are  all  now  living  ;  2.  Charles  ;  and  3.  Ed- 
ward, (who  was  ^  barrifter  at  law,  of  the  Liner-Temple,)  died 
without  iftlie  ;  4.  Philip,  who  was  of  Eaft-Horfiev,  in  Surry,  and 
one  of  the  chamberlains  of  the  exchequer  :  he  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Sir  Francis  Vincent,  of  Stoke-Dabernon,  in  Surry, 
Bart,  and  died  1692,  and  was  buried  in  the  Temple  church, 
leaving  iftlie,  Henry,  and  Philip,  who  died  unmarried,  and  (eve- 
ral  daughters.

Sir  Robert  Hildyard,  Knt.  third  fon  of  Sir  Chriflopher,  and 
younger  brother  to  Henry,  was  gentleman  of  the  privy-chamber 
to  King  Charles  I.  colonel  of  foot,  and  commander  of  Sir  Mar- 
inaduke  Langdale's  brigade  of  horfe,  when  he  was  major-general 
of  all  the  horfe  in  England,  and  Wales ;  and  in  the  time  of  the 
civil  wars,  when  the  Scotch  army  came  into  England,  and  the 
king's  army,  under  the  duke  ofNewcaftle,  lay  encamp'd  near 
them,  a  gentleman  came  out  of  the  camp  of  the  Scots,  as  their 
champion,  and  fent  a  challenge  to  any  gentleman  in  the  king's 
army,  that  would  accept  it ;  which  Sir  Robert,  courageoufly  did, 
and  bravely  flew  his  zdvetkry  (a)  ;  for  which  fervice,  he  was  made 
in  the  field,  a  knight-banneret.  He  wasalfo  with  King  Charles  L 
at  Oxford,  when  that  garrifon  furrender'd  ;  and  foon  after  the 
reftoration,was,  for  his  faithful  fervices,  (particularly  at  the  battle 
of  Marfton-Moor,  near  York,)  and  fufferings  for  the  royal  caufe, 
created  a  baronet  ;  and  had  the  manor  of  Pattrington,  granted 
him  for  three  lives,  viz.  himfelf,  and  two  fons,  all  dead,  (lince 
given  to  lord  Portland.)  He  married  firft,  Anne,  daughter  of 
alderman  Herris,  alias  Harris,  of  Hull,  relicl  of  Sir  John  Mont- 
ford,  Knt,  by  whom  he  had  two  fons,  Chriftopher,  and  Robert, 
who  died  June  7, 1685.  (Having  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Mr. 
Hammerton,  of  Auckborough,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  and 
reli£l  of  Edmund  Monckton,  Efq;  had  ifTue,  one  fon,  who 
died  unmarried  ;  and  a  daughter,  Jane,  married  to  JohnLegard, 
of  Anlaby,  Efq;  only  fon  of  Sir  Robert  Legard,  Knt.  mafter  in 
chancery,  who  has  iflae,  three  fons,  and  one  daughter ;)  Anne, 
the  only  daughter  of  Sir  Robert,  died  unmarried.  His  fecond 
wife,  was  Jane,  daughter  and  fole  heir  of  Chriftopher  Conftable, 
of  Hatfield,  in  com.  Ebor.  Efq;  reHd  of  John  I,ifter,  of  Linton, 
Efq;  by  whom  he  had   no  illue. Sir  Robert,  died  in  March, 

i68t. 

Chriftopher  Hildyard,  Efq;  eldcft  fon  of  Sir  Robert,  died  Jan.  i, 
168-*,  in  his  father's  life-time fZ-j,  leaving  iifue,  byEfthcr,  daugh- 
ter cf  Mr.  aldermanWilliam  Dobfon,  of  Hull,  four  fons,  and  two 
dau<>hters  ;  i.  Sir  Robert  ;  2.  Chriftopher,  who  died  without 
ifiue';  3.  William,  M.  A.  late  rector  of  Rowley,  in  the  eaft- 
ridin2,'who  married  a  daughter  of  iMr.  Crofts,  of  Stillingron,  by 
whom  he  had  ifl"ue,  one  fon,  Sir  Robert  Hildyard,  fucceilbr  to 
his  uncle,  of  whom  hereafter  ;  alfo  two  daughters,  who  died  un- 
married; 4.

Sir  Robert  Hiidyard,  Bart,  fucceflbr  to  his  grandfather  in  the 
title  and  eftate,  (eldeft  Ton  and  heir  of  Chriftopher,  aforefaid  (a  J,) 
ferv'd  as  burgefs  in  parliament  for  Hey  don,  in  Yorkftiire,  the  lat- 
ter end  of  King  William,  and  the  beginning  of  Queen  Anne's 
reign,  and  dying  unmarried,  in  Nov.  1729,  was  fucceeJed  in  uig- 
rity  and  eftate,  by  his  nephew.  Sir  Robert,  only  fon  of  his  bro- 
ther^ William,  before  mentioned. 

Which  Sir  Robert  Hildyard,  of  Wineftead,  the  prefent  baro- 
net, married,  in  May,  1738  (b),  Maria-Catherina,  only  child  of 
Henry  D'arcy,  of  Sedbury,  in  Yorkfhire,  Efq;  by  whom  he  hath 
ifllie  one  daughter.

Crest  :  Originally,  on  a  Wreath,  a  Rain  Deer, proper ;  but 
now,  on  a  Wreath,  a  Cock,  Sable,  beak'd,  legg'd,  and  wattled.

190.  AsTLEY,  of  Hill-Morton,  Warwick(hire. 

(Sir  JACOB,  Knight,) 
Created  Baronet,  June  25,   1660. 

THIS  family  defcends  from  Thomas,  lord  Aftley,  who  was 
killed  in  the  baron's  wars,  at  Eveftiam,  49  Hen.  HI.  being 
by  his  firft  wife,  (Joan,  daughter  of  Ernold  du  Bois,)  father  of 
Andrew  ;  and  by  his  fecondwife,(Editha,  daughter  of  Peter  Con- 
ftable,  of  Melton-Conftable,  in  Norfolk,  Efq;  fifter  and  coheir 
of  Sir  Robert  Conftable,  Knt.)  of  Thomas,  Ralph,  Stephen. 

From  Andrew,  the  fon  by  the  firft  venter,  defcends  the  Aftleys, 
of  Patcfliull,  in  Staftoidrnire  ;  who  being  the  chief  line, 
we

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we  (hall,  when  we  come  to  fpeak  of  that  f<unily,  give  a  more  par- 
ticular account  of  his  extf-Lflion  and  p&fteritv. 

Tjiomas,  fecond  fon  of  Thomas,  lord  AiVie^ ,  had  Hill-morton, 
in  com.  Warw.  and  the  advowfon  of  the  church,  by  gift  of  his 
father  fflj,  who  entail'd  it  upon  any  brother,  or  fiffer,  of  the 
whole  blood,  in  cafe  Thomas,  Ihould  die  without  iflue,  which 
grant  bears  date  in  May,  47  Hen.  III. 

This  Thomas,  obtained  to  himfelf  and  his  heirs,  in  49  Henry 
m.  a  charter  for  a  weekly  mercate,  at  Hill-morton,  upon  Satur- 
day, and  a  fair  yearly,  to  begin  on  the  even  of  Sl.  John  Baptift, 
and  to  continue  for  three  days ;  which  grant  being  made  at  fuch 
time  as  the  king  was  a  prifoner,  the  barons  exercihng  regal  au- 
thority in  his  name,  held  it  not  valid  ;  and  therefore,  in  52  of 
the  fame  king's  re.gn,  he  procurea  a  new  charter,  ratifying  the 
fair^  but  altering  the  mercate  to  Wednefday  :  at  which  time,  he 
had  alfo  free  warren  granted  to  him,  and  his  heirs,  in  all  his  de- 
mefne  lands,  at  Hill-morton.  For  this  Thomas,  who  died  before 
ijEdw.I.  is  yet  Handing,  at  Hill-morton,  a  very  fair  monument, 
betwixt  two  pillars  in  the  church,  oppofite  to  that  of  his  mother, 
Editha,  whereon  his  flatue  of  freeftone  lieth,  crofs-leg'd,  in  ar- 
mour of  male,  whofe  brother  and  heir.  Raphe,  in  13  Edw.  I. 
claimed  a  court  leet,  and  other  privileges,  in  the  manor  of  Hill- 
morton,  by  prefcription  ;  andlikewife  exhibited  K.  Henry  lild's 
charter,  for  mercate,  fair,  and  free  warren,  beforementioned,  all 
which  were  allowed.  To  whom  fucceeded,  Thomas,  his  fon 
and  heir,  certified  to  be  lord  of  Hill-morton,  in  9  Edw.  II.  who 
liking  not  the  Wednefday  mercate  there,  procured  a  new  patent, 
in  8  Edw.  HI.  for  to  have  it  upon  a  Tuefday,  continuing  the  fair 
as  formerly,  and  renewing  the  charter  of  free  warren ;  and  in  the 
fame  year  obtained  hcenfe  for  amortifmg  of  certain  lands,  lying 
within  that  lordfhip,  to  maintain  a  chantry  prieft,  to  fmg  mafs 
for  ever,  in  the  chapel  of  our  lady,  contiguous  to  the  parifli  church 
of  Hill-morton,  for  the  fouls  of  him  the  faid  Thomas,  and  Mar- 
gery, his  wife,  as  alfo,  of  Editha  Aftley,  beforementioned,  and  of 
the  father  and  mother  of  the  faid  Thomas,  their  heirs  and  an- 
ceftors,  and  all  chriflian  fouls  deceafed. 

This  Thomas,  in  g  Edw.  III.  had  a  fpecial  patent,  exempting 
him  from  knightiicod  ;  and  in  17  Edw.  III.  gave  the  perpetual 
patronage  of  the  church  of  Hill-morton,  to  the  dean  and  canons 
of  the  college  of  Aftley,  (then  newly  founded,  by  Thomas,  lord 
Altley,  the  chief  of  that  family,)  and  died  before  the  20  Ed.  III. 

leaving  ilTue,  by  the  faid  Margcrv,  daughter  of  Sir  George , 

of  Charnels,  Knt.  (who  furvived  him,)  Sir  Ralph,  his  fon  and 
heir,  who  married  Agnes,  daughter  of  Ralph  Gerbrug;  Sir  Tho- 
mas Afllev,  Knt.  his  fon,  living  7  Ric.

Ifaac  Aftlev,  Efq;  fon  and  heir,  married  Mary,  daughter  of 
Edward  Waldegrave,  of  Borley,  in  Efiex,  Efq;  and  had  three 
fons,  I.  Thomas,  of  whom  hereafter  ;  2.  Sir  Jacob  Aftley, Knt. 
who  having  had  feveral  military  commands,  in  the  fervice  of  fo-» 
reign  princes,  and  acquired  no  "little  reputation  for  his  bravery 
and  conduit  abroad,  raifed  it  to  a  much  higher  degree,  bv  the 
eminent  and  faithful  ferv ices  done  to  his  foverign.

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vied  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  FreJeroft,  of  Bili:n?;hjrft,  in  SufTex, 
and  had  feveral  fons  ana  daugnters.  From  Thomas,  his  eldeft 
fon  the  Bowvers,  of  Leighthorne,  in  SuiTex,  were  defcended. 
Robert,  his  fecond  Ton,  was  of  Chichcfter,  and  father  of  Francis 
Bowyer,  Efq,  who  being  a  merchant  in  London,  rais'd  a  con- 
fiderable  eftate;  and  was  fherifFof  that  city,  anno  1577.  iQE^iz- 
and  afterwards  eleded  alderman  thereof ;  he  married  (a)  Eliza- 
beth, daughter  and  heir  of  William  Tillefworth,  of  London,  by 
whom  he  left  four  fons,  I.  Sir  William  ;  2.

Bucks, 
and  was  one  of  the  tellers  of  the  exchequer  to  the  faid  king  ;  he 
marry'd  (c)  Marv,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Thomas  Peirfon,  of 
Wcftminfter,  Efq;  uftier  of  the  court  of  ftar-chamber,  and  had 
iilue  two  fons,  Henry,  and  Robert,  and  departing  this  life,  was 
buried  at  Denham,  Aug.  14,  1616.  (his  lady  furviving  him,  was 
re-married  to  James  Ley,  earl  of  Marlborough.)

THIS  is  a  younger  branch  of  the  Stanleys,  earls  of  Derby,  de- 
fcended  from  Sir  John  Stanley,  Knt.  a  perfon  of  great  emi- 
nence, temp.  Ric.  II.  and  H.  IV.  younger  fon  of  Sir  William  Stan- 
'  ley,

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Icy^  of  Hooton,  in  Wirral-hundrcd,  in  Chefliire,  Knt.  as  will  be

Which  Sir  Ji^hn  Stanley,  Knt.  (i?)  was  much  enriched,  by  his 
marriage  with  Ifabel,  daughter  and  heir  to  Sir  Thomas  Latham,  of 
Latham,  and  Knowfley,  in  com.  Lane.  Knt.  whofe  ancellor  was 
founder  of  the  monafl-ery  ofBurfcough,  near  to  it.  The  faid  Sir 
John  Stanley,  in  13  Ric.  IL  was  made  lord-juftice  of  Ireland,  and 
m  19  Ric.  II.  conftable  of  the  caftle  of  Rokefburgh,  in  Scotland. 
After  which,  being  with  K.  Richard,  in  Conway-caiHe,  and  mak- 
ing hisfubmifiion  totheduke  of  Hereford,  (afterwards  K. Hen. IV.) 
before  fuch  time  as  K.  Richard,  was  in  his  cuftody,  he  had  fuch  fa- 
vour from  him,  that  on  hisacceflion  to  the  throne,  by  the  name  of 
K.  Henry  IV.  he  was  conftituted  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland. 

On  3  June,  1405,  6  Henry  IV.  he  (/;),  in  conjunction  with 
Roger  Leke,  had  a  commiflion  to  feize  on  the  city  of  York,  and 
its  liberties  j  and  alfo  on  the  Iflc  of  Man,  on  the  forfeiture  of 
Henry  Picrcy,  carl  of  Northumberland.  And  in  7  Hen,  IV. 
being  then  llewardof  the  houfhold  to  that  King,  obtained  licence 
to  fortify  an  houfe  at  Leverpoole,  in  com.  Lane,  (which  he  had 
newly  built,)  with  embattcled  walls  (r).  And  the  fame  year, 
having  taken  pofleffion  of  the  Iflc  of  Man,  he  pbtained  a  grant  in 
fee,  for  life,  of  the  faid  ifle,  cafUe,  and  piL;,  anciently  called 
Holm-Towfi,  and  all  the  ifles  adjacent ;  as  aifo  all  the  regalities, 
franchifes,  and  rights,  thereto  belonging,  to  beholden  of  the  faid 
King,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  by  homage,  and  the  fervice  of  two 
faulcons,  (the  ifland  then  aboundijig  v/ith  fuch  fouls,)  payable  on 
the  days  of  their  coronation  ;  fo  that  from  the  reign  of  the  afore- 
faid  King,  to  the  late  earl's  deceafe,  (excepting  the  interval  the 
lord  Fairfax,  had  it,  during  thelatccivil  wars,)  the  earls  of Derby> 
have  had  an  abfolute  jurifdiiflion  over  the  people  and  foil  ;  and 
■were  immcdiatclRndlords  of  every  man's  cftate,  (fome  few  barons, 
only  excepted,)  and  referving  his  homage  to  the  crown  of  Eng- 
land, had  a  full  ar.d  ample  authority. 

They  wer^;  alfo  fblc  patrons  of  the  bifhoprick,  and  all  parfo.- 
nagcs  and  vicarages,  except  three,  which  are  in  the  patronage  of 
the  biihop  ;  and  by  the  advice  of  his  dcemders,  (a  fort  of  judges, 
chofen  every  year  to  decide  all  controverfics,  two  for  each  divifion 
of  the  ifle,)  ajid  twenty  four  keys,  (that  with  his  approbation  are 
reprcfentatives  for  tl.'e  fiimc,)  he  can  make  and  repeal  laws  :  and 
hafh  likevvife  power  of  holding  courts  in  his  own  name,  and  to 
hang,  draw,  or  pardon  malefadlors,  as  alfo  all  wrecks,  royal- 
iifhing,  Sic. 

IngHenrvIV.  Sir  John  Stanley,  was  appointed  (^V)  general 
attorney  to 'i'homas  dc  Lancailcr,  the  King's  fon,  lieutenant  of 
Ireland,  on  his  going  to  that  kingdom  ;  and  in  the  tenth  of 
Henry  IV.  being  fleward  of  the  King's  houfliold,  he  was  made 
eonftable  of  VVindfor  calUe  ;  alfo  about  that  time,  inltalled  knight 

of 
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of  the  moft  noble  order  of  the  garter  (a).  He  was  likewlfe  in 
fuch  favour  with  King  HenryV,  that  in  the  firft  year  of  his  reign, 
he  conftituted  him  Heutenant  of  Ireland  for  fix  years.  Where- 
upon, he  landed  at  Clantarf,  near  Dublin,  on  the  7  th  of  06fober, 
141 3,  and  on  the  6th  of  January  after,  died  at  Ardec,  in  that 
kingdom.  He  left  iffue,  by  the  before  mentioned  Ifabel,  his  wife, 
two  fons,  John,  and  Thomas,  the  iflue  of  which  Thomas,  by 
Maud,  the  daughter  and  heir  to  Sir  John  Arderne,  of  Elford,  in 
com.  StafF.  Knt.  pofTeffing  a  large  eftate  in  thofe  parts,  made 
Elford,  their  chief  feat,  whilft  the  males  continued. 

Which  John,  the  elder  fon,  by  the  name  of  John  Stanley,  Efq; 
was  made  fZ*  j  conftable  of  Carnarvon  caftle,  in  5  Hen.  VI.  and  in 
17  Henry  VI.  being  groom  of  the  bedchamber  to  the  king,  had  a 
grant  of  the  cuftody  of  the  lands,  late  Nic.  Saxton's,  deceafed,  in 
the  county  of  Carnarvon,  and  Flint,  and  was  alfo  made  gover- 
nor of  Carnarvon,  and  conftable  of  that  caftle,  with  the  fee  of 
40 1.  per  annum;  and  was  moreover  conftituted  fheriff  of  An- 
glefey,  with  the  fee  of  20 1.  per  ami.  and  knighted.  He  married 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Harrington.  Knt.  by  whom  he 
had  i flue,  four  fons  ;  i.SirThomas;  2.  SirWilliam, who  married 
the  countefs  of  Worcefter ;  3.  Sir  John,  anceftor  to  the  prefent  Sir 
James  Stanley,  Bart,  of  whom  hereafter  ;  and  4.  James,  arch- 
deacon of  Chefter  j  alfo  a  daughter,  Ifabella,  married  to  Sir  John 
Warren,  of  Poynton,  inChefhire,  Knt. 

ThisSirThomas,theeldeft  fon  and  heir,was  knighted,  before  the 
9  of  K.Henry  VI.  when  he  was  conftituted  lord-lieutenant  of  Ire- 
land, for  fix  years,  as  his  grandfather  had  hecn(c).  He  called  a  par- 
liament in  that  kingdom,  anno  1432,  and  returned  to  England 
the  fame  year,  leaving  Sir  Chriftopher  Plunket,  his  deputy.  He 
returned  again  to  Ireland,  anno  1435,  and  gave  a  check  to  the 
Irifh,  who  were  infolent  beyond  meafure,  incroaching  every 
where  on  the  pale,  and  making  the  heft  advantage  of  the  king's 
minority,  and  the  abfence  of  the  military  men  in  France  ;  but 
the  lord-lieutenant,  with  the  power  of  Meath,  and  Uriel,  took 
Moyle  ODonel,  prifoner,  and  flew  a  great  many  of  the  Irifh. 
And  afterwards,  (about  Michaelmas,)  he  went  again  to  England, 
and  left  Richard  Talbot,  archbifliop  of  Dublin,  (brother  to  the 
earl  of  Shrewfljury,)  lord-deputy. 

In  26  Henry  VI,  being  then  comptroller  of  the  king's  houf- 
hold,  he,  with  others,  obtained  a  grant  of  the  goods  and  chattels 
of  Humphry,  dukeof  Gloucefter,  with  power  to  difpofe  of  them 
without  account  (d).  And  in  27  Henry  VI.  he,  (with  John, 
yifcount  Beaumont,  and  others.,)  was  commiflioned  to  treat  with 
the  Scots,  for  a  truce  betwixt  both  realms :  as  he  was  the  year 
after,  when  a  truce  being  concluded,  he  was  appointed  one  of 
the  confervators  of  the  fame,  for  the  king  of  England.  Alfo  in 
that

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that  year,  (28  Henry  VI.)  he  was  in  commiilion,  (with  James, 
earl  of  Wiltfliire,  and  others,)  for  the  cuRody  and  defence  of  the 
town  and  caftle  of  Calais  ;  as  alfo  of  the  marches  adjacent,  and 
tower  of  Rifebank,  for  the  term  of  five  years.  In  29  Henry  VI. 
he  was  again  made  one  of  r.he  confervators  of  that  truce  with  Scot-  . 
land,  which  was  to  h^  Id  good  from  15  Aug.  145 1,  for  three 
years  ;  and  on  the  continuance  of  the  fame  to  21  May,  1457,  ^^ 
was  alfo  one  of  the  confervators.  He  was  likewife  chamberlain  tQ 
that  kings  and  in  34  Hen.  VI.  was  fummoned  by  writ  to  parlia- 
ment, and  in  35  Henry  VI.  was  appointed  one  of  the  council  to 
Edward,  prince  of  Wales,  and  the  fame  year  was  again  madeone  of 
the  confervators  of  the  new  truce  with  Scotland,  which  was  to  hold 
till  16  July,  1459.  Alfo,  anno  1461,  appointed  one  of  the  am- 
bafTadors  to  treat  with  thoie  of  Scotland,  about  certain  aifairs;  and 
dying  in  the  thirty-feventh  of  this  king's  reign,  left  iffue,  by  (a) 
Joan,  hiswife,  daughter  and  heir  of  SirRobertGoufhill,Knt.  two 
fons;  I.  Sir  Thomas,  created  Earl  of  Derby,  I  Hen.  VII.  anceftor 
to  the  prefent  Earl  ;  2.  Sir  William,  of  Holt-caftle,  who  died  S.P. 
and  three  daughters,  Anne,  married  firft,  to  Sir  Richard  Moli- 
jieux  ;  fecondly,  to  Sir  Edward  Strange,  Knts.  Margaret,  mar- 
ried firft,  to  SirWilliamTalbot,  Knt.  fecondly,  to  the  lord  Grey  ; . 
and  thirdly,  to  Sir  John  Beaufey,  Knt.  and  Catherine,  wife  tq 
Sir  John  Savage,  of  Rock-Savage,  inCheftiire,  Knt.  But  to  re- 
turn, to  Sir  John  Stanley,  Knt.  third  fon  of  Sir  John,  before- 
mentioned. 

Which  Sir  John  Stanley,  of  Weever,Knt.  living  12Ed.IV.  by 
Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  SirThomasWeever,Knt.  had  if- 
fue, John,  and  Thomas,  who  by  a  daughter  of — ■ — Lyverfage,  of 
Wheelock,  was  father  of  Thomas  Stanley,  of  Weever,  and  Aider- 
ley,  in  com.  Ceft.  Efq;  who  married  the  daughter  of Da- 
venport, of  Henbury,  Efq;  and  had  ifllie,  r.  Thomas  Stanley, 
ofVVeever,Efq;  {heriffofChefliire,  i4Eliz.  living  1581;  2.  Ra- 
nulph,  (who  married  the  daughter  of  Francis  Holland,  in  com. 
Lane.  Efq;)  3.  John  Stanley,  who  married  a  daughter  of 
Ward. 

Thomas  Stanlev,  Efq;  the  cldeft  fon,  married  Urfula,  daughter 
of  Richard,  and  fifter  of  Sir  HughCholmondeley,  Knt.  His  fons 
were,  i.Thomas,who  died  young  ;  and  2.  Ranulph  :  his  daugh- 
ters were,  Frances,  wife  of  Henry  Delves,  of  Dodington,  inChe- 
{hlre,  Efq;  (father  of  Sir  Thomas  Delves,  the  firft  baronet  of  that 
family,)  Elizabeth,  married  to  Roger  Downes,  of  Shrigley,  in 
Chefhire,  Efq;   and  Dorothy,  who  died  unm.arried. 

Ranulph  Stanlev,  Efq;  who  became  heir,  married  Margaret, 
tlaughtcr  of  John  Maifterfon,  Efq;  by  whom  he  was  father  of 
Thomas  Stanley,  of  Alderley,  and  Weever,  lEfq;  fheriffof  Che- 
{hire,  7  Car.  I.  (and  afterwards  knighted)   and  of  Ranulph,   or. 

Randle  ; 
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Randle  ;  alfo  of  two  daughters,  Margaret,  wife  of  Edward  Fit- 
ton,  of  Gawfworth,  in  Chefhiie,  Efq;  and  Mary,  married  to 
Henry,  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Richard  Legh,  of  Legh,  Knt. 

Sir  Thomas  Stanley,  of  Wecver,  and  Alderley,  Knt.  laft  men- 
tioned, had  in  marriage,  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Peter 
Warburton, of  Grafton,  in  Chefhire,  Knt.  oneof  the  judges  of  the 
common-pleas,  (who  furviving  him,  married  Sir  Richard  Grofve- 
nor,  of  Eaton, Bart.)  by  whom  he  had,  SirThomas,  and  James,  of 
Jefas-colkge,  Camb.  who  was  prefented  to  the  redlory  of  Mob- 
berley,  inChefhire,  1664,  and  in  1670,  to  the  redlory  of  Nether- 
Alderler,  and  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  B  .ron, 
ofMaxfield,  in  that  county,  Efq;  alfo  three  daughters,  Mary, 
wife  of  John  Done,  Efq;  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  John  Done,  of  Ut- 
kington,  Knt.  Margaret,  wife  of  Thomas  Ireland,  of  Beawfey, 
in  Lancaihire,  Efq;  and  Alice,  who  died  unmarried.

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jbhn-Thomas  ;  Mary,  the  only  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas,  is  now- 
living,  unmarried,  bir  Thomas,  died  1721,  being  fucceeded  in 
dignity  and  eftate  by  his  eldeft  fon  ^nd  heir. 

Sir  James  Stanley,  the  prefcr-.t  baronet,  who  married,  Nov. 
1740,  Frances,  youngeft  daughter  of  George  Butler,  of  Belly- 
Ragett,  in  the  county  of  Kilkenny,  in  Ireland,  Efq;  by  whom  he 
hath  as  yet  no  ifFue.

(JOHN,  Esquire,) 

Created  Baronet,  June  26,  1660. 

THIS  family  is  of  great  antiquity,  in  the  county  of  War- 
wick ;  for  we  find  Robert  deSuccebergh  («),  made  a  grant, 
12  Hen.II.  to  the  church  of  St.  Leonard,  and  the  nuns  ofWroccle- 
fliale,  of  the  church  ofSuccheberg,  and  four  }ard  land,  and  twenty 
acres  of  inclofurc,  called  Hungerhill,  with  a  croft,  which  lay  be- 
tween the  king's  high  way,  and  the  orchard  of  the  faid  Robert, 
■which  grant  was  confirmed  by  Robert  de  Alvers,  who  held  three 
knights  fees  of  \Villiam,  earl  of  Warwick;  which  faid  grant  was 
alfo  confirmed  by  earl  Roger,  who  died  in  K.Stephen's  time(/^). 

But  whether  tliis  Robert,  was  thedire^lancertor  to  the  family  w? 
are  now  treating  of,  is  at  tliis  time,  not  eafy  to  be  determined. 

In  6  Ed.  II.  we  find  Simon  de  Shuckborow,  and  Ralph  Cha- 
tere,  poficfi^ed  of  thofe  lands,  in  Shuckborough,  that  belonged  to 
John  de  Haffings,  and  that  they  held  no  lefs  than  a  knight's  fee 
there (f)  ;  from  whicli  Simon,  dcfcended  John  de  Shuckborow, 
•who,  in  10  (il)  Ed.  III.  held  of  Haflings's  heir,  the  third  part  of  a 
knight's  fee,  in  Shuckborough,  and  from  him  defjendcd,  John 
Shuckborough,  Efq;  who,  in  10  Hen.  VI.  was  certified  (r)  to  hold 
a  manor  in  Shu:kborough,  by  the  fourth  part  of  a  knight's  fee. 

Sir  William  Duguale,  in  his  antiquities  of  Warwickfhire,  fays, 
That  thefe  Shuckbproughs,  were  very  anciently  poflefled  of  lands 
at  Shuckborough,  there' is  no  doubt:  for  he  finds,  one  William 
de  Suckebcrge  (f)^  in  3  Joh.  which  might  be  the  firfl  afTumer  of

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this  denomination,  (there  being  mp.ny  good  and  great  families, 
whofe  anceftori  hxt  not  their  lurnames  till  afterwards,)  but  little, 
fays  he,  have  I  feen  memorable  of  them,  in  thofe  elder  times, 
other  than  the  bare  mention  of  theii  names  :  neirher  am  I  able, 
of  a  long  time  after,  by  the  advantage  of  records,  to  deduce  their 
defcent  in  a  lineal  ilicceflion  :  I  fnall  therefore,  fays  he,  briefly 
mention  what  I  have  met  with,  as  remarkable,  touching  any  of 
them. 

In  I  Edw.  III.  I  find  (a],  that  John  de  Shuckburgh,  havino- 
been  one  of  the  coroners  in  this  county,  (an  office  in  thofe  days 
of  great  account,)  had  his  ^ietus  eji,  the  {herifF  being  com- 
manded to  caufe  another  to  be  chofen  in  his  room ;  but  it  feems 
the  king's  command  was  not  thereupon  purfued,  becaufe,  the 
next  year  after,  he  directed  another  precept  (b)^  dated  from 
Pontefradt,  19  Aug.  to  the  fame  purpofe  :  and  Mr,  Phi'pjt, 
mentions  (c),  Chriftopher  Shuckborough,  of  tiie  county  of  War- 
wick, Efq;  who,  in  the  eighth  of  Richard  II.  1385,  married  the 
daughter  of  John  de  Northwood,  of  Horton,  upon  Stoure,  near 
Canterbury,  in  Kent,  Efq;  and  had  that  manor  in  frank  mar- 
riage ;  and  there  was  an  eager  conteft  (d)  between  John  Beckford 
vicar  of  Chartham,  in  Kent,  and  thisChriftopher  Shuckborough, 
Efq;  lord  of  Horton,  touching  the  celebration  of  divine  offices 
in  the  chapel  at  Horton  ;  as  likewife  the  adminiftration  of  the 
facraments  ;  and  it  vvas  improved  to  that  animofity,  that  there 
was  a  mutual  appeal  made  to  William  Courtney,  then  archbifhop 
of  Canterbury,  who  directed  a  commiflion  to  John  Barnetf  his 
official,  in  the  year  1380,  to  hear  and  determine  the  controverfy, 
and  upon  a  ferious  fifting  and  winnov/ing  this  whole  affair  the 
debate  was  wound  up  upon  thisconclufion;  That  there  fhouldbea 
folemnization  of  all  divine  offices,  in  the  above  mentioned  cliapei 
Exceptis  tantum  de  funSlorwn  jepulturii  iff  exfequiis^  onlv  the  dead 
were  to  receive  their  interment,  in  the  church  of  Chartham. 

In  6  Hen.  IV.  John  Shukkeburgh,  and  Thomas  Shukkeburgh, 
were,  with  the  fherifff^j,  and  other  commiffioners,  affio-ned  to 
colle(Sl  a  fubfidy,  in  this  co\mty,  then  granted  to  the  king  in 
parliament;  and  in  7  Henry  V".  (f)  William  Shukburgh,  of 
Shukburgh,  being  rank'd  amongft  thofe  knights,  and  other  ef- 
quires  of  this  county,  who  bore  ancient  arms  from  their  ancef- 
tors,  had  warning,  by  the  fheriff,  to  appear  before  the  council 
there  to  receive  order  for  ferving  the  king,  in  his  proper  perfon 
for  the  defence  of  the  realm.  In  6  Hen.  VI.  he  (g)  was  one  of  the 
commiffioners  appointed  for  the  collecting  a  fubfidy,  of  6s.  8d. 
from  certain  inhabitants  refiding  within  the  cities  and  borouo-hs

at  that  time  one  of  the  coroners  for  Warwickfhire  (b). 

From  whom  defcended,  Thomas,  who  was  in  commiflion  (c) 
for  confervation  of  the  peace,  from  i8  Hen.  VII.  to  the  end  of 
that  king's  reign,  and  for  many  years  in  Henry  Vlllth's  time. 
The  church  of  Shuckborough,  being  given  to  the  nuns,  at  Wrox- 
hall,  temp.  Hen.  II.  as  is  before  mentioned,  was  anciently  ap- 
propriated to  their  ufe  ;  which  redlory,  after  the  diffolution  of 
the  monafleries,  was  granted  to  Sir  JohnWIlliam.s,  Knt.  in  32 
Hen.  VIII.  who  had  licence,  the  year  following,  to  alien  it  unto 
this  Thomas  Shuckborough,  Efq;  (and  in  this  family  it  hath  con- 
tinued ever  fince.)  He  departed  this  life,  i  0£^ob.  1561,  and 
lies  buried  at  Shuckborough,  with  the  following  infcription  over 
him  (d) :

By  the  pedigree  now  in  the  family  (e),  the  defcent  is  thus  :

Shuckburgh,  who  married  Johanna,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Tho- 
mas Sydenhall,  (by  Catherine,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Philip  Lu- 
iiell,)  and  had  iffue,  Thomas,  who,  by  Philippa,  the  daughter  of 
Vaus',  or  Vafe,  had  iffue  feveral  fons  ;  Thomas,  the  eldeft,  mar- 
ried I'lie  daughter  of  Edward  Medley,  Efq;  he  lies  buried  at 
Shuckiborough  Superior,  under  a  noble  monument,  with  the  ef- 
fi2;ies  of  himfelf,  and  wife,  lying  at  full  length,  but  the  infcription 
is  not  now  to  be  read.

Under  this  infcription,  are  the  portraitures  of  three  fons,  and 
five  daughters,  by  which  it  muft  be  prefumed,  he  had  fo  many 
children,  tho'  only  two  mentioned  in  the  pedigree,  at  the  vifita- 
tion.  In  the  north  window  of  the  church,  are  thefe  arms  5  Sable, 
a  Cheveron,  between  three  Mullets,  Argent,  under  them,  Shuk- 
burge,  anno  1582,  and  thus  infcribed  :

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SirRichard  Shukburgh,Knt.eldeft  fon  and  heir,  was  no  way  in- 
ferior to  his  anceftors.     As  King  Charles  I.  march'd  to  Edgcot, 
near  Banbury,  on  22  Octob.  1642,  he  faw  him   hunting   in  the 
fields,   not  far  from  Shukborough,    with  a    very   good  pack  of 
hounds,  upon  which  it  is  reported,   that  he  fetched  a  deep  figh, 
and  afked  who  that  gentleman  was,  that  hunted  fo  merrily  that 
morning,  when  he  was  going  to  fight  for  his  crown  and  dignity  : 
and  being  told  that  it  was  this  Richard  Shuckburgh,  he  was  or- 
dered to  be  called  to  him,  and  was  by  him   very  gracioufly  re- 
ceived :  upon  which,  he  went  immediately  home,  armed  all  his 
tenants,   and  the  next  day,  attended  on  him  in  tlie  field,  where 
he  was  knighted,  and  was  prefent  at  the  battle  of  Edghill.    After 
the  taking  in  of  Banbury  caftle,  and  his  majefly's  retreat  from 
thofe  parts,  he  went  to  his  own  feat,  and  fortified  himfelf  on  the 
top  of  Shuckborough-hill,  where  being  attack'd   by  fome  of  the 
parliament  forces,  he  defended  himfelf  till  he  fell,  with  moft  of  his 
tenants  about  him  ;  but  being  taken  up,   and  life  perceived  in 
him,  he  was  carried  away  prifoner  to  Kenilworth-caftle,  where  he 
lay  a  confiderable  time,  and  was  forced  to  purchafe  his  liberty  at 
a  dear  rate  fijj.

Elizabeth,  third  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  Lee,  ofBilleflee,  inWar- 
wickfliire,  Knt.  by  neither  of  which  he  left  any  iflue.  His  third 
wife  was,  Grace,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Holte,  of  Afton,  in 
com.  Warw,  Bart,  by  whom  he  had  ilFue,  fix  fons,  and  three 
daughters  ;  two  of  which,  Grace,  wife  to  Sir  John  Bernard,  of 
Brampton,  in  com.  Huntingdon,  Bart,  and  Elizabeth,  wife  to 
Sir  Edward  Waldo,  Knt.  were  both  born  to  him,  whilft  he  lay 
confined  in  Kenilworth  caftle:  he  died  13  June,  1656,  aged 
fixty  ;  his  relid!:,  in  1659,  married  John  Keating,  of  Norragh' 
more,  in  the  county  of  Kiidare,  in  Ireland,  Efq;  afterwards  lord 
chief-juftice  of  the  common-pleas,  in  Ireland.  Sir  Richard,  lies 
buried  at  Shuckborough,  where,  on  a  marble  monument,  fixed  to 
the  fouth  wall,  with  a  half  buft,  and  angels,  isthisinfcription  (bj :

from  that  Citty,  in  a  new  Vault  by  him  there  made 
for  that  purpofe,  who  alfo  in  memory  of  her  fingu- 
lar  Virtue,  hath  caufed  this  fmall  Monument  to  be 
fet  up.

Of  Sir  Richard's  Tons,  only  four  furvi^'ed  him,  viz.  i.  Sir  John, 
his  fon  and  heir  ;  2.

CO  rS  hiftorians,  and  gcnealogifts,  commence  this  family  in 
the  eighth  century,  and  affirm  them  of  royal  extraction,  and 
that  they  were  thanes  of  Lochabyr,  for  feven  defccnts,  till  Ban- 
quuho,  was  aflaffinated  by  the  ufurpcr,  Mac-Beth,  to  evade  a 
prediction,   I'hat  his  race  jjjoiild  fucceed  to  the  Scottijh  throne. 

Walter,  grandfon  of  him,  was,  by  Malcolm  III.  created  lord 
High-rtuart  of  Scotland,  and  this  heritable  great  office,  gave  fur-^ 
name  to  the  family. 

To  Sir  Alexander  Stuart,  Knt.  defcended  from  a  younger  fort 
of  one  of  the  lord  High-fLuart'3,CharlesVI.  king  of  France,  gave 
an  additional  coat-armour,  viz.  Argent,  the  Lion  of  Scotland,  de- 
bruifed  with  a  ragged  flafF,  Or. 

Sir  John  Stuart,  his  fon,  was  of  the  retinue  of  James,  princeor 
Scotland,  when  he  landed  on  the  coaft  of  England,  in  his  voyage 
for  France,  and  was  detain'd  here,  1406.  He  was  knigh';ed  for 
his  performances  in  a  tournament,  held  inSmithficld,  10  Hen.  IV. 
and  was  the  firft  of  this  name  and  family,  who  fettled  in  Eng- 
land. 

Sir  John  Stuart,  his  fon,  was  created  knight  of  the  Bath,  oil 
the  eve  of  the  coronation  of  Catherine,  confort  to  Flenry  V. 

Simon  Stuart,  Efq;  a  lineal  defcendant  from  him,  married  Do- 
rothy, daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Ingoldfbv^  of  Lethcnborough,  in 
com.  Bucks,  Knt.  reliCt  of  Sir  Chriftopher  Pigott,  of  Doderfal, 
in  that  county,  Knt.  by  whom  he  was  father  of, 

Nicholas  Stuart,ofHarteley,Efq;  advancedto  the  degree  of  a  ba- 
ronet, 12  Car.II.  and  foon  after,  conftituted  one  of  the  chamber- 
lains of  the  exchequer.^  HemarriedMary,only  daughter  of  SirMiles 
Sandys,  of  Mifienden,  in  Gloucefterfhire,  Knt.  by  whom  he  had, 
Nicholas,  who  died  unmarried  ;  Miles,  married  to  Jane,  daugh- 
ter of  Mr.  Nicholas  Johnfon,  of  London,  hut  died  without  ifl'ue  ; 
and  Charles,  of  whom  hereafter;  alfo  Marv,  the  wife  of  Sir 
James  Worfley,  of  Pilevell,  in  the  county  of  Southampton,  Knt. 
Elizabeth,  married  to  John  Aciy,ofKent,  Efq;  Anne,  to  John 
Smith,  of  Tedworth,  in  the  county  of  Southampton,  Efq;  Jane, 
to  Thomas  Fleydell,  of  ColHhill,  in  the  county  of  Berks,  Efq; 
Sandys,  Dcrcrnea,  and  Arenabella,  who  died  youwg.  Sir  Ni- 
cholas, died,  February  i^,  1709,  aged  ninety-three. 

Charles  Stuart,  Efq;  eidelt  furviving  Ton  of  Sir  Nicholas,  mar- 
ried Clemencej  eldeft  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  William  Hovell,

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of  Hillington,   in   the  county  of  Norfolk,  Knt.   he  died  in  the 
life-fime  of  his  father,  and  had  ifllie  only. 

Sir  Simeon  Stuart,  the  prefcnt  baronet,  who,  in  the  parliament 
held  1708,  7  Anna.',  ferveJ  for  the  town  and  county  of  the  town 
of  Southampton  ;  and  in  that  of  9  Annae,  ss  one  of  the  knights 
of  the  fhire  for  the  county  of  Southampton  ;  11  Annae,  he  was 
conftituted  one  of  the  chamberlains  of  the  exchequer.  He  mar- 
ried Elizabeth,  only  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Dereham,  of  Dere- 
ham-abby,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  Knt.  and  Bart,  (by  the 
honourable  Frances  Viiliers,  his  wife,  eldeft  daughter  of  Robert, 
lord  vifcount  Purbeck,  and  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  the  late  Sir 
John  Danvers,  Knt.  brother  to  Henry,  earl  of  Danby,)  and  fole 
heir  to  her  brother.

(GEORGE,  EsquiRE,) 
Created  Baronet,  June  27,  1660. 

THIS  family  is defcended from  Odard,  or  Ud:ird,  fomctimes 
alfo  written,  Hodard,  and  Hudard  (a)t  who  came  into 
England,  with  William,  the  conqueror,  and  feated  himfelf  at 
Dutton  ;  a  good  part  whereof,  Hugh  Lupus,  earl  of  Chefter, 
gave  unto  him,  as  appears  by  Doomfday-book. 

The  ancientroll  of  the  barons  of  Halton,  faith,  that  with  Hugh, 
earl  of  Chefter,  came  one  Nigell,  a  nobleman  ;  and  with  Nigcll, 
came  five  brethren,  to  wit,  Hudard,  Edard,  Wolmere,  Horf- 
wyne,  and  Wolfaith,  a  prieft,  to  whom,  NigeJl,  gave  the  church 
of  Runcorne  ;  and  unto  Hudard,  the  fame  Nigell,  gave  Wefton, 
and  Great-Afton,  (now  divided  into  two  townfhips,  Afton- 
Grange,  and  Aftonjuxta  Sutton,)  frounofeodo  mUitis:  and  from 
this  Hudard,  came  all  the  Buttons  (b).  And  in  the  record  of 
<loomfday,  Odard,  held  Afton,  under  William  Fitz-Nigell,  ba- 
ron of  Halton  ;  and  alfo  Odard,  and  Brickie,  held  Wefton,  under 
the  (aid  William,  anno  Domini,  1086.  Whether  thofe  five  bre- 
thren, aforenamed,  were  brethren  to  Nigell,  is  a  doubt  ;  for 
then,  methinks  he  fhould  have  faid,  —  ^iinque  fr aires  fui  ; 
whereas  he  favs  only.  Cum  ijlo  Ni^ello  venerunt  quinque  fratres^ 
and  fo  names  them. 

This  Hudard's,  or  Odard's  Sword,  is  at  this  day,  1665,  in  the 
cuftody  of  the  lady  Elinour,  vifcountefs  Kilmurray,  fole  daughter 
and  heir  of  Thomas  Dutton,  late  of  Dutton,  Efq;  deceafed  : 
which  fword  hath  for  many  ages  paft,  been  prefcrved,  and  pafled 
over  from  heir  to  heir,  as  an  heir- loom,  by  the  name  of  Hudard's 
fword  ;  andfo  at  this  day,  it  is  bv  tradition,  received  and  called. 

Hugh,  fon  of  Hodard,  had  thofe  lands  which  he  held  in  capite, 
or  immediately  of  the  earl  of  Chefter,  confirmed  unto  him,  by 
Randle,  the  fecond,  furnamed  De  Gernoniis,  earl  of  Chefter, 
about  the  latter  end  of  Henry  I.  Thefe  lands,  I  conceive,  were 
thofe  which  he  held  in  Dutton. 

Hugh  de  Dutton,  fon  of  Hugh,  fon  of  Hodard,  had  the  lands 
which  his  father,  Hugh,  held  of  the  baron  of  Halton,  confirmed 
unto  him,  by  William,  fon  of  Nigell,  conftable  to  Randle,  the 
fecond  j  and,  by  William,  his  fon,  on  that  day  wheii  the  faid

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William,  the  father,  and  William,  the  fon,  did  viilt  Hugh,  the 
fon  of  Hodard,  on  his  death-bed,  at  Kekw'ck  ;  at  which  time, 
Hugh,  the  fon  of  Hodard,  gave  unto  William,  the  father,  his 
coat  of  mail,  and  his  charging- liorfe  ;  and  Hugh,  the  fon  of  that 
Hugh,  gave  unto  William,  the  fon,  a  palfrey,  and  a  fparrow- 
ha.vk.  This  v^as  about  the  end  of  the  reign  of  King  Henry  I. 
The  lanJs  here  confirmed,  I  conceive  to  be,  Wefton,  and  Kek- 
wick,  and  perhaps  fome  others. 

This  Hugh  de  Dutton,  had  i Hue,  Hugh  Button,  fon  and  heir, 
■whu  contin'^ed  the  chief  line  of  Dutton,  of  Dutton,  which  ter- 
minated in  a  daughter  and  heir,  Eleanor,  married  to  Robert  Need- 
ham,  lord  vifcount  Killmurray;  Adam  de  Dutton,  another  fon, 
from  v.'hom,  the  Warburtons,  of  Arlev,  are  defcended. 

In  the  reign  of  Richard  I.  this  Adam  de  Dutton,  became  pof- 
feffed  of  all  Vv'^arburton,  one  moietv,  by  marriage  with  Agnes, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Roger  Ficz-Alured  (a),  the  other  half  being 
of  the  fee  ofHalton,  wasgivcn  him  by  Jolm,  conlrableofChefter, 
&c.  and  fuicc  held  this  moiet"  of  the  priory  of  St.  John,  of  Je- 
rufalem.  He  poilefied  alfo,  Great-Budworth,  Aflon,  Neither- 
Tahley,  Sutton  juxta  Frodftiam,  Appleton,  and  Hull,  Newton, 
by  Darefbury,  Hatton,  Stretlon,  halfLym,  half  Sale,  and  half 
Neither-Walton. 

Geffrey,  fon  of  Adam,  temp.  Hen.  III.  gave  Hatton,  nigh 
Darerourv,  being  of  the  fee  of  the  barony  of  Halton  (b),  unto 
William,  fon  of  Hothy,  of  Hatton.  He  relided  at  Budworth, 
and  was  written.  Sir  Geffrey  de  Budworth  ;  as  was  alfo  his  fon, 
Geffrey  j  whofe  fon  Peter,  removing  to  Warburton,  temp.  Ed. 
II.  thence  wrote  himfelf,  de  Warburton  ;  which  name  hath 
been  ever  fmce  retain'd  by  his  pofterity,  who  removed  to  Arley, 
temp.  Hen.  V'll.  where,  Peter  Warburton,  Efq;  whodied,  1495, 
built  tliat  feat;  his  fon. 

Sir  John  Warburton,  of  Arley,  was  knight  of  the  body  to  King 
flenry  VII.  and  fiieriff  of  Chefhire,  for  life  :  he  died  15  Henry 
Vin.  1524.  On  the  fteeple  of  Budworth  church,  in  Chefhire, 
arc  the  arms  of  Warburton,  and  Dutton,  quarter'd,  and  thereon 
infcribed,  John  Warburton,  Knt. 

His  fon,  Sir  John  Warburton,  of  Arley,  Knt.  v/as  fheriff  of 
the  county,  4Eli'z,  and  his  fon,  Sir  Peter,  the  twentv-tifth  of  that 
reign.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  Richard  Win- 
nington,  ofVVinnington,  in  com.  Salop, Efq;  and  had  a  fon,  John, 
and  fevcral  dau2,hters,  of  which,  Ifabel,  married  Edward  Stanley, 
of  Aughton,  and  Bickerftaff,  in  com.  Lane.  Efq;  Anne,  Sir  Ed- 
vard  Fitton,  ofGawfworth,  in  com.  Ceff.  Knt.  and  another, 
ma  r'cdSirJohnMarkham,  of  Sedgebrooke,  in  com. Line. Knt.  Sir 
Jc/hnVv.rburton,  of  Arlev,  Knt.  his  fon  and  heir,  married  Mary, 
daughter  of  Sir  \ViiliamBreretoo,of  Brereton,inCIieihire,  Knt.

Sir  Peter  Warburton,  Knt.  the  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  was  a  fer- 
jeant  at  law,  and  one  of  the  jullices  01  the  common- pleas,  in  the 
reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  ^''3j  ;  a  perfon,  very  emiiient  in  iiis 
time,  for  his  great  ability  in  the  law  ;  he  purchafed,  in  i5oo,  the 
townfhip  of  Anderron  f^j,  in  Chefhirc,  ofRicJiard  Sutton:  he 
married  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Holcroft,  of  Hoicroft,  Knt. 
and  died  without  iflue  male,  JuU'  22,  1626,  poiTeiTed  of  the  fe- 
veral  manors  of  Warburton,  Afton,  Budworth,  Comberbach, 
third  part  of  Overtabley,  Sutton,  Stretton,  Sale,  Hatton,  Nether-  . 
Walton,  Norcoats,  Appleton,  and  Hull,  in  com.  Ceft.  with 
the  manors  of  Stockton,  Lyme,  and  Stretihall,  Winnington, 
Marthall,  Pulford,  Caftle-Norwich,  Woodhull,  Newton  juxta 
Darefbur\^,  and  lands  in  feveral  places,  part  of  the  faid  manors 
and  lands,  leafed  to  the  ufe  of  the  daughters,  and  heirs  general,  and 
part  fettled  on  the  heirs  males  (d)  :  having  nine  daughters,  i, 
Mary,  married  to  Sir  Thomas  Wilbraham,  of  Woodhey,  in 
Chefhire,  Bart.

Peter  Warburton,  of  the  Lodge,  Efq;  eldeft  fon  and  heir, 
married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Egerton,  of  Ridley, 
in  Chefhire,  Knt.  by  v/hom  he  had,  i.  Peter,  of  the  Lodge,  and

He  married  Diana,  daughter  of  WiUiam,  lord  AIHngton,  (by  his

(THOMAS,  EsqyiRE,) 

Created  Baronet,  June 30,  1660. 

THIS  family  is  fuppofed,  by  an  ancient  tradition,  to  have 
been  originally  fettled  in  Wales  ;  but  what  we  know  with 
certainty  is,  that  they  have  been  of  very  long  continuance  in  Lin- 
colnlhire;  of  which,  the  parifh-church  of  Great- Paunton,  in  that 
county,  isftillan  evidence,  it  having  been  built  feveral  hundred 
yearsago,at  the  expence  of  AnthonyEllys,  Efq;  f^j,  who  married 
a  lady  of  the  family  of  the  Afcoughs,  (an  ancient  name  in  that 
county,)  as  appears  by  his  and  her  arms,  and  the  infcription  yet 
remaining  on  the  tower  of  the  church,  which  is  efteemed  one  of 
the  fineft  old  buildings  in  that  part  of  England. 

A  younger  branch  of  this  family  had  formerlv  been  fettled  in 
Bedfordfnire,  and  in  pofleffion  of  the  lordfhip  ofNorhill,  in  that 
county,  but  are  now  extincf. 

Thomas  Ellis,  Efq;  the  greatgrandfather  of  the  firft  baronet f^j, 
received  the  honour  of  knighthood  from  Queen  Elizabeth,  and 
his  daughter,  Dorothy  ffj,  married  Willi-.m  Aflihurft,  of  Afti- 
hurft,  in  Lancafliire,  Efq;  and  Frances  (d)^  married  William  Sa- 
vile,  of  Oxton,  in  Nottinghamfhire,  Efq; 
S^

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Sir  Thomas  Ellys,  the  firft  baronet  of  this  family,  v/as  ad- 
vanced to  that  dignity,  foon  after  the  reftoration,  for  his  eminent 
loyalty  and  attachment  to  the  royal  family  (a).  He  married 
Anne  Stanhope,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Stanhope,  of  Elveftan,  bro- 
ther to  the  firftearlofChefterfield,  by  whom  he  had,  Sir  William, 
his  fucceflbr,  and  John  Ellys,  Efq;  who  died  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
fouryears,  and  lies  buried  in  the  Temple  church;  alfo  one  daugh- 
ter, Jane,  who  was  married  to Strode,  of  Barrington,    in 

the  county  of  Somerfet,  Efq;   by  whom  {he  had  iiTue,   one  fon, 
William  Strode,  Efq;  now  living. 

SirWilliamEllySjBart.  the  eldeft  fon,  fucceeded  his  father  in  the 
dignity  and  eflate,  and  inherited  a  confiderable  addition  to  his 
paternal  eflate,  from  his  uncle.  Sir  William  Ellys,  an  eminent 
lawyer,  in  the  reign  of  King  Charles  I.  afterwards  attorney- 
general,  and  one  of  the  juftices  of  the  court  of  common-pleas, 
in  the  reign  of  King  Charles  II. 

The  abovementioned  Sir  William,  eldeft  fon  to  Sir  Thomas, 
married  Ifabella,  grandaughter  of  John  Hampden,  of  Great- 
Hampden,  in  the  county  of  Bucks,  Efq;  (fo  well  known  for  the 
noble  ftand  he  made  for  the  liberties  of  his  countr)'^,)  and  daughter 
of  the  right  hon.  Richard  Hampden,  Efq;  fometime  chancellor  of 
the  exchequer,  and  Laetitia,  his  wife,  daughter  of  the  lord  Paget, 
grandfather  of  the  prefent  earl  of  Uxbridge,  by  whom  he  had 
ilTue,  five  fons,  and  five  daughters :  the  fons,  who  all  lived  to 
man's  eftate,  died  unmarried,  except. 

Sir  Richard,  the  only  remaining  male  branch  of  this  family, 
the  prefent  baronet,  who  formerly  ferv'd  in  two  parliaments  (b)^ 
as  a  reprefentative  for  Grantham  ;  and  in  the  three  laft  parlia- 
ments, forBofton,  in  Lincolnfhire.  He  married  to  his  firft  lady, 
a  daughter  and  coheir  (c)  of  Sir  Thomas  Hufley,  of  Dodington, 
in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  Bart,  by  whom  he  had  no  iflue.  He 
afterwards  married  to  Sarah,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of 
Thomas  Gould,  of  Ivor,  in  the  county  of  Bucks,  Efq;  by  whom 
he  hath  as  yet  no  ifiue. 

Of  the  daughters  of  Sir  William,  three  lived  to  vj^oman's  eftate, 
(d)  Anne,  the  eldeft,  was  married  to  Edward  Cheek,  of  Pyrgo, 
in  the  county  of  EfTcx,  Efq;  (nephew  to  the  late  earl  of  Orford,) 
and  lineally  defcended  from  the  great  Sir  John  Check,  preceptc^r, 
and  fecretary  of  ftate  to  King  Edward  VI.  Ifabella,  married 
Richard  Hampden,  Efq;  grandfon  of  Richard  Hampden,  Efq; 
before  mentioned  ;  and  Sarah,  died  unmarried.

NOEL,  lord  of  Elenhall,  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  was  the 
paternal  anceftor  of  this  family,  unto  whom,  Nicholas, 
baron  of  Stafford,  gave  the  lands  of  Rauntone,  and  Coke/lony,  in 
fee  ;  and  it  is  evident,  from  the  foundation  of  the  priory  ofRaun- 
ton,  in  Staffordfhire,  that  this  Noel,  came  into  England,  with 
William,  the  conqueror,  and  for  his  fervices,  had  the  manors  of 
(a)  Elenhall,  Seggeford,  Wivorftone,  Podmore,  Milnefe,  and 
other  lands. 

Robert,  hisfonand  heir,  ftilcd  Robert  Fitz-Noel,  andU6lred, 
his  brother,  alfo  ftiled  fon  of  Noel,  were  witneffes  to  the  grant 
of  Aliz  de  Gant,  of  lands  in  Walefcroft,  to  Fountain's-abbey,  in 
York{hire. 

The  faid  Robert,  fon  of  Noel,  was  lord  of  Elenhall,  &c.  and 
in  the  reign  of  King  Henry  I.  had  a  grant  of  the  greateft  part  of 
Granborough,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  from  Laurence,  then 
prior  of  Coventry,  and  the  monks  of  that  houfefZ-^.  Alfo  in 
die  reign  of  King  Henry  IL  was  founder  of  the  priory  of  reo-ular 
canons,  at  Raunton,  in  Staffordfhire  ;  to  which  were  witneffes, 
his  fons,  Thomas,  Philip,  (of  whom  hereafter,)  Robert,  Richard, 
and  John. 

Thomas,  his  el  Icfl  Ton,  being  ftiled,  fon  of  Robert,  fon  of 
Noel  ('cj,  confirms  the  grant  of  his  father, Robert,  fon  of  Noel,  to 
the  faid  priory  ;  and  Hubert,  archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  alfo  con- 
firms the  grants  of  Pvobert  Noel,  and  of  Thomas  Noel,  his  fon, 
whereby  they  gave  the  church  of  Cefteford,  and  the  chapels  of 
Elenhall,  Rantone,  and  Dudentone,  to  the  monks  of  Rantone. 
This  Thomas,  was  alfo  a  benefactor  to  the  hofpital  of  the  knights 
templars  ;  and  in  the  twenty-fixth  year  of  King  Henry  H.  was 
fheriff  of  Staffordfhire,  and  for  fevcn  years  after,  fucceffivelv,  as 
aifo,  in  the  firft  year  of  King  Richard  L  which  in  thofe  times, 
was  an  office  of  great  truft  and  power.  He  had  a  grant  from 
King  Henry  IL  confirming  to  him  his  lands  in  Granborough,  in 
Warwickfhire,  which  his  father,  Robert,  fon  of  Noel,  had  of  the 
prior  and  monks  of  Civentry  :  and  inthefirftyear  of  King  John, 
this  Thomas,  and  Ricard  de  Wapenbury,  paid  three  marks,  on 
the  collc(£tion  of  the  firft  fcutage  of  that  king,  for  the  fees  held  of 
Guy  le  Strange,  of  the  county  of  Salop,  whofe  daughters  and  co- 
heirs

But  from  Philip,  fecond  fon  of  Robert  Fitz-Noel,  are  de- 
fcended  thofe  of  the  name,  now  exiiling.  Which  Philip,  was  a 
•witnefs  to  his  father's  grant,  of  the  foundation  of  the  priory  of 
Raunton,  as  alfo  to  the  confirmation  of  it,  by  Thomas  Noel, 
his  brother  ;  and  left  ifTue,  Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  lord  of  Hil- 
cot,  in  StafFordfliire,  and  Cefteford.  He  had  ilTue,  by  Joan,  his 
•wife,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Aclon,  Knt.  Philip  Noel,  living  in 
the  fifty-fecond  year  of  King  Henry  III.  who  was  fucceeded  by 
Philip,  his  fon  and  heir,  lord  of  Hilcot,  Cefteford,  and  Newbold, 
in  Derbyfhire  ;  whofe  fon,  Philip,  died  in  his  life-time  ;  and  by 
Cicely,  his  wife,  (who  waslivirjg  in  12  Edward  II.)  had  iflue, 
Thomas,  fucceflbr  to  his  grandfather. 

Which  Thomas  Noel,  married  Alice,  daughter  and  heir  of 
Henry  de  Wyverfton,  and  had  ilTue,  William  Noel,  who  refided 
atNewbold,  and  was  father  of  Richard  NoeljEfq;  whofe  fon, Tho- 
mas Noel,  of  Newbold,  Efq;  married,  firft,  Jane,  daughter  of— — 
Sonde,  by  whom  he  had  a  daughter,  Ifabel,  married  to  Thomas 
Chetwood,  of  Chetwood,  in  StafFordlhire,  Efq;  and  by  his  fe- 
cond wife,  Jane,  daughter  of  Roger  Draycot,  of  Panefley,  incom. 
Staff.  Efq;  he  had  ifluc,  Robert  (a)^  his  fon  and  heir. 

Robert  Noel,  Efq;  fon  and  heir  of  Thomas,  refided  at  Hilcot, 
in  com.  Staff,  (the  ancient  inheritance  of  his  family,)  in  the  fixth 
year  of  King  Edward  IV.   and  by  Maud,    his  wife,   daughter  of 

Brereton,  had  iiTue,  James  Noel,  of  Hilcot,   John,  redlor 

of  Swincrton,  and  Richard,  who  died  without  iiTue. 

James  Noel,  Efq;  theeldefl  fon,  married  a  daughter  of  Richard 
Pool,  of  Langlcv,  in  com.  Derb.  Efq;  by  whom  he  had  iifue  fevcn 
fons,  Robert  Noel,  of  Hilcot,  of  whom,  the  Noels,  of  Hilcot,  are 
decended;  Arthur,  fecond  fon,  who  died  ifTuelefs ;  AndrewNoel, 
third  fon,  of  whom  hereafter  ;  4.  Aathonv,  a  clergyman;  5. 
Humphry,  who  died  S.  P.  6.  Thomas,  anceflor  to  that  branch  of 
the  family,  fcated  at  Perfhal,  in  Staffordftiirc  ;  7.  Leonard,  who 
died  S.  P.  _ 

Andrew  Noel,  Efq;  third  fon,  was  feated  at  Dalby,  in  Lei- 
ceflerfhire  ;  and  in  the  twenty-eighth  year  of  King  Henry  VIII. 
was  fheriff  of  the  county  of  Rutland  ;  as  alfo  in  the  fourth  vear

In  the 
fecond  year  of  King  Edward  VI.  he  purchafed  the  feat  and  ma- 
nor of  Brook,  in  Rudandfhire,  and  was  eleded  one  of  the  knights 
of  the  jQiire  for  tiiat  county,  in  the  firft  parliament  heldbyQueen 
Mary.  He  married  two  wives  ;  by  the  firft,  Dorothy,  daughter 
of  Richard  Conyers,  of  Wakerly,  in  com.  Northampt.  Efq;  and 
widow  of  Roger  Flower,  Efq;  he  had  iflue,  John  Noel,  Efq;  an- 
ceftor  to  the  branch  we  are  now  treating  of.  By  his  fecond  wife, 
Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Hopton,  ofHopton,  in 
com.  Salop.  Efq;  and  v/idow  of  Sir  John  Perient,  Knt.  had  iffue 
four  fons,  and  two  daughters  ;  Andrew,  Henry,  George,  WiU 
liam  ;  Elizabeth,  married  to  Anthony  Faunt,  of  Fofton,  in  com. 
Leic.  Efq;  and  Judith,  who  died  unmarried. 

Andrew  Noel,  the  eldeft  fon,  fucceeded  his  father,  in  the  eftate, 
at  Dalby,  Brook,  kc.  and  was  a  gentleman  of  great  note,  in  the 
reign  of  Qiieen  Elizabeth,  living'in  that  ftate  and  magnificence, 
as  to  equalize  the  barons  of  great  worth.  And  as  Fuller,  in  his 
worthies  of  England,  faith.  For  perfon,  parentage,  grace,  geflure, 
valour,  and  many  other  excellent  parts,  (amongft  which,  fkill  in 
mufick,)  was  of  the  firft  rank  in  the  court.  He  was  knighted  by 
Queen  Elizabeth,  foon  after  her  acceflion  to  the  crown,  and  grew 
into  her  efpecial  favour  ;  and  was  anceftor  to  the  prefent  earl  of 
Gainfborough.

Created  Baronet,  July  13,  1660. 

THE  name  and  family  of  Boothby  f^ j,    is  of  much  greater 
antiquity  in  this  nation,    than   the  Norman  conqudl,  as 
appears  by  what  follows. 

Our  great  antiquary,  Sir  William  Dugdale,  in  his  Orgines 
yuridiciales,  c.  ix.  p.  22.  fays,  '  That  King  Egbert,  lirit  fole 
'  monarch  of  Great  Britain,    in    the  year  800,  divided  tiiis  na- 

*  tion   into  counties,  then   hundreds,    or   wapentakes,   as   they 

*  now  ftand.' 

Camden,    in  his   Britannia,   fpeaking  of  Lincolnfhire,   faysj 

*  The  hundred,  or  wapentake  of  Boothbv,  Boothbv-Paynell,    a 

*  market- town,  and   a  gentleman's  old  feat,  called  Boothby,   (at 

*  this  time  all  in  being  under  that  name,)   were  fo  denominated, 

*  from  one  Boothbv,  who  there  inhabited,'  and  which  may  more 
largely  appear,  by  Mr,  E.  Wilfon,  in  his  publication  of  the  faid 
Britannia,  p.  477.  in  his  additions  to  Lincolnfhire,  as  alfo  re- 
ceived their  name  from  (as  Leland  obferves,  p.  17.)  one  Boothby, 
of  very  ancient  time,  there  inhabiting  j  the  heir-general  of  which, 
married  Paynell,  lord  of  Bampton,  in  Devonfhire. 

The  fame  coat  of  arms,  as  now  born  by  the  Boothbys,  is  now, 
or  lately  were  painted  on  glafs,  in  the  church  windows,  and 
houfe  there.  The  length  of  time,  and  the  almofl:  unavoidable 
accidents  attending,  makes  it  impoffibleto  give  an  exacT:  account 
of  thedefcent  or  fuccefiions  of  any  family  of  fo  long  llanding, 
who  have  any  name  in  being  at  this  time,  it  being  near  nine 
hundred  years  fince  King  Egbert. 

Theobaldus  de  Boothby  (b)y  was  governor  of  Pontefra6l  caflle, 
inYorkfhire,  which  he  held  a  long  time,  againll:  the  Lancaftrians, 
in  the  civil  wars  between  the  houfe  of  York,  and  them. 

Adam  de  Boothby,  (as  Simon  Ganton,  in  his  hiftory  of  Peter- 
borough, fays,)  was  abbot  of  Peterborough,  1321,   13  Ed.  II. 

Thomas  de  Boothby,  of  Boothby,  lived  4,  Edw.  '/I.  he  was 
fucceeded  by  another  Thom.as,  who  had  ifTue,  Richard,  living  3 
Eli^.  Vv'ho  had  illue  ff j,  William,  and  Thomas,  who  were 
woollen-merchants,  in  the  city  of  London. 

William  Boothby,  the  eldeft  fon,  married  Judith,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Often,  of  Oxley,  in  StafFordfl-iire,Efq;  (v.  ho  furvivingher 
hufband,  married,  fecondly,  William  Baffet,  Efq;  and  thirdly.  Sir 

H  2  Richard 
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Richard  Corbet,)  by  v/hom  he  had,  i.  William,  who  lies  buried 
in  Boddington  church,  in  Northaniptonflhire,  where,  on  a  brafs 
tablet,  upon  a  long  ftone,  near  the  fouth  wall,  is  this  infcription 
(a)y  under  the  following  arms  ;  in  a  canton,  a  Lion's  Paw,  im- 
paling Ermine,   three  Lions  Heads,  eras'd  :

Efq;  who  was  brother  to  Sir  Richard,  her 
hufband  fZ-j.  Why  fo  particular  an  account  is  given  of  this  Ju- 
dith, is,  that  all  the  real  eftate  her  fon.  Sir  Henry,  had,  was  from 
her,  (his  father  leaving  him  only  mon£v  ;)  of  which  ftie  was  fo 
good  a  manager,  that  ftie  left  her  fon.  Sir  Henry  Boothby,  an 
eftate,  in  London,  another  called  Kingfland,  inMiddlefex,Clater-

SirWiliiam,the  only  fon,  was  knighted  by  King  Charles  IL  iir 
the  field  :  and  at  the  reftoration,  the  king  was  pleafed  to  renewhis 
patent  gratis  (b),  by  the  name  of  Sir  William  Boothby,  of  Broad- 
low- A(h,  the  former  patent  being  of  Clater-Clote. 

Sir  William,  married  Frances,  daughter  of  colonel  Milward,  of 
Siiitterton,  in  Derbyfliire,  by  whom  he  had  one  fon,  Francis, 
who  married  Anne,  daughter  and  coheir  of  (c)  Thomas  Child,  of 
Dogfthorp,  in  com.  Northton,  Gent,  but  died  during  his  father's 
Hfe-time,  leaving  one  fon.  Sir  Henry,  hereafter  mentioned. 

Sir  William  Boothby,  married  to  his  fecond  hidy,  Hill,  eldefl 
daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  William  Brooke,  knight  of  th<j  honou- 
rable order  of  the  Bath,  fon  to  George  Brooke,  Efqj  brother  to 
Henry,  lord  Cobham  ;  which  Hill^  and  two  other  daughters.

201.  Dixie,  of  Bofworth,  Leiceflerfhire, 

(WOLSTAN,  EsQLTiRE,) 
Created  Baronet,  July  14,   1660. 

THERE  is  a  tradition,  that  this  ancient  family  is  defcended 
from  Wolftan,  earl  of  Ellenden,  (nowcall'd  Wilton,)  who 
married  the  fifter  to  King  E;:bert,  the  firft  Engli{h  monarch. 
Another  aflerts,  (upon  a  relation  of  Sir  Walter  Littleton,  chan- 
cellor of  Litchfield,)  that  theDixies,  married  the  daughter  and  heir 

of Wolftan,  of  Wolftan,  inWarwickftiire,  about  fix  hundred 

years  fince  ;  and  in  confirmation  of  the  fame,  a  piece  of  alabafter 
was,  not  many  years  ago,  found  under  a  pillar,  inWolvey  church, 
near  Wolftan,  with  this  infcription  in  old  charadlers,  viz.  Wolftan 
Dlxia,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord^  iioo.  But  Dugdale,  in  his  War- 
wickfi^iire,  intimates,  that  Wolftan,  was  fo  called,  from  fome 
Saxon  pofil'ftbr,  nam'd  Wulfric,  among  whom,  Wolftan,  was  a 
proper  chriftisn  name. 

The  firft  we  find  in  the  vifitations  of  the  heralds,  is  Wolftan 
Dixie,  living  about  the  rci;:n  of  Edw.  HL  who  was  featcd  at 
Catworth,  in  Huntingtonfhire.     William,    his  fon,    married   a 

daughter   of Baflingham,   and   liad  iJluc,  Francis  ;    who 

greatly  augmented  hiseitatc,  by  marrying  with  the  daughter  and 

heir 
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■heir  of— — Beridge  ;   whofefon,  Thomas  Dixie,  married  Anne, 

daughter  of Jtphfon,  of  Hampfliire,   by  whom  he  had  four 

fons  ;  I.  Richard  oi'  whom  hereafter  ;  2,  John  Dixie,  of  Roylfon, 
father  to  Wolftan,  redtor  of  Brampton,  in  Northamntonihire  ; 
3.  Walter,  who  died  iiTuelefs  ;  and  4.  Sir  Wolftan  Dixie,  Knt. 
flieriff  of  London,  17  Eliz.  and  mayor  of  the  faid  city,  15 85,  who 
was  a  man  of  extraordinary  charity,  and  left  feveral  confiderable 
legacies  to  pious  ufes,  viz.  '  (a)  he  founded  a  free  fchool  at  Bof- 
"  worth,  and  endow'd  it  with  20I.  yearlv  :  to  Chrift's  hofpital, 

*  in  London,  he  gave  yearly  for  ever,  42 1.  for  a  lecture  at  St. 
'  Michael's,  Bafings-hall, yearlv, lol. to  the  poor  of  Newgate,  20I. 

*  to  the  two  compters,  and  to  Ludgate,  and  Bethlem,  to  each  of 

*  them,  lol.   to  the  four   prifons,  in  Southwark,  20I.  13s.  4d. 

*  to  the  poor  of  Bafing's-hall,  lol.  to  Enianuel-college,  in 
'  Cambridge,  to  buy  lands  for  the  maintenance  of  two  fellows, 
^  and  two  fcholars,  600 J.  to  the  building  of  the  college,  50 1.  to 
'  to  be  lent  unto  poor  merchants,  5001.    to  the  hofpitals  of  St. 

*  Bartholomew,  and  St.  Thomas,  50I.  to  each  :  to  the  poor  of 
'  Bridewell,  20I.    to  poor  maids  marriages,  icol.   to  poor  ftran- 

*  gers  of  the  Dutch  and  French  church,  50 1.  towards  building 
'  of  the  peft-houfe,20ol.'  He  had  two  wives,  tlrft,  Agnes,  daugh- 
ter of Walkedon  ;  fecondly,  Anne,  daughter  and  coheir  of 

Sir  Chriftopher  Draper,  Knt.  (remarried  to  Sir  William  Hick- 
man, of  Gainfbrough,)  and  having  lived  to  the  age  of  fixty-nine, 
was  buried  at  St.  Michael  Baffingfliaw,  but  without  any  other 
monument  erected  to  him,  than  his  good  works.  Tho'  in  St. 
Dunftan's,  in  the  Eaft,  in  the  fouth  iflc  of  the  choir,  there  is  a 
fair  alabafter  tomb  principally  belonging  to  Sir  Chriilopher  Draper, 
Knt.  bearing  feveral  infcriptions  for  him  and  his  daughters,  a,- 
mongft  which,  is  that  of  this  worthy  gentleman  (i?) :

Richard  Dixie,  Efq;  elded  fon  and  heir  of  Thomas,  aforefaitl^ 
married  Jane,  daughter  and  coheir  of  John  Crethorne,  of  Salaby, 
•in  Lincolnfhire,  Efq;    and  had  two  fons,  Thomas,  who  married 

Bridget,  daughter  of Rolt,  incom.  Hunt,    but   left  only   a 

daughter,  Dorothy,  married    to Barker,   of  Rutlandfhire  ; 

John  Dixie,  Efq;  fecond  fon,  married  Charity,  daughter  to  Tho- 
mas Henfon,  by  whom  he  had  ifTue,  Sir  Wolftan,  Richard,  who 
rriarried  Bridget,  daughter  to  William  Bedell,  of  Huntinodon- 
fhire,  (and  had  pofteritv,)  Thomas,  and  John. 

Sir  Wolftan  Dixie,  Knt,  feated  himfelf  at  Bofworth,   in  Lei- 

cefterfhire,  in  the  reign  of  Q^ieen  Elizabeth  ;  which  eftate  he  re-

]iis  facred  majefly,  and  was  a  great  fufferer  for  the  royal  caufe. 
When  the  gcntrv  of  the  county  of  Leicefter,  contributed  25642}. 
for  the  king,  Sir  Wolftan,  gave  himfelf  towards  that  fum,  1835 1. 
for  which  fignal  fervicc,  he  had  a  warrant  from  that  king,  for  a 
baronet's  patent ;  but  thro'  the  confufion  of  thofe  timts,  and  the 
martyrdom  of  that  prince,  it  was  never  taken  out,  'till  after  the 
happy  reftoration  ;  in  which  year  he  was  high  fhcrifF  for  the 
county  of  Lciccfler,  his  majefty  looking  on  him  as  a  perfon  in 
v.'hom  he  could  confide,  to  fettle  affairs  in  that  county,  which, 
for  the  generalitv.  had  been  notorious  for  their  difafFe^lion  to  his 
f  vther.  Sir  Wolfvc^n,  was  twice  married  ;  firft,  to  Barbara, 
•laughter  and  fole  heir  of  Sir  Henry  Beaumont,  of  Gracedieu,  in 
Leicefterfhire,  Bart,  (widow  of  John,  eldeft  fon  of  Sir  Richard 
Karpur,  of  Swarkfton,  in  Derbvihire,  Knt.)  by  whom  he  had  fix 
fons,  and  eight  daughters  ;  I.  Sir  Beaumont,  of  whom  hereafter  ; 
2.  W'olfran,   of  Appleby,  in   Leicefterfhire;   3.  Henry,  married 

to  Anne,  daughter  of Stringer,  of  Crowland,  in  Lincoln- 

fliire  ;  4.  John,  who  died  Dec.  30,  17  14,  aged  eighty,  and  lies 
buried  atGreat-Berkhanifted,  incom.Hertf.  with  his  wife,Mary ; 
5.  Wolftan  ;  and  6.  Thomas,  who  died  young  :  the  daughters 
were,  i.

Sir  Beaumont  Dixie,  Bart,  who  married  Mary,  fifter  and  fole 
heir  of  Sir  Wilham  Willoughby,  ofWilloughby,  in  Nottingham- 
ihire,  Bart,  by  whom  he  had  Icven  Tons ;  i.SirWolftan  ;  2.  Beau- 
mont, who  married  Jane,  daughter  of Eyre,  of  Rampton,  ia 

Notiinghamfhire,  Efq;  3.  John,  (re£tor  of  Bofworth,  he  built  a 
very  handfome  parfonage  houfe  there,  and  died  unmarried,  as 
did  alfo  his  fifter,  Margaret,  who  is  buried  by  her  brother,  be- 
tween thv?fe  two,  as  the  infcription  fets  forth,  there  was  fuch  a 
conltuni  ai^edlion,  that  the  faid  Margaret,  who  eredled  tl;e  mo- 
nument lor  her  brother,  caufed  htr  own  effigies  to  be  rcpre- 
fented  on  the  ine'num.ent,  at  the  feet  of  it,  as  a  witnefs  in  future 
times;)  4.\V  aliam,  5.  Richard,  b.Wcdftan,  and  j.W.Uuim,  who 
died  )  uny:  and  live  d.iughters  ;  Elizabeth,  married  to  Francis 
Godojphin,  ofSpaiger,  ia  C.rn-vill,  Efq;  Mary,  unco  Charles, 
lordV\  :L>iighby,oi  P^rha;n  ;  Barbara,  who  died  young;  Frances, 
and  Mar.^.iret,  who  d;eJ  unmarried,  as  before  mentioned. 

Sir  Wolftan  Diue,  Bart,  cldelt  fon  and  (acceflur  Zu  his  father, 
married  Rebecca,  daughter  to  Sir  Richard  Atkiivs,oi  Claphani,  ia 
Surry,  Bart,  by  whom  hehad,  SirWolftan,  his  fxceiiur;  Beau- 
mont, re6tor  of  Bofworth,  who  married  a  daughter  of  Andrew 
Corbet,  of  Shrewfbury,  Efq;  and  died  at  Bath,  Feb.  22,  1739-40, 
and  other  fons ;  and  feveral  daughters,  of  which,  Rebecca-Maria, 
married  Sir  Henry  Atkins,  of  Clapham,  in  Surry,  Bart,  and  an- 
other daughter,  is  wife  of  the  rev. Mr. Goodwin,  vicar  of  Clapham, 
in  Surry. 

Sir  Wolftan  Dixie,  eldeft  fon  and  fuccefibr  to  his  father,  is  the 
prefent  baronet,  and  married  nrft,  on  May  i,  1735,  the  daughter 
of  governor  Freer, who  died  in  July, 1739,  leaving  iffue  ;  fecondly, 
Theodofia,  only  daughter  of  Henry  XVright,  of  R'iobberley,  in 
Cheftiire,  Efq;  (by  Purefoy,  his  v/ife,  daughter  of  Sir  Willoughby 
Afton,  of  Alton,  in  Chefhire,  Bart.)  by  whom  he  hath  as  yet 
no  ilTue.

THIS  ancient  fami'y  his  long  Houriflied  in  this  countv  :   they 
are  denominated  froin  Henewood,  in  the  pariihof  Poftling, 
in^Kent,  where  we  find,  William  de  Honywood,  (anciently  fpelt 

Hene* 
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Henewood,)  who  left  iflue  three  fons  ;  the  two  youngeft  died 
ifTuelefs  ;  Thomas,  the  eldeft  fon,  as  appears,  by  deed  without 
date,  left  Edwin  deHony  wood,  who,  by  Mabilia,  daughter  and 
heir  of  Nicholas  de  Handio,  left  iflue.  Pagan  de  Honywood. 

Edwin,  before  mentioned,  called  by  Philpot,   Edmund  de  Ho-

Knt.  had 
iflue,  Sir  Robert  Honywood, Knt.  v/ho,  by  Frances,  daughter 
of  Henry  Eanc,  Efq;  was  grandfather  to  the  late  Robert  Hony- 
wood, of  Marks-hall,  Efq;  knight  of  the  fliire  for  Eflex,  temp. 
Geo.  I.  and  to  Philip  Honywood,  Efq;  lieutenant-general  of  hi» 
majcfty's  forces,  and  colonel  of  a  regiment  of  dragoons.

Edward  Honywood,  of  Evington,  Efq;  the  eldefl  Ton  and  heir, 
in  confideration  of  3000I.  (a)  remitted  to  King  Charles  II,  ii^ 
his  exile,  (and  never  repaid,)  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  ba- 
ronet, the  twelfth  of  his  reign.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  Sir  John  Maynard,  of  Tooting,  in  Surry,  and  Ifelham,- in 
Cambridgefhire,  Knt.  by  whom  he  left  i/Tue,  Sir  William,  his 
fucceffor,  and  the  reverend  Mr,  John  Honvwood,  A.  M.  redlor 
of  Burmarfh,  and  vicar  of  Waltham,  and  Petham,  in  the  county 
of  Kent,  who  died  unmarried,  Sept.  1737  ;  and  Thomafine.

'  queen's  army,  at  St,  Qiiintins,  in  France,  advocate  of  the  court 
'  of  arches,  one  of  the  council  of  the  marches  in  Wales,  mafter 
'  of  the  chancery,  chancellor  to  John,  archbifliop  ofCanterbury, 

*  throughout  his  whole  province,  and   laftly,  by  the  fpecial   fa- 

*  vour  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  he  was  taken  to  her  nearer  fervice, 
'  and  made  one  of  the  mafters  of  requefts  in  ordinary.  He  was 
'  (b)  a  perfon  of  exquifite  learning,  and  fmgular  prudence,  and 
'  therefore  mentioned  with  honour,  by  Thuanus,  and  others ;  he 

*  was  born  in  Brecknockfhire,  as  I  conceive,  at  Canke ;  wrote 

*  divers  things,  but  not  printed,  among  which  are,  feveral  letters

born  June  20,  1680.  Sir  John,  married  to  his  fecond  wife, Mary, 
daughter  and  coheir  of  William  Lewis,  of  the  Van,  in  Glamor- 
ganfliire,  and  Borftall,  in  Bucks,  Efq;  (by  Margaret,  his  wife, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Laurence  Banafter,  Efq;  and  Mary,  his  wife, 
daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  John  Dynham,  of  Borftall,  in  Bucks, 
Knt.)  and  relict  of  William  Jephfon,  Efq;  fhe  afterwards  mar- 
ried to  her  third  hufband.  Sir  Charles  Kemeys,  of  Kevenmabley, 
in  Glamorgan(hire,  Bart,  and  to  her  fourth,  Mr.  Aubrey  :  by 
her.  Sir  John,  left  no  iflue,  and  dying  at  Borftall,  in  Bucks,  oc- 
cafioned  by  a  fall  from  his  horfe,  returning  home  from  Sir  Wil- 
liam Glynne's,  at  Bicefter,  in  Oxfordfliire,  Sept.  1700,  was  fuc- 
ceeded  in  dignity  and  eftate  by  his  only  fon. 

Sir  John  Aubrey,  the  prefent  baronet,  who  ferv'd  as  reprefcn- 
tativc  for  CardifFe,  in  Glamorganfliire,  in  two  parliaments,  in 
the  reign  of  Queen  Anne:  he  hath  had  three  wives,  firft,  Mrs. 
Mary  Staley  ;  fecondly,  Mrs.  Frances  Jephfon  ;  thirdly,  Mrs. 
Jane  Thomas  :  by  his  hrft  lady,  he  had  two  fons  ;  John,  who  is 
immarried  ;  and  Thomas,  who  married  Martha,  daughter  of 
Richard  Carter,  of  Chilton,  in  Bucks,  Efq;  one  of  his  majefty's 
juftices  of  the  grand  fefTions,  for  the  county  of  Brecknock,  Gla- 
morgan, and  Radnor  fhires,  by  whom  he  hath  two  fons,  John, 
and  'Fhomas  :  of  the  daughters  of  Sir  John,  by  his  firft  lady,  only 
two  lived  to  be  women,  viz.  Mary,  who  is  unmarried,  and  Eli- 
zabeth, who  married  Henry  Lintot,  of  Horftiam,  in  SufTex,  Efq; 
and  died  Jan.  20,  1734-5,  leaving  one  daughter.  Sir  John,  by 
bis  fecond  lady,  had  only  two  daughters,  Frances,  and  Margaret, 
who  are  both  unmarried  :  His  third  lady,  died  without  illiic.

OF  this  antient  family  the  firft  we  find  mentioned  is  (a)  Ed- 
ward Greiham,  father  of  (b)  John  Grefham,  of  Grelham, 
in  Norfolk,  living  temp.  Edw.  III.  and  Rich.  IT.  who  left  iffue, 
Jamts  Grtilam,  of  Kolt,  in  the  fame  county,  Efqj  who  had 
two  wives  (c),  I.  Mary,  daughter  of  William  Rcckwood,  by 
whom  he  had  iffue  three  fons,  and  a  daughter,  who  all  died 
young  ;  his  fecond  wife  was  Margaret,  daughter  of  William  Bil- 
lingford,  of  Blackford,  in  Norfolk,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had  John 
Grefham,  of  Holt,  in  Norfolk,  Efq;  who  married  Alice,  daugh- 
ter of  Alexander,  hfter  and  heir  to  her  brothers,  John,  William, 
and  Ralf  Blyth,  Efqs;  by  whom  he  had  three  fons,  i,  William  i 
2.  Sir  Richard,  of  whom  we  fhall  now  treat,  as  confiderable  per- 
fons  have  defcended  from  him  ;  and  3.  Sir  John,  of  Titfey,  in 
Surry,  the  anceftor  to  the  prefent  baronet,  of  whom  hereafter. 

Sir  Richard  Grefham,  Knt.  the  fecond  fon,  was  {herifF  of  Lon- 
don, 1531.  and  lord-mayor  of  the  faid  city,  1537.  He  had  two 
wives,  but  we  don't  find  any  ifTue,  only  by  the  firfl,  Audrey, 
daughter  of  William  Lynne,  of  London,  by  whom  he  had  three 
fons  and  a  daughter,  i.  Sir  John  Grefham,  Knt.  f^^,  who  mar- 
ried Frances,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  L.enry  Thwaites,  of  Lound 
on  the  Woldes,  in  com.  Ebor.  Knt.  and  left  only  a  daughter  and 
heir,  married  to  (e)  Sir  Henry  Nevil,  of  Billingbere,  in  Berks, 
Knt.  younger  brother  to  Edward,  lord  Abergavenny  ;  2.  Sir 
Sir  Thomas  Grefham,  Knt.  3.  William;  and  Margaret,  (in 
fome  pedigrees  made  Chnltidn,)  married  to  Sir  John  Thynne, 
Knt.  anceflor  to  the  lord  vifcount  Weymouth.  Sir  Richard,  died 
Feb.  20,  1548.  and  lies  buried  m  St.  Laurence  Jewry,  where  is 
an  ancient  tomb,  eafl  in  the  v/all,  thus  infcrib'd  (fj. 

Here  lyeth  Sir  Richard  Grefham.  Knt.  fomeLimes 
Lord-iVlaiur  of  London,  ana  Audrey  his  ift  Wiic, 
by  V  iiom  hee  had  Ifiue.  Sir  John  Grefham,  and 
Sir  Thoinas  Greiham,  Knts.  William  ana  iviargaret. 
Which  Sir  Riciiarcf  deceafed  the  20  Day  of  Febru- 
ary^  An.  Dora.  1548  and  the  third  yeere  of  King 
Edward  the  Sixth  tiis  Rcigne,  and  Audrey  deceased 
the  28   day  n!  December,    A.i..  Do"..  .'i;22  Sir

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Sir  Thomas  Giefham,  Knt.  fecond  fon  of  Sir  Richard  Gref- 
ham,  Knt.  before-mcntion'd,  was  agent  abroad  for  King  Ed- 
ward VI.  Queen  Mary,  and  Qi^ieen  Elizabeth,  and  in  great  fa- 
vour with  the  latter,  by  whom  he  was  employ'd  to  procure  mo- 
ney at  Antwerp,  Hamburgh,  and  other  places,  for  her  majefty's 
ufe  ;  but  what  gain'd  him  great  honour,  was,  that  he  perfuaded 
her  majefty  to  take  up  what  money  fhe  wanted  of  her  own  mer- 
chants here,  and  allow  them  the  fame  confideration  as  {he  had 
done  before  to  llrangers.  This  Sir  Thomas,  by  trade  and  other 
m.eans,  having  acquir'd  a  very  large  fortune,  was  defirous  others 
might  be  the  better  for  his  gains  ;  and  as  a  merchant,  confide-  ' 
ring  the  want  of  a  convenient  place  for  merchants  to  meet  in,  he 
therefore  built  that  famous  burfe  in  Cornhill,  called  to  this  day 
the  Royal-Exchange,  where  formerly  ftood  divers  houfes,  hav- 
ing three  alleys  for  pafTage  through  them,  which,  with  the  houfes, 
were  purchafed  by  the  city,  and  the  ground  given  to  Sir  Tho- 
mas to  build  thereon;  who,  on  the  7  th  of  June,  anno  1566, 
laid  the  firll:  ftone  of  the  foundation,  accompanied  with  fome  al- 
dermen, every  one  of  which  laid  apiece  of  gold,  which  the  work- 
men took  up,  and  forthwith  followed  the  fame  with  fuch  dili- 
gence, that  in  November,  the  next  year,  it  was  finifhed.  This 
burfe  Qiieen  Elizabeth  caufed  by  a  herald,  and  a  trumpet,  to  be 
proclaimed  The  RoyalExchange,  being  a  place  very  necef- 
fary  for  the  confluence,  and  commerce  of  merchants,  whofe  traf- 
ficks  were  great,  and  in  thofe  times  of  peace,  extended  their  na- 
vigations into  the  fartheft,  and  ('till  then)  unfearched  parts  of 
the  world.  Befides  his  publick  endowments,  he  built  a  moft 
magnificent  ftru61:ure, called  Ofterley-houfe,  in  the  count)'  ofMid- 
dlefex,  (now  the  feat  of  Samuel  Child,  Efq;  brother  of  SirFrancis,) 
wherein  he  fumptuoufly  entertain'd  Qiteen  Elizabeth  ;  it  hap- 
pened her  majeftv  found  fault  with  the  court  of  this  houfe,  as  too 
great,  affirming  that  it  would  appear  more  handfome,  if  divided 
with  a  wall  in  the  middle  ;  upon  which  v/ords.  Sir  Thomas,  in 
the  night  time,  fent  for  workmen  to  London,  (money  command- 
ing all  things,)  who  fofpeedily  and  hlentlv  apply'd  their  bufinefs, 
that  before  the  next  morning,  it  became  a  double  court,  which 
the  night  before  was  but  fmgle.  It  is  queftioned,  whether  the 
Queen,  next  day,was  mere  contented  with  the  conformity  to  her 
fancy,  or  more  pleafed  with  the  furprize  and  fudden  performance 
thereof,  whilfl  her  courtiers  difported  themfelves  with  their  fe- 
veral  expreiTions  ;  fome,  avowing  it  was  no  wonder  he  fhould  fo 
change  a  building,  who  could  build  a  Change.  He  married  Anne, 
daughter  of  William  Fernley,  ofCreting,    in  Suffolk,  Efq;  relief 

of Read,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had  a  fon,  Richard,  who  died 

before  him,    1564,  and  lies  buried  at  St.  Helen's,  Bifhopfgate- 
ftreet :  but  by ,  he  left  a  natural  daughter  (a ),  Anne,  mar- 
ried

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ried  to  Sir  Nathaniel  Bacon,  of  Stiveicy,  in  Nor  folic,  knight  of 
the  Bath.  This  Sir  Thomas,  departed  this  life  on  the  2iftot 
November,  1579,  and  lieth  buried  under  a  large  (lately  monu- 
ment, in  the  parifh  church  of  Great  St.  Hellen's,  in  London,  but 
we  don't  find  any  infcription  for  fo  noble  a  benefiiiSlor.  As  he  was 
fo  confiderable  a  man,  and  left  fuch  noble  charities,  &c.  we  have 
here  fubjoined  a  true  copy  of  his  lafl  will.

'"pHIS  is  the  laft  will  written,  and  difpofition  of  me.  Sir  Tho-» 
-^  mas  Grefham,  of  the  city  of  London,  Knt.  concerning  all 
my  mannors,  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  mentioned 
and  conteyned  in  one  indenture  quadrupartite,  made  between  me, 
the  faid  Sir  Thomas  Grefham,  and  dame  Anne,  my  wH^,  on  the 
one  partie,  and  Philip  Scuddamore,  Gent,  and  Thomas  Celey^ 
on  the  other  partie.  Dated  the  twentieth  day  of  Alay,  in  the  fe- 
venteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  our  fovereign  lady.  Queen  Elizabeth. 

Firft,  Concerning  the  buildings  in  London,  called  the  Royal- 
Exchange,  and  all  pawns,  and  (hops,  cellars,  vaults,  melTuages, 
tenements,  and  other  whatfoever  myne  hereditaments,  parcell, 
or  adjoyning  to  the  faid  Royal-Exchange  ;  I  will  and  difpofe, 
that  after  expiration  and  determination  of  the  particular  ufes, 
eftates  and  intereft  for  life,  and  intayle  thereof,  limited  in  the  faid 
indenture,  bearing  date  the  twentieth  of  May  :  I  will  and  difpofe, 
that  one  moiety  thereof  fhall  remain,  and  the  ufe  thereof  iliall  be 
unto  the  major  and  commonalty,  and  citizens  of  London,  by  what- 
foever efpecial  name  or  addition  the  fame  corporation  is  made  or 
known,  and  to  their  fuccefibrs,  for  term  of  fifty  years  then  next 
enfuing,  upon  truft  or  confidence,  and  the  intent  that  they  do 
perform  the  payments  and  other  intents  in  thefe  prefents  here- 
after limited,  thereof  by  them  to  be  done  and  performed.  And 
the  other  moiety  of  the  faid  buildings,  called  theRoyal-Exchange>

Helen's,  in  Bifliopfgate-ftreet,  and 
in  St.  Peter's  the  Poor,  in  the  city  of  London,  (the  moiety 
whereof  hereafter  in  this  my  lafl  will,  is  by  me  lymited  and  dif- 
pofed  unto  the  faid  major  and  commonaltie,  and  citizens  of  the

And  further,  tiiat  ihe  faid  mayor  and  commonaltie,  and  citi- 
zens of  the  faid  city,  and  their  fuccefibrs,  from  thenceforth,  and 
fo  long  as  they  and  their  fucceflbrs  fliall  by  any  means  have,  hold, 
and  enjov  the  faid  moiety,  before  in  thefe  prefents  to  them  dif- 
pofed, fhall  give  and  diftribute,  at  the  terms  aforefaid,  to  the 
relief  of  the  poor  perfoiis  and  prifoners,  in  the  prifons  and  places

fionsanJ  nccefl'-'icE  for  them,  (viz.)  to  every  of  the  fame  five 
prifonv  or  places,  ten  pounds,  at  the  four  ufual  feafts,  or  terms  of 
payment  of  rent  within  tlie  fame  city  of  London,  moft  ac- 

cuftomed. 
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cuftomed,  or  within  eight  and  twenty  days  next   after,  by  even 
portions. 

And  as  concerning  the  other  moietie,  before  in  this  my  prefent 
lafl:  will  difpofed  to  the  faid  wardens  and  cominonaltie  of  the  cor- 
poration of  the  mercers  :  I  will  anddifpofe,  that  after  fuch  time 
as  the  faid  moietie,  according  to  the  intent  and  meaning  of  thefe

learned,  to  read  the  faid  lediures,  at  two  ufual  feafts  in  the  year, 
(tliat  is  to  fay,)  at  the  feaft  of  the  Annunciation  of  the  bleffed 
virgin,  Mary,  and  of  St.  Michael,  the  archangel,  by  even  por- 
tions to  be  paid  :  and  that  the  faid  wardens  and  corporation  of  the 
mercers,  and  their  fuccefTors,  from  henceforth,  and  fo  long  as  they 
and  their  fuccefTors,  fhall  by  any  means  have,  hold,  or  enjoy  the 
faid  moiety,  before  in  thefe  prefents  to  them  difpofed,  fhall  yearly 
heftow  and  expend  one  hundred  pounds,  of  lawful  money  of  Eng-

Bartholomew's  near  Smithheld,  in  London  ;  the  fpittall,  at  Bed- 
lam, near  Bifhopfgate-ftreet ;  the  hofpital  for  the  poor,  in  South- 
wark  i  and  the  Counter,  now  kept  in  the  Poultry,  and  where- 
ibever  they  the  fame  prifons  hereafter  IhiUl  be  kept,  fifty  pounds, 
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of  lawful  money  of  England,  in  money,  or  other  provifion^  and 
neccifaries  for  them,  (viz.)  to  every  of  the  faid  five  hofpitals,  pri- 
fons,  or  places,  ten  pounds,  at  four  mofl  ufual  fealts  or  terms  of 
payment  of  rent,  within  the  faid  city  of  London  accuftomed,  or 
witliin  eight  and  twenty  days  next  after,  by  even  portions.

years,  from  thence  next  follov/ing,  fully  to  be  compleat  and 
ended,  upon  truft  and  confidence,  and  to  the  intent  that  they  do 
perform  the  payments  and  other  intents,  in  thefe  prefents  hereafter 
limited,  thereof  by  them  to  be  done.  And  my  truft,  and  con^ 
fidaice,  will,  intent,  and  meaning  is,  that  thev  the  faid  mayor 
and  commonaltie,  and  citizens,  and  their  fucceflbrs,  after  fuch 
time  as  the  fame  alms-houfes  fliall,  by  virtue  of  this  my  prefent 
lail  will,  come  unto  them  the  faid  m'.yor,  and  commonaltie,  and 
citizens,  or  to  their  fucccllors,  and  from  time  to  time  always,  fo 
long  as  they  or  their  fucceflbrs  (hall  have,  hold,  or  enjoy  the  fame, 
by  any  title  or  means,  ftail  place  or  put  eight  poor  and  impotent 
perfons,  into  the  faid  eight  alms-houfes,  (viz.)  into  every  one  of 
the  faid  alms-houfes  one  perfon,  and  Ihall  from  time  to  time,  fuf- 
fer  the  faid  eight  perfons,  that  {liall  be  fo  by  them  or  their  fuc- 
ceflbrs, there  placed  or  put,  to  have,  occupy,  and  enjoy  the 
fame,  without  any  fine,  rent,  or  other  things  yielded  therefore  ; 
and  (hall  alfo  pay  unto  every  of  the  faid  perfons  that  (hall  be  by 
them  placed  and  put  into  the  faid  alms-houfes,  the  iumme  of  fix 
pounds,  thirteen  {hillings,  and  four  pence,  of  lawful  money  of 
England,  in  manner  and  form  before  in  thefe  prcfeiits  expreffed. 

And  as  concerning  my  faid  manfion-houfe,  with  the  gardens, 
ftablt?,  and  all  and  lingular  other  the  appurtenances  in  the  faid 
parifh  of  St.  Helen's,  in  Bilhopfgate-ftreet,  and  St.  Peter's  the 
Poor,  in  the  city  of  London  ;  I  will  and  difpofe,  that  after  the 
end,  determination,  or  expiration  of  the  particular  eftates,  ufes, 
and  interefts,  and  intailes  thereof,  limited  by  the  faid  indenture 
cjuadrupartite,  dated  the  faid  twentieth  day  of  May  :  the  famemy 
faid  manfion-houfe,  gardens,  {tables,  and  other  the  appurtenan- 
ces, {ball  remain,  and  the  ufe  thereof  {hall  be  to  the  ma\  or  and 
commonaltie,  and  citizens  of  the  laid  city  of  London,  by  what- 
foever  name  or  addition  the  fame  is  made  or  known,  and  to  their 
fucceflbrs.  And  alfo  to  the  wardens  and  conmionaltie  of  the  my- 
fteric  of  the  mercery,  of  the  city  of  London  :  to  tlie  corporate 
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body,  and  corporation  of  the  mercers  of  London,  by  whatroe\'er 
name  or  addition  the  fame  corporation  is  made  or  known,  to  have 
and  to  hold,  in  common,  for  and  during;,  the  term  of  fifty  years, 
from  thence  next  following,  fully  to  be  compleat  and  ended,  upon 
truft  and  confidence,  that  they  obferve,  perform,  and  keep  my 
will,  intent  and  meaning,  hereafter  in  thefe  prefents  expreffed. 
And  my  will,  intent,  and  meaning  is,  that  the  faid  mayor  and 
commonalty,and  citizens,  and  their  fuccefTors  ;  and  that  the  faid 
wardens  and  commonaltie  of  the  mercery,  and  their  fuccellors, 
after  fuch  time  as  the  f^id  manfion-houfe,  garden,  and  other  the 
appurtenances,  fhall,  by  virtue  of  thefe  preiento,  come  unto  them, 
and  from  thenceforth,  fo  long  as  they  and  their  fucceirors,or  any  of 
them,  (hall  have,  hold,  or  enjoy  the  fame,  by  any  title  or  means, 
Ihall  permit  and  fuffer  {even  perfons,  by  them  from  time  to  time 
to  be  elected  and  appointed,  in  manner  and  form  aforefaid,  meete 
and  fufficiently  learned,  to  read  the  faid  feven  letStures  ;  to  have 
the  occupation  of  all  mv  faid  manfion-houfe,  gardens,  and  all 
other  appurtenances,  for  them  and  every  of  them  there  to  inhabit, 
fludy,  and  daily  to  read  the  faid  feveral  le6lures.  And  my  will  is, 
that  none  fhall  bechofen  to  read  any  of  the  faid  lectures,  fo  long 
as  he  fnall  be  married,  nor  be  fufFered  to  read  any  of  the  faid  lec- 
tures after  that  he  fhall  be  married  j  neither  fhall  receive  any  fee 
or  flipend  appointed  for  the  reading  of  the  faid  lectures. 

And  moreover,  I  will  and  difpofe,  that  if  the  faid  mayor  and 
commonaltie,  (viz.)  the  chief  corporation  of  the  faid  city  :  and 
the  laid  wardens  and  commonaltie  of  the  mercers,  (viz.)  the 
corporation  of  the  mercers  of  the  city  aforefaid,  before  the  end  of 
the  faid  fifty  years,  to  them  in  form  aforefaid  lymited  ;  fhall  pro- 
cure, and  obtain,  fufiicient  and  lawful  difpenfations  and  licences, 
warrant  and  authority,  had  and  obtained,  fhall  have  and  enjoy  the 
faid  Royal  Exchange,  meflliages,  fhops,  pawns,  vaults,  houfes, 
and  all  other  the  premifTes,  with  the  appurtenances  for  ever  ;  fe- 
verally  by  fach  moieties,  rates,  and  other  proportions,  and  in  fuch 
manner  and  form  as  before  in  thefe  prefents  is  lymited  :  upon  truft 
and  confidence,  and  to  the  intent  that  they  feveral  ly  for  ever,  fhall 
doe,  maintain,  and  perform  the  payments,  chargei\  and  other  in- 
tents and  meanings  thereof  before  lymited  andexprefTed  according 
to  the  intent  and  true  meaning  of  thefe  prefents.  And  that  I  do 
require  and  charge  the  faid  corporations  and  chief  governors 
thereof,  with  circumfpect  diligence,  and  without  long  delay,  to 
procure  and  fee  to  be  done  and  obtained,  as  they  will  anfv/er  the 
fame  before  Almighty  God  ;  (for  if  they  or  any  of  them  fhould 
negledt  the  obtaining  of  fuch  licences  or  warrant,  which  I  truft 
cannot  be  difficult,  nor  fo  chargeable,  but  that  the  overplus  of 
my  rents  and  profits  of  the  premifTes  herein  before  to  them  dif- 
pofed,  will  foon  recompenfe  the  fame  ;  becaufc  to  foe  good  pur- 
pofe  in  the  commQnwealth,  no  prince  nor  council,  ia  any  age, 
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will  deny  or  defeat  the  fame.  And  if  conveniently  by  my  will, 
or  other  convenience  I  might  aiTure  it,  I  would  not  leave  it  to 
be  done  after  my  death,  then  the  fame  fliall  revert  to  my  right 
heirs,  whereas  I  do  mean  the  fame  to  the  commonwealth,  and 
then  the  default  thereof  ihall  be  to  the  reproach  and  condemna- 
tion of  the  faiu  corporations  afore  God.)  And  farther,  in  con- 
fideration  thatfuch  charges  of  wardship,  livery,  and  primier  feizin, 
as  b}'  my  death  fhali  fortune  to  be  due  to  the  queen's  majefty,  of 
or  for  all  my  lands,  tenenements,  and  hereditaments,  according 
to  the  laws  and  ftatutes  of  this  realm  (hall  be  paid  and  born  by  Sir 
Henry  Nevil,  Knight,  and  by  the  heirs  m?.les,  which  he  hath 
begotten  on  the  body  of  Elizabeth,  his  late  wife,  deceafed,  daugh- 
ter of  my  brother.  Sir  John  Grefham,  Knt.  deceafed,  while  (he 
lived  my  confm  arid  heir  apparent,  their  heirs  males,  executors, 
or  aflign?.  I  do  will  and  difpofe,  as  concerning  my  mannor  or 
mannors  of  Mayefylld  and  Wadhurll,  with  the  appurtenances, 
and  all  my  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  in  the  county  of 
SufTex,  or  elfewhere,  ufed  or  reputed  or  belonging  to  the  faid 
mannor  or  mannors  of  Mayefylld,  or  Wadhurll,  that  after  the 
expiration  and  determination  of  the  particular  ufes,  eftates,  and 
interefi  for  life  and  entayle  thereof,  limited  in  the  (;iid  indenture, 
the  fame  (hall  remain,  and  the  ufe  thereof  fliall  be  unto  mycou- 
fin.  Sir  Henry  Nevil,  and  to  the  heirs  males  of  dame  Elizabeth, 
his  wife,  my  niece:  and  if  my  faidcouftn,  Sir  Henry  Nevil, Knt. 
or  the  heirs  males  begotten  by  my  faid  niece,  ihall  not  within 
certain  time  after  my  death,  bear  or  caufe  to  be  born  the  charges 
of  wardfhip,  livery  or  primier  feizin,  according  to  the  intent  and 
meaning  of  thefe  prefents,  that  then  fuch  gift,  limitation  and  dif- 
pofition  as  I  have  herein  made  to  my  faid  coufin  Nevil,  and  the 
heirs  males  of  my  niece's  body,  fhall  be  utterly  void  to  all  intents 
and  purpofes,  as  if  they  and  every  of  them  had  not  been  mentioned 
in  thefe  prefents.  And  then  I  will  and  difpofe,  that  the  fame 
premifes  at  Mayefylld,  and  Wadhurft,  aforefaid,  or  to  the  fame 
belonging,  fhall  remain,  and  the  ufe  thereof  Ihall  be  in  fuch  fort 
as  the  refidue  hereafter  limited  Ihall  be. 

And  as  concerning  all  the  rehdue  of  all  and  fmgular  my  man- 
ners, lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  whaifoever  they  be, 
after  the  expiration  and  determination  of  the  particular  ufes, 
eftates,  and  intereft,  forvcars,  life,  or  intayle  thereof,  lymited  in 
tiic  faid  indenture,  and  in  thefe  prefents  :  1  will  and  difpofe,  that 
the  fame  fliall  remain,  and  that  the  u(t  thereof  {hall  be  unto  my 
faid  faithful,  loving  wife,  dame  Anne  Grelham,  and  to  her  heirs 
and  afTigns  forever  ;  and  {he  to  ufe  and  difpofe  the  fame  at  her 
pleafure,  as  fhe  fhall  think  meete  and  convenient  :  requiring,  a- 
mongft  all  other  things,  that  all  my  debts,  legacies,  and  other 
dutys  whatfoevcr,  by  me  due,  given,  lymited  or  bequeathed  to 
•^ny  perfojpj  or  withcld  from  any  pcrfoii,  {hail  be  fully  performed, 
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j[atisfyed  and  paid,  and  recompenfcd,  as  the  cafe  in  law,  right, 
equity  or  confcience  (hall  require.  In  which  behalf  I  do  wholly 
put  my  truft  in  her,  and  have  no  doubt  but  fhe  will  accomplifh 
the  fame  accordingly  ;  and  all  other  things  as  {hall  be  requifite  or 
expedient,  for  both  our  honefties,  fames  and  good  report  in  this 
tranfitory  world,  and  to  the  profit  of  the  commonwealth,  and 
relief  of  the  careful  and  true  poor,  according  to  the  pleafure  and 
will  of  Allmighty  God  ;  to  whom  be  all  honour  and  glory,  for 
ever  and  ever.     Amen.

Lady  Anne  Greftiam,  had,  by  the  gift  of  Sir  Thomas,  in  the 
feveral  counties  of  Norfolk,  Suffolk,  Kent,  York,  Durham, 
Dei  by,  Cambridge,  Somerfet,  in  Wales,  London,  Middlefex,  of 
clear  yearly  value,  in  ke  (imph  ( a ) ,  1330I.  1 2 s.  2  d -r,  befides 
divers  lands,  tenements,  &c.  in  London,  and  SufTex,  for  the  term 
of  her  natural  life,  1057I.  i8s.  4d.  in  all  2669I.  5s.  6d  1-,  be- 
fides  all  which.  Sir  Thomas,  gave  and  affured  in  marriage,  with 
Anne,  his  bafe  daughter,  to  Nathaniel  Bacon,  Efq;  in  fee  tail, 
the  manors  of  Hemefby,  with  the  parfonage  there,  in  the  county 
of  Norfolk,  and  the  manors  of  Morfton,  and  Langham,  with  the 
two  fheep  paftures  there,  in  the  fame  county,  and  alfo  the  manor 
of  Combes,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Suffolk,  the  whole  of  the 
yearly  value  of  280 1.  15  s. 

But  to  return  to  Sir  John  Grefham,  ofTitfey,  Knt.  third  fon 
of  John,  of  Holt,  in  Norfolk,  younger  brother  of  Sir  Richard,  the 
loru-mayor,  and  uncle  to  Sir  Thomas  Grefham,  Knt.  who  built 
the  royal-exchange.  He  was  flieriff  of  London,  1537,  ^"^  (^) 
lord-

their  backs.  He  gave  alfo  to  maids  marriages,  and  to  the  hof- 
pitals  in  London,  above  two  hundred  pounds  in  ready  money. 
He  died  in  1556,  and  Stow,  gives  us  this  account  of  his  pompous 
funeral  (b)  ;  '  Sir  John  Grefham,  Knt.  mercer,  merchant  of  the 

*  ftaple,  and  merchant-adventurer,  late  mayor,  and  alderman  of 

*  this  city,  was  buried  with  a  Itandard,  and  a  penon  of  arms,  and 
'  a  coat-armour  of  damafk,  and  four  penons  of  arms,  befides  an 

*  helmet,  a  target,  and  a  fword,  mantles,  and  the  creft,  a  goodly 

*  hearfe  of  wax,  and  ten  dozen  of  penfils,  and  twelve  dozen  of 

*  efcotcheons.     He  gave  an  hundred  black  gowns  of  fine  cloth, 

*  unto  poor  men  and  women  :  he  had  four  dozen  of  great  ftafF- 

*  torches,  and  a  dozen  of  great  long  torches  :  he  gave,  moreover, 
'  an  hundred  of  fine  black  gowns,   two,  unto  the  prefent  maior, 

*  and  the  old  maior,  likewife  other  to  Sir  Rowland  Hill,  and  to 
'  Sir  Andrew  Judd,  and  to  the  chamberlain,  to  Mr.  Blackwell, 
'  to  Mr.  Common-hunt,  and  his  man,  to  the  porter  that  be- 
'  longed  to  the  ftaple,  and  to  all  his  farmers,  and  his  tenants. 
'  The  church,  and  the  ftreets,  were  all  hung  with  black,  and 
'  arms  in  great  ftore  ;  and  on  the  morrow,  three  goodly  mafTes 

*  were  fung  ;  one  of  the  trinity,  another  of  our  lady,  and  the 
'  third,   of  requiem.     Then  a  fermon  was  preached,    by  Mr. 

*  Harpsfeild,  archdeacon  of  Canterbury,  and  after,   all  the  com- 

*  pany  came  home  to  as  great  a  dinner  as  had  been  feen,  for  a  fifh 

*  day,  for  all  that  came;  for  nothing  was  lacking.'  Hewasburied 
in  St. Michael  Bafiftiaw  church,  London,  where  an  ancient  marble 
tomb  is,  in  the  fouth  ifle  of  the  quire,  with  this  infcription  (c)  : 

Here  lyeth  buried  under  this  Tombe,  the  Body  of 
Sir  John  Grefham,  Knt.  fometime  Alderman,  and 
Lord-Mayor  of  this  Citty  of  London  ;  who  had  two 
Wives,  Dame  Mary,  his  firft  Wife,  by  whom  he 
had  i flue  !j  Sons,  and  6  Daughters  ;  by  Dame  Ka- 
therine,  his  laft  Wife,  no  iffue.  Which  Sir  John, 
deceafcd  the  23  day  of  Odobcr,  An.  Dcm.  1556; 
and  Dame  Mary,  died  the  21  day  of  September, 
1538.     Dame  Catherine,  died

William  Greftiam,  of  Titfey,  in  Surry,  Efq;  eldeft  Ton  and 
heir,  died  in  1578  :  he  married  Beatrix,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Guybon,  of  Lynn,  in  Norfolk,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had,  i.Sir 
William  Grefham,  Kat.    heir  male  of  Sir  Thomas  Grefham, 

Knt.  who,  by  the  daughter  of Finch,   Efq;  had   only  one 

daughter,  Elizabeth,  who  died  unmarried  ;  2.  Sir  Thomas  Gre- 
fham, ofl'itfey,  Knt.  heir  to  his  brother,  who  married  Mary, 
daughter  of  John  Lennard,  of  Knowl,  ia  Kent,  Efq;  reli(3:  of 

Walfingham,Efq;  by  whom  he  had,  I.Sir  John  Grefham,  of 

Titfey,  in  Surry,  Knt.  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir 
Thomas  Bifhopp,  of  Parham,  in  Suflex,  Bart,  and  died  in  1643, 
S.  P.  2.  Sir  Edward  Grefham,  of  Titfey,  in  Surry,  Knt.  heir  to 
his  brother;  3.  Thomas,  who,  by  Frances,  daughter  of—. 
Strickland,  had  ilTue,  Leonard  Grefham,  Gent. 

Sir  Edward  Grefham, Knt.  fecond  fon,  before  mentioned,  mar- 
ried two  wives  ;  firfl,  Mary,  daughter  of Clark,   by  whom 

he  had,  Thomas,  who,  by  the  daughter  of  lady  Bridges,  left  a 
daughter  and  heir,  Jaije,  married  to  John,  fecond  fon  of  Charles 
Lloyd,  of  Montgomeryfhire,  Efq;  and  had  a  fon,  Samuel  Lloyd, 
of  Lincoln's-Inn,  1695.  Sir  Edward's  fecond  lady,  was,  Mary, 
daughter  of  Edward  Campion,  of  Putney,  in  Surry,  Efq;  (reh(5t 

of Wright,)  by  whom,  he  had  a  fon,   Marmaduke,  and  a 

daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  to  Sir  Anthony  Oldfield,  of  Spal- 
dinq-,  in  com.  Lincoln,  Bart. 

Marmaduke  Grefham, Efq,  the  eldefl  fon  by  the  fecond  venter, 
was  advanced  to  the  dignitv  of  a  baronet,  12  Car.  IL  he  ferved 
in  parliament  for  Eafl-Grinfled,  in  Suflex,  1660,  and  married 
Alice,  daughter  of  Dr.  Richard  Corbet,  bifhop  of  Norwich,  (fhe 
died  1682,)  by  whom  he  had  a  numerous  iillie;  of  which,,  Ed- 
ward, Marmaduke,  John,  Richard,  and  William,  all  died  S.  P. 
the  fecond  fon  was,  Jsir  Edward,  his  fuccefTor  ;  and  the  fourth. 
Sir  Charles,  fuccelTor  to  his  brother.  Sir  Marmaduke,  hud  alfo 
three  daughters,  Elizabeth,  and  Alice,  who  died  S.P.  and  Mary, 
married  to  Dr.  Thorp,  and  dkd/ine  prole.  Sir  MarmaduJ;e,  died 
at  a  great  age,  1696,  and  was  fucceeded  in  dignity  and  f;flite,  by 
his  eldeft  furvivjng  fon. 

Sir  Edv/ard  Grefham,  Bart,  who  mariied  Martha,  daughter  of 
Sir  John  Maynard,  Knt.  ferjeant  at  l.^w,  of  Gunnerfbury,  near 
Ealing,  in  A'liddlefex,  by  whom  he  left  only  one  daughter,  Eliza- 
beth, who  died  unmarried  -y  whereupon  t.he  title  an^d  eliUte  went 
tQ>  his  next  furviving  brother,  Sir 
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Sir  Charles  Grefham,  Bart,  born  May  31,  1660.  He  mar-, 
tied  the  daughter  of  Mr.  Godfrey,  by  whom  he  left  three  fons,and 
feveral  daughters  ;  i.Sir  Marmaduke,  his  fucceiror  ;  2.  Edward, 
-who  is  unmarried  ;  3.  Charles,  a  widdower,  but  has  no  iflue  :  of 
the  daughters,  Mary,  and  Elizabeth,  are  unmarried  ;  Martha,  is 
married  to  William  Hofkyns,Efq;  only  fon  of  WilliamHofkyns,Efq; 
hereafter  mentioned  j  Anne,  is  unmarried  ;  and  Beatrix,  married 
to  Mr.  Nathaniel  Edwards,  of  Lombard-ftreet.

(WILLIAM,  Esquire,) 

Created  Baronet,  Auguft  i,  1660. 

THIS  family  is  originally  defcended  from  thePaganelb,  who 
foon  after' the  conqueft,  were  created  barons  of  Dudley. 

I'he  firft  who  fettled  at  Clapton,  was  ftiled,  Thomas  de  Dud- 
ley {«),  fecondfon  of  Sir  John  de  Sutton,  who,  in  right  of  his 
W  ife,  was  made  baron  of  Dudley,  about  the  year  1340. 

This  Thomas  de  Dudlev,  was  one  of  the  lords  of  Clapton  ma- 
roi  •  (^),  and  his  grandfon  married  Agnes  Hotot,  in  1395  ;  fhe  af- 
ters 'ards  provedlieirefs  to  the  ancient  family  of  the  Hotots,  and 
he  th  ereby  became  fole  lord  of  the  manor  of  Clapton.  His  hncal 
tlefce, ndant  was,  William  Dudley,  of  Clapton, Efq;  who,  by-— 

daucrh  terof Porter,  Elqj  had  iflue,   Thomas,  who  married 

JVIa?y,  daughter  of  — ^  Watfon,  Efq;  aunt  to  Sir  Edward  Wat- 
fon,  ot  Rockingham-caftle,  in  com.Northton,Knt.  and  had  iliue, 
Edwan  1,  who  married  Mareerv,  daughter  of  Sir  Kenclme  Digby,, 
of  Stok  e-Dry,  in  com.  Rutl.Knt.  and  had  two  fons,  Edward, 
andTb  Drr;as.  of  Harold,  in  Bed  ford  On  ire. 

Edw  ard  Dadley,  Efq;  by  the  daughter  of- Wood,  of  Lam- 
ley,  in  r  :om.  Nott.  Efq;  had  feveral  fons  3  his  eldeft  Ton  was,

Leicefi;.  Knt.  by  both  which,  he  hadiffue,  but  they  all  died  young  j 
lb  that  he  left  iflue  only  by  the  laft,  Mary, daughter  and  fole  heir  to 
Sir  Paul  Pindar,  of  London, Knt.  two  Tons,  and  one  daughter.  Sir 
Matthew,  his  fuccellbr,  and  William,  redor  of  Clapton,  in  North- 
hamptonfli ire, who  died  unmarried,  inMav,  1726,  and  Mary,whoi 
married  Sir  John  Robinfon,  of  Cranford,  incom.Northton,  Bart. 
Sir  William,  dying  in  1670,  was  fucceeded  by  hiseldeft  fon. 

Sir  Matthew  Dudley,  Bart,  who  married  (a)  the  lady  Mary  O- 
brien,  youngeft  daughter  to  Henry,  earlofThomond,  of  the  king- 
dom of  Ireland,  by  whom  he  had  ifTue  four  fons,  and  one  daughter, 
Henry,  who  died  young  ;  SirWilliam,  his  fucceffor  ;  Sarah-Hen- 
rietta, now  living,  unmarried  5  Matthew,  and  Matthew,  who  both 
died  young.  Sir  Matthew,  was  feveral  times  member  of  parliament^ 
having  been  chofe  for  the  corporation  of  Higham-Ferrers,  in 
Northamptonlhire,  as  alfo  for  the  town  of  Northampton,  and  for 
the  county  of  Huntingdon.  He  was,  in  i'jo6{b),  made  oneof  the 
commillionersof  the  cuftoms,  and  turned  out  in  17 12 :  he  was  again 
madeacommiflionerof  thecuftoms,  i  K.  Geo. I.  in  which  poft  he 
idled, April  13, 1721, and  was  fucceeded  by  his  only  furvivingfon. 

Sir  William  Dudley,  the  prefent  baronet,  who  married  (c)  E- 
lizabeth  Kennedy,  daughter  and  fole  heir  of  Sir  Richard  Kennedy^ 
of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  Bart,  by  whom  he  hath  had  four  chil- 
dren, three  fons,  and  one  daughter,  Obricn,  William,  Elizabeth^ 
(who  died  young,)  and  John. 

Arms  :  Azure,  a  Cheveron,  Or,  between  three  Lions  Heads, 
eras'd.  Argent. 

Crest:  On  a  ducal  Crown,  Or,  a  Woman's  Head,  with  a 
Helmet  thereon,  and  her  Hair  difhevell'd,  and  her  Throat-latch 
loofe,  all  proper. 

The  occalion  of  the  flimily's  giving  this  Creft,  is  mentioned  in 
a  manufcript  now  in  their  poff^ffion,  wrote  about  the  year  1390, 
ty  a  monk,  who  was  parfon  of  Clapton,  to  be  thus  (d).  That  the 
father  of  Agnes  Hotot,  (who  was  afterwards  married  to  Dudley,) 
havinga  difpute  with  one  Ringfdale,  about  the  title  to  a  piece  of 
land,  they  agreed  to  meet  on  the  difputed  land,  and  decide  it  by 
combat.  Hotot,  at  the  day  appointed,  was  laid  up  with  the  gout ; 
but  his  daughter,  Agnes,  rather  than  he  fliould  lofe  his  land,  or 
fuffer  in  his  honour,  armed  herfelf  cap-a-pee,  and  mounted  her 
father's  fleed,  went  and  met  Ringfdale,  whom,  after  a  ftubborri 
fight,  fhe  difm.ounted  ;  and  when  he  was  on  the  ground,  (he 
loofen'd  her  throat-latch,  lifted  up  her  helmet,  and  let  down  her 
hair  about  her  flioulders,  by  that  and  her  brealls,  difcovercd  to  hint 
fhe  was  a  woman.  In  memory  of  which  heroick  aftion,  the  Creft 
aforementioned,  has  always  been  ufed  by  her  defcendants.

1"^  H  E  feat  of  this  ancient  family  was  formerly  at  Newfham, 
in  the  parifhof  Kirby,  on  the  Mount,  in  the  north-riding 
of  the  county  of  York,  where  they  refidcd  for  many  generations  j 
when  they  firff  came  there,  is  net  known  ;  but  by  feveral  old 
parchment  deeds  remaining  in  the  family  (^),  it  is  certain,  that 
William  Sniithfon,  Gent,  was  fcated  and  pofiefTed  of  an  eftate 
there,  in  the  firft  year  of  King  Richard  II.  and  by  fe\eral  fubfe- 
quent  deeds,  as  alio  by  the  remains  of  the  manfion-houfe,  and 
part  of  thecfiate  now  belonging  to  Sir  Hugh,  it  is  evident,  that 
the  family  coniinucd  in  the  fame  place,  til!  about  the  latter  end  of 
the  reign  of  Q^EHz.  when,  Anthony  Sraithfon,Efq;  of  Newfliam, 
aforefaid,  (a  Imeal  defcendant  of  the  above  named  XVilliam,)  mar- 
ried an  hcircfs  of  the  ancient  family  of  the  Cattericks,of  Stanwick, 
in  the  faid  county,  to  which  place,  liisfon,  Hugh,  afterwards  rc- 
mov'd,  and  itl-as  ever  fnice  been  the  chief  feat  of  this  family. 

This  Hugh,  •«  eminently  diftinguiih'd  himfclf  for  his  zeal  and 
loyalty  to  hisfovereign,  Charles  II.  in  whofe  fervice  he  liberally 
employ 'd  his  fortune  (^),  fceking  all  occafions  to  promote  his 
majeiiy'i  interefl during  his  exile,  for  v.'hich  he  was  at  length  no 
fmall  fufrerer,  having  his  eftate  fequefter'd,  as  a  recufant,  after 
being  twice  fined,  for  refufing  to  atSl:  as  flieriff,  to  avoid  taking 
the  oaths  im.pcs'd  in  thofe  days  of  rebellion.  But  foon  after  the 
happv  refloraticn  of  theroval  family,  his  paft  fufferings  were  re- 
warded with  honour,  he  being  then  deemed  worthy  to  be  created 
abaroncr,  for  which  he  v/asjuilly  qualified,  according  to  the  firit 
inftitution  of  that  lionourable  order  :  and  as  a  farther  token  of 
the  King's  favour,  in  order  to  diliir.guifh  him  from  the  red  of  his 
family,  on  account  of  his  perfonal  merit,  he  was  honoured  with 
a  diftcrer.t  coat  of  arms,  which  his  defcendants,  (not  willing  ta 
lay  afidc  the  antiquity  of  their  defccnt,  nor  to  have  the  merits  of 
their  anccftor  forgot,)  have  fince  borne  in  Chief,  quartered  witii 
the  ancient  arms  of  the  family. 

This  firfi:  Sir  Hugh,  married  (c)  Dcrothv,  daughter  of  Jerom 
Royiton,  of  Plaiilovv-,  in  Eifex,  Efq;  by  whcni  he  had  iilue  four 
funs,  and  two  daughters ;  of  v.hich,  only  three  fons  furvived 
iiiin  J  Sir  Jerom,  Hugh,  and  Anthony  ;  he  died  Odl.  21,  A.  D. 
1670,  aged  72,  and  was  buried  at  Stanv.'ick  St.  Jchn*s,  where 
there  is  a  ilatelv  monument  cre»£led  to  his  memory. 

HughSmi'i!ifon,Efq;  his  fecond  fon,  married  Mrs. Alice  Yeane, 
by  whom  he  had  one  daughter,  Anne,  married  to  Sir  Henry  John- 
fon,  of  BraJenham,  in  the  county  of  Bucks,  Knt.  who  had  by 
Ikt  nnonly  daughter,  Anne,  married  to  the  late  earl  ofStiaftord, 

and  is  mother  of  the  prefent  earl.  An-

folk, Bart,  (by  Frances,  daughter  of  SirThoraasBerney,  of  Reed- 
bam,  ill  Noitolk,  Knt.)  by  whom  he  had  one  fon,  Hugh  Smith- 
fon, of  Tottenham,  in  Middlefex,  Efq;  who  married  to  his  firft 
wife,Hefter,daughter  of  Michael  Godfrey,  of  Woodford,  in  Eflex, 
Efqj  by  wiiom  he  had  feven  children,  but  they  all  died  unmarried  : 
his  fecond  wife  was,  Conftantia  Hare,  only  daughter  of  Henry, 
lord  Coleraine,  of  Ireland,  by  whom  he  had  no  iiTue.

Sir  Jerom  Smithfon,  Bart,  eldeft  fon  and  fuccelTor  to  the  firft 

named  Sir  Hugh,    married  (i>)  Mary,  daughter  and  heir  to 

Wingate,  of  Yorkftiire,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had  one  fon.  Sir  Hugh, 
his  fucceflbr,  and  one  daughter,  named  Dorothy,  who  married 
Thomas  PuUein,  of  Carleton,  in  com.  Ebor.  Efq; 

Sir  Hugh  Smithfon,  Bart,  his  only  fon  and  heir  took  to  wife  (r), 
Elizabeth,  daughter  to  the  right  hon.  the  lord  Langdale,  and  by 
her  had  feveral  children,  whereof  two  Tons  lived  to  man's  eflate; 
and  four  daughters,  who  all  embraced  religious  lives  j  of  which, 
one,  named  Catherine,  is  now  living. 

Hugh  Smithfon,  Efq;  his  eldefl  fon,  died  unmarried,  but, 

Langdale  Smithfon,  Efq;  his  fecond  fon,  married  (d)  Philadel- 
phia, daughter  of  William  Revely,  of  Newby-Wifk,  in  the  county 
of  York,  Efq;  and  dying  before  his  father,  left  one  daughter,Doro- 
thy,  who  died  unmarried,  and  one  fon, 

Sir  Hugh  Smithfon,  the  prefent  baronet,  who  fucceeded  his 
grandfather  in  dignity  and  eibte,  A.  D.  1729.  He  married,  July 
18,  1740  (^),  the  right  hon.  the  lady  Elizabeth  Seymour,  only 
daughter  to  the  earl  of  Hertford,  and  grandaughter  to  his  grace 
the  duke  of  Somerfet ;  and  had  the  honour  to  be  chofen  one  of 
the  knights  of  the  ihire  for  the  county  of  Middlefex,  in  the  lafl,  and 
prefent  pr^rliament. 

Another  branch  of  this  family,  was  from  Trion,  younger  bro- 
ther of  Anthony  Smithfon,  whofe  f^n.  Franc's,  married  Joyce, 
daughter  and  coheir  of  Mr.Stockv.'ocd,of  Sevenoak,  in  Kent, who 
had  by  her  a  fon,  R  chard,  who  reHdcd  at  Horfham,  in  SufTex  ;

(Sir  ROGER,  Knight,) 

Created  Baronet,  Aug.  3,    1660. 

THIS  family  of  Mofton,  inFlint{hire,(whichis  thetruename, 
tho'  in  compliance  with  the  pronunciation  of  the  country,  it 
is  ufually  written,  Moftyn,)  is  defcended  fromTudor  Trevor,  lord 
of  Bromfield,  Chirk,  Alaelor,  Whittington,and  Ofwaldftree.  He 
was  aifo  earl  of  Hereford,  in  rightof  his  mother,  Rheingar,  grand- 
daughter and  heir  of  Car:idocVraichtras,  earl  of  Hereford, who  wa? 
llainby  the  Saxons,  A,  D.  788,  (cr  according  to  fome  accounts, 
7q6,)  to  revenge  the  death  of  Offa,  their  King,  killed  in  the  battle 
of  Ruddlan,  two  years  before.  This  Caradoc,  is  ftiled,  in  the  hi- 
flory  of  Cambria,  publifn'd  by  Dr.  Powell,  1584,  King  of  North- 
Wales,  on  account  of  his  great  poJTeiTions  in  thnt  country.  For  be- 
ing driven  out  of  his  own  eftate,  bvEthelbald,  K.  of  Meicia,  after 
the  battle  of  Hereford,  ConanTindaeth\vy,  ther.K.  of  Wales,  re- 
ceived him,  and  gave  him  the  lands  between  Chefter,  and  Con-* 
way,  to  inhabit. 

Tudor  Trevor,  (who  in  theBritifti  genealogies,  is  reckoned  to 

be  lineally  defcended  from  Vortigcrn,   that  unfortunate  King  of 

the  Britons,  who  firft  invited  the  Saxons,  over  into  his  country,) 

married  Gwladdis,  (fomc  call  her  Angharad,)  daughter  of  Howelf 

2  "^  Dda, 
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Dda,  king  of  all  Wales  ;  by  whom  he  had  ifTue  tiiree  Tons  :  from 
the  eldeftofwhom,Llwydocca,  this  family  of  Moftyn,  is  defcended 
in  a  direft  male  line,  Tudor  Trevor,  lived  about  A.  D.  924, 
and  his  ufual  refidence  u'as  at  Llvs-Pengwern,  in  Chirkland,  in 
Denbighftiire,  which  fcite,  and  lands  about  it,  (tho'  the  houfe  has 
long  been  deftroyed,)  is  in  the  polTeflion  of  the  family  to  this 
day  (a). 

Llwydocca,  his  eldefl:  fon,  married  Angharad,  the  daughter  of 
Jago  ap  Idwal,  prince  of  North-Wales,  whofe  grandfon, 

Ednyvett  ap  Llowarch,  married  Joned,  or  Shoned,  daughter 
and  coheir  of  Rhywallon  ap  Cynvin,  (who,  together  with  his 
brother,  Blethyn,  were,  bvthe  favour  of  Edward,  the  confefTor, 
joint  princes  of  North-Wales,  being  by  their  mother  defcended 
from  Roderick,  the  great,)  and  had  ilTue,  Rees  Sais,  whole  great 
grandfon  fZ-J, 

Owen  ap  Blethyn  ap  Tudor,  married  Eva  (c),  the  daughter  and 
coheir  of  Madoc  Gwenwinwyn,  lord  of  PowisGwenwinwyn,  the 
fifth  in  defcent  from  Blethyn,  the  other  of  theaforefaid  brothers. 

Jorwerth  Vaughan,  grandfon  of  the  faid  Owen,  married  Ca- 
therine, the  daughter  of  GriiEth  ap  Llewellin  and  fifter  to  Llcw- 
ellin  ap  Griffith  (d)^  prince  of  Wales,   whofe  fon, 

Jerwerth  Voel,  married  Gwladdis,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Jer- 
werth  ap  Griffith,  lineallv  defcended  fromBrochwell  Yfcyddroc, 
prince  of  Powys,  and  earl  of  Cheiler,  that  great  favourer  and 
luppurter  of  the  monks  of  Bangor,  whofe  fon, 

Ednyved  Gam,  married  Gvv-laddis,  daughter  and  coheir  of 
Llcwelin  ap  Madoc  ap  Enion,  lineally  defcended  from  Edwin, 
lord  of  Englefield,  &c,  one  of  the  ni'teen  tribes  of  North- Wales. 

Jevan  ap  Addaf,  of  Pengwern,  great  grandfon  to  Ednyved 
Gam,  married  Angharad,  daughter  and  heir  of  Ednyved,  fecoiid 
fon  of  Sir  Tudor  ap  Grono,  by  Margaret,  daughter  and  coheir  of 
Thomas  ap  Llewellin,  lord  of  Dynivor  ;  (whofe  grandmother 
was,  Eleanor,  eldeft  daughter  of  King  Edward  I.  by  his  beloved 
Queen  Eleanor:)  by  which  marriage  of  Angharad,  Jevan  ap  Ad- 
daf, became  entitled  to  the  feat  and  eftate  of  Trecaitle,  and  other 
lands  in  Anglefey,  which  this  family  Itill  enjoys.   His  eldeft  fon, 

Jevan  V\chan,  in  the  reign  of  Richard  ll.  married  Angharad, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Howell  ap  Tudor  ap  Ithel  Vychan,  of  Mof- 
ton  (e)  ;  by  whom,  Mofton  came  into  the  pofleffion  of  the  tA- 
mily,  and  has  ever  fince  been  their  chief  feat.  This  Ithel  Vychar., 
of  Mofton,  lineallv  defcended  from  Edwin,  lord  of  Englehelu, 
did  homage  for  his  lands,  to  Edward,  of  Carnarvan,  at  Chefter, 
29  Edw.  I.  whofe  eldeft  fon, 

Howell  ap  Jervan  Vychan,  married  Margaret,  the  daughter 
and  heir  of  Griffith,  fon  of  Rees  ap  Griffith  ap  Madoc,   of  Glod- 

daitb,

Which  Madoc  ap  Gloddaith,  was  the  fon  and  heir  of  Madoc 
Vychan,  the  fole  heir  of  Jerwerth  ap  Madoc,  who  pofTefled  that 
feat  and  eftate,  before  the  time  of  K.  Ed.  I.  as  appears  by  the  fur- 
vev  or  extent  of  North- Wales,  begun  to  be  taken,  as  is  fuppofed, 
in  that  king's  reign,  and  finifhed  in  his  grandfon's.  Which  firft 
mentioned  Madoc,  married  Morvydd,  daughter  and  coheir  of 
SirGriffith  Lloyd,  of  Tregarnedd,  inAnglefey,  who  was  knighted 
by  King  Edward  I.  upon  his  bringing  him  notice  of  the  birth  of 
his  fon,  Edward,  of  Carnarvon  ;  in  whofe  right,  Madoc,  inhe- 
rited the  eftate  of  Tregarnedd,  and  other  lands  inAnglefey,  which 
the  family  of  Moftyn,  enjoy  to  this  day.  This  Sir  Griffith  Lloyd, 
did  homage  to  Prince  Edward,  for  thefe  lands,  the  twenty-ninth 
year  of  his  father's  reign. 

Richard,  the  fon  of  Howell  ap  Jevan  Vychan,  married  Ca- 
therine, the  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Salifbury,  heir  of  Llcwenny, 
and  had  ifl'ue  two  fons,  Thomas,  and  Pierce,  and  five  daughters. 
Pierce,  hisfecond  fon,  married  Ellen,  daughter  of  Thomas  Grif- 
fith, of  Pant  yLlongdy,  Efq;  and  purchafed  Talacre,  from  whom 
the  Moftyns,  of  Talacre  (a),  (who  now  alfo  enjoy  the  title  of 
baronet,)  are  defcended.  This  Richard  ap  Howell,  received 
Henry,  earl  of  Richmond,  and  concealed  him  in  his  houfe,  at 
Mofton,  notwithftanding  all  the  fearches  of  his  enemies  ;  who, 
after  his  victory  at  Bofworth,  in  return  for  that  his  fervice,  fent 
him  his  fword  and  beltf^),  that  he  had  worn  in  that  battle,  to- 
gether with  a  letter  of  invitation  to  court.     His  eldeft  fon, 

Thomas  ap  Richard  ap  Howell,  married  Jane,  the  daughter  of 
Sir  William  Griffith,  of  Penrhyn,  Knt.  and  had  iflue  eight  fons, 
William,  Richard,  Pierce,  Robert,  Foulk,  Roger,  Rowland,  and 
Edward,  and  five  daughters.  The  four  eldeft  fons  left  iflue,  the 
others  none.  Richard,  the  fecond  fon,  had  Bodfcallan.  This 
Thomas  ap  Richard  ap  Howell  ap  &c.  together  with  his  bro- 
ther Pierce,  took  the  name  of  Mofton,  from  thechief  feat  of  their 
family,  by  the  advice  and  dire<5fion  of  Rowland  Lee,  brfhop  of 
Litchfield,  then  lord  prefident  of  Wales,  in  the  reign  of  Hen.VHL 
His  eldeft  fon, 

William  Mofton,  Efq;  (or  as  now  writ,  Moftyn,)  was,  in  the 
ninth  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  together  with  others  of  the  chief 
fTcntlcmen  of  Nortii- Wales,  directed  by  her  majefty's  commiffion 
to  hold  an  Eiftcddfa,  or  fefiion  of  the  poets,  muficians,  and  bards, 
at  Caerwis,  (which  was  the  lall  held  by  royal  authority,)  in 
which  commiflion  it  isfaid,  that  the  faid  William's  anceftors  had 
the  right  to  bcftow  the  filver  harp,  on  the  perfon  judged  the  moft 
worthy,  by  thecommiflioners  ftrj  ;  which  harp,  is  ftill  at  Moftyn. 
He  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Robert  Powell,  of  Park,  Efq; 

and 
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and  had  three  Tons,  Thomas,  John,  and  Henry  j  and  two  daugh- 
ters :  of  whom,  only  the  eldelt  fon, 

Sir  Thomas  Moftyn,  Knt.  left  iffiie,  by  Urfula,  daughter  and 
heir  of  William  Goodman,  Efq;  (and  Margaret,  his  wife,  daugh- 
ter of  Sir  William  Brereton,of  Brcreton,  Knt.)  three  Tons,  Wil- 
liam, Roger,  and  Thomas  ;  and  two  daughters,  Margaret,  (who 
married  Pierce  Griffith,  of  Penrhyn,  in  Carnarvonfhire,  Efq;  and 
hadiflue;)  and  Catherine,  (married  to  Sir  Thomas  Hanmer,  of 
Hanmer,  Knt.  from  whom.  Sir  Thomas  Hanmer,  Bart,  now 
living,  is  defcended.)  William,  his  eldefl:  fon,  died  in  the  Tem- 
ple, unmarried.  Thomas,  the  youngeft  fon,  married  Anne, 
daughter  and  heir  of  William  Hughes,  biihopofSt.  Afaph  ;  from 
whom  the  Moftyns,  ofRhyd,  in  Flintfhire,  are  defcended.  This 
Sir  Thomas,  Knt.  (a)  was  in  the  beginning  of  King  James  I. 
appointed  one  of  his  majefty's  council,  eftablifh'd  for  the  princi- 
pality of  Wales,  and  the  marches. 

SirRogerMoftyn,Knt.  fucceeded  his  father  in  theeftate:  he  mar- 
ried Mary,eldeft  daughter  of  SirJohnW^ynne,of  Gwyder,Knt.  and 
Bart,  and  had  iffue  eight  fons,  Thomas,  John,  William,  Richard, 
Robert,  Edward,  Pierce,  and  Roger;  and  two  daughters,  Sydney, 
(married  to  SirP.ichardGrofvenor,  of  Eaton,  in  com.  Ceftr.Bart. 
from  whom  the  prefent  Sir  Robert,  is  defcended  ;)  and  Catherine, 
(married  to  colonelRichardBulkeley,  eldeft  fon  and  heir  apparent 
to  Thomas,  lord  vifcount  Bulkeley,  of  Baron-hill,  in  Anglefey, 

who  was  murthered  by Cheadle,  leaving  no  ilFue.)     Of  the 

fons,  Edward,  and  Pierce,  died  young  ;  John,  the  fecond  fon, 
was  member  of  parliament  for  the  county  of  Anglefey,  21  Jac.  I. 
and  alfo  chofen  into  other  parliaments  for  the  borough  of  Flint, 
who  leaving  his  eflate  to  the  heir  of  his  elder  brother,  died  at  his 
feat  at  Maefmynnan,  unmarried  ;  as  did  Richard,  the  fourth  fon, 
at  Rochell,  in  France  (b),  of  the  wounds  he  received  at  his  land- 
ing, in  thelfle  of  Rhe,  being  acaptain  ofa  company  of  foot,  in  the 
forces  fent  for  the  relief  of  Rochell.  Wilham,  the  third  fon,  was 
the  lafl  archdeacon  of  Bangor  :  he  was  twice  married,  and  had 
ilTuej  (from  whom  are  defcended,  William  Moflyn,  of  Brong- 
wyn,  in  Montgomeryfhire,  Efq;  and  John  Moftyn,  of  Segroid, 
in  the  county  of  Denbigh,  Efq;)  Robert,  the  fifth  fon,  married 
Margaret,  daughter  and  heir  to  Henry  Conway,  of  Nant,  in 
Flintfhire,  Efq;  (from  whom  the  lady  Owen,  relidt  of  Sir  Robert 
Oweo,  of  Porkinton,  in  Shropfhire,  and  the  firft  wife  of  Peter 
Pennant,  of  Peighton,  in  Flintihire,  Efq;  defcended.)  Roger, 
the  youngeft  fon,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  to  Hugh 
Pugh,  of  Dole  y  Corfllwyn,  in  Montgomeryiliire,  Efq;  from 
whom,  Roger  Moftyn,  Efq;  now  living,  is  defcended. 

SirThomasMoftyn,Knt.  of  Kilken,  the  eldeft  fon  of  SirRoger, 
dying  before  his  father,  left  ifllie,  byElizab£th,daughter  of  Sir  John

Whitlock,  Knt.  chief-juftice,  only  two  fons,  Roger,  and  Tho- 
mas ;  from  thelaft  of  whom,  the  prefent  Roger  Moftyn,  of  Kil- 
ken,  Efq;  is  defcended. 

SirRogerMoftyn,Knt.the  eldeftfon,  took  arms  early  for  thede- 
fence  of  his  fovereign,K.Char]esI.againft  the  unnatural  rebellion 
of  his  fubjedtsf^^  J  and  having  his  majefty's  commiflion,  rais'd, 
in  a  very  little  time,  1500  men  for  his  fervice,  at  his  own  ex- 
pence,  whom  he  alfo  maintained  :  and  after  he  had  taken  the 
caftle  of  Hawarden,  he  enter'd  with  that  his  regiment,  into  the 
city  of  Chefler,  then  befieged  by  the  forces   of  the  rebels.     He 
alforepair'd  the  caftle  of  Flint,   at  his  own  charge,  of  which  he 
was  appointed  governor,  and  kept  it  for  the  crowji,  enduring  a 
Ions;  fiege,  and  the  greateft  hardfhips :  and  tho' he  was  reduc'd  to 
thelaft  neceflity,  yet  he  did  not  deliver  it  up,  'till  he  had  the  king's 
fpecial  order.     He  fpent  above  fixty  thouiand  pounds  in  the  fer- 
vice of  the  crown  ;  and  had  his  houfe  at  Moftyn,  fo  plunder'd  and 
ilripp'd,  that  he  was  forced  for  feveral  years   to  live  at  a  farm- 
houfe,   in  his  neighbourhood,  after  he  had   obtain'd  his  liberty 
from  his  imprifonment,  in  the  caftle  of  Conway.     He  was,    on 
the  reftoration  of  the  royal  family,  created  a  baronet,  Aug.  3, 
3660.     He   married   three  times  ;  firft.  Prudence,   daughter  of 
Sir  Martin  Lumley,  ofBardfield,  in  Eflex,  Bart,  by  whom  he 
had  iftiie  two  fons,  Thomas,  and  Roger,  who  both  died  young  ; 
and  two  daughters,  Jane,  (married   firft   to  Roger  Pulefton,   of 
Emeral,  in  Flintfliire,  Efq;  from  whom,  Thomas  Pulefton,  Efq; 
now  living,  is  defcended  ;  and  afterwards,  to  Sir  John  Trevor, 
Knt.  late  mafter  of  the  rolls;)  and  Mary,   (married  to  William 
Salifbury,   of  Rug,  in  Merioncthfliire,  Efq;  who  had  alfo  iflue.) 
Sir  Roger,  married  to  his  fccond  wife,  Mary,  the  eldeft  daughter 
of  Thomas,  lord  vifcount  Bulkcley,  aforcfaid,  and  had  five  fons, 
and  three  daughters,  moft  of  whom  died  very  young  :  Roger,  the 
fecond  fon,  lived  to  man's  eftate,  and  died  unmarried,  at  the  In- 
ner-Temple :  Richard,  the  third    fon,   was  mafter  of  arts,  and 
ihident   of  Chrift-church,    in   Oxford  ;  and  afterwards  married 
Charlotta-Thecphila,  daughter  and  coheir   of  John  Digby,  of 
Gothurft,  in  com,  Bucks,Efq;  (fon  and  heir  to  Sir  Kenelm  Digby, 
by  Vcnctia,  his  lady,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Edward  Stanley, 
knicht  of  the  Bath,)  by  whom  he  had  ifllie  two  daughters  ;  Brid- 
get, married  toLytton  lAtton,  of  Knebworth,  in  Hcrtfordftiire, 
Efq;  fince  dead  without  iiluc  ;  and  Charlotte,   now  living,  mar- 
ried to  Richard  Williams,  Efq;  youngeftfon  of  Sir  William  Wil- 
liams, Bart.     Sir  Roger,  married  to  his  third  wife,  Lumley,   the 

daughter  of Coctmor,  of  Coetmor,  in  Carnarvonlhirc,  Efq; 

by  whom  he  had  no  iflue. 

SirThomas  Moftyn,  Barf,  thcckleft  fon  of  Sir  Roger,  b}  Mary, 
his  fccond  wife,  married  Bridget,  the  only  dautihter  and  heir  of

D'Arcie  Savage,  ofLeighton,  in  the  county  of  Chefter,  Efqj 
(which  D'Arcie  (a),  was  eldeft  Ton  of  Thomas,  who  was  fecond 
Ibn  of  Sir  Thomas,  the  firlt  earl  Rivers,  of  the  name  of  Savage, 
by  Ehzabeth,  eldeft  daughter  and  coheir  of  Thomas,  lord  D'Arcie, 
of  Chich  ;  which  firft  mentioned  Thomas  Savage,  married  Brid- 
get, daughter  and  coheir  to  William  Whitmore,  Efq;  of  Leigh- 
ton,  aforefaid,  by  Margaret,  thedaughter  ofSir  Hugh,  and  fifter 
and  heir  to  Sir  George  Beefton,  of  Beefton,  in  the  fame  county, 
and  had  ifl'ue,  the  abovefaid  D'Arcie,  the  father  of  Bridget,  who 
•was  married  to  the  abovefaid  SirThomasMoftyn,  in  whofe  right  he 
inherited  the  mariors  of  Beefton,  Peckforton,  Leighton.  Great 
Nefton,  and  Thornton,  and  other  lands  in  the  faid  county  pa- 
latine, of  Chefter,  which  his  grandfon  now  enjoys:)  he  had  by 
her,  (even  fons  and  four  daughters,  who  all  died  young,  except  Sis 
Roger,  Thomas,  and  John.  John,  being  educated  on  the  foun- 
dation atWeftminfter,  was  elected  ftudent  of  Chrift- church, Oxon, 
and  was  mafter  of  arts  :  he  died  unmarried,  Dec.  24,  1720. 
Thomas,  the  fecond  fon,  married  Margaret,  the  eldeft  daughter 
and  heir  of  William  Moftyn,  ofRhud,  in  com.  Flint.  Efq;  but 
had  noilTue,  and  died  Dec.  21,  1737.  ^^  ferv'd  in  parliament 
for  the  borough  of  Flint,  as  his  father  had  done  for  Carnarvon. 

Sir  Roger  Moftyn,  Bart,  eldeft  Ion  and  fucceflbr  to  his  father, 
in  title  and  cftate,  conftantly  ferv'd  in  parliament,  fmce  the  year 
170 1,  to  the  year  1734.  He  was,  by  her  late  majefty,  Q^Anne, 
appointed  pay-mafter  of  her  marine  forces,  and  by  his  majefty 
King  George  I.  one  of  the  tellers  of  his  exchequer  (b).  He 
married  Efl'ex,  eldeft  daughter  of  the  right  hon.  Daniel,  earl  of 
Nottingham,  (by  Anne,  his  fecond  lady,  the  only  daughter  of  the 
right  hon.  Chriftopher,  vifcount  Hatton,  by  his  firft  lady,  Chri- 
ftian,  daughter  of  the  right  hon.  John,  earl  of  Thanet,)  by  whom 
he  has  had  iflue,  fix  fons  and  fix  daughters  ;  of  whom,  Heneage, 
and  the  firft  Efi'ex,  died  young,  and  Daniel,  died  at  Cambridge, 
1733  ;  the  reft,  are  now  living,  viz.  Sir  Thomas,  hisfucceflbr  ; 
John,  Savage,  and  Roger  :  Effex,  married  to  the  niarquis  of 
BeaumiOnt,  earlofKer,&:c.  eldeft  fon  of  John,  duke  of  Roxburgh; 
Anne,  Mary-Bridget,  Charlotte,  and  Elizabeth,  are  unmarried. 
Sir  Roger,  died  May  5,  1739,  and  was  fucceeded  in  dignity  and 
eftate,  by  his  eldeft  fon. 

Sir  Thomas  Moftyn,  the  prefent  baronet,  who,  by  his  gra/i<3-> 
father's  fide,  (as  appears  from  the  foregoing  account,)  is  the  feven- 
teenth  in  defcent  from  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Edward  I.  and  by  his 
grandmother's  fide,  the  tenth,  from  Anne,  dutchefs  of  Exeter,  and 
fifter  to  Ed.  IV.  asalfo,  the  thirteenth  from  John  of  Gaunt,duke 
of  Lancafter,  (as  is  {Qen  in  Dugdale's  account  of  the  family  of 
Beaufort,  Rutland, See.)  He  is  knight  of  the  fhire  for  the  county  of 
Fhnt,   in    the  prefent  parliament,  and  hath  married  (c)  Sarah,

THIS  family  is  fuppofed  to  come  originally,  from  a  younger 
fon  of  the  old  earls  of  Leicefter,  or  from  Brittany,  in  France, 
where  the  name  Hill  is. 

They  are  defcended  from  (a), 

1.  Sir  Nicholas  Leyceftcr,Knt.  who  was  fome  time  fenefchal  to 
Henry  Lacy,  earl  of  Lincoln,  and  conftable  ofChefhire,  He 
married  Margaret,  the  widow  of  Robert  de  Denbigh,  and  daugh- 
ter of  Geffrey  Button,  anceftor  to  Warburton,  of  Arley,  about 
the  year  of  Chrifl,  1276,  5  Edw.  L  by  whom  he  had  ifTue,  Roger 
Leycefter,  fon  and  heir,  and  John  Leycefter,  vicar  of  Walleyfey, 
in  Wirrall,  13 12,  6  Edw.  U. 

He  had,  by  this  Margaret,  his  wife,  the  townfhip  ofNether- 
Tabley,  and  the  manors  of  Wethale,  and  Hield,  in  Afton,  nigh 
Great-Budworth. 

Anno  1292,  20  Edw.  L  I  find  him  ftiled  knight  ;  and  he  had 
lands  in  Adwick,  near  Doncafter,  in  Yorkfhire,  and  alfo  inWath, 
near  Adwick,  22  Ed.  L  Sir  Nicholas  Leycefter,  died  23  Ed.  I. 
1295. 

2.  Roger  Leycefter,  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Nicholas,  lived  con- 
fiantly  at  his  manor  of  Wcrhale,  in  Afton,  nigh  Picmere  ;  to 
whom,  Peter  Dutton,  fon  of  Geffrey,  releafed  all  his  right  and 
claim,  in  Nether-Tabley,  Wethale,  and  Heild,  24  Ed.  I.  1296. 
I  find  this  Peter  Dutton,  ftiled  knight,  25  Ed.  I.  He  bought 
out  all  the  freeholders,  or  charterers,  in  Nether-Tabley,  the 
principal

Anno  Chrifti  1296,  he  b.J  the  third  part  of  Ov'cr-Tablcy, 
cum  Sudlow,  by  the  grant  of  Sir  John  Gre/,  fon  of  Sir  Reginald 
Grey,  jufliceof  Chefter,  and  which.  Sir  John  Grey,  had  of  the 
grant  of  William  de  Tabley,  lord  of  Over-Tabley,  and  Knots- 
ford.     This  Roger,  married  Ifabel,  daughter  of ,  and  had 

iflue,  Nicholas  Leycefter,  fon  and  heir  ;  Roger  Lcyceder,  and 
Margaret,  married  to  Adam  de  Moldefworth,  17  Ed.  II.  1323, 
which  Adam,  was  (heriff  of  Flint,  5  Ed.  III. 

His  feal  of  arms  was,  -AFeffe,  between  three  Fleurde  Luces, 
infer ibed  about  thus, — Sigillmn  furctum,  A.D.  1325. 

Roger  Leycefter,  died  about  1349,  and  furvived  his  father, 
fifty-three  years. 

3.  Nicholas  I-eycefter,  fon  and  heir,  had  to  wife,  Mary, 
daughter  of  William  Mobberley,  of  Mobberley,  and  coheirefs  to 
her  mother,  Maud  Downes's  lands,  iii  Chorley,  and  half-fifter 
to  Sir  Raufe  Mobberley,  of  Mobberley,  m:irried  about  i  Ed.  III. 
1327,  and  had  ifTue,  John  Leycefter,  fon  and  heir  ;  Raufe  Ley- 
cefter, from  whom  the  Leycefters,  of  Toft,  in  com.  Ceft.  de- 
fcend,  and  Elizabeth,  the  fecond  wife  of  William  Manwaring, 
of  Over-Pever,  the  elder,  from  whom  are  defcended  the  Man- 
warings,  of  Over-Pever  ;  fhe  was  widow,  38  Edw.  III.  1364, 
and  was  living  6  Hen.  IV.    1404. 

Nicholas  Leycefter,  died  1349,  23  Ed.  III.  for  he  furvived 
his  father  very  little,  if  he  died  not  before  him. 

4.  John  Leycefter,  of  Nether-Tabley,  fon  and  heir,  fervcd  in 
the  wars  of  France,  under  John  of  Gaunt,  duke  of  Lancafter, 
1373,  47  Ed.  III.  of  whofe  puiflant  army,  our  hiftories  make 
mention.  Walfmgham,  tells  us,  that  when  he  entered  France, 
at  Calais,  Tr'iginta  iff  amplius  millia  equorum  in  cornitatu  habuerat : 
but  of  thefe  thirty  thoufand  horfe,  very  few  were  brought  alive 
to  Burdeaux,  being  ftarved  for  want  of  vidluals  ;  fo  that  this 
voyage  proved  unfuccefsful.  It  appears,  by  the  account  of  this 
John  Leycefter,  before  John  Tilly,  clerk,  and  other  auditors  of 
Sir  Thomas  Felton,  (who  was  at  that  time  judge  of  Chefter,) 
dated  at  Southampton,  on  the  eve  of  St.  John,  49  Ed.  III.  1375, 
where  he  accounted  for  266I.  13  s.  4d.  allowed  unto  him  for  the 
payment  of  Jenkyn  Mobberley,  Efq;  and  other  foldiers,  who 
ferved  under  the  faid  John  Leycefter,  and  alfo  for  his  own  pay, 
that  he  had  allowed  for  himfelf,  for  210  days  pay,  beginning  on 
St.  Michael's  day,  47  Ed.  III.  to  the  firft  of  May,  then  next 
following,  at  3s.  per  diem,  31 1.  los.  and  there  was  alfo  par- 
doned unto  him,  remaining  of  his  account,  thefumof381.  los. 
which  I  conceive,  was  for  a  reward,  or  gratuity  ;  whereupon, 
he  gave  to  lady  Felton,  a  white  ambling  palfrey. 

Sir  Raufe  Mobberley,  his  uncle,  fettled  on  him,  by  feofFoient

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of  chapbirs  eiitrufted,  (as  was  the  manner  of  thofe  times,)  all  his 
lands  in  Mobberley,  with  the  advowfon  of  the  church  of  Mob- 
berley,  and  other  lands,  dated  at  Mobberley,  1359,  33  Edw.  III. 
for,  Sir  Raufe,  often  protefted,  that  all  his  lands  fhould  defcend  to 
his  nephew,  John  Leycefter,  and  that  his  eftate  fliould  not  be 
fhattered  and  divided  ;  as  appears  by  the  certificate  of  Sir  John 
Wynkfeld,  Knt.   dated  at  London,  1360,  35  Ed.  III. 

Yet  did  John  Leycefl:er,  after,  releafe  all  his  right  in  thefe 
lands,  vinto  John  Dumbill,  of  Mobberley,  and  Cicely,  his  wife, 
and  alfo  to  the  ad\owfon  of  the  church  of  Mobberley,  dated  at 
Chefl-er,  i  Rich.  II.  1378  ;  which  Cicely,  was  one  of  the  fifters 
of  Sir  Raufe  Mobberley,  aforefaid  ;  but  fo  conditioned  and  agreed 
between  them,  that  Dumbill,  and  Cicely,  fhould  fettle  fifteen 
meffuages,  316  acres  of  land,  16  acres  of  wood,  8  acres  of  mof- 
fmg,  the  third  part  of  a  water-mill,  and  the  third  part  of  all  the 
wafles  not  mcafured,  (to  be  underftood  of  that  moiety  of  Mob- 
berley, belonging  to  Sir  Raufe  Mobberley,)  to  defcend,  after  the 
death  of  John  Dumbill,  and  Cicely,  his  wife,  unto  Raufe  Ley- 
cefter, younger  brother  of  the  faid  John  Leycefter,  and  to  his 
heirs,  for  ever :  which  was  fo  fettled  accordingly,  2  Rich.  II. 
1379,  and  are  at  this  day,  (1666,)  enjoyed  by  Leycefter,  of  Toft, 
as  heirs  of  the  faid  Raufe,  about  a  third  part  of  Mobberlcy's  moi- 
ety, of  Mobberley. 

This  John  Leycefter,  alfo  fold  away  his  manor  of  Hcild,  in 
Afton,  to  William  del  Heild,  and  Goditha,  his  wife,  in  fee  farm, 
1355,  29  Ed.  III.  which  manor,  reverted  back  again,  to  Ley- 
cefter ofTabley;  to  wit,  one  moiety  purchafed  1500,  and  the 
other  moiety  purchas'd  again  1601. 

This  John,  built  the  manor-hall  of  Nether-Tabley,  within 
the  Pool,  iji  that  place  w  here  it  now  ftandeth,  about  A.  D.  1380, 
4  Rich.  II,  before  M'hich  time,  it  ftood  a  little  higher,  out  of  the 
compafs  of  the  Pool,  in  a  certain  place  adjoining  to  the  Saffron- 
yards,  where  there  is  yet  a  trench  to  be  {cen,  which  environed 
the  old  hall  about  with  water  ;  which  old  hall,  I  conjecture,  was 
the  feat  of  the  Hearts,  of  Nethcr-Tablcy,  whofe  freehold  was 
bought  out  by  Roger  Leycefter. 

John  Leycefter,  fealed  conftantly  with  his  feal  of  his  coat  of 
arms,  and  creft,  which  is  cut  corner-ways,  according  to  the 
manner  of  thofe  ages,  to  wit, — A  FefTe,  between  three  Flcur  de 
Luces  :  over  the  dexter  angle  of  the  efcocheon,  which  is  fet  up- 
permoft,  is  a  helmet,  wreath,  and  mantle,  thereon,  a  Swan's 
head  coup'd,  guttee,  infcrib'd  about  thus, — Sig.  Johannls  Lei- 
ccjler  ;  and  fundry  others,  afExed  to  fcvcral  of  his  deeds,  under 
Richard  the  lid's  reign. 

He  married  Jean,  daughter  of  Robert  Touchet,  of  Nether- 
Whitlev,  5  Rich,  II.  and  had  ilfue,  William  Leycefter,  fon  and 
heir  i  Raufe  Leycefter,  another  fon,  living  14  Rich.  II. 
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bNovembrls,  5387,  Concejfa  fuit  licentia  Johanni  Leycejhrj 
fro  oratorio  fuo  apud  Tabley^  per  uniijnannian.rcgiJ}.Ricardi  Scroopc 
ap\d  LitchfdUd.     This  is  Mr.  Dugdale's  note. 

This  John  Leycefter,  died  1398,  22  Rich.  II.  about  the  age 
of  fifty -eight  vears,  and  furvived  his  father,  forty-nine  years, 

5.  'WiUiam  Leycefter,  of  Nether-Tabley,  Efq;  fon  and  heir  of 
Joiin,  is  the  firft  that  I  find  ftiled,  De  Tabley  ;  but  this  may  be 
by  reafon  of  the  ftatute  of  additions,  i  Hen.  V.  Cap.  5.  for  till 
after  this  ftatute,  few  were  written,  either  of  the  place,  or  with 
the  tide  ofefquire.  Certain  it  is,  this  William,  lived  at  his 
manor-houfe,  of  Nether-Tabley,  which  his  father,  John,  had 
ncwlv  ereftcd,  and  where  his  heirs  have  ever  fince  fixed  their  re- 
fidence,  even  to  this  day.  He  was  one  of  the  juftices  of  the  peace 
of  Bucklow-hundred,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  V.  (an  office  in 
thofe  days,  of  great  efteem,)  and  fealed  with  a  feal  of  his  coat  of 
arms,  and  creft,  in  all  points  like  that  of  his  fathers,  fav^e  only 
the  form  of  the  mantle,  was  a  little  different. 

He  had  two  wives  ;  the  firft  was,  Agnes  Dutton,  fifter  to  Siv 
Piers  Dutton,  of  Dutton,  and  daughter  of  Edmund  Dutton, 
whom  he  married,  A.  D.  1398,  22  Rich.  II.  by  her  he  had 
iflue,  John,  Lawrence,  and  Geffrey  Leycefter,  living  5  Hen.  VI, 
and  Joan,  a  daughter,  married  to  Thomas,  fon  of  Thomas  Starky 
deWrenbury,  1422,  i  Hen.  VI.  alfo  Cicely,  married  Thomas 
Maftcrfon,  ofMafterfcn,  nigh  Nantwich, 

His  fecond  wife  was,  Pillaryne,  widow  to  Robert  Mafly,  of 
Hale,  and  fifter  to  Sir  Richard  Cradock,  Knt,  whom  he  married, 
3  Hen.  VI.  1425,  but  he  had  no  iffue  by  her. 

William  Leycefter,  died  1428,  6  Hen.  VI.  about  the  age  of 
fifty  years,  and  furvived  his  father  thirty  years, 

6.  John  Levcefter,  of  Nether-Tabley,  Efq;  the  elder  fon  and 
heir,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Hamon  Mafl}',  of  Rixton,  in 
Lancaihire,  Efq;  10  Hen.  V.  1422,  and  had  iffue,  John,  Hamon 
Leycefter,  made  parfon  of  Mobberley,  1460,  Randle,  admitted 
into  the  hofpital  of  Holy  Trinity,  and  St,  Thomas,  the  martyr, 
in  Rome,  with  all  privileges  thereof,  1449  ;  Nicholas,  Henry, 
and  William  :  Maud,  a  daughter,  married  to  Thomas,  fon  and 
heir  of  Thomas  Daniell,  of  Over-Tablev,  Efq;  1440,  18  Hen.  VI. 
Alice,  another  daughter,  married  to  Richard,  fon  and  heir  of 
John  Legh,  of  High-Legh,  de  Weft-hall,  Efq;  20  Hen,  VI. 
1442. 

John  Leycefter,  the  elder,  died  2  Edw.  IV,  1462,  about  the 
age  of  fixty-two  years,  and  furvi\'ed  his  father,  thirty -four  years  -y 
Elizabeth,  his  widow,  was  living,  19  Edw.  IV. 

7.  JohnLeycefter,of  Nether-'i\>.bley,Efq;  fon  and  heir,  married 
Margery,  daughter  of  John  Legh,  of  High-Legh,  de  Weft-hall, 
Efq;  20  Hen,  VI.  1442,  (in  his  father's  life-time,)  and  had  nine 
fons,  Thomas  Leyceftec,   liamoji,    Bryan,  I\Iarlin,   John,  Sir 

Lawrence, 
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Lawrence,  a  Chaplain,  Piers,  Roger,  and  Godfrey  :  Ifabel,  a 
.daughter,  married  John  Glegge,  of  Gayton,  inWirrall,  Efq; 

This  John  Leycefter,  died  1496, 12  Hen.  VII.  about  the  age 
of  feventy-three years,  and  furvived  his  father,  thirty-four  years. 

8.  Thomas  Leycefter,  of  Nether-Tabley,  Efq;  fon  and  heir 
of  John,  had  four  wives  ;  I.  Margaret,  fixth  daughter  and  co- 
heir of  Robert  Grofvenor,  of  Houlme,  nigh  Nether- Pever,  Efq; 

.  "whom  he  married,  1464,  4  Edw.  IV.  and  had  ifTue  by  her,  John 
Leycefter,  fon  and  heir.  By  this  Margaret,  Thomas  Leycefter, 
had  the  moiety  of  Nether-Pever,  cum  Little  Pever,  the  third 
part  of  Over- Alderley,  the  third  part  of  Pygreve  wood,  in  the 
demain  lands  of  AUoftock,  in  the  county  of  Chefter,  and  certain 
lands  in  Hope,  juxta  Aftonfeild,  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  by 
partition,  dated  5  Edw.  IV.  1465,  and  Margery  Grofvenor, 
fourth  daughter  and  coheir,  dying  without  iftue,  1474.  John 
Leycefter,  (fon  and  heir  of  Thomas,  and  Margaret,)  had  in  right 
of  his  mother,  asfifter  and  coheir  to  Margery,  a  fifth  part  of  Al- 
loftock,  by  partition,  dated  14 Edw.  IV.  1474;  for  Margery, 
had  all  AUoftock  to  her  {hare  ;  but  Margaret,  the  mother  of  John 
Leycefter,  was  now  dead,  at  the  time  of  this  later  partition.  She 
was  living  9  Ed.  IV.  but  fhewasdead  14  Ed.  IV,  Thefecond 
wife  of  Thomas  Leycefter,  was,  Margery,  the  widow  of  Edmund 
Legh,  of  Baggilegh,  Efq;  and  daughter  of  Sir  John  Savage,  of 
Cliftor,  near  Halton,  in  Chcftiire  :  fhe  was  married  to  Thomas 
Leycefter,  17  Edw.  IV.  1477,  and  by  him  had  ifluc,  Arthur 
Leycefter,  and  Geoffrey,  living  1508. 

The  third  wife  of  Thomas  Leycefter,  v/as,  Elizabeth,  the  wi- 
dow of  Peter  Dutton,  ofHatton,  Efq;  and  daughter  of  Sir  Ro- 
bert Fowlehurfl:,  of  Crew,  in  Chefhire,  whom  he  married,  22 
Hon.VII.  1506. 

The  fourth  wife  was,  Blanch,  the  rich  widow  of  Oliver  Ber- 
defley,  of  Warrington,  whom  he  married,  1522,  14  Hen.  VIII. 
but  he  had  no  iflue  by  her. 

ThisThomas,  purchafed  again,  the  one  moiety  ofHeild,  1500, 
16  Hen.  VII.  which  John,  fon  ofNicholas,  fold. 

Thomas  Leycefter,  of  Tabley,  Efq;  died  about  1526.  18  Hen. 
VIII.  about  tlie  age  of  eighty-two  years,  and  furvived  his  father, 
thirty  years. 

9.  John  Leycefter,  of  Nether-Tabley,  Efq;  fon  and  heir, 
married  Lucy,  daughter  of  John  Ratcliffe,  of  Ratclifle,  in  Lan- 
caftiire,  Efq;  19  Edw.  IV.  1479  ;  by  whom  he  had  iflue,  Wil- 
liam Leycefter,  who  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Richard  Sneyd, 
of  Bradwell,  in  Staffbrdftiire,  Efq;  23  Hen.  VII.  1508  ;  bat 
William,  dying  without  iflue,  in  the  life-time  of  John,  his  fa- 
ther :  Anne,  his  widow,  married  Roger  Hurlefton,  of  Chefter, 
Efq;  25  Hen.  VIII.  1533. 

.    After 
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After  the  death  oJ'Lucy,  John  Leyceiler,  married  Alice,  daugh- 
ter of  Henry  Henfhaw,  de  Milne-houfe,  nigh  Chelford,  Gent. 
15  Hen.  Vn.  1499)  ^"'^  ^Y  l^e^had  iflue,  Peter  Leyceiler,  who 
fucceeded  heir  to  his  father;  Richard,  another  fon  ;  James  Ley- 
cefter,  third  fon,  from  whom  the  Leycefters,  of  Hale-lowe,  in 
Bodon  parifh,  defcended  ;  and  Lawrence,  another  fon,  living, 
1577  ;  alfo  Ifabel,  a  daughter,  married  John  Ogle,  of  Roby,  in 
Lancafhire,  Efq; 

This  John  Leycefter,  had  alfo  two  baftard  fons,  Nicholas, 
from  whom  the  Leycefters,  of  Heild,  defcended,  and  John  Ley- 
cefter, who  died  without  ifTue  ;  alfo  three  baftard  daughters  ; 
Elizabeth,  married  Thomas  Swynton,  of  Nether- Knotsford, 
30  Hen.  Vin.  Joan,  another  bafe  daughter  i  fhe  was  called  Joan 
Birchenhead,    1543,  and  Margaret, 

John  Leycefter,  ofTabley,  fold  Hulme  houfe,  in  Over- Alder- 
ley,  now  called  the  Pafl:ures,  unto  Nicholas  Hobfon,  18  Hen. 
vn.  1502. 

This  John,  died  35  Hen.VIH.  1543,  and  was  buried  at  Great- 
Budworth,  in  our  lady  Mary's  chapel,  there,  in  the  appropriate 
burial-place  of  his  family,  in  the  feventy-feventh  year  of  his  a'^e, 
and  furvived  his  father,  feventeen  years. 

10.  Piers  Leycefter,  of  Nether-Tabley,  Efq;  fon  and  heir  of 
John,  by  Alice,  his  fecond  wife,  married  Alice,  daughter  of  Sir 
John  Holford,  of  Holford,  juxta  Nether-Tabley,  21  Hen.  VHI. 
1529,  by  whom  he  had  ifllie,  Peter,  Adam,  William,  third  fon, 
from  whom  the  Leycefters,  of  Legh,  in  Staffbrdfhire,  defcended  y 
Alice,  a  daughter,  married  Geffrey  Brereton,  fon  and  heir  of 
Sir  Richard  Brereton,  of  Tatton,  nigh  Knotsford,  155 1,  5  Edw, 
VL  Margaret,  another  daughter,  married  Richard  Birkenhed, 
of  Manley,  recorder  of  Chefteri  Elizabeth,  Ellen,  and  Parnell, 
were  never  married. 

Piers,  had  alfo  two  baftard  fons,  John,  and  Chriftopher.  He 
bought  the  lands  of  Budworth,  2  Edw.  VL  and  Symcock's  tene- 
ment, in  Marfton,  7  Eliz.  1564,  and  the  lands  of  Northwich, 
13  Eliz.  157 1  ;  for  the  effeding  ofthefe,  he  fold  the  land,  m 
Hope,  juxta  Aftonfeild,  in  Staftbrdfhire,  which  came  by  Mar- 
garet Grofvenour  j  a  very  fmall  parcel,  and  remote. 

Piers  Leycefter,  Efq;  died  8  April,  1577,  19  Eliz,  and  was 
buried  at  Great-Budworth,  the  nth  of  April,  following,  in  the 
appropriate  burial-place  of  his  family,  in  our  Lady's  chapel  there, 
in  the  feventieth  year  of  his  age,  and  furvived  his  father,  thirty- 
four  years,  Alice,  his  wife,  was  buried  alfo  at  Great-Budworth, 
1575,  17  Eliz.  30thofAuguft. 

Piers  Leycefter,  in  his  will,  bequeaths  his  body  to  be  buried  in 
his  chapel,  at  Great-Budworth.  This  chapel,  anciently  wasftilcd. 
Our  Lady  Mary^s  chapel;  but  of  late  times,  Dutton's  tenants, 
have  ftiled  it,  Dutton-chapel  i  and  Leycefter's  tenants,  ftiled  it, 

Leycefter's 
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Leycefter's  chapel  ;  for  both  have  right  of  burial  here  :  but  now 
of  late,  to  wit,  1670,  Leycefter's  part  of  the  faid  chapel,  is  fepa- 
rated,  and  railed  out  from  the  reft,  and  is  now  entire  within  it 
felf,  as  a  diftindl  chapel  of  it  felf. 

In  this  lady  Mary's  chapel  aforefaid,  was  anciently  the  image 
©f  the  virgin  Mary,  cut  in  wood,  curioufly  trimmed  and  decked, 
her  flioes  gilded,  and  hair  faftened  on  her  head  ;  fet  on  a  frame 
of  wood,  about  two  foot  high  :  but  thefe  idolatrous  images  were 
removed  out  of  all  the  churches  in  England,  upon  reformation  of 
religion,  which  wasfirft  done,  by  command  of  Henry  VIII.  1538. 
Speed's  Hi/I.  p.  790.  But  this,  of  Budworth,  was  taken  down, 
hewed  in  pieces,  and  burned  in  the  vicar's  oven,  about  1559,  by 
command  from  Qiieen  Elizabeth,  who  purged  all  the  churches 
•from  what  remained  of  thofe  images. 

11.  Peter  Leycefter,  of  Nether-Tabley,  Efq;  fon  and  heir, 
married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and. fole  heir  of  Edward  Colvvich, 
ofColwich,  in  StafFordfhire,  Efq;  near  Owfley  bridge,  i  and  2 
Philip  and  Mary,  1554,  and  had  ifTue,  Peter,  who  died  without 
ifl'ue  ;  Alice,  married  Sir  George  Leycefter,  of  Toft ;  Elizabeth, 
married  George  Legh,  of  High-Legh,  Efq;  1581,  and  Catherine, 
married  John,  fon  and  heir  of  George  Ireland,  ofHutt,  in  Lan- 
caftiire,  Efq;    1583. 

This  Peter,  purchafed  Stanley  of  Hooton's,  fifth  part  of  AI- 
loftock,  21  Eliz. 

He  died  21  die  Julii,  1581,  23  Eliz,  and  was  buried  at  Great- 
Budworth,  the  26th  of  the  fame  month,  in  the  fortieth  year  of 
his  age,  and  furvived  his  father,  four  years, 

Elizabeth,  his  widow,  married  George  Ireland,  of  Hutt,  in 
Lancafhire,  1583,  26  Eliz, 

The  three  daughters  and  heirs,  carried  away  the  lands  of  their 
mother  ;  but  this  Peter,  entailed  all  his  ancient  lands,  on  his  bro- 
ther, Adam  Leycefter,   1581. 

12.  Adam  Leycefter,  of  Nether-Tabley,  Efq;  brother  and 
heir-male  to  Peter,  married  J3orothy,  the  widow  of  Thomas 
Holford,  fon  and  heir  of  Chriftopher  Holford,  of  Holford,  Efqij 
and  daughter  of  Peter  Shakerley,  of  Houlme,  nigh  Nether-Pe- 
ver,  Efq;  9  Jan.  1582,  and  had  iftuc,  John,  who  died  young, 
buried  at  Great  Budworth,  1586.  Piers  Leycefter,  fecond  fon, 
died  an  infant  ;  Peter,  born  July  10,  1588,  furvived  heir,  and 
Adam,  who  died  very  young. 

This  Adam  Leycefter,  Efq;  died  7  June,  and  was  buried  at 
Great  Budworth,  June  17,  33Eliz.  1591,  and  furvived  his  bro- 
ther Peter,  ten  years, 

Dorothy,  widow  of  Adam,  purchafed  the  other  moiety  of 
Heild,  1601,  and  fo  the  whole  is  now  reverted;  Ihe  alfo  built 
the  gatehoufe  at  Netiier- Tabley,  and  {he  was  buried  at  Ncther- 
Pcver,  23  A  p.  1630. 
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13.  Peter  Leycefter,  of  Nether-Tablcy,  Efq;  foil  and  heir, 
married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  Randle  Manwaring,  ofOver- 
Pever,  the  elder,  i6n,  9  Jac,  I.  He  was  but  thice  years  old, 
when  his  father  Adam  died, and  was  ward  to  his  mother,  who  had 
compounded  for  his  wardfhip  with  Q^  Elizabeth.  He  had  ilTue 
Margaret,  who  died  very  young  ;  Peter  Leycefter,who  wrote  the 
antiquities  of  Chefhire,  born  March  3,  1613,  Elizabeth,  died 
very  young  ;  Philip,who  died  young  ;  another  Philip,  bora  1618, 
made  fellow  of  Brazen-nofe  college,  1643,  ^^^^  died,  unmarried, 
1653;  Thomas,  who  died,  unmarried,  1652;  Adam,  captain 
of  a  company  of  foot  in  Ireland,  who  married  Mrs.  MaryThad- 
dius,  widow  of  L-ieutenant  Pope,  in  Ireland,    1667,    fhe  was 

daughter  of Thaddius,  late  of  Northdown,  in  Kent,  of  a 

welch  extraction.  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Peter,  died  at  Nether- 
Tabley,  faturday,  Nov.  13,  1641,  and  was  buried  at  Over-Pe- 
ver,  as  fhe  had  oft  in  her  life-time  defired. 

Peter,  her  hufband,  died,  Tuefday,  March  7,  1647,  aged  50 
years,  and  8  months,  and  was  buried  at  Great-Budworth,  in 
the  burial-place  of  his  anceftors,  having  furvived  his  father  56 
years. 

14.  Sir  Peter  Leycefter,  of  Nether- Tabley,  Bart,  advanced 
to  that  dignity,  12  Car.  II.  fon  and  heir,  married  Elizabeth,  the 
third  and  youngeft  daughter  of  Gilbert,  late  lord  Gerard,  ofGe- 
rard's-Bromley,  in  StafFordfliire,  by  lady  Elianor,  his  wife,  daugh- 
ter and  fole  heir  of  Thomas  Dutton,  late  of  Dutton,  in  Chefhire, 
EfqiThis  Peter,  and  Elizabeth,  were  married  at  Dutton,  Nov. 6, 
1642,  and  had  ifTue,  Robert  Leycefter,  eldeft  fon,  born  at  Chef- 
ter,  Sept.  11,  1643,  Byron  Leycefter,  fecond  fon,  died  young; 
Thomas,  third  fon,  died  at  17,  tnagms  fpet  Juve?iis  ;  Elianor, 
eldeft  daughter,  married  Aug.  29,  1665,  Raufe  Leycefter,  eldeft 
fon  of  George  Leycefter,  of  Toft,  Efq;  and  had  iftue;  Elizabeth, 
fecond  daughter,  married  Samuel  Birch,  younger  fon  of  John 
Birch,  of  Whithorn,  in  Herefordftiire,  Efqj  1666,  fhe  died  of 
the  fmall-pox,  the  laft  of  November,  1667,  and  was  buried  at 
Whitborn-church  ;  Byron  Leycefter,  third  daughter.  This  Sir 
Peter,  died  Odl.  11,  1678,  and  lies  buried  in  Budworth-church, 
in  Chefhire,  where  is  a  handfome  monument,  with  thisinfcrip- 
tion  (a).

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Sir  Charles  Wheler,  Bart,  (a)  in  the  reign  of  K.  Charles  IL 
was  colonel  of  a  regiment  of  foot,  governor  of  the  Leeward 
iflands,  and  reprefentaiive  in  parliament  for  the  univerfity  of 
Cambridge,  having  formerly  been  fellow  of  Trinity-college,  and 
had  the  honour  to  be  one  of  the  gentlemen,  entrulied  to  carry 
the  plate  of  that  univerfity  to  King  Charles  I.  then  in  diilrefs. 
He  had  one  fifter,  Elizabeth,  married  to  Richard  Binckes,  citi-

Line, 
Efq;)  he  married  Grace,  daughter  of Stone,  but  died  with- 
out iillie,  and  lies  buried  in  Briftol  cathedral,  where,  below  the 
other  tomb,  is  one  of  freeftone,  in  m.emory  of  Sir  John  Newtor, 
who  died  166 1  ('rtj,  as  I  am  informed.

in  com.  Ebor.  Knt.  (reli£l  of  Sir  Richard  Bright,  of  Badfworth, 
in  com.  Ebor.  Bart.)  by  whom  he  had  a  daughter,  married  to

fame  places,  Knt.  who  took  to  wife,  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Mi- 
chael Hampden,  of  Hartwell,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had  twenty- four 
children  :  Thomas  Lee,  Efq;  his  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  pofTefled 
Morton,  and  Hartwell ;  he  was  high  (herifF  of  Bucks,  4  Car.

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merchant,  and  had  iffue,  i.  Sir  Thomas,  his  fuccefibr  ;  2.  Sir 
William  Lee,  Knt.  who  was  firil:  made  on?  of  the  judges  of  the 
court  cf  kin^'s-bench,  and  is  now  lord  chiet-juilice  of  England  : 
he  married,  firftj  a  daughter  of  Mr.  Goodwin,  of  Bury,  in  Suf- 
folk, and  has  one  fon,  William  ;  fhe  dying,  Nov.  1729,  he 
m.arried  to  his  fcccnd  lady,  Mrs.  Melnioth,  relicl  of  Mr.  Mel- 
moth,  a  merchant,  and  daughter  of  Mr.  Drake,  a  merchant,  by 
whom  he  hath  no  iffue  ;  3.

Efq;  had  that  lordfliip,  and  was 
progenitor  of  Sir  Raphe  Aflfieton,  of  Lever,  and  Whaley,  in  the 
fame  county,  who  was  created  baronet  by  King  James,  June  2C, 
1620,  which  title  expired  with  Sir  John  Aflheton, Bart,  his  tenth 
and  youngeft  fon,  June  19,  1697. 

Sir  Richard  Aftlieton,  Knt.  (elder  brother  of  Sir  Raphe,  of 
Whaley,)  fucceeded  his  father  in  the  eftate,  atMiddleton,  3  Hen. 
VII.  He  received  the  honour  of  knighthood  from  the  lord  Strange, 
the  general  in  the  camp  f^j,  for  his  courage  and  behaviour  in  the 
Scottifh  wars,  and  died  on  the  28th  of  April,  23  Hen.  VII.  He 
leftifTue,  by  Ifabel  his  wife,  daughter  to  John  Tlbot,  of  Sale- 
bury,  Efq;  (which  lady  died,  A.  D.  1531,)  one  fon,  Richard, 
and  four  daughters  ;  i.  Margaret,  wife  to  John  Hopwood,  of 
Hopwood  ;  2.  Alice,  married  firft,  to  John  Laurence;  fecondly, 
to  Richard  Radclyff,  of  RadcIyfF-tower ;  and  thirdly,  toThom'ji'j 
Booth,  of  Hackenfall  ;  the  third  daughter  was  wife  of  Holt,  of 
Stubley,  and  4. Elizabeth,  married  toRobert,  fon  of  Thurftan  Hol- 
land, of  Denton,  Efqrs.  all  in  com.  Lane.  This  Sir  Richard, 
lies  buried  in  the  choir,  at  Middleton,  where,  on  a  brafs  plate, 
round  a  plain  ftone,  is  this  infcription  :

Sir  Richard  Aniieton,Knt.  his  only  fon,{iiCceeded  his  father,  at 
whofe  ^caih,,  lie  was  twenty-fix  years  of  age  j  after  which,  he  con- 
du£l:ed  a  band  of  folJiers  to  Flodden-field,  againft  the  Scots,  from 
whence  he  brought  the  kmgof  Scof^^Iand's  fcandard-bearer's  fword, 
(a)  and  took  prifoner  there,  Sir  John  Foreman,  Knt.  ferjea.nt- 
porter  to  the  king  of  Scots,  and  Alexander  Barret,  high  fneriftof 
Aberdeen,  with  other  prifoners,  and  delivered  them  to  the  duke 
of  Norfclk,  then  eail-marfnal. — At  his  return  home,  he  dedi- 
cated his  ftandard  and  armour,  to  St.  Leonard,  of  Middleton  ; 
and  for  his  fervices  there,  had  knighthood  from  the  king  himfelf, 
at  London,  with  divers  enfranchlfements  granted  him,  within  his 
lordfhip  of  Middleton.  In  a  window,  on  the  north  fide  of  Mid- 
dleton church,  is  this  memorial  for  him,  in  old  black  letters  fZij : 
Orate  pro  bono  ilr.t u  Ricardi  Afilieton,  ct  eorum  qui 
hanc  fenellram  fieri  fecerunt,  quorum  Araia  et  Ima- 
gines fupra  oiienduntur.   Anno  Dom.  MCCCCCV. 

His  lady  was,  Anne,  daiighter  to  Sir  Robert  Foulhurft,  of 
Crew,  in  com.  Ceflr.  Knt.  bv  -//hom  he  had  ilFue,  Richard,  Tho- 
mas, and  Edmund  ;  which  lall:  died  redor  of  the  church  of  Mid- 
dleton, 20  Aug.  A,  D.  1522,  as  appears  by  a  ftiort  infcription 
for  him,  on  a  brafs  plate,  fix'd  to  his  tomb,  in  that  parifh  chuich. 

Sir  Richard  Afilieton,  eldell  fon  and  heir,  was  knighted  i  Ed. 
VL  and  died  in  the  third  year  of  that  king's  reign,  having  had 
two  wives  ;  firft,  Anne,  daughter  to  Sir  Thomas  Strickland,  of 
Lonfdale,  in  com.  Cumbr.  Knt.  by  whom  he  had  feven  fons  ; 
J.Richard;  2.Rnbcrt,  rector  of  Middleton,  in  2  Edward  VL 
■9.  John,  alfo  reclor  of  Middleton,  who  had  feven  fons ;  two 
whereof-,  Abdy,  and  Jam.es,  were  likewife  parfons  there.  4. 
Raphe,  who  had  pofterlty  ;  but  Thomas,  Leonard,  and  Fran-

John, 
twin  with  Mary,  who  died  infants  ;  and  Anne,  married  Ed- 
ward Thornicroft,  of  Thornicroft,  in  co.m.  Ceffr.  Efq;  This 
Sir  Raphe,  died  April  23,  1665,  and  his  lady,  Ocl.  27,  1684,  ^"d 
lie  buried  in  the  fame  chapel,  in  Middleton  church,  where,  on  a 
plain  ftone,  is  this  infcription  (h) :

(JOHN,    ESQJJIRE.) 

Created  Baronet^  Aug.  28,   i66dj 

THIS  familv  defcends  from  Thomas  Hales,  of  Hales  rlace^ 
in  Kent,  a  younger  branch  of  the  family  of  Hales,  of 
Woodchurch,  (whofe  dcfccnt  fee  in  Vol.  L  p.  219.)  which 
Thomas,  was  father  of  Jnnics,  whofe  fon  John,  had  ifl'ue  Tho- 
mas, who  was  an  alderman  of  the  citv  of  Canterbury,  and  by 
the  daughter  ofTrefrie,  of  Cornwall,  had  four  fons,  from  whoni 
feveral  confiderable  perfons  defcendcd,  and  therefore  we  fhall 
diftinftly  treat  of  them.  i.  Chriftophcr,  who  married  a  daugh- 
ter of  Thomas  Lucy,  of  Cherlecote,  in  com.  Warw.  Efq; 
and  had  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  heir  to  his  uncle,  as  here- 
after mentioned.  2,  John  Hales,  Clerk  of  the  Flannaper,  temp. 
Hen.  Vin.  of  v/hom  Anthony  Wood  fays  (<?),  *  He  was  com- 

*  rnonly  called  Club-foot  Hales,  becaufe  in  his  younger  days  he 

*  had  got  that  deformity  by  a  wound  from  his  own  dagger  at  the 

*  bottom  df  his  foot.     This  perfon  being  very  much  addi(5led  to 

*  letters  from  his  childhood,  was  fent  to  the  univeriity,  and  hav- 

*  ing  a  happy  mcmor}%  accompanied  with   incredible  induftry, 

*  became  admirably  well  fkilled  in  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  He- 

brew 
(«»)  Atin-n,  Oxoii,  vol.  I.  p.  176, 
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*  brew  fongues,  and  at  length  in  the  municipal  laws,  and  in  an- 

*  tiquities ;  which  made  him  admired  by  all  ingenious  men  of 

*  his  time.     In  the  reign  of  Hen.  VIII.  he  was  clerk  of  the 

*  Hamper  (Hannaper)  for   feveral  years,    and  obtained   a  fair 

*  eftate  in  Warwickfhire,  and   elfewhere,  upon   the   difToIution 

*  of  monafteries  and  chauntries  j  founded  a  free  fchool  atCoven- 

*  try,  and  for  the  ufe  of  the  youth  to  be  taught  there,  did  wfite, 

*  hitroduSfio7ies  ad  Grammat'icam^  partly  ip   Englifti,  and   partly 

*  in  Latin.  He  wrote  alfo.  Highway  to  Nobility  ;  and  tranflated 
'  into  Englifh,  Pfecepfs  for  the  Prefer-vation  of  health.  Whea 
'  Queen  Mary  came  to  the  crown,  he  fled  beyond  fea  as  a  volun- 
'  tary  exile,  and  fettling  at  Frankfort,  in   Germany,  we  find 

*  him  a  zealous  man  for  the  uniting  of  the  exiles  there  in  peace. 

*  When  Qiieen  Elizabeth  fucceeded,  he  returned,  and  the  firfl 
'  thing  that  made  him   then    to    be  noted  was,  an  oration  to 

*  Qiieen  Elizabeth,  at  her  firft  entrance  to   her  reign  ;   it  was 

*  not  fpoken,  but  delivered  in  writing  to  her  by  a  nobleman. 

*  He  alfo  wrote  a  little  book  in  favour  of  the  houfe  of  Suffolk, 

*  efpecially  of  the  children  of  Edward  Seymoar,  earl  of  Hert- 

*  ford,  eldefl:  fon  of  Edward,  Duke  of  Somerfet,  who  was  mar- 

*  ricd  to  the  lady  Katherine  Grey,  daughter  of  Henry,  Duke  of 

*  Suffolk,  (of  near  alliance  in  blood  to  the  Queen;)  the  effedl 
^  of  which,  was  to  derive  the  title  of  the  Crown  of  England, 

*  in  cafe  Queen  Elizabeth  fliould  die  without  iflue,  to  the  houfc 

*  of  Suffolk.  This  marriage,  notwithftanding  the  archbifhop 
'  of  Canterbury,  did  by  his  fentence  pronounce  unlavvful,  yet 
'  our  author  Hales,  who  was  efleemed  a  man  very  opinionative^ 

*  though  otherwife  very  learned,  did  maintain  in  the  faid  book, 
^  that  their  fole  confent  did  legitimate  their  conjun^ion.     Which 

*  pamphlet  flying  abroad,  came  ftraightway  to  the  court :  where- 

*  upon  the  Queen  and  the  nobles  being  highly  offended,  the  au- 

*  thor  was  quickly  difcovered,  and  forthwith  imprifoned  in  the 

*  Tower  cf  London.     Soon  after  (fays  Wood)  Nicholas  Bacon^ 

*  then  lord-keeper,  was  prefumed  to  have  had  a  finger  in  it,  for 
'  which  he  had   like  to  have  loft  his   o3ice,    if  Sir  Anthony 

*  Browne,  who  had  been  lord  chief-juftice  of  the  common-pleas 
'  in  Qiieen  Mary's  time,  would  have  accepted  of  it,  which  her 

*  majefty  offered  to  him,  and  the  earl  of  Leicefter  earneftly  ex- 
'  horted  him  to  take  it,  but  he  refufed  it,  for  that  he  was  of  a 

*  different  religion  from  the  ftate  :  and  fo  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon, 

*  remained  in  his  place,  at  the  great  inftance  of  Sir  William 

*  Cecil,   (afterwards   lord  treafurer)    who,    though   he  was  to 

*  be  privy  to  the  faid  book,    yet  was  the  matter  fo  wifely  laid 

*  upon  Hales  and  Bacon,  that   Sir  William  was  kept  free,  and 

*  thereby  had  more  authority  and  grace  to  procure  the  other's 

*  pardon,  as  he  did.     Soon  after,  John  Lefley,  bifhop  of  Rofs, 

*  a  great  creature  of  Mary,  Queen  of  Scots,   did  anfv/er  that 

M  :*  *  book. 
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book,  for  which  he  got  the  good  will  of  many,  of  others, 
not.  As  for  our  author  Hales,  he  gave  way  to  fate  on  the  5th 
of  the  calends  of  January,  in  hfteen  hundred  feventy  and  two. 
He  died  without  iiTue,  fo  that  his  cftate,  which  chiefly  lay  in 
Warwickfoire,  of  which  his  principal  houfe  in  Coventry, 
called  Hales-Place,  otherwife  the  White-fryers,  was  part, 
went  to  John,  Ton  of  his  brother  Chriftopher  Hales,  (fome- 
time  alfo  an  exile  at  Frankfort)  whofe  pofterity  doth  remain 
there.'  Sir  William  Dugdale,  in  his  Antiquities  of  Warwick- 
fhire  (a),  mentions  that  '  St.  John's  Hofpital  in  Coventry,  was 
by  letters  patents  dated  July  23,  37  Hen.  VHI.  with  all  the 
lands  and  pofleiTions  thereunto  belonging,  granted  unto  John 
Hales,  Gent,  and  his  Heirs;  which  John,  being  an  adlive 
man  in  thofe  days,  and  clerk  of  the  hamper  (an  office  then  of 
no  fmall  benefit)  and  having  accumulated  a  great  eftate  in  mo- 
naftry  and  chantry  lands,  refolved  to  eredl  a  lafting  monument 
to  his  memory,  (for  he  had  neither  child  nor  wife)  and  there- 
upon defigning  the  foundation  of  a  free  fchool  here,  and  that 
the  king  ihould  have  the  honour  thereof,  (for  which  refpe£l  he 
had  no  little  favour  in  his  purchafes,  as  I  have  credibly  heard) 
obtained  licence  for  the  amortizing  of  lands  thereto,  of  CC. 
marks  per  an.  value.  Converting  the  buildings  to  that  ufe  j  on 
the  front  whereof  is  this  following  Infcription :

Howbcit,  till  15  Eliz.  which  was  the  year  wherein  he  died, 
this  fchool,  fo  by  him  begun  to  be  founded,  was  not  certainly 
endowed  :  but  then  his  executors  Thomas  Docwra,  of  Offely, 
in  Hcrtfordfliirc,  Efq;  and  Bartholomew  Hales,  of  Snytter- 
feild,  in  Warvv.  Gent,  in  accomplilhment  of  the  truft  repofed 
in  them  by  the  faid  John,  did  by  deed  convey  and  afTure  unto 
the  mayor,  bailiffs  and  commonalty  of  Coventry,  the  fite  of 
the  faid  hofpital,  and  lands  thereto  appertaining,  with  divers 
mefiuages,  iffc.  to  maintain  mafters,  and  ufhers,  i3'c. 
'  This  John  Hales,  bought  alfo  the  White-fryers  in  Coventry, 
of  Sir  Ralph  Sadler,  Knt.  It  was  he  whom  the  learned  Le- 
land  called  Hales,  with  the  club-foot ;  which  lamenefs  and  de- 
formity was  occailoned  (/»),  (as  I  have  heard)  by  a  wound  with 
a  dagger,  diat  cafually,  in  running,  fell  forth  of  the  {heath 
into  tlie  dirt,  fo  that  as  he  ilept  forward,  the  fole  of  his  foot 
did  hit  upon  the  point  thereof.  He  died  5  cal.  Jan.  anno 
1572  ;  and  by  will  appoi;ited  Hales-PIace,  alias  White-fryers,

*  his  fon  Chriftopher  Hales,  Efq;  whofe  fon  Sir  John  Hales, 

*  Knt.  and  Bart,  left  ilTue  Sir  Chriftopher  Hales,  Bart,  who 
'  died  a  batchelor,  about  1717  ;  whofe  brother  Sir  Edward,  upon 
^  his  death,  procured  an  a£l  of  parliament  for  the  fale  of  it,  in 

*  order  to  difcharc^e  Sir  Chriftopher's  debts,  and  was  purchafed 
'  by  John,  Duke  of  Montagu;  \^ho  in  1722,  conveyed  it  to 

*  Samuel  Hill,  of  Shenfton  Purk,  com.  S^.n'  Efq;  v/ho  enjoys  the

Knt.  relict  of  Francis  Dcthick,  of 
Newhull,  Efq;  ({lie  afterwards  mzrried,  to  her  third  hufband, 
Henry  Gibbs,  Efq;)  and  had  only  one  daughter,  Elizabeth, 
who  died  before  her  father,  Sir  Bartholomew,  who  died  16 19. 
The  fourth  fon  of  Thomas,  was  Stephen  Hales,  of  Neuland,  ^ 
in  com.  Warw.  Efq;  who  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Richard 
Morrifon  of  Bucks,  and  was  father  of  Sir  Charles  Hales,  of  New- 
land,  Knt.  one  of  the  king's  council  at  York,  who  died  Feb, 
2,  1618,  leaving  iflue  by  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Walter  Fifli, 
of  London,  Stephen  Hales,  of  New^land,  Efq;  heir  to  his 
coufm  Sir  Bartholomew  ;  he  married  Abigail,  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam Walter,  of  Wimbleton,  in  Surry,  Efq;  was  father  of 
Sir  Stephen  Hales,  knight  of  the  bath,  who  died  S,  P.  1668, 
and  lies  buried  at  Snitterfeild  (i),  in  con"".  Warw.

John  Hales,  Efq;  of  the  White-fryers,  in  Coventry,  was 
advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet,  12  Car.  U.  He  married 
a  daughter  of  alderman  Johnfon,  of  London,  by  whom  he  had 
(a)  Sir  Chriftopher,  his  fuccefTor  ;  Sir  Edward,  fucceflbr  to  his 
brother  :  and  Dorothy  (^),  married  to  Mjchael  Rutter,  of  Bur- 
ton on  the  hill,  in  com,  Glouceft.  Efq;  and  another  daughter, 
married  to  Mr.  Eyre,  of  Lincoln. 

Sir  Chriftopher  Hales,  Bart,  eldcft  fon  and  fuccefTor,  repre- 
fented  the  city  of  Coventry  in  parliament,  moft  part  of  the 
reign  of  King  William,  and  great  part  of  Queen  Anne's,  but 
dying  unmarried  Jan.  7,  1716-17,  was  fucceeded  in  dignity  and 
eftate  by  his  brother. 

Sir  Edward  Hales,  Bart,  who  married  the  daughter  of «— — — 
Thorpe,  of  Middlefex,  Efq;  and  died  September  1720.  leaving 
ilTue  three  fons  :  I.  Sir  Chriftopher,  his  fuccelfor  ;  2.

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216.  Swinburne,  of  Capheaton,  Northumberland, 

(JOHN,   Esquire,) 
Created  Baronet,  September  26,  1660. 

THIS  family  takes  it  name  from  their  ancient  patri- 
mony, or  habitation,  Swinburne-Caftle,  in  the  county 
of  Northumberland  ;  a  lordfhip  heretofore  appertaining  to  the 
Umfraviles,  barons  of  Prudhou,  of  whom  they  held  it,  and  bore 
allufive  arms,  as  now  ufed  ;  feme  have  efteemed  them  barons  by 
tenure,  but  Sir  William  Dugdale,  has  not  noted  them  as  fuch : 
though  it  is  cvideiit  they  had  ample  poflcfljons,  and  were  of  e- 
queftrian  dignity. 

The  firft  I  meet  with  is  in  a  deed  (a)  without  date,  from  John, 
the  prior,  and  the  convent  of  Angulftald,  (Hexham)  giving  and 
granting  to  John,  fon  of  Richard,  de  Eail-Swinburne,  all  the 
lands  which  Sampfon  de  Swinburne,  fometime  held  of  them  in 
that  town,  and  in  Stelden,  with  pafture  in  the  moor  of  Gun- 
warton,  dfc.  witnefTed  by  Hugh  de  Boleb.et,  isfc.  Knts.  John, 
de  Eaft-Swinburne,  &c.  and  others.  Which  John  deEaft-Swin- 
burne,  I  take  p  he  the  eldeft  fon  of  John  ;  and  that  he  was  af- 
terwards a  knight  j  the  fame  fo  exprefled  in  a  charter  of  John  de 
Cambow,  fans  date ;  and  in  ajiother,  fans  date,  of  Sir  William 
de  Haulton,  Knt.  thus  named.  His  tejiihus  Dom.  Roberto  de 
Ballio  tunc  Vic.  Com.  Northumh.  (he  was  {herifF26  5c  27  Ed.  I.) 
"Johanne  de  Swinburne^  Milittpus.,  yohanne  de  Infula  de  Wood- 
kurne,  Roberto  de  Prudkow^  {t.  e.  Umfra\'ii,e,  hjs  father  Gilbert, 
earlof  Angos,  then  living,)  i^  aL  (b).  And  that  the  fon  of 
Sir  John  Swinburne,  was  Robert,  to  whom  King  Edward  I.  in 
the  8th  year  of  his  reign,  for  his  good  fervices  done  in  Scotland, 
and  to  be  done  hereafter,  granted  the  mannour  of  Knarefdale, 
with  the  appurtenances,  within  the  liberty  of  Tindale,  which 
had  been  John  Pratt's,  one  of  the  king's  enemies,  and  forfeited 
by  his  rebellion  ;  to  hold  in  fee  of  the  crown,  by  the  fame  fer- 
vices as  Pratt  performed.  This  was  given  by  the  king  and  coun- 
cil, and  fealed  with  a  great  green  wax  feal  (c).  Next  was  Sir 
,Adam  de  Swinborne,  Knt.  living  8  Ed.  11.  (d),  who  had  iflue 
Adam,  written  baron  Swinborne,  of  Swinborne,  20  Ed.  II.  (^), 
whofe  fifters  and  co-heirs  were  Chriftian,  married  to  John  deWid- 
derington  ;  Barbara,  to  John  de  Strivelyn,  of  Built-Caftle,  in 
Cumberland ,""Iunimoned  a  baron  from   16  to  44  Ed.  III.  and

The  elder  houfe  being  expired,  the  younger  had  commence- 
rncnt  in  Sir  William,  brother  or  fon,  I  prefume,  to  Sir  John  ; 
which  Sir  William,  was  living  42  Hen.  III.  for  then,  or  before, 
Reginald  Prath,  had  enfeoffed  him,  by  deed  dated  atCholierton,8th 
year  of  the  reign  of  King  Alexander,  fon  of  Alexander,  king  of 
Scots,  in  prefenceof  SirWilliam  Herun,  then  flieriff  of  Northum- 
berland, fhe  was  fterifFfrom  11  to  42  Hen.  Ill,  inclufive),  Rich- 
ard de  Middleton,  Roger  de  Sayhingtor,  then  bailiff  of  Hextelde- 
fham,  Nicholas  de  Swinburne,  Nicholas  deVeteriponte,  then  bai- 
liff otTyndale,  John  de  Swinburne,  feV.  (a).  The  lands  Reginald 
gave  him  were,  Haughton,  and  Huntland,  in  Tyndale,  William- 
fton,  and  Slaghingford  on  the  weft  part  of  Tyne,  in  Knarefdale, 
which  were  confirmed  by  Alexander,  king  of  Scots,  A.  D. 
1257,  (b). 

Chollerton,  and  all  his  eftate  thereabouts,  this  Sir  William,  ob- 
tained of  Gilbert  de  Umfravile,  earl  of  Angos,  for  his  faithful 
fervices  ;  together  with  common  of  wood  in  Birtley,  Chefter- 
hopp,  and  Boteland,  under  his  feal  ;  which  was  afterwards  con- 
firmed, 29  May,  53  Ken.  III.  (<:),  and  this  family  thereupon 
affumed  the  bearing  of  cinquefoils  for  their  arms. 

Neither  was  he  in  lefs  favour  with  the  Scots,  for  he  had  a 
proteftion  for  himfelf  and  his  lands,  witneffed  by  P.  earl  of 
DunLarr,  Robert  de  Maners,  ijfc,  the  8th  of  King  Alexander  (d)  i 
and  in  the  24th  of  that  king's  reign,  by  letters  patents  dated 
15  ivlar.  at  Scoon,  and  dire<'ted  to  the  bailiffs,  ijfc.  of  Tindale, 
had  the  liberty,  for  his  life-time,  not  to  be  put  on  aflizc,  jury, 
ts'c.  neither  to  be  high-fheriff,  coroner,  cbtadlor,  forreffer, 
verderer,  agifn-r,  regarder,  or  officiate  in  any  matters  as  a  mi- 
niftcr,  2gainft  his  will  ;  which  was,  as  it  is  fpecified,  at  the  in- 
liance  of  his  royal  confort  Queen  Margaret  (t?),  whofe  treafurcr 
this  Sir  William  was,  as  by  account  taken  A.  D.  1263,  from  the 
ye,ar  1259,  appears  ;  which  he  alfo  enjoyed  A.  D.  1269,  a  man- 
damus being  then  fcnt  from  her  to  them  of  Cumberland,  to  be 
anfwerable  to  him  her  treafiirer,  for  difpatching  her  bufinefs 
there,  or  to  his  fubftitute.  About  this  time  alfo  Bartholomew 
Prat,  releafed  to  himWilliamffon,  being  therein  ftiled  dominus, 
or  knight,  attefted,  among  others,  by  John  Cumyn,  John  de 
Swinburne,  Knts.  ^c.  at  Wark,  in  Tindale,  31  of  King  A- 
lexandcr^  of  Scotland,  (/). 

SirWilliam  de  Swinburne,  held  the  mannor  of  Bavington,  of 
Roj^er  Bertram,  baron  o{  Milford,  for  which  jie  paid  him  40

As  for  Chollerton,  he  exchanged  it  with  Alan,  de  Weft  Swin- 
burne, for  Great  Heaton,  now  called  Capheaton,  A.D.  1264,  (^), 
and  refiding  at  Haluton,  in  Tyndale,  A.  D.  1278,  John  de 
Lifle,  whoie  family  were  afterwards  high  faerifFs  of  the  county, 
{"wore  their  fealty  and  fervice  in  Clientela,  to  him  and  his  po- 
fterity,  for  20  (hillings  rent  to  be  annually  received  at  the  man- 
*nour  of  Haluton. 

Brothers  of  Sir  William,  were  Alan,  aforefaid,  re(Slor  of  the 
church  of  Wylefield,  living  55  Hen.  III.  and  3  Ed.  I.  I  pre- 
fume  alfo,  Nicholas,  occurring  in  datelefs  charters  relating  to 
this  houfe,  and  who  made  a  donation  to  Sir  Walter  Chaplain, 
for  himfelf  and  fucceflbrs  to  celebrate  divine  fervice  in  the  chaple 
of  the  blefied  virgin  in  Weft-Swinburne,  which  Thomas  de 
Fifleburne,  A.  D.  1273,  ratified  by  deed,  dated  at  Swinburne  ; 
William  de  Swinburne,  Robert  de  Lifle,  lord  of  Chipchafe,  Knts. 
Alan  de  Swinburne,  ^c,  witneftes  (c). 

Sir  William,  was  a  benefa£lor  to  Chollerton  church,  for  the 
fpecial  memorial  of  himfelf,  wife,  and  children  every  funday. 
And  cotemporary  with  him  was  another  William,  ftiled  of 
Hough ton-ftrother,  perhaps  his  fon,  (or  more  probably  the  fame) 
to  whom  Alexander,  king  of  Scots,  at  the  like  inftance  of  Qiieen 
Margaret,  in  the  24th  year  of  his  reign,  grants  a  verdorftiip'; 
and  to  one  of  thefe  William's,  Alexander  was  fon  and  heir, 
who,  by  deed  without  date,  entailed  his  mannour  of  Heaton, 
which  Alan  de  Swinburne,  held  for  term  of  his  life,  by  demife  of 
William  de  Swinburne,  (Alexander's  father,)  and  which,  'after 
Alan's  death,  ought  to  deicend  as  heir  to  Alexander,  fettling  it 
upon  his  fon  and  heir  William. 

Sir  Alexander  Swinburne,  for  he  was  a  knight,  married  Agnes 
de  Thornhill,  by  whom  "was  iflue  Beatrix,  married  to  William 
de  Kergill,  and  endowed  of  lands  in  Haughton,  by  her  mother, 
which  was  confirmed  at  Newcaftle,  10  Ed.  II.  by  Sir  William 
Swinborne,  Knt.  fon  of  Sir  Alexander,  but  I  reckon  by  a  for- 
mer wife. — Sir:  Alexander,  was  living  34  Ed.  I.  at  which  time  his 
fon  and  h^ir  William,  gave  him  a  difcharge  for  200  marks  fter- 
ling,  granted  yearly  to  him  (William,)  and  his  lawful  heirs,  by 
Alice,  daughter  of  Sir  John  de  Vaux,  out  of  all  his  father  Alex- 
ander's lands,  fealed  by  the  faid  William,  Sir  John  de  Vaux, 
and  Sir  Alan  Swinburne,  and  given  at  Haweton,  in  Tindale, 
II  06t.  A.  D.  1306. 

This

heaton,  to  Adam  de  Vaux,  lord  of  Beaumont. — A.  D.  1347, 
he  was  awitnefs  to  an  indenture  of  Alexander  Fenwick,  of  lands 
to  his  fon  John  Fenwick.  16  Rich.  II.  A.  D.  1392,  Sir  Tho- 
mas de  Swinburne,  Knt.  conftituted  him  and  William  Tefdale, 
of  Kaverfdale,  his  attorneys.  The  fame  year,  Robert  Steel, 
vicar  of  the  college  of  Windfor,  proclor,  and  efpecial  attorney 
of  that  college,  grants  him,  ^nd  Sir  William  Angram,  vicar  of 
the  church  of  Symondburne,  by  indenture  the  faid  parochial 
church  of  Symondburne,  dated  at  Hexham.  18  Rich.  II.  is  a 
leceipt  fro.m  William  Kettering,  receiver  of  John,  duke  of  Ac- 
quitane,  and  Laiicafter,  whereby  it  appears  that  the  faid  duke 
had  granted  Sir  William,  20  1.  per  annum  for  his  life.  And 
30  Ed.  III.  he  is  mentioned  in  an  inquifition  of  felonies,  taken 
then  before  him,  and  John  de  Swinburne,  Thomas  de  Herle, 
and  others,  of  Newcaftle  upon  Tyne.  21  Ric.  II.  the  king  dotH 
pardon  and  remife  to  him,  all  manner  of  efcapes  of  felons  and 
fugitives,  the  grant  having  a  great  white  wax  feal  appendant. 
23  Ric.  II.  A.  D.  1399.  William,  lord  of  Hilton,  remifed  to 
him  all  his  right  in  the  manors  of  Stanfordham,  and  Le  Hugh, 
in  Northumberland.  30  Ric.  II.  there  was  an  indenture  between 
him  and  Edmund,  earl  of  Warwick,  dated  at  London,  i  Hen.  IV. 
he  was  receiver-general  to  Henry  de  Percy,  as  by  indenture  then 
made  ;  and  3  Hen.  IV.  having  been  conftable  of  the  caftle  of 
Bellum  Marifcum,  he  ic  mentioned  in  a  leafe,  made  then  and 
there,  between  him  and  Thomas  Barnaby  ;  about  which  time^ 

he  died,  having  had  to  wife  Mary,  daughter  to  -^ ,  as  by  a  ' 

receipt  from  Robert  Horiley  to  her,  for  37  1.  6  s.  in  part  of  a 
greater  furn,  dated  at  Swinborne,  5  Hen.  IV.  A.  D.  1403. 
wherein  fhe  is  called  lady  Mary,  who  was  the  wife  of  Sir  Wil- 
liam de  Swinburne,  Knt.  and  their  iflue  were,  a  third  Sir  Wil- 
liam ;  and  Robert ;  alfo  a  daughter,  Joan,  married  to  John 
de  Lyfle. 

As  for  the  Tons,  there  was  an  entailment  made  by  Richard 
Vaux,  and  Robert  Lang,  who  granted  unto  William,  all  thole 
lands,  rents,  and  fervices,  which  they  had  in  Northumberland, 
and  libertie,-.  ofRidfdale,  and  Tindale,  indemefne  and  fcrvice,  to 
hold  unto  the  faid  William,  of  his  lawful  heirs,  of  the  chief 
lord  of  the  fee,  by  the  ufual  fervices  ;  failing  them,  to  Robert, 
his  brother  ;  failing  them,  to  Alan  Swinburne,  for  term  of  life  ; 
and  after  his  deceafe  to  John,  fon  of  John  de  Thirlcwall,  the 
younger,  and  his  lawful  heirs  males,  with  a  provifo  that  John, 
bare  the  name  and  arms  of  the  faid  William,  fon  of  William  de 
Swinburne  ;  failing  him,  unto  Richard,  fon  of  Alan  de  Swin- 
burne i  and  failing  them,  the  manor  of  Ralys,  with  Altercops^ 

to 
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Jo  remain  to  the  right  heirs  of  the  faid  William,  ^r  ever,  dated 
at  ChoUerton,  on  the  vigil  of  the  afcenfion,   i  Ric.  II. 

Sir  William  de  Swinburne,  the  third,  in  4  Hen.  VI.  v^as  re-- 
fained  by  Sir  Robert  Ogle,  for  the  fafe  keeping  of  Barwiok-caftle, 
committed  to  his  cuftody,  and  in  21  Hen.  6.  A.  D.  1442. 
he  entailed  de  la  Hugh,  and  Stanfordham,  on  his  coufm  John 
Su'inburne,  and  his  heirs,  and  for  want  of  iflue,  to  his  own 
right  heirs.  What  ifTue  he  had,  if  any,  I  cannot  find,  or  where 
he  died  ;  but  his  coufm  John,  was  his  next  heir  ;  which  John, 
was  a  very  religious  man,  as  by  an  old  writing  with  a  conventual 
feal,  Iheweth  ;  for  the  Minim-fryars  at  Newcaftle,  received  feveral 
charities  of  the  faid  John,  and  Iris,  his  wife,  whereupon  they 
promife  to  pray  for  them,  as  benefactors,  after  the  fame  manner 
they  were  wont  to  do,  for  their  own  brethren,  friends,  ^c.  in 
a  recommendation  as  well  before  as  after  their  death.  Another 
John,  was  a  great  benefa6lor  to  Baliol  College,  Oxford,  for 
lands  in  Stanfordham,  which  the  faid  college  now  enjoys,  by  vir- 
tue of  his  grant,  in  perpetual  and  pure  alms,  by  deed  about  450 
years  ago.  This  deed  or  grant  is  warranted  (a).  His  tejiibus^ 
doniis  Hugoe  de  Eure^  Waltero  de  Kammors^  Roberto  de  Magm- 
vikt  Magris  Stepho  de  Ballo  tunc  remove  ecclie  de  Murford,  Ra- 
bto  Avenel,  tunc  reSlore  ecclie  de  Stanfordham  y  Dotnno  Roger 0 
tunc  restore  ecclie  de  Evelpington^  Ricardo  Beneyly  WUlo  de  Ether- 

wykesj  TVtllo  de  Falton,  the  feal  circumfcribed,  Sigillum  Jo- 
annis  de  Swinhurn. 
^  John  Swinburne,  Efq;  coufm  and  heir  of  Sir  William,  be- 
forementioned,  had  iflue  Thomas,  who  bought  Edlingham, 
and  other  lands,  of  Sir  Roger  Haftings,  Knt.  and  had  iflue 
Francis,  of  whom  hereafter  ;  and  George,  who  had  Edlingham, 
ind  from  him  proceeded  Roger  Swinburne,  of  Nafferton,  Efq; 
who  temp.  Hen.  VIII.  gave  to  the  prior  and  convent  of  Hex- 
ham, in  Northumberland,  lands,  tffc.  to  find  a  canon  in  the 
church  of  Ovingham,  for  the  weal  of  his  own,  and  his  ancefl:ors 
fouls :  and  having  had  in  marriage  a  daughter  and  heir  of  Erring- 
^on,  of  Setham,  Efq;  by  her  defcended  John,  who  died  S.  P. 
and  Thomas,  father  of  John,  who  had  Sir  Thomas,  of  Edling- 
ham, Knt.  high  fherifi^  of  Northumberland,  for  two  years  to- 
gether ;  but  dying  without  ifllie,  1645,  ^'^  hfters  had  the  efl:ate, 
the  eldefl:  whereof,  and  at  length  fole  heir,  Margaret,  being 
married  to  William  Swinburne,  of  Capheaton,  Efq;  in  him  the 
two  branches  were  united,  for  he  was  fon  and  heir  to  Thomas 
Swinburne  of  Capheaton,  Efq;  by  Margaret,  his  wife,  daugh- 
ter of Lawfon,  of  Little-Ufworth,  in  com.  Dunelm.  Efq; 

the  lineal  defcendcnt  and  heir  male  of  Francis,  grandfon  and 
heir  of  John,  coufin  and  heir  to  Sir  William  Swinburne,  Knt. 
^eforementioned.     Which  Thomas,  by  Margaret,  his  wife,  be- 

fore- 
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forementioned,  had  alfo  another  fon  John,  of  Blackheadon,  in 
com.  Northumb.  who  married  Mary,  daughter  and  fole  heir  of 
Robert  CoIHngwood,  of  Ellington,  Efqj  and  had  four  daugh- 
ters, his  coheirs,  and  lies  in  the  burying-place  of  the  family,  in 
Stanfordham  church  :  the  daughters  of  the  faid  Thonias,  and 
Margaret,  were  fix,  Elizabeth,  wife  firft  of  William  Aynfley, 
of  Shaftoe,  and  afterwards  of  William  Thirlwall ;  Grace,  mar- 
ried to  Gawen  Rotherford,  of  Roochefter,  in  com.  Northumb. 
Efqrs;  Margaret,  of  Charles  Rotherford,  of  Black-hall,  in  com. 
Dunelm.  Urfula,  of Rotherford  ;  Mary,  married  to  Ro- 
bert Dent,  of  Byker  ;  and  Elianor,  to  Thomas  Ogle,  of  South- 
Diffington,  in  com.  Northumb.   Efqs; 

.  Which  William  Swinburne,  Efq;  the  eldeft  fon  and  heir  of 
Thomas,  poffefled  Capheaton,  and  other  large  eftates  of  th? 
family  in  Northumberland,  and  other  places ;  and  while  voung 
he  was  very  a£live  in  defence  of  his  country,  and  took  William 
Aynfley,  of  Fawlep,  a  Scotchman,  prifoner,  whom  to  ftave  off 
the  rigour  of  juftice  from  a  fon  of  his,  he  obliged  himfelf,  with 
four  of  his  fons,  and  for  Thomas  Aynfley,  an  Englifhman,  and 
all  that  bear  that  name  in  Scotland,  under  pain  of  reproof  and 
banifhing,  to  be  faithful,  true  and  juft  to  the  family  of  Swin- 
burne, of  Capheaton,  his  fons,  tenants,  ^c.  28  Feb.  1601.  (a) 
And  6  Car.  I.  1630,  he  paid  25  1.  compofition,  for  not  attend- 
ing and  receiving  the  honour  of  knighthood,  at  his  majefty's  co- 
ronation; according  to  the  law  in  that  cafe  (b).  Upon  the  break- 
ing out  of  the  civil  wars,  he  was  often  plundered  by  the  rebels  ; 
and  in  1653,  ^'^  eftate  was  under  fequeftration,  and  forfeited  to 
the  commonwealth  for  treafon,  fo  called  by  thofe  enemies  to  the 
kijig  and  government ;  he  died  upon  the  6th  of  November, 
1653,  and  was  buried  in  Stanfordham  church,  with  his  ance-

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John  Swinborne,  Efq;  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  fucceeded  his  fa- 
ther, from  whom  he  imbibed  his  principles  of  loyalty,  for  which 
King  Charles  I.  granted  him  a  patent  for  a  baronet,  but  through 
the  iniquity  of  thofe  days,  which  was  hard  upon  him  on  that  fcore, 
the  fame  was  never  taken  out,  and  feveral  of  his  deeds  and  evi- 
dences were  fraudulently  embezzled.  He  married  thrice,  firft 
Dorothy,  eldeft  daughter  of  Cuthbert  Heron,  of  Chipchafe, 
Efq.  2dly,  Ifabel,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Tempeft,  of  Stella, 
Bart,  by  whom  was  iflue,  Troath,  married  to  Henry  Grey,  of 
Bitchfield,  in  com.  Northumberland  ;  and  Ifabel,  to  George 
Forcer,  of  Harberhoufe,  in  com.  Dunelm.  Efojs;  thirdly,  Anne, 
eldeft  daughter  of  Sir  Charles  Blount,  of  Maple-durham,  in 
com.  Oxon.  Knt.  by  whom  he  had  iflue  his  fon  and  heir, 

John  Swinborne,  of  Capheaton,  Efq;  on  whom  his  majeft'y 
in  the  I2th  year  of  his  reign,  (having  regard  to  his  loyalty,  and 
zeal  for  the  reftoration)  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet ; 
whom  his  majefty  ftiles,  Firtim  patrimonio  cenfu  ij  moritm  probi- 
tate  fpeSfahilcm.  About  the  year  1668,  he  pulled  down  the  old 
caftle  at  Capheaton,  and  rebuilt  in  the  fame  place  a  goodly  man- 
fion-houfe,  after  the  modern  fafhion,  three  fronts  whereof  are 
hewen  work :  it  is  feated  in  a  champaigne  country,  near  the 
fpring  of  the  river  Blythe,  which  waters  great  part  of  the  de- 
mc^nc.  He  likewife  built  in  the  parifti  church  of  Whelpington, 
in  the  burying  place  of  this  family,  an  handfome  vaultj  for  their 
future  interment.  He  was  fingularly  eafy  in  his  afflidiionsj  and 
in  his  profperity  favourable  to  his  neighbours,  both  by  hofpita- 
lity,  and  other  good  offices  ;  which  generous  temper  gained 
him  the  refpedl  and  affection  of  his  country,  till  he  died,  19 
June,  1706.  His  lady  was  Ifabel,  fole  daughter  and  heir  of 
Henry  Lawfon,  ofBrough,  in  com.  Ebor.  Efq;  (by  Catherine, 
his  wife,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Sir  William  Fen- 
wick,  of  Meldon,  Bart,  and  Margaret,  his  wife,  daughter  and 
coheir  of  Sir  Arthur  Grey,  of  Chillingham,  Knt.)  by  whom  he 
had  twenty-four  children,  whereof  two  daughters  married,  viz, 
Anne,  to  Nicholas  Thornton,  of  Nether-Whitton,  in  com. 
Northumbr.  and  Troath,  to  William  Dacre,  of  Leonard-coaft- 
abbey,  in  com.  Cumb.  Efqrs; 

Sir  William  Swinburne,  Bart,  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  fucceeded 
his  father  in  honour  and  eftate.  He  married,  1697,  Mary, 
daughter  of  Anthony  Englefield,  of  White-knights,  in  com, 
Berks,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had  iflue  three  fons.  Sir  John,  his 
fucceflbr;  Matthew,  married  1738,  to  Eleanora  Thirlu-all,  fole 
heirefs  of  Thirlwall-caftle,  in  Northumberland  ;  and  Thomas  j 
all  now  living.     Sir  William,  died  in  17 16, 

Sir  John  Swinhurne,  his  fon  and  heir,  born  in  1698,  fuc- 
eeeded  his  father  in  title  and  eftate,  and  is  the  prefent  baronet ;

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and  in  1721  (a),  married  Mary,  only  daughter  of  Edward,  Con 
of  Sir  Henry  Bedingfeld,  of  Oxbrough,  in  Norfolk,  Bart,  and  by

Swinburne,  Bart,  as  before  mentioned  ;)  and  Edlingham,  near

Created  Baronet,  Nov.  22,  1660. 

THIS  family  is  of  great  antiquity,  being  defcended  frorfi 
Ranulphus,  who  entered  England  with  William,  the  con- 
queror,  on  the  Norman  invafion. 

Which  Ranulphus  (h)^  was  one  of  thofe  thirty-two  perfons, 
to  whom  the  conqueror  gave  all,  or  moll^  part  of  Chefliire,  and 
had  given  him,  for  his  part,  fifteen  lordihips  there,  amongft  which 
was,"Peure,  (now  Over-Peover,)  the  continued  feat  of  the  family. 

Richard  de  Mefnilwaren,  or  Mainwaring,  fon  of  Ranulphus, 
had  ifi'ue,  Roger,  who  gave  Plumley  (c)^  to  the  abby  of  St.  Wer- 
burge,  in  Chefter,  when  he  made  his  fon,  Wido,  a  monk  there  ; 
William,  and  Randle,  his  fons,  being  witncfTes  ;  which  grant, 
v/ith  many  oth'irs,  Richard,  earl  of  Chefter,  confirmed,  1 1 1  9,  19 
Hen.  I.  William,  his  fon  and  heir,  had  iffue,  Roger,  whofe 
(on(d)y 

Sir  Raufe  Mainwaring,  Knt.  was  jufticc  of  Chefter,  temp. 
Rich.  I.     He  married  Amicia,  daughter  of  Hugh  Kyvcliok,  earl

Roger  Manwaring,  of  Warmincham,  in  Chefhire,  fon  of  Sir 
Raufe,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  gave  unto  his  younger  fon, 
William  Manwaring  f^J,  I'otum  tenementufn,  redditum^  &  befcumy 
qua:  pra:diiius  Rogerus  habuit  in  villa  de  Pever—faho  capitali  do- 
mino debito  ^  confueto  fervitio  per  manum  di£fi  Rogeri,  %^  harediim 
fuorum  :  — reddendo  inde  annuatim  pradidto  Rogero,  i!f  haredibus 
fuis,  unumnifum  foriitn  ad  fejium  beati  Petri  ad  vinculo .y  pro  omni 
fervitio.  The  original  penes,  Sir  Thomas  Manwaring,  of  Ovef- 
Pever,  Bart,  (c)  1666,  fealed  with  an  efcocheon  of  fix  barrulets. 
This  \d)  William  Manwaring,  having  Over-Pever,  by  gift  of  his 
father,  temp.  Hen.  III.  fixed  his  habitation  there,  where  his  fac- 
ceeding  heirs  have  ever  fince  continued.  He  was  father  of  Wil- 
liam, Thomas,  to  whom  his  father  gave  Fodon,  in  Over-Peovcr, 
Benedid^,  Guy,  Roger,  whofe  fon,  William,  married  Marga- 
ret, daughter  of  Roger  Toft,  of  Toft. 

William  Manwaring,  of  Over-Peover,  fon  and  heir  of  Wil- 
liam, married  — •= ,  and  had   iflue,   Roger,  William,  whofe 

daughter  Ellen,  married  Adam  Glafebrook  j  Reginald,  ani 
Maud,  a  daughter,  to  whom  her  father  gave  a  meffuage,  inOver-* 
Peover,  which,  Hammond,  of  Radbrooke,  formerly  held. 

This  Williahi,  lord  of  Over-Peover,  lived  1286,   14  Ed.  I. 

Roger,  his  fon  and  heir,  married  Chriftian  de  Birtles,  and  had 
ifTue,  William,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  Joan,  married  to  Robert  de 
Fallybrome  :  this  Roger,  died  in  the  life-time  of  his  father,  and, 
Chriftian,  his  widow,  afterwards  married  John  de  Byrun,  and 
laftly,  (he  married  Robert  de  Varnon,  living  8  Ed.  III.  1334. 

William  Manwaring,  of  Over-Peover,  fon  and  heir  of  Roger, 
married  Mary,  daughter  of  Henry  Davenport,  living  19  Ed.  II. 
and  had  iflue,  William,  his  fon  and  heir,  Roger,  Margerv,  and 
Millicent,  all  living,  8  Edw.  III.  1334 ;  this  William,  died  a- 
bout  the  12  or  13  Edw.  III. 

William  Manwaring,  of  Over-Peover,  fon  and  heir,  had  two 
wives  J  I.  Joan,  daughter  and  coheir  of  William  Praers,  of  Bad- 
diley,  near  Nantwich,  and  had  ifTue,  William,  his  fon  and  heir  ;

From  hence,  to  the  firft  baronet,  thechief  of  this  account  is  taken  from  Sir  Peter  Leyce- 
fter's antiquities  of  Chefliire,  p,  331,  332,  333,  334,  335,  336,  337,  which,  Mr,  Le 
Ne^-e,  calls  a  moft  excellent  ped'gre?, 
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he  married,  fecondly,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Nicholas  Leyccftei, 
and  fifter  of  John  Leycefter,  of  Nether-Tabley,  by  whom  he  had 
ifllie,  John  Adanwaring,  Randle  Manwaring,  both  afterwards, 
lords  of  Over-Peover,  fucceffively,  Thomas,  Alan,  and  Richard, 
living  38  Edw.  III.  alfo  three  daughters  ;  Emme,  married  to 
Richard  Winnington,  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Richard  Winnington, 
nigh  Northwich  ;  Ellen,  married  to  Raufe,  fon  of  Richard  Ver- 
non, of  Shibrook,  in  Chefhire,  and  Joan,  married  to  William 
Legh,  of  Baggiley.  This  William  Manwaring,  was  ft!led,.Wil- 
liam  Manwaring,  the  elder,  33  Edw.  III.  he  fealed  with  his  coat 
of  arms,  moft  ufually,  three  Bars,  with  a  Lion  pallant,  in  Chief^ 
infcribed  about  the  feal,— 5/^/7/.  IVilliebni De  Maynwaringe ;  which 
coat  of  arms  he  gave  in  diftincllon  from  Manwaring,  ofWar- 
mincham,  out  of  which  family,  his  anceftor  branched. 

For,  Roger  Manwaring,  of  Warmincham,  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  III.  fealed  with  fix  Barrulets  \  whofe  fon  and  heir.  Sir 
Thomas  Manwaring,  of  Warmincham,  ufed  only,  two  Barrs,  in 
his  feal ;  as  I,  (Sir  Peter  Leycefter,)  have  feen  on  their  feals.  And 
after  the  male  line  of  Alan  waring,  of  Warmincham,  failed,  then 
did  the  heirof  Manwaring,  of  Over-Peover,  aflhrae  the  two  Barrs, 
only,  in  the  reign  of  Richard  TI.  as  next  heir  male,  leaving  ofif 
this  coat,  of  three  Barrs,  with  a  Lion  in  Chief. 

This  William  Manwaring,  the  elder,  died  38  Ed.  III.  1364  j 
Elizabeth,  his  widow,  furvived,  and  was  living  1405,  6  Hen. IV. 

William  Manwaring,  of  Over-Pever,  fon  and  heir,  had  two 
wives  ;  firft  Catherine,  daughter  of  John  Belgrave,  ofBelgrave^ 
in  the  townfhip  of  Ecclefton,  in  Chefhire,  whom  he  married,  40 
Ed.  III.  1366  ;  his  fecond  wiJe  was  dementia  Cotton,  but  he 
had  not  any  iffue  by  cither  wife.  lliisWilliam,  fettles  his  eftate, 
upon  his  departure  out  of  England,  towards  Guyen,  17  Rich.  IL 
1-^93,  and  afterwards  made  his  will,  1394,  wherein  (among  other 
things,)  he  bequeaths  his  body  to  be  buried  in  Aghton  church, 
tind  his  pi£iure,  inalabafter,  to  cover  his  tomb,  in  the  faid  church  ; 
he  gave  alfo  to  the  laid  church,  a  part  of  ChrilPs-crofs,  which, 
the  wife  of  Randle  Manwaring,  his  half  brother,  had  in  her  cuf- 
tody,  fhut  up  in  wax  ;  alfo  to  the  chapel  of  Over-Pever,  Vnam 
togam  de  blueto^  lit  pat  mde  %'3jiimentum  ibidem.  He  left  alfo  a 
competent  falary  for  a  chaplain,  to  celebrate  for  his  foul,  in  the 
chapel  of  St.  Mary,  in  Aghton  church,  for  {txzw  years. 

His  feal,  17  Rich.  II.  had  the  impreffion  of  his  coat,  and  crell, 
to  wit,  in  an  efcocheon,  two  Barrs  only,  and  corner-ways,  on 
the  dexter  angle,  on  a  helmet,  an  Afs-head,  couped,  infcribed 
about — 5.  JViUiebni  Adciynwaringe.  For  now,  the  elder  houfe  of 
\V'"armincham,  was  cxtincl,  and  devolved  to  a  daughter  and  heir  ; 
wliercfore,  lie  bears  their  coat  without  diftindlion,  as  next  heir 
male,  vvb.ich  his  heirs  have  ever  fnice  continued,  to  wit,  Argent, 
twu  Bans,  gulcs  i  the  Crcfl,  an  Afs-hcad,  Couped,  proper. 

This 
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This  William,  died  without  Iffue,  1399,  22  Rich.  II.  and  was 
buried  at  Aghton  church,  leaving  John  Manwaring,  his  half  bro- 
ther, to  fucceed  in  his  inheritance, 

John  Manwaring,  oi  Over-Pever,  half  brother  and  heir  to  the 
laft  William,  and  fon  to  William  Manwaring,  the  elder,  by  f-^li- 
zabeth,  his  fecond  wife,  married  Margaret,  the  widow  of  Sir  John 
Warren,  of  Pointon,  in  Chefhire,  and  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir 
John  Stafford,  ofWigham,  about  i3Rich.  II.  for  Sir  John  War- 
ren, died  the  tenth  of  Richard  II. 

The  King  gave  to  this  John  Manwaring,  all  the  lands  and 
goods  of  Sir  Hugh  Browe,  which  the  faid  Sir  Hugh,  had  for- 
feited by  his  rebellion,  dated  18  Augufti,  4  Hen.  IV.  Thisjoha 
Manwaring,  waited  on  the  prince,  afterwards  King  Henry  V. 
and  he  was  made  {heriff  of  Chefhire,  (quamd'm  nobis  placuerit^)  18 
Septembris,  4  Hen.  IV.  and  continued  fheriff,  5  Hen.  IV.  and 
6  Hen.  IV.  in  which  writ,  the  earl  of  Chefter  calls  him,  Jrmi- 
gerum  fuitm 

He  had  alfo  an  annual  penfion  of  twenty  marks,  given  him, 
pro  bono  ferv'itio  impenfo  iff  impendendo^  8  Hen.  IV. 

Alfo  he,  with  Matthew  Del  Aiere,  and  Thom.as  Meyfhawe, 
were  conftituted  judges  of  the  goal  delivery,  at  Chefler,  hdc  vice^ 
nono  die  ^pri/is,  5  Hen.  IV. 

This  John  Manwaring,  died  without  lawful  iffue,  1 1  Hen. IV. 
1410,  leaving  his  brother,  Randle,  to  fucceed  in  his  inheritance  : 
Margaret,  his  widow,  furviv'd,  and  was  living  4  Hen.  V.  He 
had  a  baftard  fon,  by  Margery  Winnington,  call'd  Peter  Man- 
waring. 

Randle  Manwaring,  of  Over-Pever,  Efq;  brother  and  heir, 
married  Margery,  the  widow  of  Richard  Buckley,  of  Chedill,  in 
Chefhire,  and  daughter  of  Hugh  Venables,  baron  of  Kinderton: 
he  petitioned  the  King,  for  enjoying  the  dower  of  Margery,  his 
wife,  becaufe  he  had  married  her  without  the  King's  licence,  16 
Rich.  II.  by  whom  he  had  iffue,  John  Manwaring,  eldeil  fon  j 
William  Manwaring,  fecond  fon,  from  whom  defcenJed  the  Man- 
warings,  of  Ightfeild,  inShropihire  (a)  ;  3.  Randle  Manwaring, 

from

in  Chefhire  ;  Joan,  married  John  Davenport,  fon  and  heir  of 
Raufe  Davenport,  of  Davenport,  in  Chefnire,  141 1  ;  Ellen, 
married  Thomas  Fitton,  of  Gawfeworth,  in  Chefhire  .;  Agnes, 
another  daughter,  was  affianced  to  William  Bromley,  of  Ea.ding- 
ton,  in  Chefhire,  fonof  Sir  John  Bromley  ;  but  flie  died  before 
marriage  ;  whereupon,  he  married  Margaret,  filler  to  Agnesj 
4  Ken.

II.  He  had  the  office  of  Eqidtaior  forej^a  de  Mara  ^  Mor:dru7n, 
granted  uiuo  him  for  his  life,  6  Hen.  IV.  and  two  parts  of  the 
ferjeanty  of  Maxfeild-hundred,  which  were  Raufe  Davenport's, 
till  John  Davenport,  came  of  age,  dated  3  Hen.  V.  and  he  had 
alfo,  (with  others,)  the  cuflody  of  the  manor  of  Karincham,  in 
Clieihire,  13  Hen.

This  Randle 
IVIanwaring,  of  Over-Pever,  filled  commonly,  Honkyn  Man- 
waring,  in  the  language  of  thofe  times,  died  35  Hen.  VI.  1456, 
buried  at  Over-Pever,  in  the  flone  chapel,  on  the  fouth  fide  of 
the  church  ;  which  chapel,  Margery,  his  wife,  furvivinsr,  erected, 
■with  the  two  monuments  therein,  for  herfelf,  and  huPjand,  anno 
Domini,  1456. 

Sir  John  Manwaring,  of  Over-Pever,  Knt.  fon  and  heir  of 
Randle,  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  John  Delves,  of  Doding- 
ton  in  Chefliiire,  th.e  elder,  Efq;  13  Hen.  IV.  141 1,  and  had  if- 
fwe,  Vv^iliiam  Manvi^aring,  fon  and  heir  ;  Elizabeth,  married 
Piers  V/?rburton,  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Geffrey  de  Warburton, 
lord  of  Arley,  1436,  14  Hen.

Anno  38  Hen.  VI.  the  King  fends  his  letter  to  this  Sir  JohnMan- 
waring,  that  he  deHver  to  the  lord  Stanley,  thefe  perfons  follow- 
ing, then  in  the  caftle  of  Chefter,  for  fome  matters  ailedged  a- 
gainfi  them  in  the  late  parliament,  at  Coventry,  to  wit,  Thomas, 
and  John  Nevill,  fons  of  the  earl  ofSalifburyi  Sir  Thomas  Har- 
rington ;  James  Harrington  ;  Raufe  Rokeby  ;  Thomas  Afhton, 
and  Robert  Evereus,  Efqrs.  Stow,  in  his  chronicle,  mentions 
many  more,  attainted  in  this  parliament  at  Coventry,  38  Hen.  VI. 

Anno  i3Edw.  IV.  the  king  grants  to  Sir  John  Man  waring^ 
Offic'iian  niagljiri  ckduclus  nojiri parcorion  nojirorian  de  Blukemsre, 
i5f  Cbcfwardyn^in  cof;iitatuSaIopi(e^  daring  the  minority  of  George, 
fon  and  heir  of  John,  earl  of  Shrewfbury,  with  four  marks,  an- 
nual fee,  dated  30  dieNovembns,  13  Edw.  IV.   1473. 

The  parchment  book  belonging  to  Aiarch,  king  at  arms,  temp. 
Edw.  IV.  faith,  Sir  John  Manwaring,  had  two  fons,  William^ 
and  John. 

Sir  John  Manwaring,  of  Over-Pever,  died  about  the  very  end 
of  Edward  IVth's  reign,  and  had  a  fecond  wife,  called  Joan, 
daughter  of  John  Warren,  ofPoijiton,  33  Hen.  VI. 

William  Manwaring,  fon  and  heir  of  John,  married  Ellen  j 
fifter  to  John  Butler,  of  Bewfy,  nigh  Warrington,  in  Lancafhire, 
and  daughter  of  Sir  John  Butler,  22  Hen.  VI.  1443,  and  had 
iflue,  John  Manwaring.  This  William,  died  in  the  life- time  of 
Sir  John,  his  father. 

John  Manwaring,  of  Over-Pever,  Efq;  fon  and  heir,  married 
Maud,  daughter  of  Robert  Legh,  of  Adlington,  Efq;  and  had 
ilFue,  John  Manwaring,  eldeft  fon,  and  Robert :  Maud,  a  daugh- 
ter, married  to  Thomas Starkey,  of  Wrenbury,  in  Cheihire,Efq; 
5  Hen.  VII.  1490  ;  Joan,  another  daughter,  married  Sir  Tho- 
mas Afhton,  of  Afhton,  fuper  Merfey,  in  Chefnire,  4  Hen.  VIII. 
15 12;  Maud,  wife  of  John,  being  then  widow.  This  John 
Manwaring,  Efq;  died  8  July,  10  Hen.  VII.  1495  ;  he  had  a 
baftard  fon,  called,  Charles Pvlanwaring,  living  35  Hen.  VIII. 

Sir  John  Manwaring,  of  Over-Pever,  Knt.  fon  and  heir,  was 
knighted  in  France  (a),  15 13.  He  married  Catherine  Honford, 
fifter  of  William  Honford,  of  Honford,  in  Chefhire,  Efq;  and 
had  ifTue,  Ranale  Manwaring,  eldeft  fon  ;  Edmond,  John,  and 
Piers,  who  all  died  without  iflue  ;  Philip  Manwaring,  who 
afterwards  became  lord  of  Over-Pever  ;  Edward,  from  whom  the 
Manwarings,  ofWhitmo.c,  in  StafFordfhire,  (whofe  defcendant 
is,  Edward  Mainwaring,Efq;)  Robert,  from  whom  the  Manwa-* 
rings,  of  Martin-Sands,  in  Cheinire  ;  Thomas,  George,  and 
Henry  ;  and  Margaret,  a  daughter,  and  Catherine,  married  to 
William,fon  ofHumfreyNewtonjOfPownall3i3Hen. VIII.  1521*

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On  this  Sir  John's  monument,  in  Over-Pever  church,  I,  [Sir 
P.  levcefter,]  find  mention  of  three  other  children,  more  than 
is  before  mentioned,  Nicholas,  and  two  Williams,  which  pro- 
babl    died  very  young. 

This  Sir  John,  was  iherifFof  Flintftiire,  6  Hen.  VIII.  15 14, 
and  died  8  Hen.  VIII.  1515,  at  the  age  of  forty- five. 

By  his  will,  among  other  things,  he  gave  to  the  parifh-church 
of  Over-Pever,  his  black  velvet  gown,  guarded  with  cloth  of 
gold,  to  make  a  cope  for  the  fame  church}  and  alfo  4I.  13s.  4d. 
to  an  honeft  prieft,  to  pray  for  his  foul,  for  four  years  in  Over- 
Pever  church,  and  twenty  pounds  towards  the  making  of  a  new 
fleeple,  offtone,  at  Over-Pever  church,  (but  this  laft  was  never 
effeded,)  and  alfo  to  Charles  Manwaring,  his  baftard-brother, 
yearly,  il.  6s.  8d.  for  his  life,&c.  dated  4Martii,  1515,7  Hen. 
VIII.   Catherine,  the  widow  of  Sir  John,  died  1529. 

Sir  Randle  Manwaring,  of  Over-Pever,  Knt.  fon  and  heir, 
married  Elizabeth,  the  widow  of  Richard  Cholmondeley,  of 
Cholmondley,  in  Chefhire,  Efq;  and  daughter  of  Sir  Randle  Brere- 
ton,  of  Malpas,  by  whom  he  had  iffue,  Margaret,  married  to  Sir

hithert  ze.-'l.  us  in  the  ant'.-revoluti  •  print  pics,  in  which  he  had  been  educated,  and 
wro«^e  fevcral  p'ccesin  fav  ur  of  Kingjames  II's  party;  but  upon  beine  introduced  nto  the 
acquain-ance  of  the  duke  ofSomerfet,  and  the  earls  of  Dorfet,  and  Burlington,  he  began 
to  cn'-?n?in  different  not  ons  in  p  liticks.  He  ftudled  the  law,  till  tv.'enty-five,  or 
twc  ty -fix  years  od,  about  which  time  his  father  died,  and  left  him  an  eftate  of  near 
80c  1.  ter  ann.  but  very  much  incumber'd.  Upon  the  cmclufion  of  the  peace  of  Ryf- 
wirk,  he  went  to  Pans,  ari  on  his  return,  was  made  one  of  the  ccmmifTicnors  of  the 
cufti'ms  ;  he  was  admirttd  a  memler  or' th'.- kit-cat  club,  and  was  looked  upon  as  one  of 
the  thief  ornaments  and  fuppitts  of  it,  by  his  pleafantry  and  wit.  In  the  beginning  of 
Que^n  Anne's  reign,  llie  'ord-treafurer,  Codolphin,  engaged  Mr.  Done,  to  quit  the  of- 
fice of  audito!  of  the  imprt.'ls,  his  lordfh  p  paying  him  fcvtrjl  tb.cuftnd  pounds  for  doing 
it,  an.i  he  never  let  Mr.  Maynwarine,  know,  what  he  intended  to  do  for  him,  till  he 
made  him  a  f^v,  f,  nt  of  3  pateni  forthat  office.  In  he  pjrHsment,  170--,  he  was  a  bur- 
grfs  f.'T  tTefi'  n,  in  Lar.ta/hire.  He  had  a  c.nfiderablc  f}.are  in  the  Medley,  and  was  au- 
thor ot  f-vri.l  ther  'ecrs.  He  died  at  S.  Alban's,  Nov.  n  ,  1712,  having  fome  t'me 
befr-''  ath  mde  his  will,  n  which,  he  left  Mrs.  Oldfie'd,  the  celebrated  adlrefs, 
his  executrix ,  by  whom  he  had  a  fon, Arthur  Maynwaring  ;  he  divided  his  ef*ate  pretty 
equ  ,b.tv.e:nih.-t  fon,  Mrs.  Oldfield,  and  his  fifter  ;  he  was  bur.ed  at  Cher; fey,  in 
Surr.,  where  his -tther  and  ran^father  by,  and  where  they  had  formerly  a  ecn^d  feat 
and'lt.itt.  Tht  E>an-,:n^i.  his  anragonift  in  politicks,  allowed,  that  he  wrote  with  a 
to'erable  fpiric,  rnd  in  a  wafter'y  ftile.  Sir  Richard  Steele,  dedicated  to  him  the  firft 
volume  of,  T^je  Tatle  .  He  li.'d  n^  abhorrence  for  thofe  that  curled  and  fw.^'e,  talked 
pr  fanely,  &i  d  i  II  ci'^.fly.  rr  abuf-d  the  clergv  :  He  looked  upon  it ;  s  a  roor  pretence 
to  wit.  and  II  vercxc'ifd  it  in  h;mfe]f,  or  ethers.  He  was  extrem^-ly  refleft.d  upon  for 
h'S  will,  pa-ricu.ariv  'v 'he  Exaiiiiner  ■  f  Feb,  9,  in  rnfwer  to  which,  theve  came  out  a

After  the  death  of  his  firft  wife,  Sir  Randle,  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Sir  Raufe  Leycefter,  of  Toft,  6  Edw.

Sir  Randle  Manwaring,  of  Over-Pever,  the  elder,  Knt.  fon 
and  heir,  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Fitton,  of 
Gavv'feworth,  inChefhire,  fome  time  treaf^-rer  of  Ireland,  gEliz. 
1567,  and  had  iffue,  Sir  Randle  Manwaring,  the  younger  ;  Ed- 
mund Manwaring,  doctor  of  law,  and  chancellor  ofChefi:er,i642  ; 
Thomas  Manwaring,  third  fen,  do£lor  of  divinity,  and  parfon  of 
Weldon,  in  Northamptonfhire,  living  1634  ;  Edv/ard,  John, 
Arthur,  died  all  in  their  infancy  ;  Sir  Philip  Manwaring,  fecre- 
tary  of  Ireland,  to  the  earl  of  Strafford,  1638,  youngeflfon,  was 
never  married,  and  died  Auguft  2,  1661,  at  London :  Anne,  a 
daughter,  married  Lawrence  Smith,  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas 
Smith,  of  Hough,  in  Widdenbury  parifh,  in  Chefhire,  married 
at  Great- Budworth,  31  Aug.  1591  ;  Catherine,  another  daugh-

This  Sir  Randle,  the  younger,  was  fherifF  of  Limerick,  in  Ire- 
land, 3jac.

The  fame  Sir  Randle,  the  younger,  was  flieriff  of  Chelhire, 
1619,  and  mayor  of  Cliefter,  alfo,  the  fame  year,  and  died  Jan.

Philip  Mdnwaring,  of  Over- Fever,  Efq;  fon  and  heir  of  Sir 
Randle,  married  Eilen,  daughter  of  Edward  Aiinlnull,  of  Stoke, 
near  Nantwich,  Efq;  20  Jac.  1622,  and  had  iflue,  Randle,  who 
died  without  ifl!\ie  ;  Philip,  who  died  in  his  infancy  ;  Thomas, 
third  for,  heir  to  his  father  ;  a  fourth  fon,  lived  not  to  be  bap- 
tized ;  Edmund,  George,  and  another  Philip,  died  in  their  in- 
fancy ;  Edward, youngeft  fon,  living  1666,  who  married  Frances, 
daughter  of  Peter  Holbroke,of  Newbrook,  inChefhire,  Efq;  and 
Jane,  died  in  her  infancy. 

This  Philip,  was  captain  of  the  light  horfe,  of  Chefhire,  and 
was  fherifi  of  Che{hire,i639.  He  died  Dec.io,  1647.  Ellen,  his 
widow,  furviving  him,  built  a  neat  chapel  of  fcone,  on  the  north 
f:deof  the  chancel  of  Over- Fever  church,  with  two  fine  monu- 
ments, for  herfelf,  and  hufband,  and  a  fair  vault  under  the  faid 
chapel,  for  burial,  A.  D.  1648. 

She  alfo  built  a  flately  ftable,  and  dove-houfe,  at  Over-Fever, 
1654,  and  fhe  died  1656.

with  SirGeorgeBooth,  (afterwards  lord  Delaniere,)  as  knight  of  the 
fliire  in  the  parliament  at  Wellminfter,  at  the  time  of  the  happy 
reftoration,  and  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Delves,  of 
Dodington,  Bart.  (May  26,  1642,)  by  whom  he  had  iilue,  fix 
fons,  and  fix  daughters,  who  all  died  unmarried,  except  Sir  John, 
his  fucceflbr,  Elizabeth,  (who  married  Peter,  fon  and  heir  of  Sir 
Geffery  Shackerley,  of  Shackerlev,  and  Hulme,  Knt,  but  died  if- 
fuelefs  ;)  and  Anne,  (married  to  Robert  Alport,  of  Overton, Efq;

Sir  Thomas  Mainwaring,  Bart,  his  eldeft  furviving  fon  born  at 
Peel,  Aug.  7,  1681,  fucceeded  his  father  indignity  and  eftate, 
and  married,  March  20,  1724-5,  Martha,  eldeft  daughter  and 
coheir  of  William  Lloyd,  of  Halghton,  in  com.  Flint.  Efq;  line- 
ally defcended  from  Tudor  Trevor,  by  whom  he  had  no  ifl'ue  ;  he 
died  Sept.  20,  1726,  and  was  buried  at  Baddeley,  where  he  had 
feated  himfelf,  having  fold  (among  other  eftates,)  his  lo'dfhipand 
manor  of  Peover,  to  his  only  brother,  Henry.  Hislady,  furviving 
him,  afterwards  married  Edward  Mainwaring, of  Whicmore, Efq; 

Henry Mainwaring,Efq;  brother  toSirThomas, married  July26, 
1725, Diana,only  daughter  ofWilliamBlackett,Efq;deceafed, eldeft 
fon  of  Sir  Edward  Blackett,  of  Newby,  inYorkihire,Bart.but  died 

N  4  before 

great  dilputes  and  controverfies  between  Sir  Thomas,  and  Sir  Peter,  about  this  affair  ;  but 
their  controverfies  were  decided  by  the  juftices  itinerant,  who  (as  I  have  heard,)  adjuJg'd 
the  right  of  the  matter  to  Manwaring  j  Wood's  Ath,  vol.  11.  p.  622.

Curtis,  in  Lincolnfbire,  who  died  about  the  year  1645.  He 
married  (b)  Mary,  daughter  of  Rowland  Berkley,  of  the  city  of 
Worcefter,  fifler  to  Sir  Robert  Berkley,  Knt.  one  of  the  judges 
cf  the  king's-bench,  by  whom  he  had  three  fons  ;  i.

Mary,  married  to  Thomas  Glo- 
ver, both  citizens  of  London  ;  3,  Joyce,  married  to  JohnRamf- 
den,  merchant,  in  Hull,  and  4.

twenty-

16,  1721,  leaving  iffue  (now  living)  Sir  Rowland,  his  fucceffor;

I.  Cecilia,  unmarried  ;  the  fecond  daughter  married  to  the  late 
Sir  Samuel  Barnardifton,  of  Ketton,  in  Suffolk,  Bart.  3.  Annej 
and  4,  Mary,  who  are  both  unmarried. 

Sir  Rowland  Wynne,  eldefl  fon  and  fuccefTor  to  his  father  in 
dignity  and  eftate,  is  the  prefent  baronet,  and  was  high  ftieriff 
of  the  county  of  York  1732.

Henry  Fetherflon,  of  London,  living  J 635,  had  two  wives,

S.  P.  2dly,  Katherine,  daughter  of  Michael  Heneage,  of  Lon- 
don, Efq;  by  whom  he  had  a  daughter  Grace,  married  to 
William  Barker,  Efq;  v/ho  fined  for  Alderman  of  London,  and 
Sir  Heneage,  of  whom  hereafter. 

This  family,  it  is  faid,  originally  wrote  their  name  Fether- 
fton-haugh,  and  that  Sir  Timothy  Fctherfton-haugh,  of  Corkef- 
would,  in  Cumberland,  was  an  elder  branch  of  it ;  of  whom  Lloyd, 
in  his  Memoirs  of  excellent  perfons,  fays  (rf),  '  Sir  Timothy 
'  Fetherfton-haugh,  Knt.  paid  700  1.  for  the  fcrvice  of  King 
'  Charles  L  and  laid  down  his  life  for  King  Charles  IL  which 

*  he  ventured  magnanimoufly  in  the  field  at  Wigan,  in  Lan- 
'  ca(hire,  with  the  earl  of  Derby,  with  whom  he  (being  taken 

*  prifoner  there)  loft  it  refolutely,  by  beheadinz,  after  a  court- 
'  martial  at  Chefter,  where  he  denounced  judgment  on  the 
'  murtherers  that  palTed  fentence  upon  him  ;  fetting  the  foul- 

*  nefs  of  their  fa6t  with  as  much  power  on  their  confciences,  as 

*  they  did  his  loyalty  upon  his  perfon  ;  and  praying  as  heartily 

*  for  the  king's  perfon,  then   in   danger,  as  for  his  own  foul ; 

*  doing  all  he  could  honourably  to  fave  his  life,  that  he  might 

*  not

II.  and  married  {b)  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Bennet, 
of  Baberham,  inCambridgelhire,  Bart,  by  whom  he  had  Heneage, 
who  died  S.  P.  Sir  Henry,  his  fucceflbr  \  and  Thomas,  who  mar- 
ried Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Thomas  Ewer,  of  Bufhy-hall,  in  Hert- 
fordfhire,  Efq;  and  died  1723,  S.  P.  and  feveral  daughters,  one  of 
which  married  Henry  Bertie,  of  Chefterton,  in  Oxfordlhire,  Efq; 
and  died  Feb.  8, 1736,  and  Grace,  died  Nov.  8,  1 737,  unmarried. 
Sir  Heneage,  died  Oct.  23,  1711,  and  was  buried  at  Stanford  le

Sir  Henry  Fetherfton,  his  fecond,  but  eldeft  furviving  fon,  is  the 
prefent  baronet,  he  married  Anna-Maria,  fole  daughter  and  heir  of 
James  WilJiamfon,  of  London,  merchant,  by  whom  he  hath  no 
iflue  ;  fhe  lies  buried  at  Stanford  le  Hope,  with  this  infcription: 
Here  lies  Anna-Maria  Fetherfton,   the  beloved  Wife  of  Henry  Fe- 
thehlon,  of  Haflingbroke,  in  this  Parifh,   Efq;   and  only  Child  cf 
James  and  Anne  Williarafon,    of  London,  Merchant.     She  died

IN  the  book  of  chauntries  of  Eflex,  in  Walthamftow,  is  this 
following  entry,    without  date  [d)  ;  *  Lands  and   tenements 

*  there  put  in  feoffment  by  George  Alonox,  Gent,  for  tlie main- 
'  tenance  of  a  prieft  to  ling  mafs  in  the  church  there,  and  alio 

*  to  teach  a   few   fcholars  there,    during  the  term  of  twenty 

*  years.     And  one  Sir  John  Hugefon,  cle7k,  of  the  age  of  forty 

*  years,  and  of  good  converlation,  literate,  and  teacheth  a  fchool 
«  theie,  ys  now' incumbent  thereof.  The  faidtown  of  Waliham-

'  the  fame,  doth  amount  to  the  fom  of  61.  13s.  4d.  rent  abfolute 
'  none,  goods  and  chattels  none.' 

In  the  pedigree  of  Mcnox,  who  defcended  from  John  Monox, 
of  Stanford,  in  Worcefterihire,  are  (a)  five  generations  before  Sir 
George  Monox,  the  lord -mayor  ;  and  there  was  one  George 
Monox  (Z-),  brother  to  John,  v/ho  was  grandfather  (t)  to  thf 
lord-mayor,  and  he,  probably  founded  the  chantry  and  fchool, 
which  Sir  George,  refettled. 

Mr,  Le  Neve,  Norrov,  begins  the  pedigree  frt'J,  with  John 
Monox,  of  Stanford,  in  V/orcefterihire,  who  had  ilFue,  Richard, 
who  hnd  two  fons,  Sir  George  ;  and  James,  father  of  Richard,  of 
whom  hereafter. 

Sir  George  Monox,  Knt.  the  eldeft  fon,was  (herifF  of  London, 
I  Hen.  VIII.  I5C9(^),  and  lord-mayor,  1515,  here-edified  (f)the 
decay'dparifh-church  of  Walthamflow,  inEfiex,  and  built  f^j  the 
ifle  on  the  north  fide,  and  thefteeple;  he  founded  there  a  free  fchool, 
and  alms-houfefor  thirteen  alms-people,eight  men  and  five  women, 
for  the  maintenance  of  which,  he  fettled  an  eftate  in  Star-alley,"  in 
Mark-lane,  London,  then  computed  at  50I.  per  ann.  in  this  man- 
ner (/;), viz.  61.  13s.  4d.afalaryfor  the  fchoolmafl:er;  25I.  3s.  od. 
for  the  poor,  to  find  them  yearly  in  provifions  and  coals  ;  and  the 
refidue  for  the  repairs  of  the  fchool,  alms-houfe,  and  ifle  in  the 
church  (/).  Hemade  alfo  a  caufe\',  of  timber,  over  the  marfhcs, 
from  Walthamflow,  to  Lock-bridge,  upon  the  river  Ley.  He 
lies  buried  in  Walthamflow  church,  on  the  north  fide  of  the  com- 
munion-table (/f),  where  is  an  ancient  fair  table  monument,  of 
him,  and  his  lady  ;  the  brafs  plates  pulled  off ;  but  Weaver,  has 
this  infcription  for  him,  and  Anne,  his  fecond  wife  (I)  : 

Here  lyeth  Sir  Georg  A-Ionox,  Knight,  fomt)  ni  Lord  Maior  of 
London,  and  Dame  .^n,  his  wyfe,\vhych  Sir  Georg  dyed  .  .  . 
154^,  and  Dame  Ann 1500. 

There  is  alfo  a  labe!,with  thefe  words  on  a  brafs  plate,  coming  out 
of  his  mouth  (w),  O  Lord^  Jhew  thy  mer cy  upcn  us .  Another  label 
with  thefe  words  out  of  hers,  O  Lord^  give  us  thy  falvation.  This 
gentleman,  (who  lived  at  Moons,)  was  a  noble  benefa(5^or  to  the 
parifh  of  Walthamftow,  and  was  founder  of  the  hofpital  and  fchool, 
iltuate  in  thechurch-yard,  and  alfo  endowed  them  well ;  but  much 
of  the  endowment  is  v.'Ithdravvn:  for  the  recoveryof  which, endea- 
vours have  been  m.adc,  more  than  once,  by  the  inhabitants,  with 
the  fucce.Tors  of  the  truflecs,  at  commiflions  for  charitable  ufes ; 
but  as  yet  to  none  effect.  This

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This  Sir  George,  had  the  manor  of  Gowers,  and  Buckerels,  in 
Chinkford  (a).  In  EfTex,  granted  him  by  King  Hen. VIII.  and  of 
him  purchased  again  by  the  king,  as  appears  by  the  licence  of  alie- 
nation to  Luckyn.  He  alfo  bought  the  manor  of  Gonalfton,  in 
com.  Nott.  of  (b)  Sir  William  Pierpoint,  Knt.  and  in  Gonal- 
fton church,  is  painted  on  the  wall,  the  arms  of  this  Sir  George, 
viz.  Argent,  on  a  Chevron,  Sable,  between  three  Oaken  Leaves, 
Proper, three  plates, (Bezants)  and  on  a  Chief,Gules,aBird, between 
two  Anchors,  of  the  firft.  The  Creft,  a  Stock  Dove,  with  an  Oak- 
branch  in  her  Beak.  Sir  George,  died  Feb.  9,  1543,  vi^ithout 
iirue(t) ;  and  his  eftate,went  to  the  heirs  of  Richard,  who  was  fon 
and  heir  of  his  brother  James,  beforementioned  :  which  Richard, 
had  tv/o  fons,  Thomas,  and  Humphrey. 

Thomas  Monox,  fon  and  heir  of  Richard,  and  coufm  of  Sir 
George,  died  4  Dec.  29  Hen.  VIII.  as  appears  by  the  inquili- 
tion  (c/) dated  27  06t.  30  Hen.  VIII.  feifed  of  lands  in  London  (^), 
the  manor  of  Bozunes,  in  Wotton,  in  Bedfordfliire,  Gonalfton, 
in  com.  Nott.  iffc.     This  Thomas,  had  IlTue, 

George  Monnoux,  Efq;  his. fon  and  heir,  eight  years  old,  30 
Hen.  VIII.  He  was  found  fon  and  heir  of  Thomas,  and  had 
livery  of  his  lands  in  the  fifth  year  of  King  Edw.  VI.  his  lands 
were  (f)  Bozunes,  in  Wotton,  Over-hall,  Nether-hall,  and 
Capel-hall,  in  com.  Norf.  Gonalfton,  in  com.  Nott.  Cadeke- 
fton,  North-ampton,  South-ampton,  and  Heathill,  in  com. 
Ebor. 

Mr.  Harvey,  Clarencieux,  king  at  arms,  June  10,  1561, 
granted  to  this  George,  by  the  title  of  George  Monnoux,  of 
Walthamftow,  nephew  and  heir  of  Sir  George  Monnoux,  Knt. 
a  confirmation  of  the  coat  of  his  faid  uncle,  which  was  firft 
granted  by  Wriothefley,  Garter,  and  Benolt,  Clarencieux,  in 
15 14.  In  feme  pedigrees,  he  is  ftiled  nephew  and  heir,  and  in 
others,  coufin  and  heir  to  Sir  George. 

This  George,  by  Elizabeth,  daiighter  of  John,  Lord  Mor- 
daunt,  had  i/Tue  Humphrey  (g),  his  fon  and  heir,  of  Wotton, 
in  Bedfordftiire,  who  by  Anne,  daughter  of  Edward  Waldgrave, 
of  Lawford,  in  Efi^x,  Efq;  was  father  of  Lewis  Monnoux,  of 
Wotton,  Efq;  who  married  I.  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Walfti,  ofWalderne,  in  SufTex,  Efq;  and  had  ilTue  Humphrey, 
of  whom  hereafter  ;  but  by  his  fecond  wife,  Jane,  daughter  of 
Henry  Birch,  of  Odcomb,  in  com.

THIS  family  is  lineally  defcended  from  {a)  Henry  Anderfon, 
of  Wrawbey,  in  Lincolnlhire,   Efq;  who  was  a  younger 
fon  of  the  Anderfons,   of  Northumberland,    and  had   iilue  Ed- 
ward,  his  only  fon,  who  lived  at  Flixborough,  in  com.  Lincoln, 
and  was  faihe;r  of  three  fons,    i.  Thomas,  of  Caflhorp,   in  com. 
Line,  whofe  line  is  determined  ;   2.   Richard,  of  Roxby,  in  the 
fame  county,   who    died    unmarried  ;    and  3.   Sir  Edmund,   of 
Flixborough,  who  after  fpending  fome  time  at  Lincoln-College, 
Oxford  {b)y   ftudied  the  law  at   the  Inner-Temple,   where,  by 
his  indefatigable  induftry,   he  obtained  great  knowledge   in   the 
municipal  laws.     In  9  Eliz.  he  was  either  lent  or  fummer  reader 
of  that  houftr,   in  16,  double  reader,  and  in  19  of  the  faid  queen's 
reign,  ferjeant  at  law  j  in  1582,   he  was  made  lord  chief-juftice

Of  the  other  branches  we  have  nothing  remarkable,  excepting 
of  the  fixth  fon  [a)  William  Ward,  who  was  a  wealthy  gold- 
fmith,  in  London,  jeweller  to  the  queen  of  King  Charles  I.  and 
was  knighted  by  that  king,  and  had  iflue  Humble  Ward,  who 
was  knighted  at  Oxford,  in  the  year  1643,  and  married  Frances, 
grandaughter  and  heir,  of  Edward  Sutton,  lord  Dudley,  and  was 
advanced  to  the  dignity  of  baron  Ward,  of  Bermingham,  iffc. 

But  to  return  to  the  eldeft  branch  : 

Thomas,  fon  of  the  aforefaid  Thomas  and  Eleanor,  married 
{h)  Anne,  daughter  of  William  Pert,  of  Eflex,  Efq;  and  had 
iffue  by  her, 

Eduard  Ward,  of  Bixley,  Efq;  who  was  knighted  by  the 
protedlor,  was  twice  flieriff  of  the  county  of  Norfolk,  and 
created  a  baronet  in  the  1 2th  of  Charles  IT,     He  firft  married 

the  daughter  of Catlyn,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had  no  iflue  ; 

his  fecond  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  fole  heir  of  John 
Harboirne,  of  Mundiiam,  Efq;  and  grand-.ughter  of  William 
"Harbourne,  of  Mundham,  Ei'q;  who  was  fent  ambaflador  from 
Queen  Elizabeth,  to  the  Grand  Seignior,  (as  appears  by  her  ma- 
jeftv's  letters  patents,  bearing  date  Novem.  29,  1582,)  by  whom 
he  had  fevcral  fons  and  daughters,  and  died  about  1664.  He 
was  fuccceded  in  dignity  and  eftate  by  his  eldeft  fon, 

Sir  Edward  ^Vard,  Bart,  who  married  Jane,  daughter  of 
William  Rant,  of  London,  M.  D,  and  had  by  her  iflue  feveral 
children  ;   (and  died  about  1684),  the  eldeft  of  which  was. 

Sir  Thomas  Ward,  Bart,  who  fucceeded  his  father,  and  died 
unmarried,  1692  :  to  him  fucceeded  the  next  brother. 

Sir  Edward  Ward,  Bart,  who  married  Barbara,  daughter 
and  one  of  the  cohcirefles  of  Leonard  Gooch,  of  Earfham,  in 
Norfolk,  Efq;   and  had  iflue  by  her. 

Sir  Edward  Ward,  Bart,  who  married  Sufan,  daughter  and 
fole  heirefs  of  William  Randall,  of  Yarmouth,  merchant,  and 
died  March,  1736-7,  and  had  iflue  by  her  five  children,  i.  Sir 
Edward,  his  fuccellbr  ;  2.  Randall  ;  3.  Sufan  ;  and  alfo  Eliza- 
beth,  and  Thomas,    who  both  died  young. 

VVhich  Sir  Edward  Ward,  is  the  prefent  baronet,  and  as  yet 
unmarried.

TH  E  prefent  Sir  William  Keyt,  Bart,  is  defcended  from  an 
ancient  and  worfhipful  family,  ofEbrington,  in  the  county 
of  Gloucefter  (a),  of  near  four  hundred  years  continuance,  as 
appears  from  the  infcription  on  the  monument  of  William  Keyt, 
Efq;  who  died  A.  D.  1632. 

The  fiid  William  Keyt,  Efq;  was  twice  married ;  firft,  to 
Eglantine,  daughter  of  Edmond  Riley,  of  Camden,  in  com.Glou- 
celf.  by  whom  he  had  two  fons  ;  John,  who  fucceeded  him  in 
his  eftate  ;  and  William,  who  died  unmarried,  March  28,  1642, 
aet.  57,  and  lies  buried  at  Ebrington,  and  two  daughters,  Anne, 
married  to  Mr.  John  Andrews,  of  Afthall,  in  Oxfordfhire  ;  and 
Elizabeth,  married  to  Mr.  Glover.  The  fecond  wife  of  the  faid 
William  Keyt,  Efq;  was,  Eleanor,  the  relidl  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Porter,  of  Mickleton,  in  the  county  of  Gloucefter,  aforefaid, 
daughter  and  coheir  of  John  Salmon,  of  Nottingham,  Gent,  by 
whom  he  had  no  ifTue.  This  William  Keyt,  was  high  fherifFof 
the  county  of  Worcefter,  and  rich  in  good  works,  as  well  as  in 
worldly  eftate,  being  not  only  charitable  to  the  poor  in  his  life- 
time but  alfo  at  his  death  ;  he  ordered  the  milk  often  cows  to 
be  given  every  year,  from  the  loth  of  May,  to  the  ift  of  Novem- 
ber, unto  the  poor  of  Ebrington,  for  ever.  He  died  on  the  ides, 
that  is,  on  the  15th  day  ofOftober,  1632,  according  to  his  epi- 
taph, but  according  to  the  parifh  regifter,  he  was  buried  on  the 
1 2th  of  that  month,  and  in  the  feventy-eighth  year  of  his  age. 
On  the  fouth  fide  of  the  chancel  ofEbrington,  within  the  rails, 
there  is  a  monui;?ient  erected  for  him,  with  this  infcription  (b)  :

John  Keyt,  Efq;  the  eldeft  Ton  of  William,  above  mentioned, 
had  alfo  two  wives  (a)^  firft,  Jane,  the  daughter  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Porter,  of  Mickleton,  aforefaid,  (by  Eleanor,  his  wife,  daughter 
and  coheir  of  John  Salmon,  of  Nottingham  ;)  fecondly,  Marga- 
ret, the  daughter  of  Mr.  William  Harrifon,  of  Caddicroft,  in  the 
county  of  Worcefter,  and  the  widow  of  Mr.  Bovey,  of  King's- 
Coughton,  in  the  county  of  Warwick  ;  bv  the  latter,  he  had  no 
ifllie  ;  but  by  the  former,  he  had  feven  Tons,  and  five  daughters  : 
his  fons  were,  i.  William,  who  died  young,  and  was  buried  at 
Alcefter,  in  the  county  cf  Warwick,  aforefaid,  July  6,  i6i6.  2. 
John,  born  at  Beauchamp's  lodge,  in  the  faid  parifh  of  Alcefter, 
and  baptized  Jan.  20,  1616,  of  whom  hereafter  j  3.  Francis, 
wlw  married  Alice,  the  daughter  of  Sir  William  Spencer,  of 
Yarnton,  in  the  county  of  Oxford,  Bart,  by  whom  he  had  two 
daughters,  Elizabeth,  the  late  wife  of  captain  Theophilus  Ni- 
chols, and  Alice,  married  to  Richard  Dighton,  of  ClifFord- 
Chambcro,  in  the  county  of  Gloucefter,  Efqj  the  faid  Mr.  Fran- 
cis Keyt,  and  Alice,  his  wife,  were  buried  at  Mickleton,  afore- 
faid ;  4,  Haftings,  baptized  April  5,  1621  ;  he  was  a  gentleman 
of  great  bravery,  and  true  loyalty,  faithfully  fcrving  K.Charles  I.

terwards lord)  Aftley,  till  being  overpowered  by  the  rebels,  he 
vas,  after  a  Iharp  and  flout  refiftance,  flain  in  the  battle,  near 
Stow,  on  the  21  day  of  Ma^ch,  1645,  and  lies  buried  at  Stow  ;

The  forementioned  John  Keyt,  Efq;  was,  in  the  worfl  of 
times,  a  true  fon  of  the  church  of  England,  and  a  loyal  fubjedl  to 
his  prince;  he  was  a  juftice  of  the  peace,  and  high  {heriff,  fir{t, 
ofWorcefterlhire,  and  afterwards  of  Gloucefterlhire  ;  a  lover  of 
hofpitality,  but  a  hater  of  intemperance  ;  very  juft  in  paying 
tradefmen,  and  workmen,  and  very  charitable  to  his  poor  neigh- 
bours. It  pleafed  God  to  tranflatehim  to  a  better  world,  on  the 
25th  day  of  April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1660,  and  in  the  fe- 
venty-fixth  year  of  his  age,  and  he  lies  buried  in  the  chancel  of 
Ebrington,   with  this  infcription  on  his  grave-{lone  :

having  married  a  daughter  of  Mr.  Alexander  Crofs,  merchant, 
left  iliue,  five  fons;  i.

advanc'd  to  the  dignitv  of  a  baronet.  He  married  (b)  Anne, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  Brocas,  of  Bea^repaire,  in  com.

THE  family  ofI<egard,  which  Is  of  Norman  extra£lIon,  be- 
camcpoffefTed  ofthelordftiipof  Anlaghby,  in  Yorkfhire  fiij, 
anno  HOC,  by  the  marriage  of  the  heirefs  of  that  name,  in  whofe 
defccndants  it  ftill  continues. 

The  family  of  Ganton,  came  from  thence,  in  the  perfon  of 
John  fZij,  a  younger  fon  of  Ralph  Legard,  of  Anlaghby,  Efq; 
and  Ifabel,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Pierce  Hildyard,  of  Wine-

John  Legard,  of  Ganton,  Efq;  who  having  given  proofs  of  his 
duty  to  King  Charles  II.  (as  his  father  and  grandfather  had,  to 
King  Charles  I.)  in  appearing  with  the  tirft  of  thofe  gentlemen, 
who  rofe  upon  the  back  of  general  Lambert,  under  the  command 
of  the  lord  Fairfax,  and  furprized  York,  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
march  of  general  Monk,  out  of  Scotland,  was,  upon  the  King's 
reftorat ion,  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet  of  this  kingdom, 
by  letters  patent  dated  Dec.  29,  1660,  12  Car.

229.  Bedingfeld,  of  Oxborough,  Norfolk. 

(HENRY,  Esquire,) 
Created  Baronet,  January  2,  1660. 

F.  DINGFELD,  is  a  family,  (as  Mr.  Camden,  informs 
us,)  of  undoul^ted  antiquity,  and  takes  its  name  from  a  town 
in  Suffolk  :  its  a  family  that  hath  enjoy'd  the  honour  of  knight- 
hood, man}'  liundrcd  years,  a  title,  (formerly)  not  granted  to  any 
but  thofe  of  the  firft  rank  and  quality  in  their  country. 

The  firll  of  this  fainilv,  on  whom  the  honour  of  baronet  was 
conferr'd,  was,  Sir  Henry  Bedingfeld,  of  Oxburgh,  in  Norfolk, 
(grandfather  of  the  prefent  Sir  Henry  Bedingfeld  ;)  whoie  fon, 
was  the  fevcntcenth  knight  of  the  family,  which  fufficiently 
befpcaks  the  great  antiquity  of  the  family  ;  but  thro'  the  occa- 
fion  of  the  civil  wars,  in  which  it  fo  eminently  fufrer'd  (h)y 
all  the  ancient  deeds  and  charters,  were  moft  of  them  plundered 
and  imbezlal.  That  the  anccftor  of  this  family  came  into  Eng- 
land, h'om  Normaikly,  with  William,  the  conqueror,  has  been  a 
condant  tr;idition  iii  the  family  ;  that  his  name  was,  Longville, 
of  no  fmall  quality  in  tiiat  province  ;  that  having,  as  well  bv 
purchafe,  as  by  the  king's  gifts,  pollds'd  tliemfelves  of  fc\  eral  ma- 
nors, in  Suffolk,  and  Norfolk,  ;  the  manor  of  Bedingfeld,  in  Suf' 
folk,  was  made  their  chief  feat,  and  thereupon,  according  to  the 
cutfom  of  thofe  times,  they  changed  their  names  into  that  of  the 

manor, 
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manor,  viz.  Rogerus  de  Bcdingfeld,  and  which,  de,  in  procei's  of 
time  being  left  out,  it  palled  for  their  furname,  as  in  I'everal  o- 
ther  famihes,  viz,  the  Montfords,  Beaumonts,  Sec.  and  there  is 
in  the  family  (a),  a  Bannevolt,  fuch  as  knights  had  born  before 
them  in  war,  wirh  a  very  ancient  French  de\  ife. 

The  manor  of  Oxburg,  (with  others,  in  Norfolk,)  came  an- 
ciently into  the  family  by  the  niarriageofEdmond  Bcdingfeld, with 
Ivlargaret,  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  deTudaenliam,  Ivnt.  (and  Mar- 
garet, his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  John  de  Herling,  Knt.  and  filter 
to  Sir  Robert  de  Herling,  Knt.  and  aunt  and  heir  to  Anne,  daugh- 
ter ofSir  Robert,)  and  iiifer  and  coheir  to  Robert  deTuddenhama 
Ihe  died,  14  Edw.  IV.  and  Oxburg,  from  that  time  became  their 
iiianfion-feat. 

Edw.  IV.  kingof  England,  by  letters  patent,  thetwcnty-fecond 
of  his  reign,  granted  to  his  beloved  fervant  (/'j,  Edmond  Bcding- 
feld, of  Oxburg,  for  h'n  faithful  fervices,  licence  to  build  towers, 
walls,  and  fuch  other  fortihcations,  as  he  pleafed,  in  his  manors 
of  Oxburg,  together  with  a  market  there,  weekly,  and  a  courft 
of  pye-powder.  This  Sir  Edmond  Bcdingfeld  i^ij,  viras  made  a 
knight  of  the  Bath,  at  the  coronation  of  Richard  III.  King 
Henry  VII.  in  the  third  year  of  his  reign,  granted  to  Sir  Henry 
Bcdingfeld,  of  Oxburg,  three  manors  in  Yorkfliire  (dj.,  viz. 
Wold,  Newton,  and  Gaynton,  to  him,  and  his  heirs  males,  for 
ever,  for  his  faithful  fervice  againll:  the  north.crn  rebels,  wnich 
patent,  was  afterwards  renewed,  and  confirmed  by  Henry  VIII. 

When  Ed.  VI.  died,  and  a  court  fa<51:ion  had  proclaimed  Qiieen 
Jane  Gray  ('^j.  Sir  Henry  Bedingfeld,  v/as  one  of  the  flrlf  knights 
that  came  into  the  affiftance  of  Queen  Mary,  with  a  body  of  his 
fervants  and  tenants,  (lie  being  then  at  Framlinghani  caflie,  in 
the  county  of  Suffolk  9  and  after  her  coronation,  the  Queen  made 
him  governor  of  the  Tower  of  London,  and  one  ot  iicr  privy- 
council  fyj,  as  appears  by  his  epitaph,  on  a  noble  tomb,  in  his 
own  chapel,  within  Oxburg  cliurch. 

Queen  Elizabeth  granted  to  the  fame  (g)  Sir  Henry  Beding- 
fold,  the  manor  of  Caldecot,  in  Norfolk,  v/ith  the  impropria- 
tion thereof  to  him  and  his  hcirr. ;  which  is  a  manifeft  demon- 
flration  that  fhe  was  well  pleafed  witli  his  bciiaviour  towards  her. 
while  {he  was  his  prifoner  ;  and  fuiUciently  confares  that  part  of 
the  hiftory  of  a  noble  prelate,  who  endeavours  to  reprefent  him 
as  a  rough,  rude  man,  and  that  therefore  the  queen  was  wont  to 
call  him  her  jaylor  ;  which,  however,  may  zs  well  be  conilrued 
a  term  of  royal  familiarity,  as  of  contempt. 

He  married  Catiierine,  daughter  to  Sir  RogerTownfhend,  one 
of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  common-pleas,  Knt.  ('anceltor  to 
tlie  prefent  lord  vifcount  Towaihcnd)  by  whom  he  had  a  nu-

Knt.  (who  furviving  him  was  re-married  to  Sir  Henry  Jernegan, 
of  Coffey,  in  Norfolk,  Knt.)  by  her  he  had  Kenry,  his  fon 
and  heir. 

But  from  Sir  Henry,  the  governor  of  the  Tower,  to  the 
breaking  out  of  the  civil  wars  in  1641  (a),  nothing  has  been  faid 
remarkable  of  the  family,  but  the  mighty  hofpitality  from  ge- 
neration to  generation,  which  they  have  kept  up  in  their  own 
country,  where  they  have  retired  ever  fmce  the  reformation. 

But  upon  breaking  out  of  the  civil  wars,  Sir  Henry  Beding- 
feld,  (fon  and  heir  of  Thomas,  beforementioned)  the  great- 
grandfather of  the  (b)  prefent  Sir  Henry,  with  his  two  eldeft  fons, 
Thomas,  and  Henry,  then  ripe  for  arms,  flew  to  the  royal  ftan- 
dard  ;  Thomas,  was  made  colonel,  and  Henry,  a  captain  of 
horfe,  and  both  behaved  themfelves  with  great  condu6l  and 
courage. 

Sir  Henry,  was  made  prifoner,  and  committed  to  the  tower, 
(c)  and  narrowly  efcaped  death,  which,  however,  he  did  not 
long  Uir\':'/e,  after  his  releafe.  He  had  two  wives,  firft,  Eliza- 
beth, daughter  of  the  lord  William  Howard,  of  Naworth-caftle,- 
in  Cumberland,  third  fon  of  Thom.as,  duke  of  Norfolk,  and 
anceftor  to  the  earl  of  Carlifle,  by  whom  he  had  only  one  child, 
Thomas,  beforementioned :  his  fecond  wife  was  Elizabeth, 
daughter  and  coheir  of  (^/)  Peter  Haugbton,  Efq;  alderman  of  Lon- 
don, by  whom  he  had  four  fons,  and  four  daughters,  viz.  Hen- 
ry ;  William  ;   Edmund,  and  John. 

Thomas,  the  only  fon  by  the  firft  venter,  married  (e)  Mary, 
daughter  of  Robert  Brookfby,  of  Sheffield,  in  the  county  of 
Leicefter,Erq;  and  died  without  iffue. —  Henrv,  the  fecond  fon, 
married  in  his  eldeft  brother's  life-time  (f),  Margaret,  daugh- 
ter and  fole  heir  of  Edward  Pafton,  of  Appleton,  in  the  county 
of  Norfolk,  Efq;  William,  the  third  fon  (^),  had  been  bred  a- 
broad,  in  military  difcipline,  and  was  a  captain  in  the  guards, 
and  a  great  f3,vourite  of  the  fo  famous  old  duke  of  Lorraine  ;  he 
afterv/ards  returned  into  England,  married  a  widow,  and  died 
without  iffue.  Edmund,  the  fourth  fon  (Z>),  took  to  the  church, 
became  a  canon  of  Lier,  in  Brabant,  wi.ere  he  died,  in  the  uni- 
yerlal  opinion  of  fantSlity,  and  lies  buried  on  the  right  fide  of  the 
choir,  under  a  fair  marble  tomb.  John,  the  fifth  fon,  died  a 
batchelor. 

Of  the  four  daughters  (/ j,  the  eldeft  was  married  to  Colonel 
Aprice,  in  the  county  of  Huntington,  Efq;  the  fecond  daugh- 
ter to  Thomas  Timperley,    of  Hintlelham,    in    the  county  of 

Suffolk, 
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SuiTolk,  Efq;  Elizabeth,  the  third  daughter,  to  William  Cobbe, 
of  Sandringham,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  Efq;  and  the 
fourth  daughter,  to  Richard  Martyn,  of  Melford,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Suffolk,  Efq;  grandfather  of  the  prefent  Sir  Roger  Martyn, 
fiart.  all  which  families,  (except  the  Cobbe's,  which  is  extindl) 
do  all  fubfift,  and  in  a  flouriihing  condition. 

Henry  Bedingfeld,  Efq;  beforementioned,  happened  to  fur- 
vive  all  his  brothers  and  fifters,  (Mrs.  Cobbe's,  excepted)  (a), 
and  to  enjoy  a  long  tranquillity,  after  the  reftoration  of  King- 
Charles  II.  and  when  he  had  lain  before  that  prince,  who  had 
defired  it,  a  calculation  of  the  fufferings  of  the  family  in  their 
eftate,  which  manlfcftly  appeared  to  be  above  45,000  1.  his  ma- 
jefty  replied  with  concern,  that  it  was  too  great  for  him  to  re- 
compencej  to  which  Mr.  Bedingfeld  anfwered,  that  all  he 
begged  of  his  majeftv  was,  that  he  might  hope  for  the  future, 
to  enjoy  in  quiet  that  little  which  was  left. 

His  majefty  did  afterwards  confer  the  dignity  of  a  baronet 
upon  him,  for  the  great  and  eminent  fervices  done  by  him 
and  his  family  ;  but  his  fon  being  foon  after  knighted  by  his 
majefty,  the  father  let  lie  dormant  his  patent  for  many  years 
after,  which  poftponed  him  to  many  of  the  order  in  point  of 
feniority.  This  gentleman  (Z'j,  was  efteemed  one  of  the  moft 
compleat  and  accomplilhed  men  of  the  age,  the  comelinefs  of  his 
perfon,  the  clearnefs  of  his  parts,  and  that  noble  fweetnefs  of 
his  temper,  gave  him  fo  great  a  credit  and  authority  in  his 
country,  as  fcarce  any  thing  was  thought  well  done,  without  his 
approbation  ;  and  many  mifunderftandings  amongft  the  greateft 
families^  that  friends  had  tried  to  compromife,  and  could  not, 
were  referred  to  him,  and  happily  determined.  Yet  the  moft 
fortunate  part  of  his  charafter,  was  his  felicity  in  a  com.panion 
for  a  wife,  in  the  perfon  of  the  beforementioned  Mrs.  Margaret 
Pafton,  who,  befides  the  great  portion  ftie  brought,  equalled 
him  in  all  his  merits,  aided  him  through  all  his  afflictions,  and 
in  his  abfence,  when  forced  to  fly  beyond  the  feas,  managed  his 
whole  concerns,  and  a  numerous  family,  all  with  the  utmoft 
art  and  prudence  ;  and  fo  careful  in  the  whole  condudt  of  her 
life,  as  Sir  Henry,  amongft  his  dying  words  declared,  T/jat  Jhe 
had  been  c  wife,  ivho  had  never  once  difpkafed  him  ;  and  yet  if  he. 
had  lived  fix  weeks  longer,  they  had  been  married  fifty  years. 
He  died  the  fixthof  February,  1684-5,  and  hesburied  in  his  chapel, 
within  Oxborough  church,  under  a  fiiir  marble  monument,  e- 
refted  for  him  by  his  mournful  widow,  who  lies  buried  by  him. 
He  left  iffue,  byMargaret,  aforefaid,  three  fonsand  five  daughters : 
I.  Sir  Henry,  his  fuccelTor;  2.  John,  who  married  (f)  Doro- 
thy, one  of  the  daughters  and   coheirs  of  John   Ramfey,    alias 

P  4  Dicks, 
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Dicks,  of  Wickmere,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  Efq;  and  be- 
ing in  the  commifTion  of  the  peace  during  the  reign  of  King 
James  II.  acquitted  himfelf  with  the  reputation  of  great  integri- 
ty, and  died  in  Auguft,  1693,  leaving  two  fons,  Henry  ;  and 
John  ;  and  two  daughters,  Frances  ;  and  Mary.  3.  Edward, 
"who  was  defigned  for  court,  as  page  of  honour  to  Queen  Ca- 
therine, and  waited  there  a  fortnight,  as  fuch,  but  not  relifhing 
io  lazy  a  life,  took  to  the  ftudy  of  the  law,  in  the  fociety  of 
Gray's-inn,  from  whence  being  interrupted  by  the  intervention 
of  the  popifh-plot,  he  retired  into  France,  where,  and  in  Italy, 
he  palled  feveral  years;  from  whence  returning  to  his  ftudies  in 
Gray's-inn,  was,  in  the  reign  of  King  James  11.  called  to  the 
bar,  and  there  refided.  He  married  {a)  Mary,  youngeft  daugh- 
ter of  Thomas,  and  one  of  the  fillers  of  Sir  Clement  Fifher,  of 
Packington,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  Bart,  with  whom, 
during  the  thirteen  years  flic  lived,  no  mortal  man  was,  or  could 
think  himfelf,  more  happy;  he  had  by  her,  two  fons,  and  one 
daughter,of  which, thedaughter  only,Mary,furvived  ;  and  married 
Sir  John  Swinburne,  of  Capheaton,  in  Northumberland,  Bart. 

Of  the  daughters  of  Sir  Henry,  (b)  Elizabeth,  his  eldeft,  mar- 
ried Thomas  \Vetenhall,  of  Eaft-Peckham,  in  Kent,  Efq;  a 
very  accomplifhed  gentlem.an ;  fhe  had  the  reputation  of  being 
one  of  the  moft  perfedi  beauties  of  the  age,  and  yet  an  excel- 
lent wife,  and  died  without  illue.  The  fecond  daughter  wa? 
married  to  Richard  Caryll,  of  Harting,  in  Suflex,  Efq;  a  per- 
fon  of  great  merit,  then  but  a  vounger  brother,  though  with  a  very 
competent  eflate  ;  but  fmce  his  death,  the  whole  eftate  devolved 
on  his  ifil'e,  which  were  very  numerous  and  happy.  Mary, 
the  third  daugiuer,  became  the  fecond  wife  of  Thomas  Eyre, 
of  Haflbp,  in  the  county  of  Derb}',  Efq;  a  gentleman  of  molt 
eminent  worth  and  good  breeding,  and  left  by  her  fix  fons,  and 
as  many  daughters,  each  fo  happily  hopeful,  as  can  hardly  be 
parallelled  by  fuch  another  inftance  through  all  England,  Mar- 
garet, and  Anne,  the  fourth  and  fifth  daughters,  became  reli- 
gious, amongft  the  Carmelites  at  Lier,  in  the  province  of  Bra- 
bant, where  Margaret,  was  fupcrior  of  the  houfe  (c). 

Sir  Henry  Bedingfeld,  Bart,  the  eldeft  fon  and  fucceflbr  to  the 
title  and  eftate,  came  over  with   the  duke  of  Gloucefter,  upon

Browne  Will  s's  Survey  of  Cathedrals,  vol,  II.  p.  481, 
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the  reftoration  of  King  Charles  II.  being  that  duke's  («)  chief 
favourite,  and  was  foon  after  knighted,  the  court  breeding 
meeting  with  fo  generous  and  affable  a  temper,  made  him  fo  fiae 
a  gentleman,  as  few  were  in  a  higher  character  (b) ;  and  after 
that,  when  he  became  fettled  in  a  country  life,  fo  great  was 
his  hofpitality,  and  fplendid  houfe-keeping,  as  no  gentleman  of 
his  rank  and  fortune  did  any  where  exceed  him  ;  and  had  not 
the  religion  of  his  anceftors,  in  which  he  was  born  and  bred, 
obftructed  his  coming  into  the  public  ftations  of  his  country,  no 
man  whatever  would  have  been  more  popular. 

He  was  twice  married,  firft  to  Anne,  only  daughter  and  heir 
to  Charles,  vifcount  Andover,  afterwards  earl  of  Berkfhire,  by 
whom  he  had  no  ilTue.  His  fecond  wife  was  Elizabeth,  young- 
eft  daughter  of  Sir  John  Arundell,  of  Lanhern,  in  the  county 
of  Cornwall,  Bart,  by  whom  he  had  three  daughters,  Elizabeth, 
who  died  young  at  BrulTels  ;  Margaret,  who  married  Sir  John 
Jernegan,  Bart,  eldeft  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Francis  Jernegan,  of 
CofTey,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  Bart,  and  Francis,  who  was 
married  to  Sir  Francis  Anderton,  of  Loftock,  in  the  county  of 
Lancafnire,  Bart,  (who  died  without  ifllie  ;)  and  one  only  fon. 
Sir  Henry- Arundell,  his  fucceflor. 

Sir  Henry  (c),  died  14  Sept.  1704,  and  lies  interred  in  the 
faid  chapel  of  Oxburgh,  between  his  two  wives,  at  the  foot  of 
a  noble  monument,  erected  for  them  by  the  faid  Sir  Henry,  in 
his  life-time. 

Sir  Henry-Arundel!  Bedingfeld,  his  only  fon,  and  fucce/Tor 
in  the  honour  and  cftate,  is  the  prefent  baronet,  and  married 
Aug.  17  19,  the  lady  Elizabeth  Boyle,  eldeft  daughter  of  Charles, 
late  earl  of  Burlington,  and  fifter  to  Richard,  the  prefent  earl, 
by  whom  he  hath  ilTue.

(WALTER,  EsQj.^iRE,) 
Created  Baronet,  Feb.  2,  1660.    - 

THIS  ancient  family,   which   has  flourifhed    in  Wiltfhirc, 
from  the  time   of  Henry  VI.   takes   its  name  from   the 
lordfhip  of  Ernele,  near  Chichefter,    in  the  county  of  Suftex, 
which

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(a)  which  place  was  for  many  generations  their  principal  feat, 
until  on  the  increafe  of  their  eftate  in  WiltllTiire,  and  (as  it  is 
reported)  finding  the  fituation  of  Ernele,  as  being  near  the 
fea,  to  be  expofed  to  infults  from  the  enemy  in  time  of  war, 
about  the  beginning  of  Queen  Elizabeth's  reign,  they  fold  this 
lordfhip,  and  the  reft  of  their  eftate  in  Suftex,  that  they  might 
r.cver  be  tempted  to  leave  their  eftate  in  Wiltftiire. 

13  Edw.  I.  John,  fon  of  Richard  de  Ernele,  held  the  manor 
of  Ernele,  and  feveral  lands  in  North-Mundham,  Ichenor,  Do- 
nington,  and  Oving,  all  in  the  county  of  Suftex,  of  the  bifhop 
of  Chichefter  ;  and  was  father  of  William  de  Ernele,  of  Ernele, 
8  Edw.  II.  and  John.  William,  the  eldeft  fon,  left  two  daugh- 
ters his  heirs,  Ifabel,  wife  of  Foulk  Paulin  }  and  Agnes,  wife  of 
Gilbert  de  Ledys.  The  pofterity  of  which  Gilbert,  continued 
for  many  defcents  in  the  county  of  Suftex,  and  gave  three  eglets 
for  their  arms,   probably  in  regard  of  their  defcent  from  Ernele. 

John,  fecond  fon,  was  of  Chichefter  i  Edw.  III.  and  was 
knight  of  the  ftiire  for  Suftex,  4  Edw.  III.  at  the  parliament 
then  holden  atWinchefter.  This  John,  13  Edw.  III.  purchafed 
of  Ifabel  Paulin,  being  then  a  widow,  all  her  right  in  her  father's 
eftate,  in  particular,  a  new-built  houfe  near  the  church  of  Ernele, 
which  he  feems  to  have  made  his  habitation,  writing  himfelf 
from  thenceforth  Dominus  de  Ernele,  and  fealing  with  three 
Eglets  on  a  bend,  in  the  fame  manner  as  his  family  have  done 
ever  ftnce. 

This  John,  was  living  27  Edw.  III.  and  was  fucceeded  by  a 
fon  of  the  fame  name,  living  3  Hen.  V.  Which  John,  by  Lu- 
cia, daughter  of  VVilliam  de  Stophain,  had  feveral  children  ;  of 
whom  William,  the  eldeft,  was  of  Ernele,  12  Hen.  VI.  and  is 
that  year  returned  among  the  principal  gentlemen  of  Suftex, 
that  then  took  the  oaths  for  the  maintenance  ot  the  king's  laws^ 
and  the  peace  of  tiie  kingdom. 

Robert,  another  fon  of  John,  was  of  Barpham,  in  the  parifli 
of  Angmering,  24 Hen.  VI.  and  was  a  benefadlor  to  a  chauntry 
founded  in  that  church  bv  Thomas,  earl  of  Arundel,  and  others. 
This  Robert,  had  alfo  an  eftate  in  Wiltfnire,  where  he  was  re- 
fident  12  Hen.  VI.  being  then  returned  among  the  principal  in- 
habitants of  Wiltfliire,  in  like  manner  as  his  brother  was  in 
Suftex. 

This  Robert,  was  father  of  V/illiam  Ernele  ;  and  he  of  John 
Ernele,  of  Ernele,  4  Edw.  IV.  which  John,  having  married 
Joan,  daughter  and  heir  of  Simon   Beft,   and  Agnes,  his  wife, 

daughter  and  heir  of Mervin,  of  Echilhampton,  in  the 

county  Of  Wilts,  in  her  right  became  pofleft'ed  of  that  manor, 
(part

William,  eldeft  fon  of  John,  was  of  Ernele  2  Hen.  VIII.  and 
was  fucceeded  by  his  brother  John  Ernele,  Efq;  attorney- gene-i 
ral  to  Hen.  VII,  and  Hen.  VIII.  and  afterwards  chief-juflice  of 
the  common-pleas.  He  contributed  much  to  the  repair  of  the 
cathedral  church  of  Chichefter,  and  to  the  building  of  the  church 
of  Ernele,  as  appears  by  his  arms  now  remaining  in  both  thofe 
churches  ;  in  the  laft  of  which  he  is  buried,  and  his  monument 
is  yet  to  be  feen.  By  Anne,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Conftantine 
Darel,  of  Collinbourne,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  Efq;  he  had 
four  daughters,  married  into  the  families  of  Banafter,  Rogers, 
Farmer,  and  Goddard  ;  and  two  fons,  William  Ernele,  of 
Ernele,  the  laft  of  his  name  that  refided  at  that  place,  and  John 
Ernele,  of  Burton,  in  the  parifh  of  Allcannings,  in  the  county 
of  Wilts,  Efq; 

This  John,  was  fheriff  of  Wiltfhire  14,  24,  &  31  Hen.  VIII. 
And  having  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Thomas  Coke,  of  Sa- 
lifbury,  was  father  of  John  Ernele,  who  fucceeded  him;  Ro- 
bert Ernele,  of  Sutton-Benger,  and  two  daughters,  Margaret, 
wife  of  John  Dauntefy  ;  and  Jane,  of  Robert  Biflet,  Efqrs. 

John,  his  eldeft  fon,  by  Mary,  daughter  of  William  Hyde, 
of  Denchworth,  in  Berks,  Efq;  was  father  of  Michael  Ernele, 
of  Burton,  in  Wilts,  Efq;  IheritF  of  Wikftiire,  22  Eliz.  who 
bv  his  firft  wife  Mary,  daughter  and  heir  of  William  Finamore, 
of  Whetham,Efq;  was  father  of  Sir  John  Ernele,  of  Whetham, 
anceftor  to  theErneles  of  that  place  (a),  (of  whom  was  Sir  John 
Ernele,  chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  the  latter  end  of  the  reign 
of  King  Charles  II.)  and  anceftor  alfo  (b)  to  Sir  Michael  Ernie, 
whom  my  lord  Clarendon  mentions  (r),  '  as  governor  of  Shrewf- 
'  bury,  for  King  Charles  I,  when  it  was  furprized  by  the  rebels, 
'  and  M'ho  having  been  long  fick,  and  rifmg  upon  the  alarm,  out 
'  of  his  bed,  was  killed  in  his  fhirt ;  whilft  he  behaved  himfelf 
'  as  well  as  po.fiible,  and  refufed  quarter ;  which  did  not  fhor- 
'  ten  his  life  many  days,  he  being  even  at  the  point  of  death  by 
'  a  confumption,  which  kept  him  from  performing  all  thnfe  of- 
'  fices  of  vigilance,  he  was  accuftomed  to  ;  being  a  gallant  gen- 

*  tleman,   who   underftood  the  office  and  duty  of  a  foldier  by 

*  long  experience,  and  diligent  obfervation.'  The  faid  Mi- 
chael Ernie,  of  Burton,  Elq;  by  his  fecond  wife(^/j,  Sufan,  daugh- 
ter and  coheir  of  Sir  Walter  Hungerford,  of  Farley- caftle,  in  com. 
Somerfet,  Knt.  eldeft  fon  of  Walter,  lord  Hungerford,  attainted 
31  Hen.  VIII.  had  ifliie,  Walter,  who  died  Sept.  27,  1618, 
and  lies  buried  in  the  abby  church  at  Bath  ;  and  Edward  Ernele,

Which  Edward  Ernele,  Efq;  by  Gertrude,  daughter  of  Ed- 
ward St.  Lo,  Efqj  was  father  of  Sir  Walter  Ernele,  of  Echil- 
hampton;  as  alfo  of  Michael  Ernie  (t?),  of  Brimflade-park,  m 
CO.  Wilts, Efq;  who  married  Mary,  daughter  of  WilliamWither, 
of  Manydown,  in  Hampftiire,  Efq;  and  had  one  fon,  Edward, 
and  three  daughters,  Elizabeth,  and  Mary,  who  both  died  un- 
married ;  and  Rachel,  nrarried  to  Thomas  Pleydell,  of  Colef- 
hill,  in  com.  Berks,  Efq;  Edward,  his  only  fon,  married  EIc- 
onora,  daughter  of  Mr.  Alexander  Difmore,  and  died  about 
the  year  1733,  leaving  two  fons,  and  two  daughters,  I.  Sir 
Michael  ("iij,  of  whom  hereafter  ;  2.  Edward,  fellow  of  All-fouls 
college,  Oxford  ;  Frances,  who  is  unmarried  ;  and  Eleonora, 
married  June  1739,  to  William  Jones,  ot  Ramfbury- manor, 
in  com.

Sir  Walter  Ernele,  eldcft  fon  and  heir,  was  made  a  baronet 
13  Car.  II.  and  having  married  (c)  Martha,  daughter  of  Edward 
Tooker,  of  Madington,  Efq;  iiiter  and  coheir  to  Sir  Giles 
Tooker,  of  Madington,  in  com.  Wilts,  Bart,  had  two  fons, 
Edward,  of  whom  hereafter;  and  Walter  Ernie,  of  Conock, 
in  Wilts,  Efq;  who  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Anthony  Hun- 
gerford,  of  the  Lea,  in  com.  Wilts,  Efq;  fifter  and  coheir  to 
Anthony,  her  brother,  by  whom  he  had  four  fons,  and  three 
daughters,  I.  Sir  Walter,  of  whom  hereafter;  2.  Sir  John, 
lucceflbr  to  his  brother,  of  whom  likewife  hereafter  ;  3.  Hunger- 
lord  ;  and,  4.Thomas  ;  which  two  laft  died,  S.  P.  the  daughters 
were  Mary,  GertruJc,  and  Martha.  The  two  daughters  of  Sir 
Walter,  the  firft  baronet,  were  Sufan,  married  to  WilliamWhit- 
acre  ;  and  Martha,  to  Chrillopher  Willoughby,  Efqrs. 

Edward  Ernele,  Efq;  eldelt  fon  of  Sir  Walter,  died  in  his 
father's  life-time,  leaving  by  Aimc('fl'^,  daughter  of  Edward  Afh, 
of  Hatchburv,  in  Wilts,  Efq;  two  ions.  Sir  Walter,  his  fuc- 
ceflbr ;  and  Sir  Edward,  lucceflbr  to  his  brother  ;  as  alfo  Eli- 
zabeth, married  fird  to  Thomas  Drax,  of  EUerton-abby,  in 
com.  Ebor.   Efq;  and  afterwards  to  John  Colleton,  Efq; 

SirWalter  Ernie, Bart,  cldeft  fon  and  fucceflbr  tohis  fathcr,died 
unmarried  ;  whereupon  the  dignity  and  eibitewent  to  his  brother. 

Sir  Edward  Ernie,  Bart,  who  married  Frances  (^),  fole  daugh- 
ter and  heir  of  Ihonuis  Erie,  of  Charborough,  in  the  county 
of  Dorfet,  P2fq;  general  of  the  foot,  and  lieutenant-general  of 
the  ordnance,  and  of  the  privy-council  to  the  late  Q^Anne,  and 
his  late  majefty  ;  by  whom  he  had  two  daughters,  Frances,  wlio 
died  unmarried  ;  and  Eli/.abeth,  wife  of  Henry  Drax,  of  Eller- 
ton-abby,   Efq;  member  of  parliament  for  Warcham,  in  Dof- 

fctfhire.

Sir  John  Ernie,  Bart,  who  was  reclor  of  All-Cannino-s,  in 
Wilts,  and  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Smith,  of  Al- 
ton, in  Wilts,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had  a  fon  Walter,  who  died 
fome  little  time  before  his  father,  S.  P.  and  a  daughter  Eliza- 
beth, now  living.

(THOMAS,  EsQj^riRE.) 
Created  Baronet,  Feb.  7,  i66o. 

SI  R  Thomas  Morgan,  the  nrft  baronet  of  this  family,  {^n 
of  Lewis  Morgan,  of  Langattock,  in  the  county  of  Mon- 
mouth, Et'q;)  was  raifed  to  that  dignity  for  his  grear  zeal  in  for- 
warding the  reftoration.  He  was  a  general  of  huirfc  under 
Monk  (afterwards  duke  of  Albemarle)  and  governor  of  Jerfey. 
He

line  terminated  in  172S-9,  on  the  death  of  Sir  Edward  j  2.  Walter,  whofe  line  ended 
on  the  death  of  Sir  John,  about  1734  ;  and  3.  Michael,  of  Biinifl*ie-parkj  aHCeilsr  ta 
thf  prsfcnt  Sir  Mishatl  £rji!e,  barenet. 
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He  was  in  great  favour  and  efleem  with  General  Monk  (a)^ 
who  declared,  (the  November  preceding  the  reftoration)  '  That 
the  prefence  and  ufefiilnefs  cf  major-general  Morgan,  in  Scot- 
land, was  (o  feafonable  to  him,  that  he  looked  upon  his  fmgle 
perfon,  as  a  ballance  againft  thofe  hundred  and  forty  officers, 
that  had  left  his  fervice,  or  had  been  cafhiered.'  The  rev. 
Mr,  Falle,  in  the  introduction  to  his  excellent  account  of  the 
Hand  of  Jerfey,  fays,  '  When  the  earl  of  St.  Albans,  had  a  re- 
compence  for  the  pofits  of  the  government  of  Jerfey,  which 
he  held  by  patent,  was  contented  that  another  {hould  go  to  his 
port;  whereupon  the  duke  of  Albemarle,  (Monk)  put  the 
King  in  mind  of  Sir  Thomas  Morgan  (/>),  a  tried  and  brave 
officer,  the  fame  whom  he,  at  his  marching  out  of  Scotland, 
had  left  in  that  kingdom  to  keep  it  quiet ;  a  high  truft  on  fo 
nice  an  occafion,  arid  in  a  time  of  fuch  general  diffidence  and 
jealoufy.  But  that  which  in  a  more  particular  manner  quali- 
fied him  for  the  employment,  was  the  knowledge  the  French 
themfelves  had  of  his  fmgular  courage,  and  great  abilities  in 
war.  It  would  abate  of  their  prefumption,  when  they  fhould 
come  to  underftand,  that  they  were  to  deal  with  one  whom 
they  had  feen  in  their  own  armies,  at  the  head  of  fix  thoufand 
Englifli,  fent  by  Cromwell,  to  join  with  them  againft  the 
Spaniards  in  Flanders,  perform  actions  which  filled  them  with 
admiration.  For  however  Lockart,  the  ufurper's  Ambaflador 
in  France,  had  the  name  of  general  of  thofe  troops,  it  was 
under  Sir  Thomas's  command,  and  animated  by  his  ex- 
ample and  valour,  that  that  fmall  body,  with  little  or  no  help 
from  the  French,  routed  the  whole  Spanifli  army,  at  the  bat- 
tle of  Dunkirk,  which  foon  obliged  tiiat  ftrong  town  to  fur- 
render.  No  lefs  did  he,  and  thev  led  on  by  him,  fignalize 
themfelves  at  the  feveral  ficges  of  St,  Venant,  Mardvke,  Y- 
pres,  and  feven  or  eight  other  important  places,  acquired  to 
France  in  two  compaignes,  prir.cipally  by  their  means.  The 
truth  is,  they  did  more  than  was  for  the  good  of  England,  or 
of  the  reft  of  Europe  ;  that  fatal  ftep  of  Cromwel,  in  confe- 
derating with  the  French,  for  the  Ibengthning  of  himfelf  in 
his  ufurpation,  being  v.hat  then  played  the  game  into  their 
hands,  and  laid  the  foundation  of  that  grcatnefs,  which  has 
fince  cort  fo  much  blood  and  trcafure  to  reduce.  But  this  by 
the  by.  The  marefchal  de  Turcnne,  who  commanded  in  chief, 
had  too  much  honour  and  generofity,not  todo  juftice  to  the  Eng- 
h{\'\  maior-general  Morgan.  He  c;ave  fuch  a  chara6ter  of  him 
to  the  court  of  France,  as  drew  from  it  an  acknowledgment 
of  his  great  ferviccs,  and  an  invitation  to  Paris  ;    which  how-

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ever  he  chofe  to  decline,  and  returned  into  England,  where 
not  Ions  after  he  became  inftrumental  in  the  more  glorious 
work  of  reftoring  his  rightful  foveraign,  by  a  conjunctioa 
with  General  Monk,  as  was  hinted  before.  All  this  confi- 
dered,  a  more  proper  perfon  could  not  be  pitched  upon,  to 
whbm  the  guard  and  defence  of  this  iiland,  looking  every  day 
to  be  attacked  by  France,  fhould  be  confided  ;  and  the 
making  choice  of  him  was  a  great  inftance  of  his  majefty's 
care  and  concern  for  our  prcfer^-ation.     Refolved  to  live  and 

*  die  with  us,  this  gallant  man  haftened  to  his  charge  ;  and 
perhaps  it  never  was  more  plainly  feen,  how  powerfully  an 
high  opinion  conceived  of  a  chieftain  and  leader  will  influence 
the  troops  under  him.  One  would  think  that  Sir  Thomas, 
had  communicated  fomething  of  his  brave  fpirit  to  all  our 
people.     The  confternation,    which    before   his   arrival    was 

■  great  and   general    enough,   vanifhed  at  his   prefence  among 

■  them  }  or  if  a  few  more  timorous  remained  under  fome  appre- 

'  fion,  they  were  afhamed  to  fhew  it  openly.  Though  they 
'  wanted  not  encouragement   otherwife,    the  neceffary  fupplies 

■  being  daily  and  liberally  fent,  and  every  thing  put  in  the  beft 

*  pofture  to  oppofe  the  enemy,  yet  it  was  chiefly  in  their  gover- 
'  nor,  and  the  fame  of  his  great  exploits,  that  (under  God)  they 
'  placed  their  confidence.  It  may  not  be  unpieafant  to  remark, 
'  that  remembering  how  terrible  his  Englifh  red-coats  were  in 
'  Flanders,  he  would  have  the  militia  of  the  country  all  clothed 
'  in  like  manner,  forming  them  at  the  fame  time  into  regiments, 
'  that  v.'hen  the  enemies  came  to  view  them  thus  clad,  and  drawn 
'  up  in  fuch  order,  they  might  take  them  for  regular  troops  fent 
'  from  England.  The  greateft  captains  have  not  difdained  to 
'  put  in  ufe  the  like  little  arts  and  (Iratagems,  often  with  fuccefs. 

'  By  the  difpofitions  made  in  the  iflands,  and  private  intelli- 
'  gence  other  wavs,  the  French  court  let  their  defign  drop.     As 

*  for  us  in  this  ifland,  we  afcribed  all  to  the  enemy's  doubt  of 
'  fuccefs,  after  they  heard  in  what  readinefs  we  v/ere  to  receive 

*  them,  wherein  perhaps  we  prefumed  a  little  too  much  of  our- 
'  felves.  There  went,  befides,  a  report,  that  the  Marefchal  de 
'  Turenne,  had  difluaded  the  undertaking,  for  fo  long  at  leall:  i.s 

*  the  chevalier  Morgan,  commanded  here  ;  "  who  (he  faid) 
"  was  not  a  man  to  be  friihted,  or  deterred  bv  anv  fuperior 
*'  force  that  could  be  brought  againft  him,  from  making  a  moft 
*'  defperate  defence  ;  but  would  facrifice  himfelf,  with  all  his 
*'  people,  fooner  than  give  up  a  poll  committed  to  his  truft. 
"  By  what  he  had  been  feen  to  do  in  Flanders,  it  might  be 
"  guelTed  how  he  would  behave  on  an  occafion  like  this.  And 
"  fuch  an  obftinate  refiftance  would  caufe  too  much  blood  to  be 
*'  (hed  on  both  fides."     So  falutary  to  us  was  the  reputation  that 

*  brave 
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'  brave  man  had  acquired  in  the  profeffion  of  arms  (a).  Be  it  aS 
'  it  will,  thus  the  ftorm  blew  over  that  had  threatened  us,  and 
'  the  deliverance,  all  circumftances  conAdered,  we  cannot   but 

*  think  equal  to  the  greateft  that  has  been  wrought  for  us  in  any 
'  age.' 

Mr.  Falle,  fays  further  (b),  '  Of  this  brave  man,  I  Ihall  only 
'  add,  in  commendation  oi'  his  great  vigilance,  and  care  of  his 
'  charge,  that  he  never  allowed  himfelf  to  be  long  abfent  from 

*  it,  and  would  fit  whole  days   on  the  carriage  of  a  cannon, 

*  haftening  and  encouraging  the  workmen,  employed  in  the  new 

*  fortifications  of  Elizabeth-caftle,  which  were  carried  on  under 

*  his  order  and  infpeftion.  Though  he  fell  not  in  battle,  he 
'  may  be  faid  to  have  died  in  the  bed  of  honour,  by  dying  on  his 
'  poft,  i.  e.  in  the  ifland,  after  he  had  put  it  in  a  better  ftate  of 
'  defence,  and  every  way  on  a  better  military  foot,  than  it  ever 
'  had  been  before.' 

The  faid  Sir  Thomas,  married  De  la  Riviere,  daughter  of  Ri- 
chard Cholmondley,  of  Brame-Hall,  in  Spowford,  in  Yorkfliire, 
Efq;  by  whom  he  had  illue  nine  fons,  and  one  daughter.  His 
eldeft  fon. 

Sir  John  I^lorgan,  Bart,  was  knight  of  the  (hire  in  feveral 
parliaments  for  the  county  of  Hereford,  temp.  Car.  H.  and  took 
to  wife  Hefter,  daughter  and  coheir  of  James  Price,  of  Pilleth, 
in  Radnorfhirc,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had  iffue  one  fon,  and  four 
daughters. 

Sir  Thomas  Morgan,  Bart,  his  only  fon,  likewife  reprefented 
the  county  of  Hereford,  in  the  twolaft  parliaments  of  Queen  Anne, 
and  was  elected  agai.u  for  the  faid  county,  in  the  firft  parliament 
of  the  late  reign,  and  died  Dec.  14,  17 16,  leaving  ilFue  by 
Anne,  only  child  of  John  Roydhoufe,  of  St.  Alar  tin's  in  the 
fields,  inMiddlefcx,  Efq; 

Sir  John  Morgan,  the  prefent  baronet,  who  is  one  of  the  re- 
prcfcntatives  in  the  prefent  parliament,  for  the  city  of  Hereford, 
and  as  yet  unmarried.

THIS  family  is  fuppofed  to  have  come  out  of  the  north, 
and  to  have  fettled  in  Eflex  j  where  we  find,  fituatcd  at 
Purleigh,  in  that  county  in  1442.  20  Hen.  VI.  Peter  Ofboni 
(b)  who,  befides  feveral  other  children,  (of  which  one  was  a 
prieft,  another  a  nun  at  Maiden,)  he  left, 

Richard  OfDorn,  his  fon  and  heir,  v/ho  marrying  the  daugh- 
ter of Cawfton,  of  the  county  of  Eflex,  1111471.   loEdvv. 

IV.  left  ilFue  two  fons,  John,  and  Richard. 

John  Ofborn,  his  eldeft  fon,  left  ilTueonly  one  daughter. 

Richard  Ofborn,  his  fecond  fon,  fituated  himfelf  at  Tyld- 
Hall,  in  Eflex,  and  died  1544,  35  Hen  VIII.  leaving  two  fons, 
John,  and  Peter. 

John  Ofborn,  his  eldefl:  fon,  left  iflue  three  daughters,  who  in 
the  end  were  coheirs,  (and  of  which  the  eldeft  married  Sir  Ri- 
chard Bettenfon,  of  Chadbury,  in  the  county  of  Kent,  Knt.) 
and  one  fon  Richard,  who  by  his  firfl:  wife  had  four  daughters  ; 
and  by  his  fecond  wife  Elizabeth  (r),  daughter  of  Robert  Coke, 
Efq;  and  fifter  to  lord  chief-juflice  Coke  ;  lie  had  three  fons, 
who  all  dying  without  iflue,  the  daughters  of  John,  above-men- 
tioned, became  coheirefles. 

Peter  Ofborn,  Efq;  (the  fecond  fon  of  Pvichard,  of  Tyld- 
Hall)  was  born  1521,  12  Hen.  VIII.  He  was  a  man  of  great 
undcrftanding,  and  was  very  a<^ive  and  zealous  for  the  reforma- 
tion of  religion.  He  was  made  treafurer's  remembrancer  ia 
the  exchequer,  to  him  and  his  heirs,  by  grant  (d)  6  Edw.  VI.  and 
Was  alfo  keeper  of  the  privy-purfe  to  King  Edw.  VI.  and  a  great 
friend  of  Sir  JohnCheke's,  who  died  at  his  houfe.  But  inQiieen 
Mary's  reign,  he  was  committed  to  prifon.  In  Queen  Elizabeth's 
reign,  he  was  again  in  favour  at  court,  (and  particularly  with  lord 
Burleigh)  being  one  of  the  high  commiffioners  for  ecclefiafticai 
affairs.  And  marrying  Anne,  daughter  of  Dr.  Blyth,  the  firft 
publick  King's  reader  of  phvfick,  at  Cambridge,  (by  Alice,  flft:cr 
to  Sir  John  Cheke,  tutor  to  Edward  VI.)  he  had  eleven  Ions, 
and  eleven  daughters,  of  whom  Elizabeth,    married  Sir  Edward

Sir  John  Ofoorn,  Knt,  who  was  treafurer's  remembrancer  ia 
the  exchequer  divers  years,  in  the  reign  of  King  James  I.  and 
»ne  of  the  commiiTioners  of  the  navy. 

This  Sir  John,  fon  to  Peter,  (both  lovers  of  learned  and  good 
men)  (h)  not  only  bought  and  reftored  the  redtory  of  Hawnes, 
in  Bedfordfhire,  (formerly  alienated)  to  the  church,  but  built 
and  furnifhed  the  parfonage-houfe,  for  the  future  incumbents, 
and  prcfenting  aitei  wards  the  famous  Mr.  Brightman  to  it,  gave 
him  tlis  profits  of  the  two  foregoing  years,  which  he  had  referved 
for  that  purpofe. 

He  left  iilue  four  fons,  by  Dorothy,  daughter  and  coheir  of 
Richard  Barlee,  of  Eirmgham-hall,  in  Ellex,Efq;  (who  was  fon  of 
PVancis  Barlec,  of  Bibfvvorth,  Efq;  by  Dorothy,  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Richard,  lord  Rich,  lord-chancellor  of  England,) 
Francis  Ofborn,  his  youngeft  fon,  was  born  about  1590,  and 
educated  in  a  pri\'ate  manner,  and  at  rrpe  years  frequented  the 
■court  ;  he  died  at  Nether-worton,  near  Dedington,  in  Oxfbrd- 
fliire,  in  the  houfc  of  William  Draper,  Efq;  whofe  fifter  he  had 
married,  Feb,  11,  1658-9,  aged  about  70,  and  was  interred  in 
the  church  there  ;  he  has  particularly  made  himfelf  known  by  hi* 
writings,  fo  much  eileemed,  efpecially  his  Advice  to  a  fon.  Sir 
John,  fettled  at  Chickfand,  in  the  county  of  Bedford,  and  died 
in  1628,   3  Car.  T.  and  was  fucceeded  by  hiseldeft  fon. 

Sir  Peter  Oiborn,  Knt.  the  lord  treafurer's  remembrancer, 
who  wa'i  twcnty-ciffht  vears  governor  of  the  ifland  and  caftles  of 
Guerufey,  in  the  reigns  of  King  James,  and  King  Charles  I. 
Kc  married  13orotln',  daughter  of  Sir  John  Danvers,  of  Daunt- 
zcy,  in  thecountv  of  Wilts,  Knt.  (by  Eli/zabcth,  daughter  and 
coheir  of  John  Ncvil,  lord  Latimer,  by  lady  Lucy,  his  wife, 
fccond  daughter  of  Henry  Someriet,  earl  of  Worcefter.  The 
laid  Dorothy,  was^  fiilcr  to  Henry  Danvers,  carl  of  Danby, 
privy-counillior  to  King  Charks  L  and  knighj  of  tb^  garter,) 
By  her  Sip  Peter  had  (even  fens,  and  two  daughters,  of  whom, 
she  cldeft  was  married  to  Sir  Thomas  Peyton,  of  Knolton,  in 
Kent,  Bart,  and  Dorotiiy,,  tlic  youngeft,  was  married  to  Sir 
William  Te.T.plc,  of  Sheen,  Ban.  an-^baflador  to  the  States-ge- 
neral, i>cc.  Of  the  fons  only  two  furvived  ;  of  whom  Sir  Henry 
Ofborn,  the  youngeil,  was  commiHioncr  of  the  navy,  &c. 
Sir   Peter,  died    1656,  and  was  fucceeded  by  his  cldeft  fon. 

Sir  John  Ofborn,  the  firft  baronet  of  this  family,  who  was 
gentleman  of  the  privy-chamber  to  King  Charles  IL  and  had  a 
grant  of  the  treafurer's  remi^uvbrancef-s  office,  by  patent  (c)  dated

And  by  his  fecond  wife  Martha,  daughter  of  Sir  John 
Kelyng,  Knt.  ferjeant  at  law,  had  feven  Ions,  and  four  daugh- 
ters ;  three  of  which  fons,  and  one  daughter,  died  in  the  life-time 
of  their  father ;  Peter,  the  eldeft  furviving  fon,  married  Marr, 
vifcountefs  dowager  Molyne'.:x,  by  whom  he  has  one  fon,  and 
one  daughter,  Charles,  and  Frances;  2.  Robert,  who  is  one  of 
the  chief  clerks  in  the  admiralty-office  ;  3.  Henry,  who  is  cap- 
tain of  a  man  of  war,  and  both  unmarried  ;  4.

(JOHN,  Esquire,) 
Created  Baronet,  February  18,  1660. 

THIS  family  is  fuppofed  to  enter  Englanci,  with  William, 
the  conqueror,  frcmNormandv  (a)^or  we  find  one  of  the 
great  uncles  of  the  firfl  Sir  John  Colleton,  went  to  recover  pof- 
fcfTion  of  fomc  fmall  eilates  belonging  to  the  family,  in  thatdutchj'j 
fold  it,  and  there  died  without  iflu.e. 

By  a  very  ancient  grant,  from  Reginald  de  Villecore,  to  Tho- 
mas Colleton  fZij,  of  an  eftate,  and  b/  Aibfequent  deeds,  in  the 
beginning  of  Edw.  L  we  find,  they  ftiled  themfelves,  gentlemen  ; 
and  gave  the  fame  arms,  as  now  bore. 

They  have  been  refident  many  years,  in  Dcvonfliire,  and  there 
are  now  villages  in  that  county,  called  after  their  names  ('tj,  as, 
Colleton-Raleigh,  Colleton-Bury,  Sec. 

Peter  Colleton,  father  of  Sir  John,  lived  at  Exeter,  and  left 
five  fons,  Peter,  John,  Henry,  Hugh,  and  William  ;  and  two 
daughters  ;  all  the  fons,  died  abroad  without  ifiue,  except  John, 
who  fucceeded  his  father,  Peter,  and  v/as  very  active  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  civil  wars,  for  King  Charles  I.  was  a  captain  of 
foot,  and  had  a  commiffion  for  colonel,  from  Sir  John  Berkley, 
afterwards  lord  Berkley,  figned  by  the  prince  of  Wales  ;  which 
regiment  he  raifcd  within  ten  days,  and  expended  for  the  king's 
lervicc  (d)  40000I.  and  had  befides,  7000I.  fequeftered  and  plun- 
dered by  the  rebels.  He  was  forced  to  go  to  Barbadccs  ;  and  juft 
after  the  rcftoration.  Sir  John  Berkley,  prefented  the  following 
certificate  to  the  king  (e)  : 

Thefc  are  humbly  to  certify  your  facred  majefty, 

*  'HP  H  AT  John  Colleton,   fome  time  of  Exeter,  Efq;  engaged 

*  -■■     for  your  majefty's   royal  father,    in   the  beginning  ofliis 

*  troubles,  raifed  and  commanded  a  regiment  under  me,  confiil- 

*  ing  of  about  iioo  men,  v/cll  armed,  without  any  char2;e  to  his 
'  then  majcfty,  or  compulfion  of  his  people,  which  was  very 
'  coftly  to  him,  he  neither   receiving  any  pay,   or   free  quarter, 

*  to  my  knovv'lcdgs,  and  the  foldiers,  very  little  of  either  ;  that 
'  he  furniflicd  moneys  and  arms,  to  a  good  value,  when  he  was 
'  driven  from  his  habitation  and  ellate,  ^'n  Cornewal,  before  the 

*  battle  of  Stratton,  for  which,  I  am  confident,  he  hath  not  had 
Matisfhaion  ;

*  therein  good  fervice. 

'  That  he  did,  at  feveral  other  times,  procure  and  lend  moneys 

*  and  procure  and  funiiih  good  ftore  of  armes  and   ammunition, 

*  when  his  majeft) 's  affairs  were  in  great  ftraits,  and  gave  credit, 
'  and  irayed  long  fur  coniidcrable  funis  yet   unpaid,   of  many  of 

*  them,  whereby  a  good  fum  muft  be  due  unto  him.     That  he 

*  fufFered  much  bvyour  majelly's  enemies,  by  being  of  your  part, 

*  I  believe  to  the  value  of  above  fixtv  thoufand  pounds,  and  he 

*  was  well  contented  to  ftay   fjr  his  dilburfements,  and  bore  his 

*  fufferings  chearfally,  propofmg  to  himfelf  no  other  fatisfadtion, 

*  that  I  could  perceive,  than  your  majeify's  rcftauration.     That 

*  after  your  majell) 's  exile,  he  was  ever  active  and  helpful  to  your 

*  majefty's  agents,  in  England,  in  his  perfon,  and  with  his  purfe, 

*  which  I  my  felf  know  to  be  true,  and  have  been  informed  thereof 

*  by  divers  others. 

*  That  he  forfook  England,  for  many  years,  to  avoid  the  oaths, 

*  fubfcriptions,  &c,  impofed  upon  your  fubjects,  by  your  enemies, 

*  deftrud:ive  to  your   majefty's  intereft,  as  I  found  by  him,   in 

*  Holland,   in  the  year  1650,  and  returned  not  until  j^our  ma* 

*  jefty's  reftauration. 

'  That  he  hath  kept  his  loyalty  unfpotted,  to  the  laft,  as  far  as 
'  lean  be  informed,  or  underftand. 

*  I  am  fure  he  hath  doiie  your  majefty,  faithful  and  good  fer- 

*  vice  many  ways,  and  all  this,  in  order  to  his  duty  and  alle- 

*  giance,  without  any  refpect  to  reward  or  gain,  that  I  could 
'  perceive  by  him.'

Whereupon  the  king,  in  the  thirteenth  of  his  reign,  created  him 
a  baronet  ;  and  in  memory  of  his  great  fervices,  in  conjun6lien 
with  the  duke  of  Albemarle,  carl  Clarendon,  earl  Craven,  and 
four  other  noble  perfjns,  by. letters  patents  granted  to  them,  their 
heirs,  and  fucceftbrs,  large  dominions  in  Carolina,  and  the  Ba- 
hama illands. 

Sir  John,  left  ifllie  four  fons,  Sir  Peter,  his  fucceftbr,  Thomas, 
James,  and  John  ;  and  one  daughter,  married  to  lieutenant-ge- 
neral Stewart :  three  of  the  fons  married  in  Barbadocs,  and  had 
ilTue  ;  and  John,  died  unmarried, inSt.  John's  college, Oxford. 

Sir  Peter,  the  eldeft  fon,  who  fucceeded  Sir  John,  v/as  member 
of  parliament  forBoiiney,  in  Cornwall,  temp.  Car.  II.  &:  Will, 
III.  and  commifTioner  of  the  publick  accounts  many  years  (a). 
He  left  iftuebut  one  fon.  Sir  John,  and  three  dauThters.

(THOMAS,  Esquire,) 
Created  Baronet,  P'ebruary  21,  1660, 

THIS  family  is  of  noble  extra61:ion,  being  defcended  from 
(b  )  Lewis,  fecond  fon  of  Charles,  King  of  Jerufalem,  and 
ijicily;  younger  brother  of  Lewis  IX.  King  of  France. 

The  furname  of  Beaumont,  is  deriv'd  from  a  city  of  the  fama 
name,  in  France,  on  the  river  Sarte,  in  the  province  of  Maine, 
now  the  title  of  a  dutchy,  but  heretofore  of  a  vifcounty,  (whence, 
for  dillinction  of  other  fynonimous  places,  it  had  the  adjunct  of 
Le  Vicomte  i)  the  heir  female  of  which  honour  and  feigncury, 
jiam'd  Agnes,  jnarrying  Lewis,  before  mentioned,  fccond  fon  of 
Charles,  King  of  Jerulalem,  and  Sicily,  younger  brother  of  Lewis 
IX.  King  of  France,  (who  were  both  fons  of  Lewis  VIII.  of  the 
houfe  of  Montpenfier,  King  of  France,)  brought  him  that  inhe- 
ritance; and  the  fons  of  the  faid  marriage  took  the  name  of  Beau- 
mont, and  to  their  paternal  arms,  viz.  France  ancient,  added 
thofe  of  their  mother,  viz.  a  Lion  rampant,  Or,  as  now  borne. 

The  cldeft  of  the  fons  of  the  faid  Agnes,  and  Lewis,  enjoy'd 
the  vicounty :  Theobald,  was  archbifhop  of  Paris  ;  Lewis,  bi- 
fhop  of  Durham,  in  England,  of  whom,  Bp.  Goodwin,  in  his 
catalogue  of  bilhops,  writes  ffj,  '  That  he  had   that  bifhoprick 

*  given  him,  by  the  pope,  at  the  importunate  fiiit  of  the  Kings  of 

*  Engl:ind,  and  France.     He  was  a  Frenchman  borne,  and  of  the 

*  bloud  royall  there    Hee  was  lame  of  both  hislegges  ;  and  riding 

*  toDurham,  tube  iuftalled  there,  hee  was  robbed,  (together  with 

*  two  cardinals  that  were  then  in  his  company,)  upon  Wiglefden 

moore,

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moore,  near  DerlingtDn.  The  captaines  of  this  rout,  were 
named,  Gilbert  Middleton,  and  Walter  Selby.  Not  content 
to  take  all  the  treafure  of  the  cardinals,  the  blfliop,  and  their 
traine,  they  carried  the  bilhop  prifoner  to  Morpeth,  where  tljey 
conilrained  him  to  pay  a  great  runfom.  Gilbert  Middleton, 
was  foone  after  taken  at  his  owne  caftle  of  Nitford,  carried  to 
London,  and  there  drawen  and  hanged  in  the  prcfcncc  of  the 
cardinals.  After  this,  one  Sir  Gofeline  DeinuiU,  and  iiis  bro- 
ther, Robert,  came  with  a  great  company  to  di\  ers  ot  the  b.- 
fliop  of  Durham's  houfes,  in  the  habits  of  fryers,  and  fpoiled 
them,  leaving  nothing  but  bare  walls,  and  did  many  other  no- 
table robberies,  for  wliich  they  (l  mean  the  captaines  and  dix-ers 
of  their  company,)  were  foone  after  hanged  at  Yorkc.  This 
bifhop  ftood  very  ftoutly  in  defence  of  the  liberties  of  his  fee, 
recovered  divers  lands  taken  av/ay  from  Anthony  Beake,  his 
predecelTor,  (as  before  is  mentioned,)  and  procured  this  fzn- 
tence  to  be  given  in  the  behalf  of  his  church,  .^2i''^^  epifcopm 
Dunelmeu.  debet  habere fo^-is faciuras gucrrarianintra  hhcrtateSy 
ficut  rex  extrSy  that  the  billiop  of  Durham,  is  to  have  the  tor- 
feitures  of  warre,  in  as  ample  fort,  within  his  owne  liberties,  as 
the  king  without.  That  which  by  fomc  is  attributed  to  Ra- 
nulph  Flambard,  I  finde  bv  other  reported  of  this  man,  to  wit, 
that  it  was  he  who  compalled  the  city  of  Durham,  with  a  wall, 
certaine  it  is,  that  he  built  a  hall,  kitchin,  and  chappel,  atMid- 
dleham.  But  before  he  could  quite  finiiii  the  chapell,  he  died, 
to  wit,  September  22,  or  (as  one  delivered,)  September  28, 
1333.  Helieth  buried  before  the  high  altar,  at  Durham,  co- 
vered with  a  marble  ftone,  curiouHv  wrought,  and  ijilayd  with 
braiTe,  provided  by  himfelf  in  his  life-time.' 
Henry  Beaumont,  the  fourth  fon  of  Lewis,  and  Agnes,  had 
likewife  grants  of  feveral  honours,  in  England,  and  bore  many 
eminent  imployments  in  the  fLate.  This  Henrv  Beaumont,  is 
generally  fuppofed  to  come  from  France,  on  the  inftance  of  Q^ 
Eleanor,  wife  of  King  Edward  L  for  Ifabel,  his  hfier,  (wife  of 
John,  lord  Vefci,  of  Alncwicke,  one  of  the  greatell  barons  of  the 
north,)  is  flil'd  in  our  records,  kinfvvoman  to  that  Qi^ieen ;  and  the 
faid  Henry, himfelf,  (in  r  Ed.  II.)  is  'it\\cAyCor:fcr!iruintus  rc-jis(a)  ; 
at  which  time,  (in  confideration  of  his  eminent  lervices  to  King 
Edw.  I.)  he  had  a  grant  in  fee,  of  Folkingham,  with  feveral  other 
manors,  in  com.  Line,  and  of  all  the  knights  fee,-,  belonging  to 
Gilbert  de  Gaunt,  which  his  widow  then  held  in  dower.  la 
2  Edw.  II.  he  was  join'd  i:i  conuniliion  with  ethers,  for  guarding 
die  marches  of  Scotland  ;  and  the  next  year,  being  made  coa- 
ftable  of  Roxborough  caftle,  he  was  again  fent,  with  the  earl  of 
Hereford,  and  Robert  de  ClifFord,  to  guard  the  marches  ;  like- 
wife,  on  the  death  of  Alexander,  bifliop  of  Lincoln,  the  cultod^' 
-  0.4 of 

(;i)  Dugd.  Bar.  of  England,  vol.  II,  p,£4. 
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of  the  caftle  of  Soinerton,  was  given  him  for  life,  (beii'»g  at  that 
time  conftable  of  tl;e  caltle  of  Dumfreeze.)  alfo  the  fame  year, 
had  a  grant  of  the  Ifle  of  Man,  for  life,  by  the  fame  tenure  its 
lords  ufually  perform'd,  to  the  Kings  of  Scotland.  In  7  Edw.  II. 
he  was  a  commiiTioner,  to  v.'hom  the  fenefchal  of  Gafcoign,  was 
to  attend,  on  matters  agitated  in  the  parliament  of  Paris,  before 
the  end  of  which  year,  being  again  imploy'd  in  Scotland,  he  was 
at  the  fiege  of  Strivelin,  and  the  fatal  battle  of  Bannockfborne. 
In  10  Edw.  II.  he  was  the  King's  lieutenant  for  the  North,  and 
the  next  year,  governor  of  the  caftle  of  Montandrc,  in  Gafcoigne ; 
and  the  year  following,  join'd  with  Andrew  dc  Harcla,  earl  of 
Carlifle,  to  reftrain  the  iacurfions  of  the  Scots,  for  which  people 
he  had  fo  little  kindnefs,  (notwithftandhig  he  had  a  great  eftate 
amongft  them,  by  marrying  one  of  the  coheirs  to  Alexander,  earl 
of  Boghan,  constable  of  Scotland,)  that  tho'  he  was  a  baron  of  the 
realm,  and  fv/orn  both  of  the  great  and  privy-council,  yet  he 
irreverently  refafcJ  to  give  the  King  his  advice,  towards  facilitat- 
ing a  peace  with  them  ;  at  which  the  King,  highly  incens'd, 
committed  him  to  prifon  ;  but  being  bail'd  out,  and  his  majefty's 
heat  allay'd,  he  came  again  into  favour,  and  was  fent,  (j8  Ed. II.) 
one  of  the  ambaiiadors  to  treat  of  peace,  \^'ith  Charles,  King  of 
France  :  but  foon  afterwards,  adhering  to  thcQi^ieen,  and  prince, 
with  other  nobles,  againft  the  King,  he  was  feiz'd,  and  fent  pri- 
fcner  to  Warwick  caftle,  and  from  thence  to  Wallingford  j  yet 
upon  a  turn  of  affairs,  one  of  the  articles  againft  Hugh  le  Defpen-r 
cer,  the  younger,  was  for  caufmg  this  Henry,  to  be  imprifonM. 

Standing  hrm  in  the  intereft  of  the  Qiicen,  and  prince,  he  at-r 
tended  her  to  the  earl  of  Heynalt,  on  her  going  out  of  England  ; 
and  when  thcKing,  (almoft  totally  deferted,)  attempted  to  fly  be-r 
vond  fca,  he  was  by  him  taken  and  brought  back,  and  deliver'd 
prifoner  to  the  Queen  ;  for  which  fcrvice,  he  obtain'd  the  lord- 
Ihip  (a)  of  Loughborough,  in  com.Lciceft.  belonging  to  Hugh  le 
de  Spencer,  (the  younger  fon  to  Hugh,  earl  ofWinchefter,)  thcri 
attainted.  In  the  reign  of  Edw.  III.  the  lands  of  the  Englifh  no- 
bility being  fciz'd,  in  Scotland,  this  Henry,  (bearing  then  the 
litleof  carl  of  Boghr.ri,)  v/cnt,  v/ith  others,  into  Scotland,  and  en-r 
countering  th.e  Scots,  routed  them  near  Gledifmore,  by  whofe 
advice  and  council  that  memoiable  vi'ilory  was  obtain'd.  But 
this  being  done  without  the  King's  knowlege,  his  lands  in  Eng- 
land, were  fciz'd  ;  yet  foon  after,  upon  an  h.earing  in  parliament, 
of  what  was  objetfied  againft  him,  he  had  rcftitution  thereof  by 
the  full  con  fent  of  the  peers  ;  upon  a  farther  rcprefentation  to 
David,  Kins  of  Scotland,  he  obtained  his  lands  in  Scotland.  A- 
bout  the  ciglnh  of  Edw.  III.  Ifabel  de  Vefcy,  his  fifter,  dying 
without  iiTue,  a  conhderable  eftate  fell  to  him:  in  10  Edw,  III. 
being  then  conftablc  of  the  army,  Ik  was  fent  into  Scotland,  for 

the

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the  defence  of  that  realm  ;  aKb  the  fame  year,  attended  the  King 
into  Flanders,  and  two  years  a "ter,  was  in^dc  juftice  of  Scotland. 
He  departed  this  life  in  14  Edw.  UL  be;ag  one  of  the  moft  po- 
tent men  of  his  time.  He  had,  with  Alice,  his  wile,  (daughter, 
^nd  at  length  fole  heir  to  Alexander  Comin,  earl  of  Boughan,  in 
Scotland,)  the  manor  of  Whitwick  fflj,  in  Leicefterftiire,  with 
divers  other  lands  and  poflellions  in  the  faid  county,  and  was  fuc- 
ceeded  therein  by  John,  his  fon  and  heir^ 

Which  John,  lord  Beaumont,  was  conftable  of  England,  12 
Ed.  n.  and  in  13  Ed.  III.  was  in  the  expedition  then  made  into 
Flanders  ;  was  likewife  retain'd  to  lerve  the  King  in  his  fleet,  and 
the  fame  year,  ferv'd  in  the  wars  of  Scotland.  He  died  two  years 
after  his  father,  viz,  in  16  Edw.  III.  having  had  fummons  to  par- 
liament that  fame  year  ;  leaving,  by  Eleanor,  his  wife,  fifth 
daughter  of  Henry  Plantagenet,  earl  of  Lancafter,  (grandfon  to> 
King  Henry  III.)  an  only  fon,  Henry,  who  fucceeded  him  in  ho- 
nour and  eftate. 

Which  Henry,  lord  Beaumont,  was  born  beyond  fea,  but  na- 
turaliz'd  in  parliament,  in  25  Edw.  III.  and  had  fummons  to  par- 
liament, as  a  baron  ;  and  having  been  in  the  wars  of  Gafcoign, 
in  40  Edw.  III.  died  in  43  Edw.  III.  leaving  by  his  wife,  Mar- 
garet, (daughter  to  John  de  Vere,  earl  of  Oxford,)  John,  his  foii 
and  heir.  The  memory  of  which  marriages  was  prcferv'd  in  ihc; 
church  of  Barton,  upon  Humber,  in  this  tetraftick : 

Rex  Hierofolymus  cum  Bellomonte  locatur 
Bellus  mons  eciam  cum  Boghan  confociatur 
Belhis  monsiterum  Longicailro  religatur 
Bellas  mona Oxonie  titulatur. 

John,  lord  Beaumont,  (fon  and  heir  of  Henry,)  was  at  Bur- 
broke,  in  7  Ric.  II.  when  the  King  of  France,  with  his  whole 
arrny,  befieg'd  it ;  and  accompanied  John  of  Gaunt,  duke  of 
Lancafter,  into  Spain,  in  10  Rich.  II.  yet  before  the  end  of  the 
year,  he  was  expell'd  the  court,  as  an  evil  counfellor  to  the  King, 
ty  the  great  lords  aflembled  at  Haringey-Park  j  but  thefe  heats 
abating,  he  rofe  again  in  power,  was  made  admiral  of  the  King's 
fleet  northwards,  and  one  of  the  wardens  of  the  Scotch  marches  ; 
was  afterwards  employed  in  the  wars  of  France,  made  governor . 
of  Cherburgh  caftle,  conftable  of  Dover  caftle,  warden  of  the 
cinque-ports,  and  knight  of  the  garter  ;  and  having  been  fum- 
moned  to  parliament,  from  7  to  18  Rich.  II,  died  full  cf  honour, 
in  20  Rich.  II.  He  had  by  his  firfl  wife  (b)^  Catherine,  daugh- 
ter and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Everingham,  of  La;xton,  Knt.  three 
fons,  I.Henry,  2.Thomas,  hereafter  mentioned,  and  3. Richard  ; 
•but  I  don't  find  he  had  any  1  Hue  by  his  fecond  wife,  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Mowbray,  earl-marfhal,  widow  to  Nicho* 

las,

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las,  lord  Audley,  of  Heleigh,  who,  furviving  him,  was  after- 
wards married  to  Michael  de  la  Pole,  earl  of  Suffolk. 

From  Henrv,  who  died  i  Hen.  V.  (eldeft  fon  of  the  faid  John,) 
by  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William,  lord  Willoughby, 
defcended  by  a  younger  fon,  the  Beaumonts,  of  Weddefbury,  in 
com.  Staff.  But  John,  eldeft  fon  of  the  faid  Henry,  fucceeded 
to  the  barony,  and  was  created  earl  of  Bulloign,  by  King  Henry 
VI.  and  vifcount Beaumont,  (the  firfl:  in  England,  everhonour'd 
with  that  (a)  title,)  he  was  in  great  favour  with  thatKing,  under 
whom  he  bore  the  moft  honourable  imployments ;  was  a  knight 
of  the  garter,  and  loft  his  life  in  his  caufe,  againft  the  houfe  of 
York,  in  the  battle  of  Northampton,  the  loth  of  July,  A.  D. 
I459>  (3^  H^n.  VL)  leaving,  by  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of 
WiUiam,  lord  Bardolph  (b)^  (by  his  wife,  Joan,  daughter  of  Tho- 
mas, lord  Bardolph,)  William,  his  fuccelTor,  and  a  daughter, 
Joan,  married  to  John,  lord  Lovell,  of  Tichmerfli. 

WhichWilliam, vifcount  Btaumont,  and  lord  Bardolph,  adher- 
ing to  theLancaftrian  intereft,  participated  of  the  hard  fit?  v/hjch 
befel  that  family  ;  for,being  taken  prifoner  atTouton-field,  i  Ld. 
IV.  he  was  the  fame  year  attainted,  and  his  manors  of  Whitwick, 
and  Loughborough,  in  com.  Leiccft.  (c)  was  given  to  the  lord 
Haftin^s,  and  many  other  manors  and  eftates  taken  from  him, 
fome  of  which,  retain  his  name  to  this  day.  But  after  King 
Henry  VII.  obtain'd  the  crov.-n,  he  was  reftor'd  to  his  dignities 
acrain,  and  dying  in  the  twenty-third  of  that  reign,  was  buried  at 
T^ivenhoe,  in  EfTex  .  for,  in  the  chancel  of  that  church,  is  a  mo- 
nument ereded  to  his  memory,  Ihewing  his  effigies,  in  armour, 
lying  at  length,  his  head  refting  on  a  lion,  (his  creft,)  and  at  his 
tcet,  an  elephant,  with  rhis  infcription  : 

Here  in  the  Earth,  under  this  Marbell,  reft  theBonys 
of  the  noble  lord  William  Beaumont,  Knight,  Vy- 
count  Beaumont,  and  lord  Bardolphe  ;  which  Wil- 
liam afier  the  natural  Courfe  of  all  earthly  Crea- 
tors, decefled  the  20th  Day  of  Decemb.  in  the  Yere 
of  ChrilVs  Incarnation  MCCCCCVII.  whofeSoule, 
Jhu,  of  his  infinite  Mercy,  receive  into  Joy. 

And  for  his  lady,  is  tliis  infcription : 

Of  your  Charitie  pray  for  the  Soule  of  the  high  and 
noble  Lady,  Elizabeth  Scroope,  firft  married  to  the 
roble  lord,  Willm,  late  \'ycount  Beaumond,  lord 
Comyn,  Bardolphe,  Philip,  and  Erpingham  ;  and 
after,  V\'ife  unto  the  high  and  noble  Lord,  JohR, 
fumtyme  earl  of  Oxford,  High-Chamberlin  of  Eng- 
land, nnd  Admiral  ofthelan-,e,  \'ycount  Bulbeck, 
Lord  Scales,  Coancellor  to  cur  Soveraine  Lord  the 

King,

The  faid  William,  lord  vifcount  Beaumont,  died  without  i/Tue ; 
fo  that  Francis,  vifcount  Lovell,  (his  nephew,)  had  he  been  at  that 
time  living,  and  not  attainted,  would  have  been  his  heir ;  for  the 
barony  of  Beaumont,  of  Folkingham,  being  a  barony  in  fee,  could 
not  defcend  to  the  colatcral  branches,  in  the  male  line  j  whereby 
the  peerage  ceas'd  in  this  family. 

The  principal  line  remaining,  is  defcended  from  Thomas,  fe- 
cond  ion  of  John,  lord  Beaumont,  knight  of  the  garter,  and  bro- 
ther to  Henry,  lord  Beaumont,  father  of  John,  the  firil:  vifcount, 
Beaumont.  Which  Thomas,  being  lord  of  Bafquerville,  and  cap- 
tain of  Galliarde  ('^j,  was  retain'd  with  John,  duke  of  Bedford, 
regent  of  France,  in  the  minority  of  K.  Hen.  VI.  to  ferve  the  King 
in  thofe  wars  ;  and  having  in  marriage,  (5  Hen.  V.)  PhWlipcflf), 
daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Maureward,  Knt.  was  pofTefled 
of  the  inheritance  of  her  father,  viz.  the  manors  of  Godeby  (c)j 
Overton-Quartermerfh,  &c.  He  died  (d)^  in  36  Hen.  VI. 
leaving  iffue  two  fons,  John,  of  whom  hereafter,  and  Thomas, 
v/ho  married  (e)  Anne,  daughter  and  heir  of  SirWilliam  Moton, 
of  Peckleton,  in  com.  Leiceft.  Knt.  His  grandfon,  John  (fjy 
was  mafter  of  the  rolls,  and  purchafed  the  manor  ofGracedieu, 
in  com.  Leiceft.  He  married  (g)  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir 
of  Sir  William  Haftings,  Knt.  younger  fon  to  William,  lord 
Haftings,  and  had  iffue,  that  grave,  learned,  and  reverend  judge, 
Francis  Beaumont,  Efq;  one  of  the  juftices  of  the  common-pleas, 
who  died,  April  22,  1598  (h),  a  man,  for  integrity,  wifdom,  and 
learning,  inferior  to  none  of  his  bench.  He  married  Anne, 
daughter  of  Sir  George  Peirpoint,  of  Holme-Peirpoint,  in  com. 
Nott.  Knt.  and  had  iffue,  i.  Sir  Henry  Beaumont,  of  Grace- 
dieu,  Knt.  who,  by  (i)  Barbara,  daughter  of  Anthony  Faunt, 
of  Fofton,  in  com.  Leiceft.  Efq;  (remarried  to  Sir  Henry  Harpur, 
of  Calke,  in  com.  Derb.  Bart.)  leftu  daughter  and  heir,  Barbara, 
married  firft  to  Sir  John  Harpur,  ofSv/arkfton,  in  com.  Derb. 
Knt.  and  fecondly,  to  SirWolftan  Dixie,  Bart.  Sir  John  Beau- 
mont, fecond  fon  of  the  judge,  was  created  a  baronet,  Jan.  29, 
1626,  and  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Fortcfcue,  Efq; 
(fon  of  f^J  Anthony  Fortefcue,  Efq;  and  Catherine,  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Sir  Geffrey  Poole,  of  Lordington,  inSuffex,  Knt.  foa 
of  Sir  Richard  Poole,  knight  of  the  garter,  and  Margaret,  his 
wife,  daughter  and  heir  to  George,  duke  of  Clarence,  brother  to

To  return  to  the  elder  branch  : 

John  Beaumont,  Efq;  eldeft  fon  and  heir  of  Thomas,  before- 
mentioned,  refided  at  Overton,  (now  called  Colc-Orton,  from  the 
cole-mines  there,)  but  the  Englifh  being  driven  from  their  acqui-. 
iitions  in  France,  the  lordlhip  of  Bafquerville,  was  loft:  he  was 
Hain  in  38  Hen.  VI.  with  his  (^7)  coufin,  John,  lord  vifcount  Beau- 
mont, in  the  battle  of  Northampton  ;  leaving,  by  Joan  (bj^  his 
wife,daughterof  John,  loruDatc-,  of  thenofth,  J.hn,  his  ion  and 
heir,  aged  tenyears,  as  appears  by  inqiihticn  ia.^en  mi  Ed.  IV. 

Which  John,  in  5  Hen.  VII.  was  maue  one  of  the  knights  of 
the  Bath,  at  the  creation  of  Arthur,  prince  of  Wales  C^J;  but 
bavmg  no  ilTue  by  his  wife,  Alice,  daughter  to  Sir  William  Field- 
ing, fettled  his  eftate,  (after  the  deceafe  of  him  and  his  wife,)  on 
his  brother  George,  and  his  heirs.  HediedfJj,  1 1  Aug.  23 
Hen.  VIII.)  in  the  eighty-fixth  year  of,  his  age,  as  may  be  com- 
puted from  his  being  ten  years  old,  i  Edw.  IV. 

The  faid  George  Beaumont,  married  Joan,  daughter  and  heir 
to  Sir  Thomas  Pauncefoot,  ofNorthall,  in  com.  Glouceft.  and 
died  in  22  Hen. VIII.  leaving  ifl'ue,  William,  his  fon  and  heir, 
who  married  Mary,  daughter  to  Sir  William  Bailet,  of  Blore,  in 
com.  Staff.  Knt.  He  died  in  20  Hen.  VIII.  and  fhe,  2  July,  in 
the  thirty-firll:  of  that  king's  reign,  having  had  two  daughters 
that  married,  and  feveral  fons,  three  of  which  were  heads  of  fa- 
milies ;  I.  Richard,  hereafter  mentioned  ;  2.  George,  who  lived 
in  Kent,  and  had  iffue,  Henry  Beaumont,  dean  of  Windfor,  and 
others  ;  3.  Anthonv,  father  of  Sir  1'  rancis  Beaumont,  and  Mary, 
who  married  Sir  George  Villicrs,  Knt.  and  was  created,  (after 
her  hufband's  deceafe,)  countefs  of  Buckingnam,  by  K.  James  I. 
being  mother  to  John  Villiers,  vifcount  Purbeck,  Chriftopher, 
earl  of  Anglefey,  and  George,  duke  of  Bucks,  that  great  favou- 
rite of  King  James  I.  and  King  Charles  I. 

Richard  Beaumont,  Efq;  (fon  and  heir  of  William,  aforefaid,) 
fiicceeded  his  father  in  his  inheritance,  and  al fo  to  the  eftate  of 
"his  great  uncle,  John,  viz.  brother  to  George  Beaumont,  afore- 
faid ;  and  was  dead  in  30  Hen. VIII.  frj  for  by  inquiiltion  taken 
at  Harborough,  in  com.  Leiceft.  that  year,  after  his  death,  it  was 
found  that  he  had  been  feiz'd  of  the  manor  of  Goudby,  his  mo-» 
ther,  Mary,  enjoying  the  capital  meffuage  and  fcite  of  that  manor, 
and  other  lards  there  ;  and  that  he  had  alfo  the  manor  of  Overton- 
Quartermerfh  ;  and  by  indenture,  in  28  Hen.  \'III.  had  granted 
to  his  brothers,  George,  Edward,  and  Jame?,  divers  annuities; 
and  by  another  (/"j  inquifition  (31  Hen.  VIII.)  it  appears,  that 
he  died  18  Odlob.  in  29  Hen.VIil.  leaving  illue,  by  hiswifef^j.

Thefaid  Nicholas  Beaumont,  Efq-;  was  one  of  the  knights  of 
the  fhire  in  parliament  (^),  for  the  county  of  Leicefter,  in  14  Eliz. 
and  fherifF  thereof  in  the  19th  of  that  queen.  He  married  fZ-^ 
Anne,  daughter  of  William  Saunders,  of  Welford,  in  Northamp- 
tonfhire,  Efq;  who  died  the  7th  of  September,  A.  D.  1582  {c) 
and  was  buried  in  Chrift-church,  London  ;  and  he,  dying  the 
fame  year,  was  buried  by  her,  leaving  fix  children,  four  fons  and 
two  daughters  ;  Dorothy,  married  to  William  Read,  of  Barton, 
incom.  Berks,  Efq;  and  Catherine,  to  Sir  Henry  Berkley,  Bart. 
The  fons  were,  i.  Henry;  2.  Francis,  who  was  mafter  of  the 
charter-houfe,  and  died  therein,  June  18,  1624,  without  ilTue, 
and  was  there  buried;  3.  Sir  Thomas  Beaumont,  of  Bedworth, 
and  Stoughton- Grange,  Knt.  anceftor  to  the  prefent  Sir  George 
Beaumont,  Bart,  of  whom  hereafter  ;  4.  Huntington  Beaumont, 

who  married ,  daughter  of — —  Holland,  and  left  ilTue  :  but 

as  fome  confiderable  perfons  defcended  from  the  eldeft  fon,  w? 
{hall  briefly  treat  of  that  branch,  before  we  proceed  to  the  line 
from  whence  the  prefent  baronet  defcends. 

Henry,  (eldeft  fon  and  heir  of  Nicholas  ;)  who  was  elecEled  one 
of  the  knights  for  Leicefterfhire,  in  the  parliament  held  in  31 
Eliz.  ((^j  was  flicriff  of  that  county  in  36  Eliz.  and  meeting  King 
James  I.  at  Workfop,  in  Nottinghamfnire,  when  he  came  firfl 
into  England,  received  from  him  thehonour  of  knighthood  (20th 
of  April,  1603.)  He  prefented  a  petition  to  King  James,  to  bp 
reftored  to  the  vifcounty,  which  had  been  forfeited  by  the  attainder 
of  John,  lord  vifcount  Beaumont,  who  was  flain  in  the  battle  of 
Northampton,  fighting  in  behalf  of  Hen.  VI.  againft  K.  Ed.  IV. 
but  I  don't  find  any  further  regard  was  paid  to  this  claim,  than 
creating  his  fon  Thomas,  (perhaps  in  ccniideratioa  of  it,)  an  Irifli 
vifcount,  feveral  years  after  Sir  Henry's  death.  The  petition,  and 
cafe,  here  follows  (e) :

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'  Richard  Beaumont,  grandfather   to  Sir  Henry  Beaumont,

This  Sir  Henry,  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas 
Lewis,  Efq;  and  had  one  fon,  Thomas;  he,  and  Elizabeth,  his 
lady,  lie  buried  (a)  in  Cole-Orton  church,  under  a  fair  and  beauti- 
ful tomb,  erected  againft  the  fouth  wall  of  the  fouth  ifle  of  the 
faid  church,  the  figuresof  a  knight,  and  his  lady,  lying  at  their  full 
length,  colour'd,  painted,  and  gilt,  with  this  infcription  : 

Here  h  ech  the  Body  of  Sir  Her.ry  Beaumont,  Knt. 
and  L?.dy  Elizabeth,  his  Wife.  Which  Sir  Henry, 
was  Son  to  Nicholas  Beaumont, Efq;  And  Elizabeth, 
was  Daughter  and  Heir  of  Thomas  Lewis,  Efq;  by 
whom  lie  had  one  only  Sen,  viz.  Sir  Thoanas  Beau- 
mont, Knt.  who  m.arried  the  Daughter  and  Heir  of 
Henry  Sapcots,  iifq ;  which  Sir  Henry,  died  3  i  March, 
Anno  Dom.  i  bo;  ;  and  the  faid  Lady  Elizabeth,  died 
the  26th  of  March,  1608. 

The  faid  Sir  Thomas  Beaumont,  (in  the  life- time  of  his  father,) 
wi'.s  oneof  the  kiiijhcs  for  Leicefterlhire,  in  the  firfl:  parliament 
called  by  King  Jarnes  I.  and  was  fiierifF  of  the  faid  county,  in  the 
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third  year  of  that  King,  who  confcrr'd  on  him  the  dignity  of  a 
baronet,  Sept.  17,  A.  D.  1619,  and  afterwards  promoted  him, 
(A.  D.  1622,)  to  the  peerage  of  Ireland,  by  the  title  of  vifcount 
Beaumont,  ofSwords,  in  that  kingdom.  He  was  loyal  to  King 
Charles  I.  and  during  the  great  delinquency  of  his  fubjects,  was 
engaged  in  his  fervice,  and  was  obliged  to  compound  for  his  eftate. 
He  had  iflue,  by  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  dauahter  and  heir  of  Henry 
Sapcote,  of  Elton,  in  com.  Huntingdon,  Efq;  five  daughters^  and 
four  fons ;  Sapcote,  born  10  May,  1614 ;  and  Henry,  born 
A.  D.  1616,  who  died  unmarried  i  Thomas,  kill'd  1642,  S.  P* 
and  Robert,  who  died  unmarried. 

Sapcote,  lord  vifcount  Beaumont,  fucceeded  to  the  honours  and 
eftate,  and  was  a  great  fufFerer  for  his  loyalty  to  King  Charles  L 
and  in  165 1,  compounded  with  the  commiffioners  of  fequeRration 
for  his  eftate,  and  died  before  the  reftoration  ;  but  having  married 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Monfon,  of  Burton,  in  com. 
Linc.Knt.  (by  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  Edmond  Anderfon,Knt. 
Jord  chief-juftice  of  the  common-  pleas,)  had  iffue  a  daughter,  Eli- 
zabeth, wife  to  Sir  John  Hotham,  of  Scorbrough,  in  com.  Ebor. 
Bart,  and  two  fons,  Thomas,  his  fucceflbr,  and  John. 

Which  Thomas,  lord  vifcount  Beaumont,  with  his  fold  bro- 
ther, John,  had  their  (hare  in  the  fufferings  of  their  father  and 
grandfather,  for  their  loyalty  to  King  Charles  I.  their  eftates  be- 
ing fequefter'd  by  the  ufurping  powers,  John,  when  young,  at- 
tended King  Charles  II.  in  his  exile  (o),  and,  after  the  reftora- 
tion,  had,  under  that  prince,  and  his  brother.  King  James  11. 
divers  honourable  imployments  {b)  at  court  \  but  this  their  af- 
feflion  to  the  royal  family,  did  not  hinder  them,  when  they  faw 
their  country's  religion  and  liberties  endanger'd  by  King  James  IT, 
from  exerting  themfelves,  in  defence  of  thofe  valuable  bleffings* 
Thomas,  the  vifcount,  rais'd  a  troop  for  the  prince  of  Orange  ; 
and  John,  his  brother,  who,  befides  his  civil  preferments,  had, 
under  King  James,  a  commiiHon  of  lieutenant- colonel  of  the  re- 
giment, of  which  the  duke  of  Berwick,  was  colonel,  and  being 
commanded  to  take  feme  Irifh  papifts  into  the  regiment,  then  at 
Portfmouth,  ftoutly  oppos'u  the  King  in  it,  and  in  fpite  of  all  in- 
vitations and  menaces,  perhfted  in  the  refufal ;  for  which,  hcj 
and  fome  other  officers  that  adher'd  to  him,  were  imprifon'd  : 
and  as  the  King,  by  this,  gave  great  difcontent  to  his  fubjefls.  To 
itfurnifh'd  the  prince  of  Orange,  at  his  Lading,  with  matter  fox 
his  declaration. 

The  faid  John,  with  his  coufin,  Thomas  Beaumont,  ofStough- 
ton,  Efq;  (eldeft  brother  of  the  late  Sir  George  Beaumont,)  wentj 
with  their  followers,  to  the  prince  of  Orange,  on  his  firft  landing, 
(tho' Sir  Henry,  the  father  of  Thomas,  by  no  means  approv'd  of 
it,)  and  after  his  coronation,  were  preferr'd  by  him.     John,  wi:s 
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made  governor  of  Dover-caftle,  and  colonel  of  that  regimentj 
whereof  he  had  been  lieutenant-colonel,  and  ferv'd  his  majefty 
abroad  many  years,  but  died  before  his  elder  brother,  on  the  3d  of 
July,  A.  D.  1 70 1  j  having  married  two  wives,  iirft,  Mary,  the 
daughter  ofSirHatton  Fermor,  of  Eafton-Nefton,  in  Nortliamp- 
tonlhire,  Knt.  and  reliil  of  Sir  Charles  Compton,  Knt.  fecond 
fon  of  Spencer,  earl  of  Northampton  ;  and  feconoh,  Phillipe,  the 
daughter  of  Sir  Nicholas  Carew,  of  Beddington,  in  com,  Surr. 
Knt.   but  by  neither  of  them  had  iffue, 

Thomas,  vifcount  Beaumont,  (brother  to  the  faid  John,)  hav- 
ing likeuife  no  cliildren,  by  Mary,  his  wife,  daughter  to  Sir  Eraf- 
mus  Fountain,  of  Kirby-Bellers,  in  com.  Lcicefl:.  Knt.  begun,  in 
his  life-time,  (purfuant  to  a  charitable  inclination,  that  was  ever 
natural  to  him,)  the  foundations  of  an  h'Tpital,  for  fix  widows, 
and  of  a  free  fchcol,  atCole-Orton,  to  which  he  left  good  endow- 
ments, and  appointed,  for  truftees,  his  heir,  the  re<Slor  of  the  pa- 
rish, and  two  others  ;  and  dying  without  ilTue,  on  the  nth  of 
June,  in  the  year  1702,  the  title  of  baronet,  and  his  other  dig- 
nities, expir'd. 

He  was  honourably  interr'd  in  the  vault  of  his  anceftors,  in 
Cole-Orton  church,  by  iiis  coufin,  (and  the  heir  male  of  his  fa- 
mily,) Sir  George  Beaumont,  of  Stoughton,  Bart,  to  whom  he 
left,  by  will,  all  his  eftate. 

But  to  return  to  Sir  Thomas  Beaumont,  Knt.  third  born,  but 
fecond  furviving  fon,  of  Nicholas  Beaumont,  of  Cole-Orton, Efq; 
before  mentioned  : 

Which  Sir  Thomas  Beaumont,  Knt.  was  poflefled  of  Bed- 
worth,  in  com.  Leiceft.  by  gift  of  his  father  f^j,  and  likewife  of 
Stoughton-Grange,  in  right  of  his  wife,  Catherine,  daughter  and 
heir  of  Thomas  Farnham,  of  that  place,  Efq;  teller  of  the  ex- 
chequer in  the  reign  of  Qi^ieen  Alary,  (byHellen,  his  wife,  daugh- 
ter of  Roger  Chaloner,  Efq;)  By  her  he  had  ilTue,  three  fons,  and 
feven  daughters  ;     i.  Sir  Henry;    2.  Farnham,  who,   by  Lucy, 

daughter  of Dawes,  ofDawfon,  in  com,  Leiceft.  left  only  a 

daughter  and  heir  ;  Thomas.^  the  third  fon,  left  no  ifTue  :  of  the 
daughters,  i. Elizabeth, was  married, firft,  toSirJohnAftiburnham, 
of  Afhburnham,  in  SulTex,  of  whom  isdefcended  the  prcfentearl ; 
and  fecondly,  to  Sir  Thomas  Richardfon,  of  Huningham,  in  Nor- 
folk, Knt.  chief-juftice  of  the  common- pleas,  and  afterwards  of  the 
king's- bench ;  (ilie  was  created  baronefs  of  Cramond,in  the  kingdom 
of  Scotland,  by  King  Charles  L  and  to  the  heirs  male  of  her  huf- 
band.  Sir  Thomas  :  probably  the  reafon  why  the  title  was  not 
granted  to  Sir  Thomas,  was  on  account  of  his  being  a  judge,  it 
being  in  thole  days   unufual.     This  title  became  extindi  on   the 

death 
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death  of  William,  lord  Richardfon,  baron  of  Cramond,  who  died 
unmarried,  July  28,  1735,  whofe  filler  and  fole  heir,  Eliz.  mar- 
ried William  Jermy,  tfq;)  2,  Frances,  to  Sir  Wolftan  Dixie,  of 
Bofworih,  in  com.  Leiceft.  Knt.  3.  Anne,  was  married  to  Sir 
JohnDillon,  of  P'ordinghay,  in  com.  Northampton, Knt.  4,  Hel* 
len,  who  died  unmarried  ;  5.  Ifabel,  married  to  Hugh  Snawfwell, 
ofBikon,  in  com.  Ebor.  Efq;  6.  Jane,  to  William  Temple,  of 
London,  merchant  j    and  7.  Mary,  to  Richard  Paramore. 

Thefaid  Sir  Thomas,  died  Nov.  27,  1614,  and  his  lady.  May 
10,  1 62 1,  and  both  lie  buried  at  Stoughton,  where,  upon  a  black 
marble  tablet,  againft  the  wall,  in  the  north  ifle,  in  letters  of  gold, 
is  the  following  infcription  in  capital  letters  ; 

Neere  to  this  Place  lyeth  interred  the  Body  of  Sir 
Thomas  Beaumount,  of  Stawton,  in  the  Co.  of 
Leces.  Knyght,  who  dyed  the  27  of  Novemb.  16 14. 
Dame  Katherine,  his  Wife,  Daughter  Sc  Heire  of 
Thomas  Farnham,  of  Stawton,  aforefaid,  Efq;  (fhe 
died  the  10  of  May,  1621,)  leaving  ifTue  3  Sones,  & 
7  Daughters,  viz.  Sir  Henry  Beaumount,  Sonne 
and  Heire,  married  Elizabeth,  Daughter  of  S''  W"» 
Turpyn,  of  Knaptoft ;  Farnham  Beaumount,  fecond 
Sonne;  Thomas  Beaumount,  third  Sonne.  Elizabeth^ 
Wife  to  Sir  John  Alhburnham,  after  Wife  to  SirTho- 
mas  Richardfone,  Lord  Chief-jullice  of  the  King's 
Bench  ;  Frances,  Wife  to  Sir  Wolftan  Dixie  ;  Anne, 
Wife  to  John  Dillon  ;  Hellen,  lived  unmarried  ;  Ifa- 
bell,  Wife  to  Hugh  Snazell  ;  Jane,  Wife  to  William 
Temple  ;  Mary,  Wife  to  Richard  Paramore. 

This  Monument  was  ereftcd  at  the  Care  &  Coft  of 
the  LadyElizabeth  Richardfon,  Barones  of  Cramond, 
there  eldeft  Daughter,  1 63 1 . 

Sir  Henry  Beaumont,  Knt.  eldeft  Ton  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas, 
fucceeded  to  his  eftate.  He  was  truly  loyal  in  thofe  times  of  trial, 
in  the  reign  of  King  Charles  I.  and  underwent  the  fate  which  all 
his  majefty's  friends  were  fubjedled  to,  of  compounding  for  their 
eftates.  He  died  in  April,  1646,  and,  by  Elizabeth,  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Sir  William  Turpin,  of  Knaptoft,  Knt.  (by  Elizabeth 
Fiennes,  daughter  of  the  lord  Say,  of  Broughton,)  he  had  iflue, 
four  fons,  Thomas,  Henry,  Farnham,  and  William  ;  alfo  two 
daughters,  Elizabeth,  married  to  Zouch  Percival,  Efq;  and  Fran- 
ces, married  to  James  Sinclair,  of  Sinclairs-Holme,  Efq;  major 
and  commander  of  the  caftle  of  Waidoe  Huys,  upon  the  north 
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cape  of  Norway,  for  the  King  of  Denmark,   fon  of  Sir  Andrew 
Sinclair,  lord  Sinclair,  of  Dy fart. 

Thomas,  the  eldeflfon,  on  the  death  of  his  father,  polTefled  the 
eftate  at  Stoughton-Grange,  Sec.  and  w^s  advanced  to  the  dignity 
of  a  baronet,  13  Car.  II.  and  died  Aug.  11,  1676.  He  married 
Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Nicholas  Trott,  of  Quickf- 
wood,  in  Hertfordftiire,  Knt.  (by  Mary,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir 
George  Perient,  Knt.)  and  had  iflue,  three  fons,  and  three  daugh- 
ters J  I.  Sir  Henry,  hisfucceflbr;  2.  Thomas,  a  clergyman,  who 
married  Sufanna,  daughter  of  William  Oldys,  vicar  of  Adderbury, 
in  Oxfordfhire,  D.  D.  (and  had  two  daughters,  Elizabeth,  mar- 
ried William  Hayley,  M.  D.  and  Arabella  ;  and  four  fons,  of 
which,  only  one  left  ifTue,  a  daughter :)  he  died,  Jan.  15,1710,  at 
Great  Dunmow,  in  Effex,  aged  feventy-cne  ;  William,  third  fon 
of  Sir  Thomas,  was  of  Great  Dunmow,  in  Effex,  and  anceftor  to 
Sir  George,  the  prefent  baronet,  of  whom  hereafter.  The  daugh- 
ters of  Sir  Thomas,  were,  Henrietta,  Jane,  and  Mary. 

Sir  Henry  Beaumont,  Bart,  eldefl  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas, 
fuccceded  to  theeftate  and  title.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  George  Farmer,  Efq;  prothonotary  of  the  common-pleas,  de- 
fcended  of  an  ancient  family  of  that  name,  in  Warwickfhire  ; 
and  after  having  ferv'd  in  parliament  many  years,  died  in  1688, 
and  lies  interr'd  with  his  anceflors,  at  Stoughton  ;  he  had  eight 
fons,  and  feven  daughters,  that  lived  to  be  men  and  women,  (be- 
fides  fix  fons  that  died  in  their  infancy  ;)  i.  Sir  Thomas,  his  fuc- 
ceffor  ;  2.  Sir  George,  fucceffor  to  his  brother  ;  3.  Henry,  who 
died  unmarried  ;  4.  Bafil  ;  5.  Sir  Lewis,  fucceffor  to  his  brother 
Sir  George;  6.  WiUiam-Villers ;  7.  Charles;  and  S.James, 
"who  died  a  batchelor  :  of  the  fcven  daughters,  I.  Elizabeth,  died 
Feb.  1726-7;  2.  Anne,  now  living  ;  3.  Diana,  who  died  1694; 
4.  Henrietta,  wife  of  John  Styleman,  Efq;  (he  died  March  10, 
1724-5  ;  5.  Catherine,  married  to  William  Bufby,  of  Loughbo- 
rough, in  com.  Leiceft.  Efq;  ({he  died  April  I,  1726,  leaving  one 
fon, William  Bufby,  of  Stoughton-Grange,  Efq;  nephew,  and  one 
of  the  heirs  to  the  late  Sir  George  ;  and  one  daughter,  married  to 
Anthony  Keck,  of  Lincolns-Inn,  Efq;)  6.Arabella,  and  7.Chri-- 
fliana,  yet  living. 

Sir  Thomas  Beaumont,  Bart,  the  eldefl  fon,  fucceeded  to  the 
title  and  eflate.  In  his  youth  ff^j,  he  accepted  of  a  commiflion 
in  the  horfe  guards,  under  K.  James  II.  But  when  that  prince's 
proceedings  grew  fufpedled,  he  voluntarily  refign'd  it ;  and,  upon 
the  revolution,  went  to  the  prince  of  Orange,  at  his  landing  in 

the 
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the  weft,  with  a  troop  rais'd  at  his  own  charge  ;  for  which  fer- 
vice,  that  prince  made  him,  firft,  a  Heutenant-colonel  of  dragoons, 
by  commiflion  dated  at  Exeter,  Nov.  19,  1688,  and  after  his 
coronation,  ftandard-bearer,  and  major  of  his  firft  troop  of  guards; 
and  attending  him  in  his  wars  in  Ireland,  ferv'd  with  great  valour; 
and  while  in  expe(5lations  of  higher  preferment,  was  feiz'd  with 
the  flux,  (a  diftemper  fatal  to  the  Englifti  there,)  and  died  in  his 
twenty-fifth  year,  1690,  greatly  lamented,  and  lies  buried  at 
Stoughton. 

Sir  George  Beaumont,  Bart,  fucceeded  his  brother.  Sir  Tho- 
mas, in  title  and  eftate,  and  being  alfo  heir  male  in  blood,  to 
Thomas,  lord  vifcount  Beaumont,  of  Cole-Orton,  (an  ancient 
feat  and  inheritanceof  the  family,)  fucceeded  to  that,  and  all  other 
his  eftates,  by  the  laft  will  of  the  faid  lord.  He  was  ele^led  in 
the  firft  parliament  called  by  her  late  majefty  Queen  Anne,  for 
the  town  of  Leicefter,  and  ferv'd  for  the  faid  town,  in  every  par- 
liament afterwards,  till  his  death.  In  the  year  1712,  he  was 
madeacommiflionerof  the  privy-feal,  and  in  17 14,  one  of  the 
right  honourable  the  lords  of  the  admiralty  ;  and  dying  unmarried, 
April  9,  1737,  left  the  paternal  eftate  at  Stoughton,  to  his  three 
furviving  fifters,  Anne,  Arabella,  and  Chriftiana,  and  to  his  ne- 
phew, William  Buft^y,  Efq;  (only  furviving  fon  of  his  fifter,  Ca- 
therine,) and  was  buried  with  his  anceftors  at  Stoughton,  where 
upon  a  marble  monument,  in  the  north  ifle  of  the  chapel,  is  the 
following  infcription  : 

Sacred  to  the  Memory  of 
Sir  George  Beaumont,  Barouet, 

Defcended  from  an  ancient  &  illuftrlous  Family, 

To  which  he  was  a  new  Ornament  by  liis  own  diftinguifhcd  Merit. 

He  reprefented  theTown  of  Leicefter,  in  nine  fucceftive  Parliaments, 

And  bore  publick  Offices  in  the  Englifh  Reign 

Of  that  excellent  Princefs  Queen  Anne  : 

But  not  changing  with  the  Times,  he  loft  all  but  his  Seat  in  Parliament, 

The  Reward  of  an  unbiafled  Attachment  to  the  Intereft  of  Britain.

His  Sifters,  Arabella,  &  Chriftiana  Beaumont,  &:  his 
Nephew  William  Busby,  that  fo  noble  an  Exam- 
ple may  be  remembred  &  imitated,  have  caufed  this 
Monument  to  be  erefled. 


Sir  George,  was  fucceeded  in  the  title,  and  the  Cole-Orton,  and 
other  eftates  of  the  lord  vifcount  Beaumont,  by  his  next  furviving 
brother.  Sir  Lewis  Beaumont,  Bart,  hereafter  mentioned. 

Bafil,  brother  to  Sir  George,  was  from  his  infancy  brought  up 
to  the  fea-fervice,  (under  his  kinfman,  the  lord  Dartmouth,)  and 
was  captain  of  divers  Ihips,  employ'd  in  the  moft  fignal  fervices  in 
the  late  wars,  in  the  reigns  of  King  William,  and  Q^  Anne  (a). 
He  attaln'd  to  the  honour  of  a  flag,  e'er  he  was  thirty- two  j  and 
being  appointed  rear-admiral  of  the  blue  fquadron  of  the  fleet, 
1702-3,  was  employ'd  to  reftrain  the  attempts  of  the  enemy,  from 
Dunkirk,  which  he  did  with  great  fuccefs  :  but  being  remanded 
thence  to  the  Downes,  in  order  to  be  furnilhed  with  necelTaries, 
he  was,  while  bearing  the  flag  in  her  majefty's  fnip,  the  Mary, 
forced,  with  feveral  others,  from  their  anchors,  by  that  violent 
Horm  which  happen'd,  Nov.  27,  1703,  and  being  hurried  on  the 
Goodwin  fands,  was,  with  the  reft  of  the  {hip's  company,  caft 
away,  and  perifh'd.  In  the  chapel,  at  Stoughton,  upon  a  monu- 
ment, againft  the  north  wall  of  the  chancel,  is  the  following  in- 
fcription  for  him : 

This  Monument 
is  ereftedto  the  Memory  of  Admiral  Bafil  Beaumont, 
who  was  loft  in  the  great  Storm,  to  the  inexprefiible 
Grief  of  his  Relations,  to  whom  he  gave  the  higheft 
Proofs  of  Friendfhip.  He  was  a  publick  Lofs,  and 
univerfally  lamented.  Never  was  found  in  any  one 
Perfon,  more  Virtues  &  Perfections  than  he  was  blef- 
fed  with.  He  was  the  fifth  Son  of  Sir  Henry  Beau- 
mont, Bart.

[t)  From  Sii  George  Beaumont,  Bart,  in  1717. 
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He  underwent  the  mortification,  fome  years  before  his  death, 
of  lofing  two  hopeful  brothers,  William-Villers,  and  Charlas 
BeauaiiSnt,  who,  encourag'd  by  his  example,  purfu'd  the  fame 
fortune,  and  were  educated  at  fea  i  William,  a  lieutenant,  under 
commodore  Meeze,  and  died  the  fame  hour  with  the  commodore, 
of  a  calenture,  at  the  age  of  nineteen,  July  17, 1697  (a).  Charles, 
in  the  feventcenth  year  of  his  age,  was  blown  up  in  the  Downes, 
Sept.  19,  17CO,  in  the  Carlifle,  a  fourth  rate  man  of  war  j  but 
by  what  accident  is  unknown,  not  one  of  thefliip's  company  on 
board  being  faved  :  captain  PVancis  Dove,  the  commander,  was 
happily  afliore  when  the  fliip  was  blown  up. 

Sir  Lewis  Beaumont  Bart,  fucceflbr  to  his  brother,  Sir  George, 
was  redtor  of  Pycornb,  in  SufTex,  and  one  of  the  prebendaries  of 
Chicheikr  ;  he  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Mr.  Courtenay, 
and  relicl  of  the  rev.  Mr.  Temple,  (who  is  now  living,)  by  whom 
he  had  no  ilFue  ;  and  dying,  December  23,  1738,  the  title,  and 
the  lord  vifcount  Beaumont's  eftate,  at  Cole  Orton,  and  other 
places,  went  to  his  coufin,  Sir  George  Beaumont,  in  the  follow- 
ing manner  ; 

William  Beaumont,  Efq;  third  fon  of  Sir  Thomas  Beaumont, 
the  firft  baronet  of  this  branch  of  the  family,  was  feated  at  Dun- 
mow,  in  Eflex,  where  he  was  buried,  17 19  ;  and  having  married 
Jane,  daughter  of  John  Watts,  of  the  county  of  Leicefter,  Efq;

Which  Sir  George  Beaumont,  the  eldeft  fon  of  William, 
who  fucceeded  Sir  Lewis,  before  mentioned,  in  December, 
1738,  is  the  prefent  baronet,  and  in  his  minority.  He  is  lineally 
delcended,  by  the  pattrnal  line,  from  the  Kings  of  France,  and 
by  the  female,  from  Hen.  IH.  King  of  England. 

Of  what  confideration  this  family  hath  been,  is  manifeft  from 
their  having  been  peers  of  the  kingdoms  of  England,  Scotland, 
and  Ireland  ;  and  befides  a  vaft  eftate  in  Ireland,  and  veiy  great 
ones  in  the  counties  of  Kent.

The  Baronet,  whofe  pedigree  is  here  to  be  derived  down,  isde- 
fcended  of  an  ancient  and  worlhipful  family,  of  this  name,  in 
Yorkihire,  which  hath  fpread  itfclf  into  many  branches  there, 
and  in  other  parts.  We  find  (e)  ThomasWilfon,  feated  at  Eiton,

fon,ThomasWilfon,  of  Elton,  aforefaid,  by  fJj  Julian,  daughter 
ofHamanUpton,  had  two  fons,viz.  i.WilliamWilfon,  of  Stroby, 
alias  Strubby,  in  com.  Lincoln.  2.  Edmund  Wilfon,  of  Tock- 
Tvith,  in  the  parifh  of  Bilton,  within  the  county  of  the  city  of 
York,  of  whom  wc  fnall  treat  hereafter  ;  and  proceed  now  with 
William,  and  his  pofterity  ;  which  William  (c)^  had  a  fon,  Tho- 
mas Wilfon,  of  Stroby,  aforefaid,  who  took  to  wife,  Margaret 
Songer,  and  by  her  had  ifTue  two  fojis,  viz.  i.  Edmund  Wilfon  ; 
2.  Ed vv'ard  Wilfon,  of  Gravely,  in  Hcrtfordfhire,  (from  whom, 
the  Wilfons  (/),  of  that  place,  and  Coddreth,  alias  Codred  or 
Cottered,  Wille)'-,  and  AValkcrne,  all  in  the  fame  county,  are 
defcended  5)  Edmund,  elder  fon  and  heir  of  the  faid Thomas,  had 
ifFuc,  Thomas  Wilfon,  of  Stroby,  aforefaid,  v/ho  (g)  took  to 
wife,  Anne,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  Roger  Comberworth,  of 
Combcrworth,  in  com.  Line,  by  Margery,  his  wife,  the  daughter 
and  heir  of  HughBraytofte,  of  Braytofte-hall,  in  the  fame  county, 
by  whom  he  had  a  fon,  the  right  hon.  Thomas  Wilfon,  LLD. 
who  married  Anne,  the  daughter  of  Sir^Villiam  Wynter,  of  Lyd- 
ney.  In  Gloucefterfhire,  Knt. 

This  Thomas  Wilfon  f/;  J,  was  admitted   into   King's  college, 
Cambridge,  anno  Domini  1541,   and  afterwards  was  incorpo- 
rated

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rated  of  the  univerfity  of  Oxford,  and  took  the  degree  ofdo6lor 
of  laws  abro::d  ;  (a)  for  his  learning,  he  was,  temp.  Eiiz,  ap- 
pointed one  of  the  ordinary  mafters  of  the  honourable  court  of 
requefts,  and  afterwards,  in  a  ftiort  time,  preferred  to  be  mafter 
of  St.  Catherine's  hofpital,  near  the  Tower  of  London.  And  at 
length,  his  learning  and  knowledge  not  being  confined  within  the 
ordinary  limits  of  a  private  education,  or  peculiar  ftudy,  he  be- 
came fo  v/cll  acquainted  with  the  laws  of  nations,  and  had  acquired 
fuch  a  general  knowlegc  in  political  c.ffairs,  that  his  qualifications 
for  more  publick  employments,  both  abroad  and  at  home,  were 
apparently  dift:ingui{hed,  by  Q<_ieen  Elizabeth,  fo  remarkable  for 
difcerning  of  men,  and  in  the  choice  of  her  minifters,  who  was 
pleafed  to  employ  him  fcveral  times  (^),as  her  ambaffadcr  to  Mary, 
C^ieen  of  Scots  ;  and  into  the  Low-countries,  anno  1577  j  and 
in  1579,  Feb.  5,  by  the  Queen's  own  appointment,  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  deanrv  of  Durham,  vacant  by  the  death  of  William 
Whittingham  ;  at  the  fame  time,  he  was  alfo  in  the  hijh  flation 
of  principal  fecretaryof  ftate,  and  one  of  her  majefty's  moft  honou- 
rable privy-council.  In  which  great  imploymcnts,  he  difcovered 
an  adequate  genius,  and  moll  penetrating  judgment,  which,  join'd 
to  the  clofeft  application  to  bufinefs,  and  a  vigorous  induftry  in 
the  execution  of  the  many  arduous  affairs  belonging  to  his  ele- 
vated ftalion,  crowned  all  his  proceedings  with  honour,  and 
gained  him  that  reputation,  which  the  concurrent  teftimonies  of 
many  writers  confirm  :  for,  as  a  fecretury  (c),  three  things  com- 
pleated  him,viz.  firft,  quick  difpatch,  and  induftry  ;  fecondly, 
jconftant  intelligence,  and  correfpondence  ;  and  thirdly,  a  larcje 
and  ftrong  memory.  Queen  Elizabeth  (d)^  would  needs  at  firft, 
favour  my  lord  of  Leicefter,  againft  the  earl  of  Suflex,  which  this 
doftor,  and  my  lord  Burleigh,  diffuaded,  upon  this  account;  be- 
jcaufe,  if  Ihe,  who  (hould  be  the  common  mother  of  all,  inclined 
to  one  party,  and  leaned  to  a  fide,  the  fliip  of  the  common- 
wealth would  be,  as  a  boat,  overturned  by  too  much  weight  on 
the  one  fide,  and  too  little  on  the  other.  His  place  called  upon 
him  to  fupprefs  with  feverity,  fuch  feJirious  reflexions  upon  the 
fl:ate,  as  c:ime  to  his  knowledge  ;  but  his  inclination  was,  to  dif- 
fipate  them  with  connivance  and  contempt :  for,  to  be  oppofed, 
renders  a  tatflion  confiderable ;  to  be  defpifed,  (and  watched)  ri- 
diculous. His  peculiar  knack,  was,  a  politick  and  artificial  nou- 
rifhing,  and  entertaining  of  hopes  ;  and  keeping  men  in  fufpence

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is  one  of  the  beft  antidotes  againft  the  poifon  of  difcontent ;  it 
being  obferved  by  this  ftatefman,  to  be  a  certain  fign  of  a  wife 
government  and  proceedings,  to  hold  men's  iiearts  by  hopes,  whea 
it  cannot  by  fatisfaction,  and  when  it  can  handle  things  in  fuch  a 
manner,  as  noevilfnall  appear  fo  peremptory,  but  that  it  hath  fome 
outlet  of  hope  ;  which  is  tjie  eafier  done,  becaufe  both  particular 
pcrfons  and  factions  are  apt  enough  to  flatter  themfelves,  or  at 
leall,  to  boaft  what  they  believe  not.  In  general,  he  bears  the 
chara£ler  of  a  wife  and  worthv  minifter,  and,  in  {hort,  (to  ufe 
the  words  of  an  (a)  author  of  credit,)  '  he  was  fecretary  of  ftate 
'  to  Q^'een  Elizabeth,  for  four  years  together,  and  it  argues  his 
*  ability  for  the  place,  becaufe  he  was  put  into  it ;  feeing,  in  thofe 
'  aftive  times,  under  fo  judicious  a  Queen,  weaknefs  might  de- 
'  fpair  to  be  employed  in  fuch  an  office. 

Nor  does  liis  private  charadler,  when  confidered  as  it  is  pub- 
Jifhed,  appear  beneath  the  dignity  of  his  publick  ;  ('i^j  for  his  pa- 
rents defignedhim  for  ftudy,  his  nature  for  bufmefs  ;  his  prefence 
afllfl-ed  his  inclination,  and  his  complaifance  his  prefence,  and  his 
good  nature  both  ;  a  good  nature,  that  would  have  fpoiled  a  poli- 
tician, in  any  other,  but  dodor  Wilfon,  whofe  wifdom  was  the 
largenefsof  his  fouL,  not  the  narrownefs  of  a  ftiift.  He  had  that 
penetrating  a:id  comprehenfive  judgment,  that  he  could  at  once 
fliew  the  greateft  prudence  in  laying  his  defign,  and  the  greatefl 
integrity  in  managing  it.  as  rather,  fecurely  knowing,  than  wa- 
rily clofe.  He  had  a  way  ';f  conveying  effe£tual,  and  imprinting 
paflions,  among  complements,  fuitable  to  perfons  and  bufinefs  ; 
he  had  his  familiarity  to  his  inferiors,  that  made  him  not  cheap  ; 
his  ftate  among  equals,  that  made  him  not  envied  ;  and  his  obfer- 
vance  to  fuperiors,  that  made  him  no  flatterer  ;  his  behaviour, 
like  a  well  made  fuit,  was  not  too  ilreight,  or,  point  cievife,  but 
juftly  meafured,  and  fr-^e  for  exercife  and  motion  :  he  was  more 
reverend  than  plaufible,  more  confiderate  than  a£tive.  He  had  a 
flow,  but  a  fure  way  to  honour,  which  was  nothing  elfe  in  him, 
but  a  difcovery  of  his  virtues  and  worth,  upon  any  occafion,  with- 
out any  diiiidvantage.  His  thoughts  were,  as  his  inclination, 
grave  j  his  difcourfe  as  his  reading,  fubtile  ;  his  action  as  his  edu- 
cation, well  weighed  ;  regular  as  his  temper,  even  and  fmooth, 
as  cuftom.  None  had  a  more  fkilful  method  to  fway  nature  in 
others,  none  more  prudent  minutes  and  feafonablc  degrees  to 
check  it  in  himfelf ;  his  rule  being,  never  to  pri^.6life  any  thing, 
until  perfect  ;  for  fo  he  might  exercife  his  weaknefs,  as  well  as 
his  abilities,  and  induce  one  habit  of  both.  Three  things  he 
aimed  at ;  firll,  the  fearch  of  truih  by  induft:ry  ;  fecondly,  the 
attainment  of  it  by  apprehenfion  j  and  thirdly,  the  enjoyment  of 
it,  by  afllent  ;  neither  took  he  greater  plcafure  in  knowing,  than 

in

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in  relating,  and  doing  what  is  true,  found,  and  plain,  without 
thofe  crooked  courfes,  which  fhew  a  creeping  rather  than  a 
raifed  nature.  He  ufed  to  fav,  wiiat  all  great  men  know,  (as  a 
certain  (^)  author  takes  notice,)  that  he  was  fix  times  a  flave,viz. 

1.  To  himfelf,   and   his   inclinations,    till  he  had  advanced 
reafon. 

2.  To  the  world,  and  its  infolence,  till  he  had  improved  his 
fortune. 

3.  To  his  pupils,   and  their  tempers,  till  he  underllood  their 
genius. 

4.  To  fame,  and  its  reports,  till  he  was  known  in  the  world. 

5.  To  his  foveraigns,  and  their  humours,  till  he  found  their 
intereft. 

And,  6.  To  his  bufmefs,  till  he  had  attained  experience. 

He  was  not  onlv  an  able  ftatefman,  butalfo  eminent  amongft 
the  literati  of  that  age,which  is  manifeft  by  his  writings  that  are 
publiflied  j  for  he  was  firft  autlior  of  (b)  Epi/iola  de  vita  &  obitu 
duorutn  fratriwiSuffolcienJium^Henricllff  Caroli  Brandoyi  ;  printed 
at  London,  1552  ;  'tis  fet  before  a  book  of  verfes,  m.ade  on  their 
deaths,  by  feveral  fcholars  of  Oxford,  and  Cambridge  ;  all  which, 
he  collecting  together,  did  publifli  them,  and,  by  an  epiftle  of 
his  compofition,  dedicated  them  to  Henry  Grey,  duke  of  Suffolk. 
2.  The  Arte  of  Rketorike  \  Lond.  1553:  for  writing  of  this  book, 
he  fufFered  much  at  Rome,  where  he  was,  on  that  account  im- 
prifoned,  (as  appears  in  his  prologue  to  another  edition  of  the 
fame  book,  printed  at  London,  in  1567,)  accufed,  and  formally 
trycd  as  an  heretick  ;  but  he  bravely  maintained  the  proteftant 
caufe,  and  his  own,  in  the  midft  of  his  enemies,  and,  notwith- 
ftanding  their  threats,  refufed  any  fubmiiTion ;  and  at  laft  was 
happily  delivered  from  their  unmerciful  hands,  by  a  forcible  ref- 
cue  made  by  the  worthy  Romans,  an  enterprize,  in  that  fort, 
heretofore  never  attempted,  as  he  himfelf  obferves.  3.  The  Rule 
of  Re  a  fen  ^  contemynge  the  Art  of  Log'ike^  firfi:  printed  in  the  reign 
of  Kin.g  Edw.  VL  and  afterwards,  at  London,  1567.  \.  A 
D'lfcourfe  tip'Ai  Ufury  ;  Lond.  1572  ;  much  commended  by  Dr. 
Lawrence  Hun^.phry,  the  Queen's  publick  profellor  of  divinity,  in 
Oxon.  5.  He  alfo  tranflated  into  EngliOi,  The  three  Orations  of . 
De?noJ}henes^  chief  orator  among  the  GreciiVn,  in  the  Ofynthians  ; 
Lond.  1570. — At  laft,  he  was  taken  out  of  this  life,  A.  D.  1581, 
and  was  buried  in  St.  Catherines,  near  tlie  Tower  of  London, 
leaving  thisconclufive  chara6ler  behind  h[m(c)  ;  *  That  altho'  he

they  do,  who  are  overtakeii  bv  fate  in   the  purfuit  of  great 

?£tions,  and  publick  def;gns.'  He  left  iP.lie,  by  his  faid  wife, 
Anne,  two  daughters  ;  Lucretia  [a]^  n," tried  to  Sir  Ge':^-ge  Bel- 
grave,  of  Beigrave,  inLeicefterfnire,  Km.  and  highfnerilt  of  that 
county  J  and  Mary  f^J,  nrll  married  to  Robert  Eurdett,  of  Bram- 
cote,  in  com.  Warwic.  Efq;  mother  of  Sir  Thomas  Burdett,  the 
firii  b.^ronet  of  that  family,  and  furviving;him.,  was  married  again 
to  Sir  Chriilopher  Lowther,  cf  Lowther,  in  Weftmcrland,  Knt. 
fhe  lies  buried  in  St.  Andrew's  choir,  adjoining  to  tiie  parochial 
church  of  Pcmith,  in  the  ilimc  county. 

Alfo  hi.s  f-n  UMd  heir,  Nicholas  Wilfon(f),  of  Sheepwafh,  in 
the  county  of  Lincoln,  who  married  Anne,  thedaughtei  of  Wil- 
liam Hcnneage, of  Benworth,  in  the  fume  co'jntv, Efq;  by  whom  he 
jiad  iiTiie,  two  fons,  Charles,  and  Thomas  Wihcn  ;  Charles,  the 

elder,   married  the  daughter  of Craycroft}  cf  Whifby,    in 

Lincolnfhire,  Gent,  and  left  ifuie  likewife,  tW'-ofons.  Charles,  and 
John  ;  Charles  Wilfon  (d),  was  a  major  of  horfe,  in  the  fervice 
of  King  Charles  I.  and  was  (lain  on  the  king's  fide,  at  the  battle 
of  Nafcby,  having  married  tlie  daughter  of  Blythe,  of  Strawfbn  ; 
from  him,  and  the  ether  collaterals,  are  defcended,  tlie  Wilfons, 
of  this  place  and  county. 

To  return  to  Edmond  Wilfon  (^),  of  Tockwith,  in  Bilton,  be- 
fore mentioned,  brother  of  William,  of  Stroby,  before  named,  the 
common  anceftor  of  the  younger  branch  of  this  family,  who  mar- 
ried Grace,  the  daughter  of  John  Leak,  of  Tockwith,  aforefaid, 
(who,  bv  the  arms  (f).  'tis  prcfumeQ,was  of  the  late  earl  of  Scarf- 
dale's  familv,)  and  by  her  had  iffue,  Thomas ;  he  had  a  fon,  Wil- 
liam "Wilibn,  of  Tockwith,   who  married  the  daughter  of 

Garton,  of  Tolthorpe,  near  York,  Gent,  and  had  a  fon,  John 
Wilfon,  and  he  married  Maud,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  William 
Smith,  of  Dringhoufes,  near  York,  Efq;  who  died,  Aug.  1613, 
and  was  buried  at  Akeham  church,  in  com.  Ebor.  leaving  iffue 
bv  her  faid  hu{band,  a  fon,  John  Wilfon,  who,  being  educated 
in  the  profefilon  of  the  law,  came  to  London,  and  lived  there  fome 
time  ;  from  v.'hence,  he  at  length  {g)  removed  into  Suffex,  and 
fettled  there  in  the  latter  end  of  Q\_!een  Eiizabcth's  reign,  refiding 
at  ShefHeld-houfe,  in  the  parifn  of  Fletching,  in  that  county  ; 
and  in  that  and  the  fucceeding  reigns,  was  in  offices  of  trufl  and 
reputation,  relating  to  the  affairs  of  this  county.  On  tjie  25th 
June,  i6c  ■ ,  44  Eliz.  he  married  Mary,  fecond  daughter  of  Tho- 
mas Gardener,  of  London,  mafter  of  the  fine-office,  by  Catherine,

Gent,  {b)  in  his  life-time,  he  made  a  pecuniary 
adilition  to  a  donation  of  that  kind,  formerly  bequeathed  to  the 
poor  of  Fletching,  with  which  augmentation,  by  deeds  (dat.  6 
Car.  I.)  the  purchafe  of  lands  there,  called  Weftlands,  (20  acres,) 
was  compleated  in  truft,  to  tlieir  ufe,  for  ever,  (c)  And  we  find, 
A.  D.  1631,  that,  the  court  of  honour,  (then  in  vigour,  much  to 
the  fatisfailion  of  the  nobility  and  gentry,  for  fuch  defamatory  af- 
fronts received,  not  to  be  redreffed  by  the  common  law,)  granted 
a  procefs  in  his  behalf,  being  a  gentleman  of  ancient  defcent,  by 
the  name  of  Mr.  John  Wilfon,  Efquire,  (as  the  flile  then  was,) 
againft  one  John  Tye,  a  licentious  perfon,  who  was  thereupon 
convened  before  the  earl-marflial  of  England,  for  injurious  afper- 
iions,  and  oft'enfive  expreffions,  fpoken  thro*  fpleen  and  malice  ; 
which  afl'air  was  fo  effeilually  profecuted,  that  Tye,  made  a  fatis- 
faiSlory  fubmifiion  for  his  intemperance,  in  a  feemly  manner,  in 
Fletching  church,  before  many  people,  and  in  the  prefence  of 
Mr.  Richard  AmherU,  Efq;  ferjeant  at  law,  Mr.  Thomas  Chalo- 
ner,  and  Mr.  Antony  Fowle,  Efqrs.  commiflioners  fpecially  a  u- 
thorized  for  this  purpofe,  by  a  letter  from  the  earl-marfhal,  wh'ch 
proceedings  are  extant  in  the  college  of  arms,  amongft  the  records 
of  that  honourable  court.  On  the  9th  of  May,  1633,  8  Car.  I, 
he  was  fvvorn  at  Sheffield,  one  of  the  juftices  of  peace  for  Suflex  ; 
anofficeat  that  time,  more  efteemed  than  at  prefent,  in  which  he 
continued  to  his  death  ;  and  alfo  was  many  years  aflbciated  with 
the  chief  gentry  of  this  county,  as  one  of  the  King's  commiflioners 
for  the  contribution  there,  towards  the  repair  of  St.  Paul's  cathe- 
dral, London.  He  died  1640,  leaving  iflue  (d),  i.  Charles,  who 
died  of  the  fmall-pox,  July,  162 1,  a  young  batchelor  j  2.  the  rev. 
John  Wilfan,  of  Trin.  col.  Cant.  A.M.  who  married  Cicely, 
the  daughter  of  Francis  Shirley,  of  Weft-Grinfled,  Efq;  fifter  of 
Thomas  Shirley,  of  the  fame  college,  A.  M.  (e)  defcended  from 
Sir  Thomas  Shirley,  of  Weftnefton,  in  SufTex,  Knt.  a  younger 
branch  of  the  noble  family  of  the  earl  Ferrers,  which  fettled  in 
this  count',',  temp.  Ed.  IV.  he  died  S.  P.  1649  '  3*^^^  ^°"*  ^^"^ 
William  Wilfon,  hereafter  mentioned  ;  4.  f/j  Thomas,  an  Eaft- 
India  merchant,  and  agent  for  the  honourable  Eaft-India  com- 
pany, at  Mefulapatum,  and  Suratt,  who  travelled  over  moft  parts 
of  the  Indies,  and  fet  fail  in  1657,  from  Bengali,  for  his  native 
country  ;  but  it  appears  by  his  will,  &c.  that  fome  time  in  that 
year,  he  died  in  his  pafiage,  having  married  Mary,  daughter  of 
Valentine  Markham,  of  Lime-ftreet,  in  St.  Dyonis  Backchurch,

(fl)  Francis  Wilfon,  Efq;  who  being  of  a  martial  difpofition,  anno 
1633,  went  a  voluntier  with  the  Englifh  auxih'ary  forces  in  the 
fervice  of  the  States  of  Holland,  againll  the  Spaniards,  in  the  Spa- 
nifh  Netherlands.  In  (b)  September,  the  enfuingyear,  returning 
from  England,  to  the  army,  the  fhip  was  taken  by  a  Dunkirk  man 
of  war,  and  he,  with  others,  was  carried  prifoner  to  Oftend  ;  and 
havino-been  fometime  detained,  at  length  they  obtained  a  general 
pafs  for  England  ;  but  he  hired  a  vefTel,  and  by  the  favour  of  a 
dark  night,  got  fafe  to  Rotterdam,  and  thence,  on  Monday,  the 
2d  of  December,  was  at  the  Hague  ;  where  the  Queen  happened 
to  be,  who,  hearing  of  his  late  misfortune,  and  inquiring  after 
liim,  the  Wednefday  following,  he  had  the  honour  to  be  intro- 
duced, and  kifs  her  majefly's,  and  the  prince's,  and  the  princefles 
hands  there  ;  to  whom  he  gave  a  particular  relation  of  his  ill  treat- 
ment by  the  Spaniards  ;  and,  upon  his  return  to  the  army,  was 
admitted  a  gentleman  of  a  company  ;  {c)  in  July,  1635,  was  in  a 
Leaguer,  at  the  fiege  of  Vendelo,  in  Great- Brabant ;  and  before, 
in  the  fame  year,  among  other  a£lions,  had  been  at  the  befieging 
of  Lovain,  where  he  was  in  imminent  danger.  We  find,  in 
16-27,  he  was  a  lieutenant  in  thofe  forces,  but  upon  a  difgufl 
taken,  quitted  this  fervice,  and  went  enfign,  on  promife  of  future 
preferment,  under  general  Ranfo,  to  aflift  the  Swedes,  againft  the 
Huflars  ;  but  it  appears  (d)^  that  (after  having  been  at  Amyens, 
and  elfewhere  in  the  French  fervice,)  he  was  at  length  an  officer 
under  the  earlof  Northumberland,  appointedgeneralof  the  King's 
forces,  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  civil  wars,  afterwards  a  cap- 
tain of  foot,  and  during  the  ufurpation,  being  too  open  in  de- 
claring his  fentiments,  fuftered  imprifonment  ;  he  was  married, 
and  had  an  only  child,  Frances,  who  died  unmarried,  but  we  dont 
find  by  whom  ;  6.  and  7.  Nathaniel,  and  Emanuel,  died  infants^ 
(e)  Caflandra,  was  married  to  Ralph  Beard,  of  the  Inner-Temple, 
London,  and  Hurftpierpont,  in  Sufiex,  Efq;  barrifter  at  law, 
whofe  defcendants  now  live  there. 

(f)  William  Wilfon,  third  fon,  and  at  length  heir,  when  tho 
Kin<y  made  the  firft  expedition  into  the  North,  in  1639,  to  fup- 
prefs^the  infurre61:ion  of  the  Scots,  we  find,  was  with  the  army  at 
Newcaftle,  and  Berwick,  when  his  majefliy  was  there  in  perfon, 
and  fent  his  proclamation  of  gr.ice  into  Scotland :  and  (g)  being 
concerned  in  the  King's  affairs,  had  a  warrant  from  the  principal 
fecrctary  of  flate,  dated  18  Ap.  eod.  ann.  direcled  to  all  flieriffs, 
mayors,  he.  fetting  forth,  that  *  he  was  to  make  his  fpecdy  re- 

*  paire  to  Berwicke,  &c.  and  on  fight  thereof,  they  fhould  furnifh 

*  him  with  three  able    poft  horfcs,   and  fuificient  guides,  to  the

ino-  wars  that  lb  miferably  divided  this  kingdom,  it  does  not  ap- 
pear, by  v/hat  we  yet  collcdl,   that  he  was  in  adtion  j    tho'  after 
the  fatal  battle   of  Worcefter,   in  1651,  when  King  Charles  IL 
made  his  efcape  into  SulTex,  this  gentleman's  affections  to   the 
King,  were  fo  well  confided  in,  that  he  was,  by  letter,  acquainted 
with  his  majefty's  condition,  and  was  to  have  been  farther  ho- 
noured with  the  royal  prefence,  at  his  houfe,  had  he  met  with  any 
interruption  to  his  embarkation,  at  Brighthelmftone,  in  this  coun- 
ty, from  whence  he  was  happily  conveyed  into  France.     He  was 
appointed,  anno  1653,    by  that  parliament,  high  fherifF  of  the 
county,  contrary  to  his  own  inclinations,  as  was  the  cafe  of  many 
others,  in  thofe  oppreflive  times.     And  during  the  fad  eclipfe  of 
monarchy,  tho'  he  lived  very  retired,  yet  his  behaviour  was  fuch, 
as  render'd  him  much  fufpe£led  of  promoting  the  King's  interefts; 
fufpicions,  we  find,  fo  well  grounded  (a),  that  by  an  order  frora 
Cromwell,  the  protedlor,  lieutenant  Hopkins, of  colonel  Ingoldfby's 
regiment,   was  difpatched  with  a  detachment  of  horfe,  to  Eaft- 
Bourne-place,  his  feat,  in  Sufl'ex,  to  feize  and  fecure  his  perfon, 
and  carry  him  away  ;  doubtlefs,  in  order  to  have  been  profecuted 
as  a  delinquent ;  but,  (luckily  for  himfelfand  his  family,)  at  that 
juncture,  he  was  {0  much  weakened  by  along  and  fevere  fit  of  ill- 
nefs,  that  he  could  not  be  removed  with  fafety  of  hfe,   (as  they 
judged,)  and  having  notice  of  theirapproach,  he  procured  his  dan- 
gerous letters.  Sec.  to  be  put  beyond  the  reach  of  their  ftriCt  fcru- 
tniy  ;  fo  that  the  principal  ends  of  thefe  unwelcome  vifitors,  were 
defeated,  finding  nothing  that  might  add  weight  to  the  fubje6t  of 
his  accufation,  or  increafe  their  fufpicions  ;  and  his  wife  having 
an  intereft,  by  relation  to  fome  then  at  the  head  of  affairs,  which 
fhe  ftrenuoufly  and  fuccefsfully  exerted  on  this  occafion,  the  ftorm 
which  hung  over  his  head  was  difperfed,  and  he  lived  to  fee  the 
happy  refloration  of  the  King  to  his  jufl  rights,  and  ancient  go- 
vernment in  church  and  ftate  ;  foon  after  which,  he  was  appointed 
one  of  his  majefty's  juftices  of  the  peace,  ^  quorum  iinus^  for  the 
county  aforefaid.     And  further,  in  the  fame  year,  his  hearty  in- 
clinations for  the  reftoration,  and  loyal  afFedlions,  being  fufficiently 
manifefted  to  his  majefty,  he  was  pleafed,  in  confideration  thereof, 
and  of  his  being  in  other  refpedts  qualified,  by  his  letters  patent, 
tejle^  anno  reg.  13,  to  advance  him,  by  the  name  and  ftileoff^^ 
'  Willielmum  J'Vilfon^  de  EaJI-Borne,  in  comitatu  Sujfexits,  Armlge- 
'  n/w,  vtrum  famil'ia  patrimonio  cenfu  ^  inorum prohitate  fpe5iaUim* 
to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet  of  England  ;  Eafl-Bourne,  the  place 
of  which  he  was  ftilcd,  in  the  King's  patent  of  creation,  to  this 
title,  lies  under  that  lofty  and  famous  promontory,  on  thefe  coafts, 
called  Bcachy-head,  and  the  Three  Charles's,   or  Churles  ;  and 
the  feat  here  is  generally  much  efleemed,  for  its  pleaf^mt  fituation  ; 
as  the  parifh  isalfo  remark'd,  in  the  hiftories  of  this  county,  for

being  the  chief  place  where  thofe  rare  birds  are  caught,  called, 
Wheat-Ears,  which  fo  much  refemhle  the  French  Ortelans  (a)  ; 
and  Sir  William,  had,  more  than  once,  the  honour  to  prefent 
fome  of  thefe  delicious  birds,  to  this  prince,  which  met  with  his 
favourable  acceptance.  He  was  a  perfon  of  much  knowledge  in 
bufmefs,  and  the  affairs  of  life  ;  kept  an  hofpitable  houfe,  in  pro- 
portion to  his  eflate,  which  he  managed  with  a  care  becoming  the 
gentleman,  as  well  as  the  ceconomiit ;  was  kind  and  beneficent 
to  his  relations  and  friends  j  and  the  poor  always  found  him  cha- 
ritable, to  whom  he  was  efpecially  bountiful  at  the  anniverfary- 
leflival- times  ;  and  his  deportm.ent  was  fuch,  in  every  relation  of 
life,  as  became  his  honours,  and  gained  him  refnecl  from  pcrfons 
of  all  ranks.  He  was  in  the  commiilion  of  the  peace,  and  others, 
concerning  the  county  affairs,  unto  his  death  ;  (b)  and  married 
Mary,  the  daughter  of  Francis  Haddon,  of  London,  merchant, 
(by  Judith,  daughter  of Carter,  remarried  to  Edward  Bur- 
ton, D.  D.  (eldeft  fon  of  Sir  Edv/ard  Burton,  Knt.)  juftice  of  the 
peace,  and  re61:or  of  Broadwater,  in  Suffex,)  (c)  lineally  defcended 
from  Sir  Richard  Haddon,  Knt.  of  an  ancient  family,  (fome  of 
whofe  pofterity,  we  find,  lived  at  Weft  and  Eaft-Haddon,  in 
Northamptonfliire,  places,  from  whence  probably,  the  family  was 
originally  denominated,)  who  died  feized  (8  Hen. VIII.)  of  feveral 
lordfhipsand  other  eflates  in  that  county,  Kent,  and  Oxfordfliirej 
(d)  from  whom  proceeded  the  learned  and  eloquent  Walter  Had- 
don, LLD  Reg.  profefibr  of  the  civil  law,  in  Cambridge,  feme 
time  prefident  of  Magdalen  college,  Oxford,  and  mafter  of  the  re- 
<}uefts  to  Qi^ieen  Elizabeth,)  by  which  lady  he  had  {e)  iffue,  five 
fons,  and  tuo  daughters,  viz. 

I.  Sir  William,  his  fuccefibr,  hereafter  mentlon'd  ;  2.  John, 
<:ounfeIlor  at  law,  who  (f)  married  firft,  Eliz.the  daughter  of  Robert 
Pickering,  of  Tablehurfl:,  inEalt-Grinfted,  in  Suflex,  Gent,  and 
fecondly,  Eliz.  daughter  of  Tho. Roots,  of  Fletching,Efq;  and  died 
S.  P.  1700  ;  3. Francis,  who  died  young  ;  4.Thomas,  who  married 
Anne,  the  daughter  of  George  Courthope,  of  Wadhurft,  in  Suffex, 
Gent,  of  an  ancient  family,  and  died  27  June,  1684,  leaving  iffue, 
SirThomas,  of  whom  hereafter ;  and  Philadelphia,  married  to  Mr. 
Richard  Knight,  of  Berks,  S.  P.  5.  the  rev.  Edward  Wilfon,who 
was  of  Qi^iecn's  colIegejCambridgc,  there  took  the  degree  of  m.after 
of  arts,  afterwards,  went  into  hoi-/ orders,  became  redtor  of  Blatch- 
jngton,  in  Suffex,  and  married  Katherine,  daughter  of  Sackville 
Graves,  of  Weft-Firlc,  in  Suffex,  Efq;  juftice  of  the  peace,  who 
lies  interred  in  the  great  chancel  of  Buxted  church,  in  that  county, 
under  a  grave-ftone,  with  this  infcription,  viz.

ill  Worcefterfhire ;  he  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Thomas  Ma- 
chyn,  of  Gloucefler,  and  had  a  fon,  Thomas,  and  a  daughter, 
Anne,  married  firft  to  Toby  Clements  of  Glouceft.  and  fecondly, 
to  John  Hanbury,  of  Feckenham,  in  Worcefterftiire,  Efqj  On 
his  deceafe,  his  eftate  defcended  to  his  eldeft  fon, 

Thomas  Rich,  Efq;  who  being  a  Turky-Merchant,  and  for- 
tunate in  his  ventures,  raifed  a  large  eftate,  and  was  of  an  un- 
common charitable  difpofition  and  generous  fpirit.  He  fup- 
plied  his  unhappy  fovereign  abroad,  with  large  fums  of  Money, 
and  fupported  at  home  the  opprcfled  clergy,  (two  Bifiiops,)  par- 
ticularly Brownrigg,  although  he  had  many  children,  and  at  his 
death  left  16000 1,  in  publick  charities,  viz.  to  St.  Thomas's 
hofpital,  Gloucefter,  Reading  and  Sunning  fchools,  &c.  He 
twas  foon  after  the  reftoration,  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a 
baronet  by  King  Charles  II.  He  married  two  wives,  i.  Barbara, 
daughter  of  Gilbert  Morewood,  of  Scale,  in  com,  Leiceft.  Efq; 
by  whom  he  had  one  fon,  Gilbert,  who  died  S.  P.  His  fecond

TH  E  firft  PVttiplace  in  England,  was  gentleman-ufher  to 
William  the  conqueror,  and  came  in  with   him  at  the 
Conqueft. 

John  Fettiplace,  a  defcendant  of  his,  in  the  reign  of  Hen- 
ry VI.  married  Beatrice,  daughter  of  the  King  of  Portugal, 
relidt  of  Talbot,  firft  earl  of  Shrewsbury,  general  of  the  Englifti 
in  the  Wars  with  France. 

William  Fettiplace,  grandfon  of  John,  and  Beatrice,  gave  a 
confiderable  eftate  to  Queen's  college  in  Oxford,  which  the 
provofts  and  fellows  now  enjoy  j  he  alfo  founded  a  Free-fchool 
at  Childry,  in  Berks,  in  which  church  he  lies  buried,  having, 
this  infcription.    (a) 

Here  under  this  lyeth  the  bodies  of 
William  Feteplace,  Efqj  and  Elizabeth,  his 

Wife,  founder  of  this  Chauntrey,  founded 

in  the  Honour  of  the  bleffed   Trinity,  oui. 

Lady,  and  Sent   Kateryn  ;  which   Elizabeth 

deceffed  the   14.  day  of  January,  the  yeare 

of  our  Lord  1 5 1 6.   and  the  faid  William 

decefled,  the day  of  in  the  yeare  of 

our  Lord  God  1  <; On  whofe  Sowles, 

and  all  Chriftian  Sowles,  Jhefu  have  Mercy. 

In  the  eaft  window  of  this  chapel,  are  the  pi£tures  of  men  in 
armour,  having  on  their  fur-coats  the  arms  of  Fettiplace,  and 
ieem  of  great  antiquity;  they  have  long  flourifti'd  in  divers  parts  of 
the  county  of  Berks,  as  at  North  Denchworth,  Maidencot,  &c. 
and  we  find  a  Sir  Philip  Fettiplace,  lord  of  the  manor  of  North 
Denchworth,  (b)   fo  early  as  Temp.  Edw.  I.  who  bore  for  his 


arms.

This  family  remov'd  their  feat  from  Childry,  in  Berks,  up- 
wards of  200  years  fmce,  to  Swinbrook,  in  Oxfordfhire,  as  may 
be  feen  by  the  tombs  of  feven  generations  buried  in  Swinbrook- 
church.     From  thefe  anceftors  defcended, 

John  Fettiplace,  Efqj  who,  in  confideraticn  of  ferviccs  and  fuf- 
ferings  for  King  Charles  I.  was  foon  after  the  reftoration,  advanc'd 
to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet,  by  King  Charles  II.  He  married  two 
wives,  firft,  Anne,  daughter  of  Sir  Francis  Wenman,  of  Carfvvell, 
in  com.  Oxon.  by  whom  he  had  ilTue,  fivefons,  and  fivedaughters; 
I.  Anne,  the  eldeft  daughter,  married  James  Pitts,  of  Kyre,  in 
Worcefterfhire,  Efq;  ({he  lived  thirty  years  a  widow,  a  very  cha- 
ritable and  pious  lady  ;  fhe  founded  and  endow'd  alms-houfes  at 
Kyre,  for  poor  widows,  with  an  allovv^ance  for  a  chaplain  ;  and 
a  free-fchool,  at  Swinbrook,  for  the  education  of  poor  children, 
with  a  good  allowance  for  thefchoolmafter  for  ever  ;)  2.  Arabella, 
married  to  Sir  Rowland  Lacy,  of  Pudlicot,  in  com.  Oxon.  Knt. 
3.  Diana,  married  to  Robert  Bufhel,  of  Gleve- Fryer,  in  Worcef- 
terihire,  Efq;  4.  Mary,  who  died  unmarried ;  5.  Sophia,  married 
to  Francis  Broderick,  of  Langford,  in  com.  Berks,  Efq;  and  died 
06t.  6,   1700. 

Sir  John,  married  to  his  fecond  wife,  (1^)  Sufan,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Cook,  of  Staunton,  incom.Wigorn,  Efq;  reli<5i  of  Lau- 
rence Bathurft,  of  Lechlade,  in  com.  Glouceft.  Efq;  by  whom  he 
had  no  ifllie  ;  fhe  furviving  him,  v/as  re-married  to  Sir  Joha 
Cutler,  of  Lechlade,  Knt. 

Sir  Edmund,  the  eldeft  fon,  fucceeded  his  father^  and  died  un- 
married ;  as  did  John,  before  him,  young. 

Whereupon,  Sir  Charles,  the  third  fon,  became  the  fuccefibr  5 
who  dying  unmarried,  Vv^as  fucceeded  by  his  next  brother. 

Sir  Lorenzo  Fettiplace,  Bart,  who  died  1725,  unmarriedi 
Whereupon  the  dignity  and  eftate  defcended  to  his  brother. 

Sir  George  Fettiplace,  the  prefent  baronet,  the  fifth  and 
youngeft  fon  of  Sir  John,  before  mentioned,  v/ho  is  at  prefent  a 
batchelor.

Created  Baronet,  April  9,  1661. 

THE  firft  we  find  of  this  family,  is  (a)  Ralph  Parfons,  of  the 
county  of  Northampton,  father  of  John  Parfons,  of  Boveny, 

in  com.  Bucks,  Efq;  who  married    the  daughter  of^ Cutler, 

andhadiiTue,  (1^)  Sir  John  Parfons,  of  Boveny,  and  Langley,  in 
com.  Bucks,  Knt.  who  married  {c)  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  fole 
heir  of  Sir  John  Kidderminfter,  ofLanglev,  in  Bucks,  Knt.  (by 
Mary,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  William  Garrard,  of  Dorney,  in 
Bucks,  Knt.)  by  whom  he  had  (d)  Charles,  aged  nine,  1634,  who 
died  S.  P.  Williarn  ;  Mary,  feven  years  old,  1634  j  Anne,  five 
years  old,  1634  ;   Elizabeth,  aged  three  months,  1634. 

William  Parfons,  Efq;  eldeft  furviving  fon  and  heir,  was  ad- 
vanced to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet,  by  King  Charles  II.  He  mar- 
ried Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Laurence  Parfons,  Knt. 
and  had  two  fons,  and  two  daughters  ;  Sir  John,  his  fuccefTor  ; 
and  colonel  Parfons,  who  married  the  dau2:hter  of  Sir  John  Barker, 
and  died  S.  P. 

Sir  John  Parfons,  Bart,  his  eldeft  fon  and  fuccelTor,  married 
Crttherine,  daughter  of  Sir  Clifford  Clifton,  Knt.  fifter  and  co- 
heir of  S;r  William  Clifton,  of  Clifton,  incom.  Nottingham, Bart. 
by  whom  he  had.  Sir  William,  his  fucccflcr,  and  a  daughter. 

Sir  William  Parfons,  Bart,  only  fon  and  fucceflbr  to  his  father, 
i.s  the  prefent  baronet ;  he  hath  been  twice  married ;  firft,  to  Fran- 
ces, daughter  of  Henry  Dutton,  Efq;  and  niece  to  Mary,  late 
dutchefs  of  Northumberland,  by  whom  he  has  two  fons,  John, 
now  fellow  of  Merton  college,  Oxford,  and  William.,  who  is  a 
lieutenant,  in  colonel  Cholmondeley's  regiment  of  foot,  and  mar- 
ried Mary,  daughter  of  John  Frampton,  of  the  exchequer,  Efq; 
tmd  one  daughter,  Grace,  who  is  unmarried,  to  whom  the  late 
dutchefs   of  Northumberland,    left  a  confiderable  fortune. 

SirWilliam's  fecond  lady  is,  Ifabella,  fifth  daughter  and  coheir 
ofJsmesKoIr,-fCafl:!eton,  in  Lanca{hire,Efqj  and  rcliclof  Dela- 
val  Dutton,  Efq;  by  whom  he  hath  as  yet  no  ifTue.

(WILLIAM,  Esquire,) 
Created  Baronet,  April  20,  1661. 

IS  defcended  from  Evan,  alias  John  Morice,  a  )7ounger  bro- 
ther of  an  equeftrian  family,  at  Clenelly,  in  com.  Carnarvon, 
who  was  fellow  of  All- Souls  college,  in  Oxford,  do£lor  of  laws, 
and  chancellor  of  Exeter,  1594,  and  by  Mary,  daughter  of  John 
Caftle,  of  Aftibury,  in  Devonftiire,  (remarried  to  Sir  Nicholas 
Prideaux,  ofSouldon,  Knt,)was  father  of  Sir  William  Morice, 
Knt.  who  was  born  in  the  parifti  of  St.  Martin,  in  the  city  of 
Exeter,  Nov.  6,  1602  (a).  His  father.  Dr.  Morice,  dying  an, 
1605,  left  this  his  fon  very  young,  (not  full  four  years  old,)  and 
a  widow,  very  rich,  who  became  the  third  wife  of  Sir  Nicholas 
Prideaux,  of  Souldon,  in  the  parifti  of  Holdfworthy,  a  pretty 
market-town,  lying  near  the  borders  of  Cornwal,  in  this  coun- 
ty (b).  Sir  William,  being  thus  entrufted  to  the  care  of  his  mo- 
ther, flie  not  only  gave  ..im  a  liberal  education,  by  keeping  him 
at  feveral  fchools  in  the  country,  but  by  her  prudence,  and  pro- 
vidence, (which  were  both  very  eminent,)  ftie  left  him  a  fair 
eftate. 

At  eighteen  years  of  age.  Sir  William,  was^  by  his  mother, 
fent  to  the  univerfity  of  Oxford,  and  enter'd  a  fellow-commoner 
of  Exeter  college,  under  the  tuition  of  Mr.  Nathaniel  Carpenter, 
B.  D.  ofwhofe  great  learning  and  candor,  in  the  free  communi- 
cating of  the  fame,  Sir  William,  afterwards,  could  never  fpealc 
enough  in  commendation. 

Dr.  Prideaux,  at  that  time  refflor  of  the  college,  had  a  particu- 
lar regard  to  him,  and  for  his  encouragement  in  ftudying,  (to 
which  he  was  at  that  time  exceedingly  addicted,)  would  frequently 
fay  to  him.  That  tho'  he  was  but  little  in  ftature,  yet  in  time  he 
would  come  to  be  great  in  the  ftate. 

Sir  William,  having  proceeded  batchelor  of  arts,  retired  into 
his  country,  and  lived  with  his  mother  at  Chufton,  in  Weft- 
Purford,  a  fmall  parifh,  near  fix  miles  to  the  weft  of  Bytheford, 
where  he  moft  feduloufly  followed  his  ftudies.  And  his  mother, 
till  her  deceafe,  which  was  in  October,  1647,  managing  ail  his 
concerns,  he  had  Icifure  to  farnifh  himfelf  with  all  forts  of  good 
literature  ;  to  the  attainment  whereof,  he  was  not  onlv  pafilonately 
bent,  but  by  nature,  had  more  than  ordinary  qualifications  ;  as 
being

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being  endowed  with  a  ftrong,  lafting,  and  retentive  memory,  a. 
quick  fancy,  a  ready  apprehenfion,  a  folid  piercing  judgment, 
accompanied  with  an  indefatigable  induftry. 

Soon  after  his  return  home,  he  was  married  to  one  of  the  grand- 
daughters of  the  faid  Sir  Nicholas,  by  Humphry  Prideaux,  his 
eldeft  fon,  deceafed.  And  in  the  year  1640,  his  name  was  in- 
ferted  into  the  commifTion  of  the  peace,  for  Devon  ;  and  he  aded 
in  that  capacity  about  twenty  years,  to  the  general  fatisfaclion  of 
the  country.  In  the  year  1645,  or  thereabout,  upon  the  account 
of  his  parts  and  great  abilities,  he  was  chofen  by  this  county, 
knight  of  the  {hire,  to  ferve  in  the  long  parliament,  without  the 
leaft  feeking,  on  his  part,  for  the  honour  of  that  fcrvice  ;  but 
never  fate  in  that  parliament,  'till  general  Monk, ^  reftor'd  the  fe= 
eluded  members. 

In  the  year  165 1,  he  was  made  high  ftierifFof  the  county  of 
Devon  J  having  the  year  before,  fettled  himfcif  and  his  family  at 
Werington,  nearLancefton,  upon  the  borders  of  Corn  wal,  which' 
he  then,  or  lately  had,  purchafed  of  Sir  Francis  Drake,  of  Buck- 
land  Monachorum,  Bart. 

In  the  year  1658,  he  was  chofen  a  burgefs  for  Newport,  in 
Cornwal  (<?),  to  ferve  in  Richard's  parliament,  which  began  at 
Weftminfter,  the  fame  year,  Jan.  27 ,  and  was  quickly  ended. 
And  being  related,  by  his  wife,  to  general  Monk,  he  contracted 
an  acquaintance  with  him,  and  fo  far  recommended  himfelf  to 
the  general's  efleem,  that,  on  his  coming  into  England,  he  made 
choice  of  him  for  his  chief,  if  not  only  confident,  in  the  manage- 
ment of  that  great  affair  of  the  King's  reftoration  ;  and  the  rather 
for  this  rcafon,  fays  my  author  (b)^  that  Sir  William,  being  e- 
fteemed  a  prcfbyterian,  it  would  the  better  pleafe  the  great  ma- 
fters,  at  Weftminfter,  who  were  moft  of  that  perfuafion  :  for, 
upon  general  Monk's  coming  to  London,  the  fecluded  members, 
from  all  parts  of  the  kingdom,  came  thither,  and  were  by  his 
means  reftored  to  the  houfe  of  commons ;  of  which  number,  this 
gentleman  v/as  one,  who  was  not  only  much  in  the  general's  fa- 
vour, for  the  opinion  he  had  of  his  great  prudence  and  integrity, 
but  alfo  of  great  repute  in  the  houfe,  for  his  learning,  and  other 
fufficiences.  Him  did  the  general  receive  into  his  houfe,  which 
was  very  grateful  likewife  to  the  men  at  Weftminfter. 

About  this  time,  King  Charles  II.  having  notice  of  the  inti- 
mate friendftiip  {c)  that  was  between  general  Monk,  and  Sir  Wil- 
liam, fent  the  latter  a  letter  from  beyond  fea,  by  the  hands  of 
Sir  John  Granvile,  (afterwards  ea'-I  of  Bath,)  exciting  him  to 
ufe  his  utmoft  endeavours  for  his  majeft}''s  reftoration :  the  which 
was  anfwered  with  affurances  of  all  fmcere  zeal  and  affection  for 
that  fervicc;  and  that  nothing  iliould  be  wanting,  that  lay  within 
^ ^ the

authoi. 
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the  verge  of  his  power,  and  was  proper  to  be  employed  towards 
the  accompHfhing  fo  glorious  a  work:  whereupon,  in  Feb.  1659, 
he  received  from  his  majefty,  by  the  aforefaid  Sir  John  Granvile, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  general,  the  fignet,  as  the  badge  of 
the  fecretary  of  ftate's  office  ;  whofe  bufincfs  at  this  time  it  was 
(rt)  to  keep  the  then  expiring  feflion  of  the  rump,  fteady  and  clear, 
from  intermeddling  with  the  change  of  the  government.  In 
which  cafe.  Sir  William,  (then  but  "Mr.  Morice,)  did  excellent 
fervice,  pun£lually  obferving  the  directions  of  the  general,  who 
then  paffionately  longed  for  their  dillblution. 

On  the  icth  of  March  following.  Sir  William,  was,  by  the 
general's  motion,  made  a  colonel  of  a  regiment  of  foot,  and  go- 
vernor of  the  fort  and  ifland  of  Plymouth,  which  he  managed 
with  great  prudence  and  loyalty,  zealoufly  joining  with  his  ex- 
cellency, in  the  great  fecretofthe  reftoration. 

The  King  being  now  expecfled  at  Dover,  he  attended  the  ge- 
neral thither  to  receive,  and  pay  his  humble  duty  to  his  majefty  ; 
who,  towards  the  latter  end  of  Alav,  i66c,  as  foon  as  his  majefty 
landed  at  Dover,  aforefaid,  was  pleafed  to  confer  upon  him  the 
honour  of  knighthood  ;  and  at  Canterbury,  was  Sir  William, 
fworn  one  of  the  principal  fecretaries  of  ftate,  and  one  of  his  ma- 
jefty's  moft  honourable  privy-council. 

In  the  year  1661,  Sir  William  Morice,  was  chofen  burgefs  for 
Plymouth,  in  this  county,  to  ferve  as  one  of  their  reprefentatives 
in  that  parliament,  which  began  at Weftminfter,  the  8th  of  May, 
that  year  ;  but  he  being  much  taken  up  with  the  vaft  bufmefs  of 
his  new  employ,  could  not  fo  well  attend  his  duty  in  the  houfe  as 
he  wifh'd. 

How  influential  Sir  William,  was,  in  the  redudion  and  efta- 
bliftiment  of  his  majefty  K.  Charles  II.  over  thefe  kingdoms,  may 
more  fully  be  colledfed  from  the  letters  under  the  hands  ol  his  ma- 
jefty, and  my  lord-chancellor  Hyde  (1^). 

Sir  William  Morice,  having  now  continued  In  that  no  lefs  la- 
borious, than  honourable  office  of  principal  fecretary  of  ftate,  for 
more  than  feven  years,  being  alfo  well  ftricken  in  years, and  know- 
ing, that  between  the  biiftles  of  life,  and  the  buunefs  of  death, 
there  ought  to  be  allowed  a  certain  fpaceoftime,  iully  (a-i-'-ed 
with  the  delights  and  glories  of  the  court,  prudently  craved  his 

majefty 's

majefty's  leave,  that  he  might  withdraw  from  thence :  and  To, 
at  Michaelmas,  1668,  with  the  King's  gracious  confent,  he  re- 
llgn'd  his  fecretaryfliip,  and  was  fuccoeded  therein  by  Sir  John 
Trevor,  Knt. 

Which  done,  SirWilliam,  retreated  into  his  own  country,  and 
pafTed  the  remainder  of  his  days  in  a  quiet  retirement,  at  his  houfe, 
at  Werrington,  aforefaid  ;  where  he  creeled  a  fair  library,  valued 
at  1200I.  being  choice  books,  richly  bound:  for  the  increafi 
whereof,  he  had  a  great  advantage  by  vertue  of  his  office,  having 
moftof  the  books  then  publifh'd,  always  prefented  to  him;  in  the 
fludy  and  perufal  whereof,  was  liis  principal  divcrtifement,  which 
yielded  him  the  moft  fenfible  pleafure  that  he  took,  during  the  laft 
years  of  his  life.  And  indeed,  hev/as,  efpecially  for  a  gentleman 
of  his  rank,  very  converfant  in  books,  both  ancient  and  modern  ; 
was  very  well  able  to  judge  of  them,  and  could  apply  them  to  his 
purpofe,  as  he  had  occafion. 

Nor  was  Sir  William,  wanting  in  works  of  charity  ;  for,  in  his 
life-time,  he  ere61:ed  and  endowed  an  alms-houfe  for  fix  poor  people, 
in  the  parifn  of  Sutcombe,  near  Hoiufworthy,  in  this  county ; 
where  each  of  them  hath  two  fair  rooms  in  his  or  her  apartment, 
and  tv/o  fhillings  a  week  duly  paid  them  ;  he  being  at  that  time 
lord  of  tlie  manor  there,  and  patron  of  the  parifh-church. 

There  was  one  thing  fmgular  in  this  honourable  gentleman, 
that  altho'  he  kept  a  domeftick  chaplain  in  his  family,  yet  (when 
prcfent,)  he  vi'as  iihvays  his  own  chaplain  at  his  table,  notwith- 
ftanding  fevcral  divines  were  there;  whereof  this  author  (a)  had 
once  the  honour  to  be  an  eye  and  ear-witnefsc  and  if  a  clergyman 

pretended  to  fay  grace,  he  ufcd  to  fay— Hold,  man,  lam  king, 

priefl,  and  prophet,  in  my  own  houfe. 

Sir  William  iVIorice,  having  lived  to  a  confiderable  age,  upward 
of  74  years,  at  length  bends  to  fate,  departing  this  life,  Dec.  12, 
1676,  at  his  houfe  at  Werrington  ;  in  the  parifti-church  whereof, 
his  rcm.ains  are  dcpofited,  in  hopes  of  a  glorious  refurredlion. 

He  had  ilTue,  by  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Humphry 
Prideaux,  ofSouldon,  in  Dcvon{hire,Efq;  before  mentioned,  four 
fons;  I.William,  ofv/hom  herealter  ;  2.  John,  a  Turky- mer- 
chant, who  married  a  daughter  of  Lowther,  and  was  father  of 
John  Morice,  Efq;  member  of  parliament  for  Newport,  in  Corn- 
wall, temp.  Geo.  I.  who  married  fJizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir 
Jeffrey  Jeffreys  Knt.  alderman  of  London,  and  died  Feb.  13, 
1734-5  ;  he  fiad  ilu;e  one  fon,  and  five  daughters,  who  are  all 
dead,  except  one  daughter,  married  Dec.  2,  1740,  to  Jeffrey 
Jeffreys,  of  the  Priory,  in  Brecon,  in  South- Wnk-s,  Efq;  fon  and 
heir  of  Nicholas  Jeffreys, Efq;  andgrandfon  of  Sir  Jeffrey,  before 
mentioned;  3.

THIS  family  hath  been  of  great  antiquity  in  the  county  of 
Norfolk  5  for  by  the  rolls  now  in  the  pipe-office,  Adam  de 
Caili,  is  mentioned,  7  King  John,  to  haveaccounted  five  pounds, 
for  licence  to  plead  before  the  King,  touching  the  dowry  of  the 
wife  of  Michael  de  Poinings  (a). 

From  this  Adam,  defcended  Thomas  de  Cailli,  who,  35  Ed.  I. 
being  one  of  the  coufins  and  heirs  to  Robert  de  Tatfhall,  viz.  fon 
ofErnm,  third  fifter  and  coheir  to  the  faid  Robert,  performing 
his  fealty,  obtained  livery  of  the  lands  of  her  inheritance,  his 
homage  being  refpited  ;  and  8  Edw.  II.  had  fummons  to  fit 
himfelf  v/ith  horfe  and  arms,  and  to  be  at  Newcaftle  upon  Tine, 
on  the  feftival  of  our  Lord's  aflumption,  thence  to  march  againft 
the  Scots. 

Thomas,  fon  of  Adam,  34  Edw.  I,  had  the  caftle  of  Bucken- 
ham,  and  the  fourth  part  of  that  manor,  and  half  the  park  thereto 
belonging  ;  asalfo  a  fourth  part  of  all  the  lands  of  Attilburgh(^}, 
&c.  He  was  in  the  Scotch  wars,  with  King  Edward  I.  {c)  and 
Roger  de  Clifton,  was  his  efquire,  and  got  into  fuch  favour 
with  him,  by  his  good  fervices,  that  he  gave  him  his  fifter  in 
marriage. 

Which  Thomas,  alfo  with  Margaret,  his  wife,  10  Edw.  II. 
procured  a  charter  for  free  warren,  in  all  their  demefne  lands,  at 
Wymundham,  Babingle,  and  Wjlferfon,  in  com.  Norfolk  ;  and 
having  been  fummoncd  to  parliament,  in  2.  3,  and  4  Edw.  II. 
departed  this  life  10  Edw.  II.  being  then  feized  of  the  manor  of 
Hyldeburgworth,  in  com.  Norfolk,  leaving  Adam,  the  fon  of 
Roger  de  Clifton,  by  Margery,  his  fifter,  his  coufin  and  heir, 
nine  years  of  age.

*  chief  of  this  name  was  high  (herifF  of  SufTex,  and  Surr)',  anno 

*  1066,  when  William,  duke  of  Normandy,  invaded  England,

*  to  make  efFeftual  refiftanceagainft  that  foreigner.  The  original. 

*  hereof,  an  honourable  heir-loome,  (worth  as  much  as  the  own- 

*  ers

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*  ers  thereof  would  value  it  at,)  was  lately  in  the  pofTefllon  of  thi^ 

*  family  ;  a  family,  wherein  the  eminency  hath  equall'd  the  ari- 
'  tiquity  thereof,  having  been  barons  of  England,  in  the  reign  of 

*  Henry  III.' 

Bertram  de  Efburnham  (<?),  fon  of  Anchltel,  fon  of  Piers,  lord 
of  Efburnham,  was  fherifFof  the  counties  of  Surry,  SufTex,  and 
Kent,  and  conftableof  Dover  caflrle,  in  the  reign  of  King  Harold, 
which  caftle  he  defended,  againlt  William,  the  conqueror  ;  fof- 
which  reafon,  on  his  acceffion  to  the  crown  of  England,  he 
caufed  his  head  to  be  ftruck  ofF,  together  with  the  heads  of  his 
fons  (b),  Philip,  and  Michael  de  Efburnham. 

Philip  de  Efburnham,  left  iffue,  Reginald,  whofe  fon,  Stephen 
de  Efburnham,  confirms  to  the  church  of  St.  Martin,  of  Battle," 
and  to  the  monks  there,  ferving  God,  for  the  health  of  his  foulg 
and  the  fouls  of  all  his  anceftors,  and  fucceflbrs,  the  gift  which 
Reginald  de  Efburnham,  his  father,  gave  for  ever,  in  pure  and 
free  alms,  viz.  all  that  land  which  they  had  in  Hou,  called  Che- 
liland,  with  the  lands  which  he  gave,  in  Denne,  with  two  falt- 
works,  in  the  marfh  belonging  to  the  fa'id  land,  with  all  other 
appurtenances,  in  wood,  in  plain,  and  in  marfh,  to  hold  for  ever 
in  pure  alms. 

To  this  Stephen,  fuccceded  Sir  John  de  Efburnliam,  whofe 
fon.  Sir  Richard  de  Efburnham,  Knt.  married  Margaret,  daugh- 
ter of  Sir  John  Maltravers,  Knt.  and  had  ifTue,  Richard. 

Which  Richard,  was  alfo  a  knight,  and  lived  in  king  John'?

mitted hoftilities  in  thofc  parts. 

Hamond,  his  brother,  who  was  alfo  a  knight,  married  Maud, 
dliughter  of  Thomas  ElCon,  of  Elton,  in  com.  SufT.  and  had  ifl'ue. 
Sir  Richard  Eil)urnham,  who,  by  Iflibel,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir 
Thomas  Morville,  had  ilTue,  Roger  Efburnham,  and  Sir  John 
Elburnham,  Knt.  who,  in  25  Ed.  I.  was  fummon'd  to  attend  the 
King,  at  London,  on  the  Sunday  after  the  0(!lave  of  St.  John  Bap- 
tift,  with  horfe  and  arms,  to  go  with  him  beyond  the  feas,  for 
his  own  honour,  and  the  profit  of  the  realm.  He  married  Joan, 
daughter  of  Richard  Covert,  of  Suliington,  in  com.  Sufl.  and' had 
illue,  John,  his  fon  and  heir.

SIR  Robert  Jenkinfon,  of  Walcott,  in  the  county  of  Oxon, 
Knt.  (Ton  of  Robert  Jenkinfon,  Efq;)  had  the  honour  of 
knighthood  conferred  on  him,  by  King  James  I.  in  the  fixteenth 
year  of  his  reign,  z6i8.  He  married  Anna-Maria,  eldeft  daugh- 
ter of  Sir  Robert  Lee,  of  Billeflee,  in  com.  Warw.  Knt.  and  had 
fev.sral  children  j  Arma-Maria,  his  daughte-r,  married  Thomas 
Child,  of  Northwike,  in  com.  Wig.  Efq;  Sir  Roberts  died  in 
16.1s . 

Robert  Jenkinfon,  Efq;  his  fon  and  heir,  was  created  a  baronet 
by  King  Charles  II.  May  18,  1661,  in  the  thirteenth  year  of  his 
reign,  and  chofen  knight  of  the  {hire  for  the  county  of  Oxon,  in 
the  firft  parliament  after  the  reftoration  of  the  royal  family,  and 
continued  fo  till  his  death.  He  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  . 
John  ^a.nks,  of  Kingfton-hall,  in  the  county  of  Dorfet,  Knt. 
lord  chief-juftice  of  the  court  of  common-pleas,  in  the  reign  of 
King  Charles  I.  and  had  a  daughter,  Frances,  married  to  Tho- 
mas Wheat,  ofGlympton,  in  com.

Sir  Je>l^n  Giynne,  Knt,  eldell  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  William,  was 
born' at  (d)  Glyn-Llivon,  in  Carnarvonfhire,  the  ancient  feat  of 
his  anceftors,  bred  in  the  college-fchool,  at  Weftminfter,  and 
•went  from  tlience  to  Hart-hall,  in  Mich.  1621,  aged  eightcea 
years,  where  continuing  about  three  years,  he  retired  toLincoln's- 
Iiui,  became  a  barriilcr,  a  councellor  of  note,  and  bencher  (e)  ; 
a:fterwards  he  was  made  fteward  of  Weftminfter,  recorder  of  Lon- 
don, tind  in  1640  (f),  was  elcdled  twice  a  burgefs  for  Weftmin- 
fter, to  ferve  in  thofe  two  parliaments  called  that  year  ;  in  the 
laft  of  which,  he  was  appointed  a  manager  againft  the  earl  of 
Strafford  (z)  ;  he  was  afterwards  made  elerk  of  il^  petty  bag, 
e^tcem'd  then  worth  loool.  per  ann.  In  1647,  he,  with  other 
parliament  men,  were  for  difi^anding  the  army,  whereupon  they 
impeached  him,  and  ten  more  of  the  houfe  of  commons,  of  high 
trcafon,  on  June  ib,  that  year,  and  forthwith,  by  order  of  par- 
liament f/zj,  they  w^ere  fen t  prifoners  to  the  Tower.  In  Jan.

Efq;  had 
two  daughters,  his  coheirs  (f?'),  Dorothy,  who  died  unmarried, 
and  Elizabeth  (c),  married  to  Sir  Richard  Child,  of  Wanftead,  in 
Eflex,  Bart,  created  vifcount  Caftlemain,  and  earl  TiJney,  in 
Ireland.  Dorothy,  his  relidf,  afterwards  married  George  Wood- 
rofFe,  ofPoyle,  in  Surry,  Efq;  by  whom  hehadno  ilTue.  Mary, 
only  daughter  of  Sir  John,  by  the  fecond  venter,  was  married  to 
Sir  Stephen  Anderfon,  ofEyworth,  in  Bedfordfliire,  Bart.

IS  defccnded  from  the  ancient  and  long-flourifliing  houfe  of  (/"j 
Chernocke,  of  Chernocke- hall,  in  Lancafhire,  of  whom,  the 
firft  that  fettled  in  thiscounty  of  Bedford,  was,  Robert  Chernocke, 
Efq;

Created  Baronet,  June  5,  i66r. 

THE  firfl:  of  this  ancient  family  was,  Euftace,  a  noble  Nor- 
man, v.'ho  bore  for  his  arms,  Qtiarterly,  Or  and  Gules,  a 
Bend,  Sable.  He  had  two  fons,  who  cnter'd  England,  with 
William,  the  conqueror  :  the  eldefl,  was  called  Serb  de  Burgo  j 
he  built  the  caftle  of  Knarefborough,  and  died  ifluelefs. 

John-Monoculus,  the  fecond  fon,  heir  to  his  brother,  had  three 
fons,  I.  Pagan,  who  died  without  iffue  5  2.EulTacc  ;  and  3. Wil- 
liam :  thefe  three  brothers  were  living  1 133,  33  Hen. I.  and  were 
witnefTesto  the  royal  foundation  of  the  priory  of  Cirencefter,  in 
Gloucefterfhire. 

Euflace,  the  eldeft  furvivins;  fon,  had  two  wives,  firft,  Agnes, 
daughter  to  William  Fitz-Nigcll,  baron  of  Halton,  conilable  of 
Chefter,  and  vifcount  Conftantia,  in  Normandy  :  by  her  he  had 
a  fon,  Richard,  who,  in  right  of  his  mother,  was  baron  of  Hal- 
ton,  &c. 

His  fecond  wife  was,  Beatrix,  only  daughter  of  Yvo  dc  \'^efcr, 
a  Norman,  who  enter'd  England,  with  William,  the  conqueror, 
who  gave  to  him  in  marriage,  Alda,  only  daughter  and  heir  of 
WilliamTyfon,man:er  of  the  baronies  of  Alnewick,  and  Malton, 
by  whom  he  had  one  fon  that  was  cut  out  of  his  mother's  belly, 
when  fhe  was  dead,  who  bore  the  name  and  arms  of  hii>  mother, 
and  was  called,  William  de  Vefcv,  and  took  for  his  wife,  Burga, 
filler  to  Robert  Stiircvile,  lord  of  Knareiborough  ;  he  had  by  her, 
one  fon,  called  Euftace  de  Vefcv  ;  and  two  daughters,  Matilda, 
and  Cecilia.  This  Eufiace  de  Vefcy,  married  Agnes,  daughter 
to  William,  King  of  Scotland,  and  had  by  her,  a  fon,  called  Wil- 
liam, who  married  Agnes,  daughter  to  the  count  ofFerres. 

Dugdale,  in  his  baronage  of  England,  tells  vou,  '  ThatEuftace, 
'  (the  father  of  thefe  fons,)  was  one  of  the  hrft  peers  in  England, 

*  and  of  infinite  f?.miliarity  with  Hen.  I.  as  alfoa  perfon  of  great 
'  wifdom,  and  fmgular  judgment  in  counciL.  He  gave  20s. 
'  rent,  inSerliiigham,to  the  monks  of  St.  Peter's,  in  Gloucefter  ; 

*  an  oxgang  of  land,  to  the  church  of  Flamborough  ;  as  alfo  to 

*  the  churches  of  Culton,  and  Scalleby,  and  to  the  canons  of 
'  Bridlington;  he  founded  the  monartery  of  Ahiewick,  in  Nor- 

*  thumberland,  thofe  of  Walton,  and  i\lalton,  in  Yorkfhire,  and 

*  amply  endovv'd  them.  He  tells  you,  he  was  flain  in  an  expe- 
'  uition  into  Wales,  1 154,  3  Hen.  II.  wiiii  vhi.-.  Lonouriible  cha- 
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'  rafter,  that  he  was  a  great,  and  aged  man,  of  the  chiefeft  Eng- 
'  lilh  peers,  moft  eminent  for  his  wealth  and  wifdom.' 

Richard,  baron  ofHalton,  &c.  eldeft  fon  and  heir  ofEufliace^j 
aforefaid,  married  Albreda,  daughter  and  heir  to  Robert  de  Lizu- 
res,  by  whom  he  had  two  fons  ;  i.  John,  who  took  upon  him  the 
name  of  Lacy,  with  the  arms  of  conftable  of  Chefter,  and  died 
25  Hen.  II.  leaving  one  fon,  Henry  de  Lacy,  who  left  only  a 
daughter,  married  to  the  earl  of  Lancafter  :  fhe  fettled  all  her 
lands  on  that  family,  and  from  thence,  the  Lacy's,  earls  of  Lin- 
coln, (now  extin£l,)  derived  tbemfelves. 

Roger,  the  fecond  fon  oi  Richard,  aforefaid,  was  the  firft  baron 
ofWarkworth,  in  Northumberland,  by  gift  of  Hen.  II.  and 
from  him  is  lineally  defcended,  the  noble  family  of  the  Claveririgs. 
"Ihis  R.oger,  married  Alianor,  daughter  and  coheir,  (with  her 
fifter,  Alice,  who  married  one  Vere,  from  whom  the  Veres,  earls 

<;»f  Oxford,  defcended,)  of Henry,  of  Eil'ex,  baron  of  Raleigh ; 

by  her  he  had  one  fon,  Robert,  who  founded  the  monaftery  of 
Langley,  in  Norfolk,  and  married  Margaret,  only  daughter  and 
heir  to  William  de  Caifneto,  vulgc;  Cheney,  (relift  of  Hugo  de 
Crcfcv,)  and  by  failure  of  male  illue  of  the  faid  Crefcy,  the  ba- 
rony of  Harford,  in  Norfolk,  fell  to  the  heirs  of  this  Robert. 
King  Richard,  gave  to  him  the  lands  of  Eure,  in  Bucks.  He 
"was  flier ifF,  for  many  years,  of  Norfolk,  Suffolk,  and  Northum- 
berland, and  left  one  fon, 

John,  baron  of  Warkworth,   and  Clavering,  in  Efiex,  who 

took  to  wife,  Ada,  daughter  and  heir   of  de  Baliolo  ;  by 

vhom  he  had  three  fonsj  i.  Roger,  of  whom  hereafter;  2.  Hugo 
de  Eure,  from  whom  the  lords  Eure,  defcended  ;  3.  Robert,  an- 
ceftor  to  the  Eures,  of  Axholm,  in  Lincolnfliire. 

Roger,  the  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  baron  ofWarkworth,  and  Cla- 
vering, died  33  Hen.  III.  and  left  a  fon,  Robert,  very  youngs 
who  was  committed  to  William  de  Valence,  the  King's  brother. 
Which  Robert,  was  alfo  baron  of  Warkworth,  and  Clavering, 
and  died  3  Edw.  II.  having  been  fummoned  to  parliament,  a*,  a 
baron,  from  23  Ed.  I.  to  4  Ed.  II.  He  was  then  in  pofleflionj 
(T\ccording  to  Dugdale,)  of  feveral  great  eftates,  in  Norfolk,  Suf- 
folk, Bucks,  Northamptonfliire,  Yorkfhire,  Durham,  and  Nor- 
thumberland ;  and  by  his  wife,  Margery  de  la  Zouch,  had  ieven 
ions  ;  I.  John,  who  had  given  him,  by  King  Edward  I.  the  fur- 
name  of  Clavering,  taking  it  from  the  chief  place  of  his  eftate,  in 
Eifex  ;  2.  Edmund  ;  3.  Alexander  ;  4.  Robert  ;  5.  Henry; 
6,  Roger,  (which  five  laft,  died  ifluelefs  ;)  7.  Alan,  who  had  given 
him  the  manor  of  Callely,  and  Yetlington. 

Sir  JohiiClavering,  Knt.  thceldeflfon  and  heir,baron  of Wark- 
"worth,  and  Clavering,waspoflefll'd  of  all  the  lands  his  father  enjoy 'd, 
doing  homage.  He  was  called  to  parliament,  from  28  Edw.  II, 
fo5  Edw-  III.  inclufive  ;  and  having  married  Havife,  daughter  to 

Robert 
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Robert  de  Tibitot,  died  at  his  manor  at  Aynho,  in  Northampton - 
flaire,  without  any  male  iffiie,  1332,  6  Ed.  III.  and  was  buried  at 
the  conventual  church  oftheabby  ot  Langley,  which  was  founded 
by  his  anceftors.  Whereupon  he  fettled  his  manors  of  Newborne, 
Warkworth,  Robeiy,  and  Corbi idge,  in  Northumberland,  on  the 
crown,  which  were,  by  K.  Ed.  III.  given  to  Henry  Peircy,  and 
his  heirs  ;  the  manors  of  Aynho,  and  Hoifford,  he  gave  to  Rafe 
Neville,  and  his  heirs  ;  the  manors  of  Clavcring,  and  Bli burgh,  to 
his  brother,  for  life,  with  remainder  to  Rafe  Neville,  and  his  heirs; 
whereby  the  younger  brother  of  this  family, viz.  Alan,  who  was  the 
only  one  of  the  {i:vcn  brothers  that  left  male  iilue,  was  bereft  of 
that  fair  inheritance,  Vv-hich  had  otherwife  defcended  to  him. 

Sir  AlanClavering,Knt.  (who  inherited  nothing  of  his  brother's 
eftate,  but  what  he  had  independent  of  him,  given  him  by  his  fa- 
ther,) married  Ifabella,  eldeft  daughter  and  coheir  to  William  Rid- 
dell,  by  whom  he  had  one  fon,  William,  and  died  2  Ed.  III. 

William,  his  fon  and  heir,  died  20  Ed.  III.  leaving  Robert,  his 
fon  and  heir,  who  was  a  foldier  ;  and  died  17  Ric.  II.  leaving  four 
fons  ;  John,  the  eldelf,  was  bred  a  foldier,  and  died  4  Hen. VI. 
but  having  married  Johanna,  daughter  to  Thomas,  of  Keton,  had 
iilue,  Robert,  who  died  31  Hen.  VL  leaving  ilTue,  Robert,  who 
died  temp.  Ed.  IV.  leaving  iflue,  three  fons  ;  i.  John,  anceftor 
to  the  Claverings,  of  Callelv,and  to  the  prefent  baronet,  of  whom 
hereafter ;  2.  Robert ;  3. Thomas,  who  was  governor  of  Norham 
callle,  and  died  without  iflue.  Robert,  the  fecond  fon,  had  iflue, 
tv\  J  fons,  I.Robert,  from  whom  the  Claverings,  ofLearchild, 
dcicended,  thought  now  to  be  extin<5l  j  2.  Ralph,  anceflior  to  the 
Claverings,  of  Tilmouth,  in  the  county  of  Durham.  Edward,  the 
fon  of  Ralph,  -was  there  feated,  and  was  father  of  another  Ralph, 
whofe  eldefi:  fon,  Robert,  raifed  a  company  of  foot,  for  the  fervice 
of  K.  Charles  I.  and  was  a  captain  in  the  regiment  of  Sir  Robert 
Clavering,  knighted  under  the  banner,  by  the  faid  prince.  Sir  Ro- 
bert, was  the  eldefl:  fon  of  Sir  John  Clavering,  of  Callely,  Knt.  and 
died  at  Kendal,  without  iflLe.  Robert,  of  Tilmouth,  left  ilTue, 
tv.'o  fons,  Robert,  and  William,  who  were  both  married  ;  but  the 
eldefl:  dying  fans  iflue,  William,  the  fecond,  fucceeded  to  the  eftate 
of  the  family:  he  married  Dorothy,  eldeft  daughter  of  Richard 
Selby,  Efq;  alderman,  and  fome  time  mayor  of  Berwick,  upon 
Tv/eed,  who  was  a  great  fufferer  for  his  loyalty  to  K.  Charles  I. 
he  left  iflTue  two  fons,  by  his  faid  wife,  Robert,  and  William  :  Wil- 
liam, the  youngeft  fon,  was  a  perfon  of  great  courage,  which  he 
fignalized  in  Africa,  being  then  only  in  the  26th  year  of  his  age, 
and  having,  two  years  before,  been  promoted  to  the  government 
of  Dickey's-Cove,  as  an  earneft  of  farther  advancement  ;  for 
having  defeated  5COof  the  rebel  moors,  with  four-fcore  men,  he 
commanded  on  that  occaflon  ;  he  died,  of  a  calenture,  unmarried  ; 
whereby  the  early  hopes  he  had  given  of  greater  actions,  and  rifing 
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to  pofts,  fuitable  to  his  courage  and  merit,  were  unfortunately 
fruftrated.  Robert,  the  eldeft  fon,  heir  in  a  direcSt  line  to  the 
Tiimouth  branch,  is  now  lord  bifhop  of  Peterborough,  and  He- 
brew profeflbr,  in  the  univerfity  of  Oxford  ;  who,  befides  hisde- 
fcent  from  the  Callely  family,  as  here  fet  forth,  is  likewife  coufm, 
in  the  third  degree,  to  Ralph  Clavering,  Efq;  the  prefent  pofleflbr 
of  that  eftate,  by  his  grandmother,  Anne,  a  filler's  daughter  of 
Sir  John  Clavering,  of  Callely,  Knt.  who  died  in  the  year  1647  ; 
his  lordfhip,  has  married  Mary,  fecond  daughter  of  John  Cook, 
Efq;a  Spanifh  merchant,  neice  to  Sir  Thomas  Cook,  of  Hackney, 
Knt.  and  fifter  to  John  Cook,  Efq;  who  has  changed  his  name  to 
Freeman,  of  Fawley-court,  near  Henly,  upon  Thames,  in  Ox- 
fordfhire,  by  whom  he  has  living,  one  fon,  Robert,  now  at  Weft- 
minfter  fchool,  and  in  the  fifteenthyear  of  his  age  ;  and  four  daugh- 
ters, Mary,  (married  to  the  rev.  Mr.  Frederick  Williams,  vicar  of 
Long-Sutton,  in  Lincolnfliire,  alfo  rector  of  Peakirk,  cum  Clin- 
ton, in  com.  Northton,  and  prebendary  of  Peterborough,  third  fon 
of  the  late  William  Peer  Williams,  Efq;  an  eminent  lawyer  in  the 
courtof  chancery  :)  Catherine,  (unmarried  5)  Sufanna,  (married 
to  the  rev.

THIS  family  is  faid  to  be  originally  of  Englifh  extra(3:ion^ 
but  long  fince  went  into  France,  and  there  fettled  ;  where 
we  find  (a)  Thibaut  Rouhaut,  Sieur  de  Boifmenart^  from  whom 
this  houfe  derives  its  defcent :  he  lived  in  the  year  1300,  and  a- 
bout  that  time,  married  the  lady  Jane  de  la  Val,  daughter  of  Guy, 
Comte  de  la  Val,  of  Brittany,  one  of  the  moft  ancient  houfes  in 
France,  by  whom  he  had  one  fon,  and  one  daughter,  viz.Triftan, 
and  Jane. 

Triftan,  Sieur  de  Boifmenart,  (a  perfon  of  great  merit,)  mar- 
ried PeronelledeThoiiars,  daughter  of  Loiiis,vifcount  deThoiiars, 
and  by  her  had  only  one  fon,  named  John  ;  Jane,was  married  to 
Robert  Dreux,  baron,  and  Seigneur  D'Efneval,  by  whom  file 
had  iil'uc. 

John,  Sieur  de  Boifmenart,  only  fon  of  Triftan  (b)^  was  a  va- 
liant knight,  ferved  long  in  the  army,  and  diftinguifhed  himfelf 
upon  fevcral  occafions :  he  married  the  lady  Jane  de  Bellay^ 
daughter  of  the  prince  D'yvetot,  and  by  her  had  two  fons,  viz. 
Joachim,  and  Abel,  (who  was  governor  of  Valognes,  and  ferved 
in  the  French  army  with  great  reputation,  and  is  much  applauded 
by  Monflrelet,)    who  died  ifluelefs. 

Joachim,  Sieur  de  Boifmenart,  de  Gameches,  and,  de  Chatil- 
lon  (<--),  began  to  make  a  conilderable  figure,  about  the  year  1439^ 
being  at  that  time,  firft,  mader  of  the  horfe  to  the  dauphin  of 
France,  afterwards  King  Loiiis  XI.  and  ferved  him  in  his  wars,- 
aimoft  throughout  the  whole  courfe  of  his  reign  ;  and  was  by 
him  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  marcfchal  of  France,  great  raa- 
fter  of  the  liarfe  of  France,  and  aOiflcd  in  that  quality  when  Loiiis 
XI.  made  his  puWick  entry  into  Paris  :  he  was  alfo  governor  of 
Paris,  conflable  of  Bourdeaux,  and  had  the  government  of  Ber- 
berac,  of  Montquion,  of  Blaii,  and  of  Fronfac.  He  render'd 
his  prince  great  fervice  ;  and  is  recorded  by  the  French  hiflorians,

Alolph,  eldeft  fon  to  the  marefchal  Gamaches,  married  Ga- 
brille  de  Montrigny,  of  the  houfe  of  Salvert,  and  by  her  had  ifluc, 
only  one  fon,  named  Alolph,  who  married  Jaqueline  de  Soiilons, 
called  Moreul  j  from  whom  is  lineally  defcended,  after  fbverai  de- 
fcents,  the  prefent  marquis  de  Gamaches,  who  refides  at  Gama- 
ches, in  Picardy. 

Thibaut,  the  fecond  fon  of  the  marefchal,  was  governor  of 
Hefdin,  and  was  highly  fignalized  for  his  courage :  he  married 
Jane  de  Sauveufe,  heirefs  of  Sauveufe,  and  Cangny,  and  by  her 
had  only  one  daughter,  married  to  the  Seigneur  de  la  BrofTe. 

John,  the  voungeft  (on  of  the  marefchal  de  Gamaches,  went 
into  Fknders,  where  he  fettled,  and  i.iarrled  Jaqueline  de  Gode- 
rie  (a),  (as  appears  by  the  defcent  taken  out  of  the  herald's  office, 
at  Bruxelles,  where  he  is  called  Jean  Rufhaut ;)  and  by  her  he  had 
a  plentiful  iflue,  from  whom,  in  a  dired  male  line,  after  feveral 
generations,  was  defcended, 

John  Ru{hout,  of  Maylards,  in  Eflex,  Efq;  who  had  two 
wives  f^J,  I.Anne,  daughter  of  Joas  Godfchalk,  of  London, 
Efq;  2.  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Fynnet,  Knt.  rcli£i  of 
John  Godfchalk,  of  London,  Efq;  by  the  laft  he  had  no  illue  ; 
but  by  the  firft,  feveral  fons,  who  all  died  S.  P.  except  James, 
of  whom  hereafter ;  and  three  daughters  (r),  i,  Abigail,  married 
to  Sir  Abraham  Cullen,  of  Upton,  In  Warwicklh ire,  Bart.  2. 
Catherine,  married,  firft,  to  Sir  John  Maynard,  of  Tooting,  in 
Surry,  and  Ifelham,  in  Cambridgefhire,  Knt.  fecondly,  to  Fran- 
cis Duller,  of  Chillingham,  in  Cornwall,  Efq;  and  3,  Anne, 
married  to SirWilliam  Adams,  of  Sprowfton,  in  Norfolk,  Bart. 

James  Rufhout,  Efq;  only  furviving  fon  and  heir,  was  the  firfl: 
baronet  of  this  family,  advanced  to  that  dignity  13  Car.  IL  He 
ferved  in  parliament  for  the  corporation  of  Evefham,  upwards  of 
thirty  years,  without  interruption,  except  in  the  convention  par- 
liament, at  the  revolution,  when,  he  had  the  honour  to  be  cho- 
fen  by  the  county  of  Worccfter  fi^.  In  May,  1697,  he  was 
appointed  ambaflador  extraordinary  to  the  Grand  Seignior,  but 
died  in  the  February  after,  juft  as  he  was  ready  to  fet  out.  Hav- 
ing married  Alice,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  Edmund  Pitt,  of 
Harrow  on  the  Hill,  in  the  county  of  Middlefex,  Elq;  (relict  of 
Edward  Palmer,  Efq;  fecond  fon  of  Sir  Jeffrey  Palmer,  Bart.)  he 
had  five  fons,  and  four  daughters,  viz.  William  ;  Alice,  married 
to  Edwin  Sandys,  ofOmberfley,  in  the  county  of  Worcefter,Efq;

Sir  James  Rufliout,  Bart,  the  eldefl  furviving  fon,  fuccecded 
his  father,  and  married  (a)  Arabella,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas 
Vernon, of  London, Knt.  by  whom  he  hadifTueone  fon,SirJanies, 
and  two  daughte?s,  Annc^  who  died  young,,  and  Elizabeth,  mar- 
ried fo  Fawlet  St.  John,  of  Dogmersfeild,  in  Hampfhire,  Efq; 
and  died  without  ilTue.  Sir  James,  died  in  the  year  1705,  and 
was  fucceeded  bv. 

Sir  James  Rufliout,  Bart,  his  only  fon,  who  died  at  about  nine 
years  old,  at  Ideworth,  inMiddlefex,  Sept,  21,  171 1,  whereupon- 
the  title  and  eflate  went  to  his  uncle. 

Sir  John  Rufhout,-  the  prefent  baronet,  who  ferved  in  the  par- 
liaments called  in  ijro,  17 13,  and  1714,  for  Malmfl^ury,  in- 
Wilts,  and  in  the  fecond  parliament-  of  King  George  I,  was  e- 
ieiSed  a  reprefentative  in-  parliament  for  Ev^efliam,  in  Worcefter- 
fh-ire,  which  corporation^,  he  has  reprefented  ever  fmce.  (b)  He 
married,  0£l,  i~'2.q,  lady  Anne  Compton,  fourth  daughter  of 
George,  late  earl  of  Nortliampton,  by  whom  he  hath  ifl'ue,  one 
fon,  John,  and  two  daughters,  Elizabeth,  and  Anne.

(GRIFFITH,  EsQjJiRE,) 
Created  Baronet,  June  17,  1661. 

THIS  family  is  defcended  from  the  (t)  Williams's,  of  Cogh- 
w.illanne,  in  the  county  of  Carnarvon. 
The  firfl  mentioned  in  the  family-pedigree,  is  Marchydd,  one 
of  the  fifteen  tribes  of  North-Wales  (^),     He  gave  for  his  arms, 
Gules,  a  Saracen's  head,  PP. 

Ednevett  Vvchan,  his  defcendant,  was  lord  fteward  of  Wales, 
temp.  Hen,  IIL  1240  (t),  and  commanding  iji  the  wars  between 
the

his  creft. 

Ednevett  Vychan,  married  Gwcnilian,  daughter  to  tise  lord 
Rees,  prince  of  South- Wales,  by  Gwenllian,  daugliter  to  A'tadoc 
ap  Meredith,  prince  of  Powis,  who  was  buried  at  St.  David's, 
anno  1190. 

This  family  intermarried  with  (a),  (and  came  ally'd  by  the  a- 
bove  marriage  to)  Griffith  ap  Conan,  prince  of  Wales,  Henry  TIL 
King  of  England,  Philip,  the  Hardv,  King  of  France,  Blethyn 
ap  Convyn,  prince  of  Powis,  Edward  I.  King  of  England,  Lew- 
ellin  ap  Jerworth,  prince  of  Powis,  Edward,  prince  of  Englefield, 
Raymond,  earl  of  Provence,  JaiTie.s,King  of  Arragon,  M<:redith, 
prince  of  Powis,  Ferdinand,  King  of  Caftile,  and  Reynold, King 
of  Man. 

Ednevett,  had  ilTue,  Sir  Tudor  ap  Ednevett  Vychan,  Knt. 
anno  1277. 

From  the  above  Ednevett,  after  feven  generations,  was,  Wil- 
liam ap  Griffith  ap  Robin,  fherifFof  the  county  of  Carnarvon,  by 
patent,  for  life  (^).  This  William,  was,  with  a  troop  of  horfe 
of  his  own  retinue,  at  the  battleofBofworth-field,  temp. Ric.IIL 

His  fon  and  heir  was,  William  Williams,  of  CoghwilIannc,Efq; 
and  the  firft  that  took  upon  him  the  name  of  Williams  (c).  His 
fon,WilliamWilliams,  married  Dorothy,  daughter  and  coheir  of 
SirWilliam  Griffith,  ofPenrhyn,  in  com. Carnarvon, Knt.  cham- 
berlain of  North- Wales,  by  whom  he  had  a  numerous  ifl'ue  ; 
William,  the  eldeft  fon,  married  Barbara,  filler  of  John,  lord 
Lumley,  and  reliCt  of  Henry  (d)  Lloyd,  of  Rollendale,  Efq;  and 
was  anceflor  to  the  Williams's,  of  Coghwillanne. 

Edmund  Williams,  a  younger  fon,  was  of  Aberconwev,  and, 
by  Mary,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Owen  Wynne,  of  Eglaifnagh, 
had  {e)  five  fons,  and  two  daughters ;  John  ^Villiams,  S.  T.  P. 
the  youngeft  fon  (f),  was  born  at  Conway,  March  25,  1582,  was 
fellow  of  St.  John's  college,  Cambridge,  re6lor  of  (g)  V/algrave, 
and  Grafton-Underwocd,  in  com.  Northton.  precentor  and  pre- 
bendarv  of  Lincoln,  prebendary  of  Peterborough,  and  Hereford, 
archdeacon  of  Cardigan,  dean  ot  Saliibury,  and  Wefiminiler,  bi- 
fliop  of  Lincoln,  archbifhop  of  York,  and  lord -keeper  of  the 
great  feal  of  England.  He  was  a  ver}'  eminent  llatefmrm,  of 
great  popularity,  cin  excellent  orator,  and  made  {o  great  a  figure 
in  the  reigns  of  King  James,  and  King  Charles  L  that  his  life 
was  thought  proper  to  be  wrote,  by  Dr.  Hacket,  bifliop  of  Litch- 
field, and  Coventry,   (in  folio,)  and  others.     Bp.  Hacket,   con-

His  death  came,  from 
a  fudden  catarrh,  which  caufed  a  fquinancy,  by  the  inflama- 
tion  of  the  interior  mufcles,  and  a  fhoftnefs  of  breath  follow'd, 
which  diflblved   him   in  the  fpace  of  twelve  hours :  in  which 
time,  the  virtuous  lady  Moftyn,  where  he  fojourned,  fpake  to 
him  of  his  preparation  for  heaven;  fays  he,  coufin,  lam  al- 
ready prepared,  and  luill  be   better  prepared.     So  he  called  for 
the  minifter  that  was  the  neareft,  to  read  the  vifttation  of  the 
fick,  and  twice  over  to  him,  the  greateft  part  wherof,  efpecially 
the  Pfalms,  he  rehearfed  u'iftin^tly  himfelf,  and  received  abfo- 
lution  :  when   the  pangs  of  death  approached,    many   other 
prayers  were  read,   and  fliort  fentences  of  devotion  repeated  a- 
loud  in  his  ears,  v/hcn  he  clos'd  his  eyes  with  one  hand,  and 
then  lifting  up  the  other,  his  lips  mov'd,  and  recommending 
his  fpirit  to  his  redeemer,  he  expir'd.     He  died,  (March  25, 
1650,)  being  weary  of  life,    in  thofe  hateful  times,  therefore 
death  came  welcome  to  him,  becaufe  he  lamented  his  condition, 
that  he  could  contribute  nothing   to  raife  up  the  ruins  of  the 
church  and  kingdom.'     Bp.Hacket,  gives  him  this  farther  cha- 
racter ;    '  He  wasconftant  to  that  religion,  wherein  he  was  cate- 
chis'd,  and  inftructed   in  it   more  perfedlly  at  Cambridge  ;  a 
punctual  obferver  of  the  ancient  church  orders,  whereof  he  was 
a  governor,  and  a  great  declii"ier  of  innovations,  holding  to  it^ 
that  what  was  long  in  ufe,  if  it  were  not  heft,  it  was  fitteft  for 
the  people  :  he  tailed  equally  of  great  profperity  and  adverfity, 
and  was  a   rare  example   in   both  ;  not  elevated  with  honour, 
nor  in  the  contrary  ftate,  cafl:  down.     His  enemies  lik'd  nothing 
worfe  in  him  than  his  courage,  and  he  plcas'd  himfelf  in  nothing 
more  :  cf  a  frately  pn?fence,  and  a  mind  fuitable  to  it.     Some 
called  it  pride  and  haughtinefs,  and  they  twitted  him  that  he 
was  lofty  and  fupercilious.     I  concur  with  others,   who  knew 
this  lord,  thatcholor,  and  a  high  ftomach,  were  his  faults,  and 
the  onlydcftdb  in  him  ;  and  it  had  been  better  for  him,  if  he 
had  known  a  meek  temper,  and  how  to  be  refifted  ;  otherwife, 
his  virtues  were  fuperexccllcnt.     A  great  devotee  to  publiclc 
and  private  prayer;  there  did  not  live  that  chriftian,  that  hated 
rc\eiige  n>orethan  he,  or  that  would  forgive  an  injury  fooner. 
Moft  munificent,  liberal,  charitable  above  his   means,  for  he 
died  in  a  debt  of  8000I.  tho'his  heir.  Sir  Griffith  Williams,  had 
enough  in  manors  and  moveables  to  pay  it.     He  loved  to  da 
things  praife-wcrthv.     Juflice,    charity,    temperance,  tender 
bowels  of  compafHon,   enchafed   all  his  life  and  carriage,  with 
wonderful  graccfulncfs.     His  fkill  in   the  tongues,  his  fkill  in 

*  the 
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*  thecourfe  ofall  academical  arts,  in  all  hiftory,  in  all  the  parts 

*  of  divinity,  muft  needs  be  excellent,  for  he  had  a  piercing  wit, 

*  a  found  judgment,  a  ftrong  memory,  and  with  all  thefe,  con- 
'  curred  indefatigable  induftry.     Yet,  by  the  employments  of  a 

*  great  office,  but  much  more   by  the  iniquity  of  troublefome 

*  fuits,  imprifonments,  fatal  wars,  and  moft  of  all,  by  the  em- 
'  bezelling  of  his  notes  and  papers,  polterity  is  little  beholding  to 

*  his  pen  ;   but  it  owes   greatly  to  his  good  works.     I  will  part 

*  with  him  now,  that  is,  confidering  the  wifdom  and  gallantry  of 

*  the  man,  I  cannot  chufe  but  remember  him,  and  when  I  re- 

*  member  him,  I  cannot  but  praife  him.' 

The  archbifliop,  died  unmarried,  at  Gloddaith,  in  com.  Car- 
narvon, March  25,  1650,  aetat.  68,  at  the  feat  of  Sir  Roger 
Moftyn,  about  a  mile  from  Conway  ;  he  was  buried  in  Llande- 
gay  church,  about  two  miles  off  Bangor  cathedral,  where  is  his 
monument;  'tis  a  compartment  of  white  marble,  with  the  arms 
of  the  fees  of  Lincoln,  and  York,  and  deanery  of  WeftmLnfter, 
feverally  impaled,  with  his  own  arms ;  and  has  on  a  table  this  in- 
fcription  (a)  :

Sir  Griffith  Williams,  his  nephew,  (Ton  of  his  elder  brother,, 
Robert,  by  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Griffith,  Efq;)  who 
was  the  firft  baronet  of  this  family  ;  and  married  Gwen,  daugh- 
ter to  John  Bodurda,  of  BodurJa,  in  com.  Curnurvon,  Efq;  b)"" 
whom  he  had  nineteen  children,  twelve  whereof  lived  to  be  men 
and  women.  To  fix  of  thefon-^,  viz.  Sir  Robert,  Sir  Hugh,  Ed- 
mund, John,  Griffith,  and  Roger,  he  left  good  eftates  of  inhe- 
ritance :  five  of  the  daughters,  married  gentlemen  of  fortune, 
and  the  fixth  died  unmarried. 

Sir  Pv-obert,  the  eldcft  Ton,  /ucceeded  his  father  in  dignity  and 
eftate,  and  married  (h)  Jane,  daughter  to  Sir  John  Glynn,  Knt. 
chief-juflice  of  the  common-ple.ii,  and  had  iffue  two  fons.  Sir 
John,  and  Sir  Griffith,  fucceffively  baronets  ;  and  three  daugh- 
ters, Frances,  Anne,  and  Gwen, 

Sir  John,  eldell  fon,  fucceeded  his  father.  Sir  Robert,  and 
died  unmarried,  before  he  was  twenty- one. 

Sir  Griffith,  fucceeded  his  brother,  and  dying  unmarried  alfo, 
before  he  was  of  age,  was  fucceeded  in  the  dignity  by  his 
uncle  (fl. 

Sir  Hugh  Williams,  fecond  fon  of  the  firft  Sir  Griffith  ;  (but 
the  eftates  went  to  Frances,  eldeft  daughter  of  Sir  Robert,  whq 
married,  firll,  Robert  Lloyd,  of  Efclylham,  near  Wrexham,  in 
com.  Denbigh, Efq;  and  fecondly,  the  lord  Edward  Ruffell,  third 
fon  to  William,  duke  of  Bedford  ;  and  after  the  deaths  of  the 
lord  and  lady  RuiTell,  without  ifTuc,  dcfcended  to  her  furviving 
fillers,  Anne,  who  married  Thomas Warburton,  of  Winnington, 
in  Chcfliire,  Efq;  and  is  motlier  to  the  prefenc  dutchefs  of  Ar- 
gvle  ;  and  Gwen,  who  married  the  late  Sir  Walter  Yonge,  of 
Eaflcoatc,  in  com.  Devon,  Bart,  father  of  the  prcfent  Sir  Wil- 
liam Yonge,  Bart.) 

Which  Sir  Hugh  Williams,  was  of  Marie,  in  com.  Carnarvon, 
Bart,  and  married  (d)  Jane,  daughter  to  Henry  Vaughan,  of 
Pentglafs,  Efq,  bv  whom  he  had  one  fon,  Sir  Griffith.  Upon 
failure  of  ifTue  male,  in  the  family  of  the  Vaughans,  the  eltate  of 
Pentglafs,  was  fhared  by  the  tv/o  daughters,  Catherine  Vaughan, 
and  Jane,  mother  of  the  late. 

Sir  Griffith  Williams,  Bart,  the  only  fon,  who  fucceeded  his

THIS  family  were  Jong  feated  at  Willoughby,  in  the  county 
of  Warwick,  of  which  was,  one  Richard  Hamund,  alias 
Clerke  (h),  ffiled  Efquier,  in  23  Hen.  VI.  who  then  held  the 
whole  manor  of  Willoughby,  by  leafe,  of  the  guardian  and  bre- 
thren of  the  hofpit^l  of  St.  John,  without  the  Eaft  gate,  at  Ox- 
ford, founded  bv  King  Henry  III.  But  I  further  find  (r),  that 
William  ^Vainflete,  bifhop  of  Wii^chefter,  having,  in  26  Hen, 
VI.  began  the  foundation  of  Magdalen  college,  in  Oxford,  in 
the  very  place  where  the  fame  hofpital  ftood,  did,  in  35  of  the 
fame  King's  reign,  obtain  from  the  faid  mafter  and  brethren,  the 
grant  of  this  lordfhip  of  Willoughby,  whereunto  it  hath  ever  fmce 
continued,  being  pollefled  by  the  prefident  and  fellows  thereof, 
at  this  day  ;  yet  conftantly  leafed  out  to  the  defcendants  of  the 
faid  Richard  Clerke,  men  of  fair  eflate  here.  Of  which  family 
were,  Edward,  and  Hierome,  (viz.  fons  of  Henry  Clerke,)  the 
former,  father  to  William  Clerke,  of  this  place,  deceafed  ;  Henry 
Clerke,  of  Rochefter,  in  Kent,  now  ferjeant  at  law  ;  as  alfo  of

Clerkc,  of  Gilfhorough,  inNorthamptonlhire,  counfellor  at  law, 
and  bencher  of  Lincoln's-Inn,   1640. 

Which  William  Clerke,  of  Willoughbv,  before  mentioned,  by 
Agnes,  his  wife,  had  iffue,  three  fons  ;  i.  Richard  ;  2.  Robert  } 
and  3.  Sir  John  Clerke,  Knt,  we  muft  not  here  omit  to  take  no- 
tice, that  this  Sir  John  Clerke  (fi),  in  Hen.  VIlPs  time,  (as 
conltant  tradition  ftill  affirmeth,)  having  taken  the  duke  of 
Longvile,  prifoner,  at  the  battle  of  Spurrs,  was  for  that  fignal 
fervice,  rewarded  by  the  King,  with  an  honorary  addition  to  his 
arms,  viz.  in  the  finifler  part  of  the  ihield,  a  Canton,  Azure, 
with  a  Demy-Ram,  faliant,  Argent,  two  Fleur  de  Luces,  Or, 
in  Chief,  and  over  all,  a  Baton,  trunked,  as  appeareth  on  his 
monument,  at  Tame,  in  OxfordlTiire,  which  arm-:,  viz.  Argent, 
on  a  Bend,  Gules,  between  three  Pellets,  as  many  Swans,  proper, 
is  ftill  borne  by  thefe  Clerkes,  before  mentioned,  as  well  as  by  the 
immediate  defcendants  to  the  faid  Sir  John,  now  refiding  at 
Weflon,  byTame,  and  at  Crowton,  in  Northamptonfhire. 

Robert  Clerke,  of  Willoughbv,  Efq;  the  fecond  fon,  married 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of Clark,  of  the  Ware,  by  whom  he- 
had  three  Tons  ;  i.  Henry,  from  whom  thofe  of  Kingfthorpe,  in 
Northamptonfhire,  Ulcombe,  in  Kent,  and  Willoughby,  in 
Warwickshire,  are  defccnded  (h)  ;   2.  William,  and  3. Clement. 

Which  Clement,  born  Jan.  1546,  married  Mary,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Clerk,  of  Willoughbv,  in  Warwickfhire,  Efq;  by  whom 
he  had  two  fons,  George,  and  Thomas. 

George,  the  eldeft  fon,  was  of  Watlord,  in  Northamptonfhire, 
fherifF  of  London  (c),  and  knighted,  and  died  1648.  Hemarried 
Barbara,  daughter  of  Robert  Palmer,  of  Hill,  in  Bedfordfhire, 
Efq;  fifter  of  Sir  William  Palmer,  Knt.  (d)  by  whom  he  had 
t'lrec  fons  ;  I.  George,  of  Watford,  in  Northamptonfliire,  who 
married  Mary,  daughter  of  Philip  Holman,  ofWarkworth,  in 
Northamptonfhire,Efq;  and  left  iflue  ;  2. Robert  Clark, ofLong- 
Euckley,  inNorthampton{hire,Efq;  barrifterat  law,  who  married 
1  ranees,  daughter  of  John  Cotes,  of  Woodcot,  in  Shropfhire,Efq; 
and  had  iiFue  ;  3.  Clement  Clark,  of  Lawnde- Abby,  in  Leicefter- 
jfhire,  Efq;  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet,  13  Car.  IL 
alfo  five  daughters,  i.  Elizabetli,  married  to  John  Walcot,  of 
Walcot,  in  Shropfliire,  Efq;  2.  Mary,  wife  to  Sir  Robert  At- 
kyns,  knight  of  the  Bath,  and  lord  chief-baron  oftheexchi^quer  ; 
3.  Barbara,  wife  of  Sir  Wadham  Wyndham,  Knt.  one  of  the 
juftices  of  the  king's  bench  ;  4.  Sarah,  to  Thomas  Kinnerfly,  of 
Loxlcy,  in  StafFordfhire,  Efq;  and  5.  Dorcas,  married  to  John 
Cotes,  of  Woodcot,  in  Shroplhire,  Efq;

Sir  Clement  Clarke,  Bart,  married  Catherine,  daughter  and 
heir  of  George  Talbot,  of  Ridge,  in  Shropfliire,  Efq;  by  whom 
he  had  four  fons  ;  i.  Sir  Talbot,  his  fuccefTor  ;  2.  Clement,  who 
was  deputy-governor  of  the  Ifle  of  Wight,  and  died  unmarried  ; 

3.  George,  who  married  (a)  Dorothy,  daughter  of Pearfe, 

of  Oakfield,  in  Berks,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had  one  fon,  Sir  Talbot, 
hereafter  mentioned,  and  one  daughter,  Dorothy,  married  to 
Philip  Jennings,  of  Huddlefton,  in  Shropfhire,  Efq;  fon  to  coun- 
fellor  Jennings,  and  nephew  to  Sir  John  Jennings,  Knt.  and 
admiral,  governor  of  Greenwich  hofpital  ;  the  fourth  fon  of  Sir 
Clement,  was,  Thomas,  who  died  a  batchelor. 

Sir  Talbot  Clarke,  Bart,  the  eldeft  fon,   fucceeded  his  father.

leaving  three  fons,  Sir  Clement,  Sir  Talbot,  and  Thomas,  who 
died  unmarried. 

Sir  Clement,  his  eldeft  fon  and  fuccefTor,  died  unmarried, 
whereupon  the  title  and  eftate  came  to  his  brother, 

Sir  Talbot  Clarke,  Bart,  who  married  Barbara,  daughter  and 
coheir  of  Thomas  Gladin,  of  Durrent-Hall,  in  Chefterfeild,  Der- 
by{hire,Efq;  by  whom  he  had  one  fon,  Sir  Talbot,  and  one  daugh- 
ter ;  and  dying,  Feb.  16,  1723,  at  Durrent-Hall,  was  buried 
at  Chefterfeild.  His  lady,  fur\'iving  him,  married  John  Monk 
Morgan,  of  Monmouthfhire,  Efq; 

Sir  Talbot  Clarke,  Bart,  who  fucceeded  his  father  in  dignity 
and  eftate,  died  Nov.  20, 1732,  aged  about  thirteen,  whereupon 
the  title  and  eftate  came  to  his  coufin,  Sir  Talbot  Clarke,  only 
fon  of  George,  third  fon  of  Sir  Clement  Clarke,  the  iirft  ba- 
ronet. 

Which  Sir  Talbot  Clarke,  the  prefent  baronet,  married  f 3^ 
Lucy,  daughter  of  the  rev.  Mr.  Rogers,  of  Painfwick,  in  Glou- 
cefterlhire,  by  v/hom  he  hath  as  yet  no  ilfue.

(CHRISTOPHER,  EsqyiRE,) 
Created   Baronet,    July  lo,    1661. 

OF  this  ancient  family,  which  is  of  Norman  extra£tion,  was, 
Gifo,  or  Gyfe,  biihop  of  Bath,  and  WelJs,  a  great  favou- 
rite, and  chaplain  to  Edward,  the  confefTor,  came  over  into 
England,  with  him,  and  had  feveral  grants  of  lands  from  the  faid 
prince.  Of  this  bifliop,  Dr.  Francis  Godwin,  bifhop  of  LandafF, 
gives  the  following  account  (a)  ;   '  Gifo,  a  Frenchman,  of  Lor- 

*  raine,  borne  in  a  village  called  Saint  Trudo,  within  the  terrir 

*  tory  ofHafban,  was  fent  ambafladour  to  Rome,  by  King  Ed- 
'  ward,  the  confeiTor,  to  bee  refolved  there  of  certaine  doubtes 

*  concerning  matter  of  religion,  about  the  time  that  Dudojco, 
'  died.    Beeing  fo  abfent,  he  was  ele(51:ed  bifhop,  by  the  chapter  of 

*  Wels,  and   received  confecration  at  Rome,   April   4,    being 

*  Eafter-day,  1059,  together  with  Aldred,  archbifhop  of  Yorke, 

*  and  Walter,   bifliop  of  Hereford.     At  his  returne,  hee  found 

*  the  eftate  of  his  church  very  mifcrable  ;  Harald,  the  Qiieen's 
'  brother,  that  afterwards  became  for  a  while.  King  of  England, 

*  being  yet  a  private  man. 

*  ( ^dd  Dotnini  facieni^  audeni  qui  t alia  fervi? ] 

'  Upon  what  occafion,  I  know  not,  had  fpoiled  the  church  of 

*  all  ornaments,  chafed  away  the  canons,  and  invading  al  the 
*■  pollbflions  of  the  fame,  had  converted  them    to   his  owne  ufe  \ 

*  fo  that  the  canons  remaining,  which  fled  not  for  fcare  of  this 
'  tvrant,  (they  were  only  five,)  they,  (I  fay,)  were  faine  to  begge 

*  their  bread.     The  bifhop,  complaining  ujito  the  King  of  this 

*  outragious  havocke,  found  cold  comfort  at    his  hands  :  for, 

*  whether  it  were  for  fear  of  Harald's  power,  or  his  wives  dif- 

*  pleafurc,  he  caufed  noreftitution  at  all  to  be  made.  Onely  the 
*-  Qi^iecne  was  content  to  give  of  her  owne,  marke  and  modefty 
'  unto  the  church.     After  die  death  of  King  Edward,  Gifo,  was 

*  fainc  to  five  the  land,  till  fuch  time  as  Harold,  the  facrileglous 

*  ufurper,  being  vanquifhed  and  flaine,  William,  the  conqueror, 

*  wasameane  to  reftore,  not  onely  him  to  his  place  and  country, 
«  but  his  church  alfo,  to  all  that  the  other  had  violently  taken 

*  from  it,  except  fome  fmall  parcels  that,  (I  know  not   by  what 

*  meancs,)had  bcene  conveighcd  unto  the  monaftery  ot  Glocefter^ 

*  Yet  in  ilcad  of  them  alfo,  hee  was  plcafed  to  beflow  upon  th^ 
»  church,  the  manner  of  Yatton,  with  the  patronage  of  the  bene_ 

'  fic^ 


(<tf)  B^',  Godwin  s  catalogue  of  the  tifli^p^of  Engkiil;  yto.  p.  360,  361, 
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fice  there  ;  and  moreover,  caufed  one  Ealfi,  to  reftore  unto 
the  fame,  the  manor  of  Winlham,  which  long  fmce  had  been 
alienated  from  it,  by  fomefinifter  practice,  as  it  {hould  feeme. 
Gifo,  being  thus  fettled,  took  great  paines,  in  recovering  fuch 
other  things  as  had  bin  imbefiUed  from  his  church,  in  procuring 
fuch  things  as  feemed  to  be  wanting,  and  charters  of  confirma- 
tion for  thebetterafluranceof  what  already  they  had  ;  namely, 
of  one  Arfer,  a  courtier,  he  found  means  to  obtain  the  man- 
nors  of  Coomb-Nicolas,  Woormifter,  and  Lytton.  Then 
feeing  the  ftate  of  his  church  fo  wel  amended,  bethought  good 
to  augment  the  number  of  his  canons,  and  for  their  better  in- 
tertainement,  built  them  a  cloyfter,  a  hall,  and  a  dorter,  or 
place  for  their  lodging.  Lallly,  he  appointed  one  Ifaac,  by  the 
name  of  a  provoft,  to  be  their  governour.  Having  beene  bi- 
ftiop  the  fpace  of  28  yeeres,  he  departed  this  life,  and  was  buried 
uppon  the  north  fide  of  that  place,  where  the  high  altar  then 
ftood.  I  take  this  to  be  the  higheft  of  thofe  olde  tombes  that 
lie  upon  the  outfide  of  the  quier,  toward  the  north.* 
Sir  William  Gyfe,  ayounger  brother  of  this  illuftrious  family, 
in  Normandy,  follou'ed  the  fortune  oiT  William,  the  conqueror, 
and  was  by  him  vefted  in  an  eftate  and  feat  called,  Afpley-Guife, 
and  feveral  other  lordfhips,  inBedfordfhire,  andBuckinghamfhire. 
Kegave  for  arms.  Ermine,  a  Cheveronel,  Gules. 

In  Henry  II's  time,  a  defcendant  of  his,  Anfelme  de  Gyfe, 
married  a  daughter  and  heir  of  Hubert  de  Burgh,  the  great  earl  of 
Kent,  and  chief  jufticiar  of  England,  with  whom  he  had  in 
dowry,  the  manor  and  royalty  of  Elmore,  near  Gloucefter,  where 
the  family  has  flourifhed,  and  been  confiderable  ever  fmce.  He 
then  (according  to  the  cuftom  of  the  age,)  aflumed  the  arms  of 
the  faid  earl,  with  the  addition  of  a  Canton,  Or,  charg'd  with  a 
Mullet,  pierc'd.  Sable. 

This  family  likewife  enrlch'd  themfelves  by  marriage,  with 
one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  the  laft  lord  Beauchamp. 

Anfelme  de  Gyfe,  was  feiz'd  of  the  manor  of  Elmore,  15  Ed,  I. 
John,  his  fon,  was  father  of  John,  who  died  y  Edw.  11.  Sir  An- 
felme de  Gyfe,   his  fon,   had  iffue,  Reginald,  whofe  fon,  John, 

married  the  daughter   and  heir  of Wiftam,   and  refided  at 

Afpley-Guife,  in  com.  Bedf.     His  fon.  Sir  John  Gyfe,   married 

Agnes,  daughter  of Berkeley,  by  whom  he  had,  John  Gyfe, 

whofe  wife  was  the  daughter  of  the  lord  Grey,  of  Wilton.  King 
Henry  VIII.  prevailed  with  this  John,  to  exchange  his  ancient 
lands  of  Afpley-Guife,  &c.  for  Brockworth,  and  the  two  Bar- 
lingtons,  church-lands,  in  Gloucefterftiire.  His  fon,  Anfelme 
Guife,  died  iffuelefs,  temp.  Hen.  VII.  and  left  thofe  lands  he 
had  not  fpent  in  the  fervice  of  the  crown,  to  his  brother. 

SirWilliam  Guife,  who  was  made  a  knight  of  the  Bath,  5  Ken. 
VII.  whentlie  prince  himfdf  received  that  honour.     He  married 

Mary, 
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Mary,  daughter  of  William  Ratfey,  ofColemore,  and  had  ifluo, 
John  Guife,  who  married  the  daughter  of  Richard  Pauncefort, 
of  Rasfield,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had.  Sir  William  Guife,  of  Elmore, 
Knt.  highfherifFof  Gloucefterfhire,  6  Jac.  I.  who  married  the 
eideft  daughter  and  coheir  of  Chriftopher  Ken,  of  Ken,  in  So- 
iTierfetfhire,  Efq;  (whofe  younger  fifter,  married  the  lord  Poulet, 
of  Henton  St. George,)  by  her  he  had  his  only  fon,William  Guife, 
of  Elmore,  Efq;  who  was  high  fberifF  of  Gloucefterfhire, 1647.  He 
married  Cecilia,  daughter  of  John  Dennis,  of  Pucklechurch,  and 
(befides  Sir  Chriftopher,  his  heir,)  had  many  children  ;  of  which, 
John  Guife,  Efqj  was  grandfather  to  the  hon.  brigadier-ge- 
neral John  Guife,  now  colonel  of  a  regiment  of  foot,  who  hath 
iffue  :  and  Henry  Guife,  Efq;  major  under  King  Charles  I. 
grandfather  to  Henry  Guife,  of  Gloucefter,  Efq;  of  the  daughters 
of  the  faid  William,  the  eideft,  was  married   to  Thomas  Horton, 

ofCoomend  ;  the  fecond,  to Codrington,  of  Didmarton, 

in  com.  Glouceft.  Efqrs.  Eleanor,  the  third  daughter,  was  twice 
married,  firft,  to  Laurence  Wafhington,  of  (jarfden,  in  Wilts, 
Efq;  (whofe  daughter  and  heir,  Elizabeth,  married  Robert,  earl 
FerrerSy  father  of  the  prcfent  earl  ;)  fecondly,  to  Sir  William 
Pargiter,  of  Greetworth,  in  com.  Northton,  Knt,  by  whom  fhe 
had  a  daughter,  Eleanor,  married,  firft,  to  Sir  Henry  Deering, 
Knt.  by  whom  flie  had  no  iiTue  ;  fecondly,  to  Charles  Howe,  of 
Greetworth,  in  com,  Northton,  Efq;  by  whom  fhe  had  a  daugh- 
ter and  heir,  Leonora- Maria,  married  to  Peter  Bathuift,  of  Cla- 
rendon park,  in  Wilts,  Efq;  brother  to  the  lord  Bathurft. 

Chriftopher  Guife,  Efq;  fon  and  heir  of  William,  aforefaid, 
was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet,  13  Car.  H,  he  mar- 
ried to  hie  firft  wife,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  Laurence  Wafh- 
ington, of  Garfden,  in  Wiltfhire,  Knt.  by  whom  he  had  no  if- 
fue. His  fecond  wife  was,  Racliel  Corfellis,  (defcended  from  a 
noble  Italian  family,  of  that  name,  by  a  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas 
Cambell,  of  Clay- hall,  in  Eflex,  Bart.)  by  whom  he  left  only 
one  fon^ 

Sir  John  Guife,Bart.  wlioreprefented  the  county  of  Gloucefter, 
in  feveral  parliaments,  temp. Car.  H.  and  WilLIH.  He  married 
Elizabeth,  fecond  daughter  to  John-Grubham  Howe,  of  Comp- 
ton,  in  the  Hole,  Gloucefterfhire,  and  of  Langnor,  in  Nottlng- 
hamfnire,  Efq;  (in  right  of  his  wife,  youngeft  daughter  and  co- 
heir of  Emanuel  Scroope,  earl  of  Sunderland,)  by  whom  he  left 
ifi'ue,  onefon.  Sir  John,  and  two  daughters,  Anne,  married  to 
Edward  Blount,  of  Blagdon,  in  Devonlhire,  Efq;  (mother  of  the 
dutchefs  of  Norfolk,  and  lady  Clifford,)  and  Rachel,  married  to 
Sir  Roger  Bradfhaigh,  of  Haigh,  in  Lancafhjre,  Bart.  Sir  John, 
died  Nov.  19,   1695. 

Sir  John  (}uife,  Bart,  only  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  John,  married, 
f*rft,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of'Sir  Nathaniel  Napier,  of  Critchell, 

in 
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In  Dorfetfhire,  Bart,  and  left  one  fon,  Sir  John.  His  fecond 
lady  was,  Anne,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Sir  Francis 
Ruflell,  of  Strenfham,  in  Worcefterfhire,  Bart.  (rehcS:  of  Sir 
Henry  Every,  Bart.)  by  whom  he  had  no  ifTue.  Sir  John,  re- 
prefented  the  county  of  Gloucefter,  in  feveral  pailiaments,  and 
dying  Nov.  i6,  1732,  (and  his  lady,  Feb.  22,  1734-5,}  wasfuc- 
ceeded  indignity  and  eftate,  by  his  only  fon. 

Sir  John  Guife,  the  prefent  baronet,  who,  in  the  laft  parlia- 
ment of  King  George  I.  was  a  reprefentative  for  Ailefbury  in 
Bucks,  and  a  colonel  in  the  guards :  he  married  a  daughter  of

CONCERNING  the  original  of  this  noble  family,  we  can- 
not acquire  any  pofitive  information,  before  the  reign  of 
King  Edward  IV.  Sir  William  Parker,  who  lived  in  that  reign, 
being  the  firflr,  concerning  whom,  we  have  any  certain  evidence. 
But  without  all  doubt,  they  were  eminent  before,  for  the  fame 
Sir  William,  being  then  but  twenty-one  years  of  age  («),  and 
confequently  too  young  to  have  raifed  himfclf  from  a  low  ftation, 
by  his  perfonal  merit,  was  married,  147  5,  [b)  to  Alice  Lovel,  daugh- 
ter, and  at  length  heir  to  William  Lovel,  lord  Morley,  one  of 
the  greateft  families  of  that  age  ;  which  Alice,  was  alfo  fifter  to 
Henry  Lovel,  lord  Morley,  who,  by  marriage  with  Elizabeth^, 
daughter  of  John  de  la  Pole,  duke  of  Suffolk,  was  nephev/  to  King 
Edward  IV.  and  to  King  Richard  III.  and  coufm-german  to 
Henry  VIII.  which  Elizabeth,  was  fo  near  the  crown,  that  her 
eldeft  brother  was  declared  heir  apparent  to  it,  by  the  faid  King 
Richard. 
This

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This  Sir  William  Parker,  in  the  twenty-fecond  of  Edw.  IV. 
1482  (a),  attended  Richard,  duke  of  Gloucefter,  to  the  wars  of 
Scotland,  and  having  enter'd  Edinburgh,  with  him,  was,  for  his 
valour  and  condu6l  in  that  expedition,  there  knighted  by  that 
prince,  upon  St.  James's  eve,  that  year. 

The  faid  duJfee  of  Gloucefter,  having  foon  after  attained  the 
crown,  which  he  bore  under  the  title  of  Richard  III.  this  Sir 
William  Parkei:  (b),  was  much  in  his  favour,  and  was  made  a 
privy-counfellor,  and  flandard-bearer  to  that  prince  j  but  upon 
the  acccflion  oi^King  Henry  VII.  he  fell  into  difgrace,  and  was 
imprifoned  for  his  engagements  under  the  houfeofYork.  In 
which  conditio^Ti,  in  all  probability,  he  lay  during  the  reft  of  his 
life,  of  which  he  was  deprived,  in  the  firft  of  Henry  VIII.  15 10, 
by  violent  me?tns,  as  his  epitaph  in  the  church  of  Hallingbury- 
Morley,  in  Efi"ex,  declares,  in  thefe  words  (c) :

It  appears  b7  this  infcription,  that  he  bore  the  title  of  lord 
Morley,  to  which  barony  his  wife  fucceeded,  by  the  death  of  her 
brother  Henry  Lovel,  lord  Morley,  who  was  killed  at  Dixmuyd, 
in  Flanders,  in  the  4  Hen.  VII.  1489,  but  he  had  never  fummons 
to  parliament. 

Alice,  lady  Morley,  his  wife,  furviving  him,  was  married  again 
to  (d)  Sir  Edward  Howard,  admiral  of  England,  fecond  fon  to 
Thomas,  duke  of  Norfolk,  by  whom  ihe  had  no  iffue,  and  with 
whomfhe  lived  but  a  fliort  time,  for  he  was  killed  before  Breft, 
.in  Brittany,  in  4  Henry  VIII.  15 13  ;  and  fhe  hcrfelf  dying,  in 
15 18,  left  her  body  to  be  buried  in  the  parifti  church  of  Heng- 
ham,  in  Norfolk,  but  it  was  afterwards  removed  by  her  fon,  to 
Hallingbury,  in  Eflex,  where  the  following  infcription  on  her 
monument,  Hill  remains  (//)  :

This  lady  was  one  of  the  greateft  and  nobleft  heirefTes  of  that 
age,  for  (he  brought  with  her,  not  only  the  rights  of  blood  and 
arms,  of  her  own  great  houfe  of  Lovel,  and  thofe  of  the  heireu'es 
of  that  family  (^) J  viz.  Sydenham,  the  Barons  Burnel,  Holland, 
and  Zouch  ;  the  fovereign  counts  of  Rohan,  Brettanv,  Beumes, 
Quincy,  earl  of  Winchefter,  Bellemonte,  earl  of  Mellent, 
and  Leicefter,  the  barons  Grentmefnil,  Alan,  lord  of  Gal- 
loway, the  barons  Moreville,  conftable  of  Scotland,  and  Engaine, 
David,  prince  of  Scotland,  and  earl  of  Huntingdon,  the  Saxou 
Kings  of  England,  Waltheof,  earl  of  Northumberland,  and  Al- 
bred,  earl  ofNorthumberland,  Keveliok,  earl  of  Chefter,  Lupus, 
earl  of  Chefter,  Leofric,  earl  ofMercia,  Longefpee,  earl  of  Salif- 
bury,  and  Rofmar,.  earl  ofSalifbury,  Ridelsford,  baron  of  Brav, 
the  barons  Deincourt,  Gray,  of  Rotherfield,  Oddenfelles  de 
Maxtok,  Limefi,  Fitzalan,  ofBedal,  and  Haget,  the  Barons 
Morley,  Marfhall,  and  Rie,  and  de  la  Pole,  earl  of  Suffolk,  (of 
which  illuftrious  houfe,  this  family  is  now  the  only  fubftitute,) 
but  the  baronies  of  Morley,  Marlhall,  of  Hengham,  and  Rhie, 
together  with  the  (b)  hereditary  office  of  the  marfhalfhip  of  Ire- 
land, and  a  very  great  eftate  befide. 

But  this  family  being  in  difgrace,  as  we  have  before  obferved, 
Henry  Parker,  lord  Morley,  fon  and  heir  to  the  faid  Sir  William, 
and  Alice,  was  not  admitted  to  his  barony  (c),  till  21  Henry  VIIL. 
I530,whenhewas  reftored  to  the  place  of  his  anceflors,  as  a  baron 
of  parliament,  28  Edw.  I. 

In  the  year  following  he  was  one  of  the  peers  in  parliament  ('i^^ 
who  fubfcribed  that  declaration,  to  Pope  Clement  VII.  whereby 
intimation  was  given  to  his  holinefs,  that  unlefs  he  did  comply 
with  King  Henr} ,  in  his  divorce  from  Queen  Catherine,  the  far- 
ther acknowledgm.cnt  of  his  fupremacy  would  be  in  danger  ;  and 
in  25  of  Henry  VIIL  (e)  upon  a  difpute  in  parliament  between 
him,  and  the  lord  DcXres,  of  Gillefland,  for  precedency,  he  had 
judgment  given  in  his  behalf.  He  married  Alice,  daughter  of  Sir 
John  St.  John,  of  Bletfo,  Knt.  by  whom  he  became  allied  in  blood 
to  K.  Henry  VIIL  himfcif  (/)y  this  lady  being  great  graadaugh- 

ter

ter  to  Sir  Oliver  St.  John,  Knt.  by  his  wife,  Margaret,  daugfiter 
and  heir  of  Sir  John  Beauchamp,  of  Bletfo,  Knt.  which  lady, 
Margaret,  marrying  afterwards  to  John  Beaufort,  duke  of  Somer- 
fet,  by  him  had  an  only  daughter,  who  was  mother  to  King 
Henry  VIL 

But  notwithftanding  this  alliance,  by  reafon  of  the  marriage  of 
his  daughter,  (^)  Jane  Parker,  to  George,  lord  Rochfort,  bro- 
ther to  Queen  Anne,  of  Bullen,  after  the  execution  of  that  un- 
fortunate Queen,  he  loft  the  favour  of  the  prince  again,  fo  that 
he  could  by  no  means  obtain  the  confirmation  of  his  office  of  the 
marftialftiip  of  Ireland,  to  which  he  had  an  indifputable  title,  and 
about  that  time  made  his  claim. 

This  Henry,  lord  Morley,  died,  eighty  years  old,  in  1556, 
and  lies  buried  at  Hallingbury,  with  his  wife,  having  this  e- 
pitaph :

This  Henry,  lord  Morley,  had  iflue,  two  daughters  (b)^  Jane, 
married,  as  we  have  before  obferved,  to  George,  lord  Rochford, 
fon  and  heir  to  Thomas  Bullen,  earl  of  Ormond,  and  Wikftiirc, 
and  Margaret,  the  wife  of  Sir  John  Shelton,  Knt.  as  alfo  a  fon, 
named  Henry. 

Which

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Which  Sir  Henry  Parker,  being  a  knight  of  the  Bath,  died  in 
the  life-time  of  his  father  ;  having  married  two  wives,  firft, 
Grace,  daughter  and  heir  of(^)  John  Newport,  of  Brent- Pelham, 
in  Hertfordfhire,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had  iffue,  Henry,  lord  Mor- 
ley,  his  fon  and  heir,  in  whofe  defendants  the  title  continued, 
till  the  reign  of  King  William  III.  with  the  addition  of  the  ba- 
rony of  Monteagle,  acquired  by  another  marriage,  with  the 
daughter  and  fole  heir  of  William  Stanley,  lord  Monteagle,  fifth 
fon  of  Thomas,  carl  of  Derby.  By  the  death  of  Thomas,  the  laft 
lord  Morley,  and  Monteagle,  in  1697,  this  barony  is  now  in 
fufpence,  or  obeyance. 

The  faid  Sir  Henry  Parker,  knight  of  the  Bath,  married,  fe- 
condly,  EHzabeth,  daughter  and  foleheir  of  Sir  Philip  Calthorpe, 
of  Erwarton,  in  Suffolk, Knt.  (by  Amata,  his  wife,  daughter  ofSir 
WilHam  Bolleyn,  and  aunt  to  Queen  Anne  BoUeyn,  mother  to 
Queen  Elizabeth,)  fon  of  Sir  Philip  Calthorpe  (/«),  by  Mary^ 
fifterand  heir  of  Sir  William  Say,  fon  of  Sir  John  Calthorpe,  by 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Roger  Wentworth,  of  Nettlefted,  who 
was  fon  of  Sir  William  Calthorpe,  by  Elizabeth,  his  firft  wife, 
daughter  of  Reginald,  lord  Grey,  of  Ruthen,  (by  his  fecond  wife, 
the  daughter  of  the  lord  Aftley  ;)  which  Sir  William,  was  fon  of 
Sir  William,  by  Anne,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  John  With  ; 
fon  of  Sir  William  Calthorpe,  Knt.  by  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Sir 
John  Mautby  ;  and  he  fon  of  Sir  Oliver  Calthorpe,  by  Ifabel, 
his  wife,  fifter  and  heir  to  Sir  Bartholomew  Bacon,  of  Erwarton, 
Knt.  (who  brought  Erwarton,  to  her  hufband)  ('rj,and  daughterof 
Sir  Robert  Bacon,  by  the  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Bartholomew 
D'Avillers,  Knt.  lord  of  Erwarton,  in  Suffolk  ;  which  Sir  Ro- 
bert, was  the  fon  of  Sir  Edmund  Bacon,   of  EfTex,  Knt.   by  his 

firft  wife,  Joane,  the  daughter  of Marfhal;  and  Sir  Edmund, 

was  the  fon  of  William  Bacon,  living  15  Edw.  HI.  by  Dionifia, 

daughter  of UfFord,  whichWilliam,  was  the  fon  of  Sir  John 

Bakun,Knt.  temp.Ed.II.  fon  of  AfpeloBakun,  temp.  Hen.  III. 
This  Sir  Henry  Parker,  by  the  faid  Elizabeth  Calthorpe,  had 
ilTue, 

Sir  Philip  Parker,  of  Erwarton,  Knt.  anceftor  to  the  now  only- 
remaining  branch  of  this  houfe,  who,  from  his  mother,  acquired 
a  very  great  eftate;  together  withthe  rights  of  the  blood  and  arms 
of  thofe  great  families (^J,  Calthorpe, Warren,  Stanhow,  Mautby, 
Bacon,  of  Erwarton,  D'Avillers,  Wyth,  St.  Omers,  and  Say. 
This  Sir  Philip  Parker,  was  high  flieritF  of  the  county  of  Suffolk,

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1578,  and  in  that  year,  received  the  honour  of  knighthood  from 
C)^ieen  Elizabeth,  in  her  progrefs  through  that  country  j  and  by 
C^j  Catherine,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Goodwin,  of  Winchendon, 
in  Bucks,  Knt.  had  ilTue  three  fons,  Sir  Calthorp,  and  two  others, 
v/ho  died  unmarried  ;  alfo  one  daughter,  Catherine,  married  to 
Sir  William  Corn  wallis,  anceftor  to  theprefent  lord  of  that  name. 

Sir  Calthorp,  the  eldeft  fon,  was  knighted  by  King  James  I. 
before  his  coronation,  and,  by  Mercy,  daughter  of  Sir  Stephen 
Soame,  Knt.  was  father  of  Sir  Philip  Parker,  who  received  the 
honour  of  knighthood,  Nov.  19,  1624,  and  was  knight  of  the 
lliire  for  Suffolk,  in  the  parliament,  1640,  and,  by  Dorothy, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Robert  Gawdy,  of  Claxton,  in  Norfolk^ 
Knt.  (J?)  (by  Winifrid,  his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Na- 
thaniel Bacon,of  Stiveky,  in  Norfolk,  Knt.)  he  acquired  a  con- 
fiderable  eftate,  together  with  a  defcent  in  blood,  and  right  of 
arms,  ofGaw-dv,  Knightley,  Pantulph,  Doily,  Golover,  Burgh, 
Chauncy,  Pav/,  and  Bacon,  of  Stiveky  ;  and  had  iflue,  three  fons, 
Philip,  of  whom  hereafter,  Calthorpe,  and  Robert,  who  both 
died  unmarried  ;  and  four  daughters  (r),  i.  Winifrid,  married  to 
Sir  John  Barker,  of  Trimky,  in  Suffolk,  Bart.  2.  Dorothy  ; 
3.  Mary,  who  both  died  unmarried  ;  and  4.  Mercy,  married, 
^rft,  to  William  Gaibbon,  of  Thursford,  in  Norfolk,  Efq;  and 
fecondly,  to  Edmond  Wodehoufe,  of  Eaft-Lexham,  in  Norfolk, 
Efq;  fecond  fon  of  Sir  Philip  Wodehoufe,  of  Kimberky,  in  Nor- 
folk, Bart. 

Philip  Parker,  Efq;  ^uly  furvjving  fon  and  heir,  was  advanced 
to  the  dignity  of  abarciiet,  13  Car.  II,  and  married  two  wives  (d), 
firft,  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Walter,  fifler,  and  at  length  heir  of 
Sir  Walter  Long,  of  Whaddon,  in  Wihftiire,  Bart,  by  this  al- 
liance, this  family  acquired  a  very  great  eftate,  of  which  they  are 
now  pofie ffed,  and  had  iffuc  four  fons,  Sir  Pinlip,  his  facceflbr, 
Walter,  Cakhorp,  and  Walter:  the  two  Walters,  died  unmar- 
jied  ;  Cakhorp,  took  the  name  of  Long,  (having  Sir  Walter 
Long's  eftate  fettled  on  him,  by  leafe  of  five  hundred  years ;)  and 
died  May,  1729,  S.  P.  whereupon  that  large  inheritance  devolved 
«pon  the  prefent  Sir  Philip.  The  daughters  of  Sir  Philip,  the 
^rfl  baronet,  were,  Rebecca,  Mary,  and  Anne,  who  all  died  un- 
married. The  faid  SirPhilip, married  to  his  fecond  lady,  Hannah, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Philip  Bacon,  of  W~olverftone,  inSuffolk,  Efq; 
relict  of  Thomas  Bcdingfeld,  Efq;  fon  of  Sir  Thomas  Bedingfeld, 
ofDarfhan),  inSuffolk,  Knt.  by  whom  he  had  two  daughters, 
Anne,  and  Dorothy,  who  both  died  unmarried.  He  had  alfo 
anotlier  daughter,  named  Beding^ld,  now  living,  unmarried. 

Sir  Philip  Parker,  Bart,  the  eideft  fon  and  fucceffur  to  his  fa- 
ther in  dignity  and  eftate,   married  Mary,  daughter   of  Samuel 

Fortrcy,

Sir  Philip  Parker  Long,  Bart,  his  only  fon,  and  fucceflbr,  was 
in  both  the  parliaments  of  King  George  I.  and  in  the  firft  par-* 
liament  of  King  George II.  member  for  the  borough  of  Harwich, 
in  Eflex  ;  and  by  (tf)  Martha,  daughter  of  William  Eaft,  late  of 
the  Middle-Temple,  Efq;  leftifiue,  two  daughters,  Martha,  and 
Elizabeth,  both  as  yet  unmarried.  Sir  Philip  was  born  March  23$ 
1681-2,  and  died  Jan.  20, 1740-1,  without  iflue  male,  whereupon 
the  title  in  this  family  became  extin6l  (b).

(THOMAS,  Esquire,) 

Created  Baronet,  Auguft  2,  1661. 

THIS  is  a  family  of  great  antiquity  and  eminency^  being 
feated  in  England  before  the  conqueft.  The  firft  anceftor 
we  can  trace,  is  Other,  who  liv'd  in  Edward  the  confeflbr's  time; 
whofe  fon  Walter,  held  feveral  lordfhips  at  the  time  of  the  con- 
queror's furvey,  (as  may  be  feen  in  Doomfday-book,)  and  was 
flvl'd  Walter  de  Windfor,  (fo  call'd  from  his  being  governor  of 
that  cafHe,  under  the  conqueror.)

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a  oreat  foldier,  and  much  in  favour  with  King  Henry  T.  This 
Gerald,  was  forrietimes  flyled  deWindfor,  and  fometimes  Fitz- 
walter,  by  which  latter  name  Camden  ftyles  him,  mentioning 
that  King  Henry  I,  gave  him  Moulesford,  in  Berks ;  and  that 
the  Carew's,  as  well  of  England,  as  Ireland,  defcend  from  him. 

The  name  has  been  variou fly  fpelt,  but  was  taken  (as  isimagin'd) 
from  Carevz-caftlc,  in  Pembrokefhire,  which  came  to  the  family, 
with  feven  manors,  by  marriage  of  Gerald,  before-mention'd, 
with  Nelta,  daughter  of  Rees,  prince  of  South-Wales,  by  whom 
he  had  three  fons,  I.  William;  2.  Maurice-Fitzgerald,  (proge- 
nitor to  the  earls  of  Kildare,  andDefmond,  in  Ireland  ;)  3.  Da- 
vid, bifhop  of  St.  David's,  1176. 

William  Fitzgerald,  the  eldeft  fon,  or  William  de  Carrio,  (as 
lord  thereof,)  married  Marrio,  daughter  to  Stephen,  conftable  of 
Cardiganftiire,  and  had  iffiie  Otho ;  William,  (from  whom  the 
Gerards,  of  Lancafhire,  the  earls  of  Macclesfield,  and  barons 
Bromley,  deriv'd  themfelves ;)  Griffin;  and  Raymond,  firnam'd 
the  Grofs,  at  the  conquefl  of  Ireland,  who  married  Bafilia,  daugh- 
ter of  Gilbert,  and  fifter  of  Richard  Strongbow,  earl  of  Pembroke, 
and  died  without  ifTue. 

Otho,  the  eldeft  fon  of  William  Fitzgerald,  was  living  temp. 
Rich,  I.  and  heir  to  his  younger  brother,  Raymond,  and  gave 
Redbard,  diflant  a  mile  from  Carew-cafHe,  to  the  knights-tem- 
plars, and  died  1173.  He  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Richard 
Fitz-Tancrcd,  by  whom  he  had  William,  his  fon  and  heir ;  and 
Stephen,  who  gave  his  eftate  to  religious  houfes. 

William  de  Carru,  or  Carrio,  temp.  King  John,  was  the  firfl 
that  took  upon  him  the  name  of  Carru.  He  had  a  confirmation 
of  the  manor  of  Mulesford,  the  14th  of  that  reign  ;  and  married 
the  heir  of  Digon,  orTcgon,  baron  of  Odron,  in  Ireland  ;  whereby 
that  barony,  which  is  held  of  the  caftle  of  Catherlogh,  came  into 
the  family:  he  left  ifTue,  William,  father  of 

Nicholas,  whofe  wife  was  Ada,  daughter  to  Arnulph  de  Mont- 
gomery, lord  of  Pembroke,  by  whom  he  had  iffue, 

William,  living  temp.  Hen.  III.  and  was  ftyled  baron  Carru, 
and  Mulesford. 

Sir  Nicholas,  his  fon,  married  Amicia,  daughter  of  Sir  Richard 
Twit,  jun.  lordofMarfta,  in  Weft-Meath,  Ireland,  by  whom 
he  had  two  fons,  Sir  Nicholas,  and  David.  This  lafi:  Sir  Ni- 
cholas was  fummon'd  to  appear  at  Carlifle,  with  horfe  and  arms  ; 
and  29  Ed.  I.  he,  and  John  de  Carru,  both  in  Devon.fhirc,  re- 
ceived fummons  to  appear  at  Berwick,  compleatly  furnifh'd,  for 
an  expedition  againft  the  Scots.  He  had  fummons  to  fit  in  the 
parliament  at  Lincoln,  130 1,  but  whether  as  a  baron  of  parlia- 
ment, ot  ho\d\n(z  only  pf}- Bi^roniam^  is  uncertain.  He  had  to 
wife,  Amicia,  filler  and  heir  to  Sir  John  Pevcrell,  of  this  county, 
Knt.  and  died  2  Ed\y.  II.  J30B.  having  illue  four  fons,  i.  John,

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of  whom  hereafter  ;  2.  Thomas,  who  left  porter ity  j  3.  Nicho- 
as,  (progenitor  to  the  Carews,  of  Bedington,  in  Surry  ;  of  which 
line  was  Nicholas  Carew,  keeper  of  the  great  feal,  and  one  of 
the  executors  to  King  Edward  III.  And  after  the  inter-mar- 
riages with  the  heirefies  of  Hurfcarle,  and  the  lord  Hoo,  was 
Sir  Nicholas  Carew,  Knt.  mafter  of  tlie  horfe,  and  knight  of  the 
moft  noble  order  of  the  garter,  temp.  Hen.  VIII.  one  of  whbfe 
daughters,  coheir  to  her  brother.  Sir  Francis  Carew,  Knt.  brought 
a  plentiful  eftate  unto  the  iflueof  her  hufband  by  her,  viz.  Nicho- 
las Throckmorton,  Efq;  her  fon  and  heir,  who  aflum'd  byftipula- 
tion  the  name  and  arms  of  Carew,  as  now  borne  by  his  defcendant. 
Sir  Nicholas-Hacket  Carew,  of  Bedington,  Bart.  (See  Throck- 
morton's account,  vol.  II.  page  351.)  William  Carew,  fourth  fon 
of  Nicholas,  baron  Carru,  married,  but  his  ifRie  fail'd. 

Sir  John  de  Carru,  Knt.  eldeft  fon  of  Nicholas,  married,  firfl, 
Eleanor,  daughter  and  coheir  to  Sir  William  Mohun,  of  Mohuns- 
Ottery,  Knt.  by  whom  he  had  a  fon  Nicholas,  who  married 
Elianor,  daughter  to  Gilbert,  lord  Talbot,  but  died  without  if- 
fue,  1324.  Sir  John  married  to  his  fecond  wife,  Joan,  daughter 
to  Gilbert,  lord  Talbot,  by  whom  he  had  ilTue  one  fon 

Sir  John,  who  was  both  a  foldier  and  ftatefman,  ferv'd  King 
Edward  III.  in  his  wars  in  France,  and  was  by  that  king  made 
lord-deputy  of  Ireland.  He  died  1363.  but  by  Margaret,  daugh- 
ter of  John,  lord  Mohun,  ofDunlter,  had  i flue 

Sir  John  Carru,  Knt.  who  was  flain  in  France,  1353 >  in  his 
father's  life-time,  unmarried  ;  and  Sir  Leonard  de  Carru,  (who 
died  1368.)  but  by  Alice,  daughter  of  Sir  Edmund  Fitz-Alan, 
fecond  fon  of  Edmond,  earl  of  Arundel,  had  iflue 

Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  was  knighted,  and  becamie  a 
great  foldier :  he  had  the  trufl:  of  the  navy,  and  3000  foldiers  com- 
mitted to  him  for  fecuring  the  emperor  Sigifmond,  durino-  his 
abode  in  England,  temp.  Hen.  V.  he  commanded  at  the  fiege  of 
Rouen,  6  Hen.  V.  was  alfo  at  the  battle  of  Agincourt,  where  the 
Englilh  took  more  prifoners  than  they  had  foldiers  in  their  army. 
He  died  9  Hen. VI.  leaving  by  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  daughter  of 
Sir  William  Bofvile  (or  Bonvile)  of  Shute,  Knt. 

Sir  Nicholas  Carew,  Knt.  his  fon  and  heir,  (who  died  1446. j 
He  married  Joan,  daughter  of  Sir  Hugh  Courtney,  of  Haccombe, 
Knt.  (by  Phillippa,  his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Warren 
Erchedeacon,  Knt.)  by  whom  he  had  iflue  five  fons.  Sir  Tho- 
mas, the  eldefl:  fon,  dilbbliging  his  mother,  (having  undutifully 
given  her  a  blow)  flie  fettled  feventeen  manors  on  her  vouno-er 
fons,  which  prov'd  the  occafion  of  three  great  families,  as  is  here- 
after fhewn.  Her  fons  were,  i.  Sir  Thomas  ;  2.  Nicholas  Ca- 
rew, on  whom  Ihe  fettled  Haccombe,  Ringmore,  and  Milton, 
from  whom  the  prefent  baronet  defcends,  of  whom  hereafter;  3. 
Huo-hj  unto  whom  his  mother  gave  Lyham,  Manedon,  Comh- 

y  3  hall, 
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hall,  and  Southtawton;  but  he  dying  iiTuelefs,  his  portion,  by 
virtue  of  an  entail,  went  to  his  brother  Nicholas,  4.  Alexander, 
who  had  Eaft-Anthony  in  Cornwall,  Shog^ebroke,  and  Landegy, 
by  gift  of  his  mother,  from  whom  is  defcended  the  prefent  Sir 
William  Carew,  of  Anthony,  Bart,  (of  whom  fee  vol.  II,  page 
231.)  5.  Sir  William  Carew,  knighted  after  the  battle  of  Black- 
heath,  12  Henry  VII,  to  whom  his  mother  gave  Wicheband, 
Widebridge,  Bokeland,  and  Bledeuagh,  and  was  progenitor  to 
the  Carews,  of  Crocum,  inSomerfetfhire.  All  thefe  eftates  their 
mother  (a)  entail'd  to  them,  and  the  iflue  of  their  bodies,  fub- 
flituiing,  for  want  thereof,  the  one  to  be  heir  to  the  other : 
^nd  in  witnefs  hereof  (faitii  fhe  in  her  conveyance)  to  each  of 
thefe  deeds,  five  times  indented,  I  have  fet  my  feal  j  and  becaufe 
my  feal  is  to  many  unknown,  have  procur'd  the  feal  of  the  mayor 
of  the  city  of  Exeter,  to  be  alfo  adjoyned. 

After  Sir  Nicholas's  deceafe,  this  Joan,  married  to  her  fecond 
hufband.  Sir  Robert  Vere,  brother  to  John,  earl  of  Oxford,  and 
had  a  fon,  John,  to  whom  fhe  gave  Rofeworthy,  Bofewen,  and 
Tregennow,  in  Cornwall. 

Sir  Thomas  Carew,  of  Mohuns-Ottery,  eldeft  fon  and  heir, 
repair'd  in  part  the  lofs  he  fuftain'd  by  difobliging  his  mother,  by 
his  marriage  with  Joan,  daughter  and  coheir  to  John  Carminow, 
Efq;  and  was  father  of  Sir  Nicholas,  buried  in  Weftminfter-Abby, 
1470.  who  left  ifTue  by  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Dinham, 
Knt.  fifter  and  coheir  of  John,  lord  Dinham,  of  Nutwel],  in 
com.  Devon,  lord  high-treafurer  of  England,  Sir  Edmund  Ca- 
rew, Knt,  who  married  Katherine,  daughter  of  Sir  William  Hud- 
desfield,Knt.  attorney-general  to  King  Henry  VII.  Sir  Edmund 
was  a  brave  foldier,  knighted  at  Bofworth-field,  and  kill'd  at  the 
fiege  of  Teroijin,  as  he  fat  in  council,  by  a  cannon-ball  that  came 
from  the  town.  He  had  feveral  fons,  i.  Sir  William;  2.  Tho- 
mas Carew,  of  Bickleigh,  anceftor  to  the  Carews  of  that  place, 
now  tferminated  in  an  heir-female,  married  to  the  Haccombe 
Line  ;  3.  George,  archdeacon  of  Totnef>,  who  had  ifTue,  Sir 
Peter,  flain  in  Ireland,  and  Sir  George  Carew,  Knt.  prefident  of 
Munfter,  privy- counfcllor,  and  mafter  of  the  ordnance  to  Qi^ieen 
Elizabeth,  created  Baron  Carew,  and  earl  of  Totncfs,  which 
honour  expir'd  for  want  of  iflue-male ;  4.  Sir  Gawen  Carew, 
of  Woods,  who  ferv'd  in  the  wars  of  France,  temp.  Hen,  VIII, 
with  good  reputation,  and  died  without  ilTue  1583. 

Sir  William,  eldeft  fon  of  Sir  Edmond,  before-mention'd,  had 
ifTue  three  fons,  i.  Sir  George  Carew,  Knt,  (one  of  the  principal 
commanders  fent  to  Landrccy,  in  Henault,  to  aid  the  emperor 
Charlas  V.  was  lieutenant-general  of  the  horfe,  36  Henry  VIII. 
at  the  liege  of  Bologne,  and  37  Hen,  VIII.  vice-admiral  of  the 
fleet,  and  was  drowned  at  Portfmouth;)  2.  Sir  Philip,  knight  of 

Rhodes

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Rhodes,  flain  fighting  againft  the  Turks ;  3.  Sir  Peter,  who  was 
at  the  fiege  of  Bologne,  and  principally  employ'd  to  quell  the  re- 
bellion in  Devon,  where  he  commandeJ  the  horfe  a2:ainn:Sir  Ed- 
ward Butler,  and  Peirce,  brothers  to  the  earl  of  Ormond,  and 
died  in  Ireland,  1575.  Thefe  three  brothers  dying,  without  ii- 
fue,  Cecily,  their  filler,  became  heir,  who  married  Thomas 
Kirkham,  of  Blagdon,  in  Devonfliire,  Efq; 

But  we  now  return  to  Nicholas  Carew,  of  Haccombe,  Efq; 
(fecond  fon  of  Sir  Nicholas,  who  died  24  Hen.  VI,  1446,  by- 
Joan,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Hugh  Courtner,  of  Haccombe, 
Knt.  whofe  defcendants,  on  the  death  of  Sir  Peter  Carew,  that 
died  in  Ireland,  1575.  became  the  eldefl:  branch  of  this  ancient  fa- 
mily,) who  married  Joan,  daughter  to Seymour,  (fomepe^ 

digrees  make  her  relicl  of  Seymour,)  by  whom  he  had  a  (on  John, 
In  Haccombe-church,  on  the  north-fide  of  the  communion-table, 
is  a  fair  marble-ftone,  whereon  is  the  figure  of  this  Nicholas,  cut 
^n  brafs,  arm'd  cap-a-pee;  under  whofe  feet,  oa  a  brafs  plate,  are 
engraven  thefe  verfes,  in  old  letters  (a).

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  was  a  commander  in  the  army,  fent  in- 
to Italy,  under  Monf.  Lautrec,  by  Francis,  the  French  king,  and 
King  Henry  VIII.  1527,  (b).  to  refcue  pope  Clement  VIL  then 
prifoner  in  the  caftle  of  St.  Angelo,  fo  made  by  the  emperor 
Charles  V^  whofe  fuccefs  was  fo  fortunate,  they  foon  fet  the 
pope  at  liberty.  This  army  was  ftvled  Exercitus  AngUcs^  <d  Gal- 
iorivn  Regum  pro  Pontifice  Romayio  liberando  congregatus.  He  died 
at  Pavia,  1528,  and  was  there  buried  ;  having  had  ilTue  by  his 
wife,  Catherine,  fifter  to  the  lord  Zouch,  of  Karringworth,  two 
fons,  John,  and  Francis.

Thomas  Carew,  Efq;  his  fon  and  heir,  died  Dec.  6,  1656,  and 
lies  buried  in  the  chancel  at  Haccombe,  where  is  another  fair 
brafs  table,  containing  the  effigies  of  him,  and  his  wife,  five  fons, 
and  one  daughter,  with  this  epitaph  (c).

(MARK,  EsqyiRE,) 
Created  Baronet,  Augufty,  1661, 

IS  defcended  from  Ralph  Milbanke,  {b)  cup-bearer,  and  fervant, 
to  Mary,  Queen  of  Scots ;  and,  upon  his  fighting  a  duel  in 
Scotland,  was  obliged  to  retire  into  England,  where  he  purchafed 
an  eftate  called  Chirton,  near  North-fhields,  in  Northumberland, 
where  he  died.  From  him  defcended,  Mark  Milbanke,  his 
grandfon  and  heir,  who  was  of  Newcaftle  upon  Tine,  alderman, 
and  twice  mayor  of  that  corporation,  and  once  high-fherifF  of 
the  county  of  Northumberland.  He  was  very  inftrumental  in 
the  reftoration  of  King  Charles  11.  and  was  one  of  thofe  gentle- 
men of  that  town,  who  raifed  a  fum  of  money,  and  fent  it  to  the 
faid  King  in  his  exile  at  Breda.  He  married  Dorothy,  daughter 
and  coheir  of  Ralph  Cock,  Efq;  alderman  of  the  faid  town  of 
Newcaftle,  and  fometime  mayor  thereof,  by  whom  he  had  iflue 
two  fons,  William,  who  died  unmarried,  and  Mark,  and  one 
daughter,  Judith,  who  married  Sir  BarringtonBourchier,  of  Ben- 
ningboroqgh,  in  com.  Ebor.  Knt.  and  left  two  fons,  Barrington,

Sir  Mark,  married  to  his  fecond  wife,  (b)  Faith,  one  of  the 
daughters,  of  Thomas  Acclome,  of  Bonwick,  in  Yorkfhire,  Efq;

Sir  Mark  Milbanke,  Bart,  eldeft  fon,  fucceeded  his  father  in  ho- 
nour and  eftate.  He  married  {c)  Jane,  only  daughter  of  Sir  Ralph 
Carr,  of  Cocken,  in  com.  Durham,  Knt.  (by  Jane,  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Sir  Francis  Anderfon,  of  Bradley,  in  com.  Durham, 
Knt.)  and  had  iffue  by  her  five  fons,  and  four  daughters,  viz. 
Sir  Mark;  Sir  Ralph;  Acclome,  now  living,  unmarried  ;  Wil- 
liam, and  John,  who  both  died  young:  of  the  daughters,  Jane, 
and  Elizabeth,  the  two  eldeft,  died  unmarried ;  Judith,  married 
Cuthbert  Routh,  of  Low-Dimfdale,  in  com.

Suflex,  from 
whence  the  Bickley's,  of  that  county,  are  defcended.

Created  Baronet,  Sept.  26,  1661. 

THE  prefent  Sir  William  Yonge,  Bart,  derives  his  defcent 
from  Wniliam  Yonge  (a),  who  was  returned  one  of  the 
members  for  the  city  of  Briftol,  to  the  parliament  fummoned  to 
meet  at  Weftminfter,  in  the  34th  year  of  King  Ed.  III.  and  in 
the  fame  year,  John  le  Yong  (b),  was  returned  one  of  the  mem- 
bers for  Dorchefter. 

It  was  in  47  Ed.  III.  that  Briftol,  was  made  a  county  of  it  felf, 
fcefore  which  time,  the  fherifts  of  Gloucefterfhire,  returned  tha 
members  of  the  faid  city  to  parliament ;  whereby  it  may  be  pre- 
fumed,that  the  family  was  originally  of  that  county,  or  of  Shrop- 
fhire,  the  adjoining  county,  where  they  had  large  pofTeflions;  and 
Thomas  la  Yonge  (c),  was  returned  to  parliament,  as  one  of  the 
knights  for  that  county,  in  7  and  18  Ric.  II.  and  i  Hen.  IV. 

Whether  he  was  brother,  or  nephew  to  William  Yonge,  one 
of  the  members  for  Briftol,  before  mentioned,  does  not  appear,  nor 
how  he  ftood  related  to  Hugh  de  Yonge  (d),  who,  in  50  Ed.  III. 
ivas  the  King's  chamberlain  of  South- Wales,  and  in  that  year, 
received  the  King's  v/rit,  to  deliver  to  Richard,  prince  of  Wales, 
all  the  lands  in  his  jurifdiclion.  Alfo  in  (f)  4  Ric.  II.  William, 
lord  Latymer,  and  Thomas  Yonge,  were  appointed  the  King's 
ambaftadors,  to  conclude  an  alliance  with  Ferdinand,  King  of 
Portugal,  and  Leonora,  his  Queen.  And  in  5  Hen.  IV.  Owen  de 
Glendourdy,  prince  ofVv'ales  (f),  nominated  Griffin  Yonge,  his 
chancellor,  to  treat  with  Charles,  King  of  France,  for  his  afiiftance. 

In  12  Hen.  IV.  Thomas  Yonge,  v/as  mayor  of  Briftolf^^,  and 
that  year,  with  John  Spyne,  the  fherifF,  returned  Thomas  Nor- 
ton, and  David  Dudbroke,  Efqrs.  burgefles  to  the  parliament.  It 
may  be  juftly  prefumed,  tbat  he  was  either  fon,  or  grandfon  to 
William  Yonge,  firft  named  ;  for  by  his  laft  will  and  teftament  (Z*), 
bearing  date  14  March,  1426,  (4  Hen.  VI.)  wherein  he  ftiles  him- 
fclf,  burgefs  of  Briftol,  he  orders  his  body  to  be  buried  before  the 
altar  of  St.  Nicholas,  in  the  church  of  St.  Thomas,  the  martyr, 
in  Briftol.  He  leaves  legacies  to  the  friers  mendicants  of  that  city, 
and  for  finding  a  chaplain  to  celebrate  divine  fervice  in  the  church 
of  St.Thomas,  aforcfaid,  for  a  whole  year,  for  his  foul,  and  the 
fouls  of  all  the  faithful,  deceafed.    He  bequeaths  to  Joan,  his  wife,

hh  manfion,m  Temple-ftreet,  in  the  fuburbsof  Briflol,  and  feverai 
other  mefiuages  in  the  fame  ftreet,  and  the  rent,  and  fervices  which 
John  Brewer,  and  John  Ford,  were  accuftomed  to  pay  him,  for 
two  mefTuages,  in  the  fuburbs  of  Briftol,  for  term  of  iier  hfe,  and 
after  her  deceafe,  to  Thomas  Yonge,  his  fon,  and  his  heirs,  re- 
mainder, to  John  Yonge,  his  fon,  remainder,  to  Alice  Yonge, 
his  daughter.  The  refidue  of  his  eftate,  he  orders  to  be  divided  in 
three  parts ;  one,  to  be  diftributed  by  the  difcretion  of  his  execu- 
tors, for  the  good  of  his  foul;  another  part,  to  Joan,  his  wife,  and 
the  other  third  part,  to  be  divided  equally  between,  Thomas, 
John,  and  Alice,  his  children.  He  conftitutes  executors,  Joan, 
his  wife,  and  Thomas,  his  fon,  who  proved  the  will,  the  loth  of 
May,  1427,  5  Hen. VI. 

His  eldeft  fon,  Thomas  Yonge,  hereafter  mentioned,  advanced 
himfelf  by  the  ftudy  of  the  laws  j  and  John,  his  younger  fon,  was 
lord-mayor  of  London.  It  appears  by  the  books  in  Guild-hall, 
that  John  Yonge,  who  was  lord-mayor  of  London,  was  the  fon 
of  Thomas  Yonge,  of  the  city  of  Briftol.  He  (a)  was  one  of  the 
members  for  the  city  of  London,  in  33  Hen.  VI.  and  received 
the  honour  of  knighthood  from  King  Edw.  IV.  in  the  eleventh 
year  of  his  reign  (b),  together  with  the  lord-mayor,  and  feverai 
other  aldermen,  who,  meeting  the  King,  (after  his  victory  over 
the  Lancaftrians,  at  Tewkfbury,)  about  a  mile  without  the  city, 
he  immediately  knighted  them,  in  the  high  way,  having  highly 
deferved  of  him  a  little  before,  by  repelling  the  baftard,  Faucon- 
berg,  who  aftaulted  them,  in  order  toreleafe  King  Henry  VI.  from 
hisimprifonmentin  theTower.  He was(f)  lord-mayor  ofLondon, 
in  6  Edw.  IV.  and  was  (d)  buried  in  theparifh-church  of  St.  Mi- 
chael de  Pater  Nofter,  in  Vintrie-ward.  He  left  ilfue  j  but  my 
prefent  defign  being,  to  treat  only  of  the  defcendants  of  thofewho 
were  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  baronets^  I  fhall  return  to  Tho- 
mas Yonge,  his  elder  brother. 

Which  I'homas,  took  to  the  ftudy  of  the  laws,  and  eminently 
advanced  himfelf.  He  (e)  was  one  of  the  members  for  the  city 
of  briftol,  in  the  parliaments  of  13,  20,  25,  27,  28,  29,  and  33 
Hen.  VI.  He  was  (f)  called  to  the  degree  of  a  ferjeant  at  law,  by 
writ,  dated  23  May,  in  3  Edw.  IV.  and  on  the  8th  of  Nov.  fol- 
lowing, ■w^s(g)  appointed  King's  ferjeant.  In  7  Edw.  IV.  being 
one  of  the  juftices  of  the  common-pleas,  he  had  a  grant  {h)  of  ten" 
marks  yearly,  rorthe  better  fupport  of  that  dignity.  And  on  the 
revolution,  which  obliged  King  Edward  IV.  to  quit  the  nation, 
ind  re-inftited  King  Henry  VI.  in  the  royal  dignity,  he  was  (/) 
fo  deferving,  as  that  monarch  continued  him  one  of  the  juftices  of

IV.  (a)  appointed  one 
of  the  judges  of  the  King's-bench  :  and  departing  this  hfe, 
the  year  following,  1476,  (16  Edw.  IV.)  (b)  was  buried  in 
Chriil- church,  London,  where  a  monument  was  erected  to 
his  memory,  long  fmce  defaced.  By  the  inquifition  taken 
after  his  death,  at  Amberfbury,  in  com.  Wilts,  16  Sept.  17 
Ed.  IV.  the  jury  (c)  found,  that  Edward  Cervyngton,  Efq; 
fon  and  heir  of  David  Cervyngton,  was  feized  of  the  manor  of 
Wraxhall,  alias  North-Wraxhall,  in  com.  Wilts,  with  the  ad- 
vowfon  of  the  church,  and  that  he  granted  the  fame  to  Thomas 
Yonge,  fon  and  heir  of  Thomas  Yonge,  of  Briftol,  merchant, 
John  More,  of  Columpton,  in  com. Devon.  John  Sydenham,  jun* 
and  others,  to  hold  to  them,  their  heirs,  and  afligns,  for  ever  : 
and  the  faid  Thomas  Yonge,  died  feifed  of  the  faid  manor,  jointly 
with  them,  on  5  May,  17  Ed.  IV.  leaving  Thomas  Yonge,  his 
ion  and  heir,  aged  thirty  years  and  upwards.  Alfo  by  another 
inquifition,  taken  at  Bath,  in  com.  Somerf.  6  Nov.  17  Ed.  IV, 
the  jury  fay,  that  the  faid  Thomas  Yonge,  was  feifed  of  the  ma- 
nor of  Efton,  in  Gordan,  alias  Efton,  in  Gordano,  in  com.  So- 
merfet,  and  that  he  gave  the  fame  to  George  Yonge,  and  Joan, 
his  wife,  and  their  heirs,  remainder  to  him,  the  donor,  and  his 
heirs.  But  by  another  inquifition  taken  atHoleway,  in  com.  So- 
merfet,  28  June,  18  Ed.  IV.  the  jury  fay,  that  the  faid  Thomas 
Yonge,  did  not  give  the  faid  manor  to  George,  and  Joan,  afore- 
faid,  but  that  he  died  feifed  thereof,  and  it  delcended  to  Thomas, 
his  fon  and  heir. 

The  faid  George  Yonge,  his  younger  fon,  by  his  laft: 
will  (ii),  bearing  date  at  Tilehurft,  in  Berks,  (Sarum  diocefe,} 
the  laft  day  of  Sept,  1485.  He  orders  his  body  to  be  buried 
in  the  church  of  Tilehurft,  before  the  image  of  the  virgin  Mary. 
He  bequeaths  to  Joan,  his  wife,  his  houfe,  called  the  White  Lamb, 
in  V/inch-ftreet,inBriftol,  between  the  houfes  ofThomasYonge, 
and  the  lord  Cobham,  for  life,  remainder  to  Hugh,  his  fon  and 
heir.  And  to  Agnes,  his  daughter,  his  houfe,  called  the  White- 
Hart,  in  Biad-ftreet,  in  Briftol.  He  conftitutes  Joan,  his  wife, 
executrix,  leaving  Hugh,  his  fon,  under  age.  His  will  was  proved 
29  May,  i486,  and  he  was  buried  at  Tilehurft,  according  to  his 
appointment. 

John  Yonge,  was  another  fon  of  judge  Yonge,  as  may  be  prefu- 
med  from  the  age  he  lived  in  :  which  John,  was  dodl-or  of  the  civil 
laws,  (e)  and  conftituted  mafter  of  the  rolls,  22  Jan.  23  Hen.  VII. 
and  had  his  patent  renewed  (/),  on  the  acceflionof  K.  Hen.  VIII. 
who  {g)  made  him  dean  of  York,  May  17,  15 14.     He  died  two 

years

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years  after,  and  lies  buried  in  the  chapel  of  the  rolls,  where  a  mo- 
nument is  ere<3ed  to  his  memory,  againft  the  north  wall,  with  his 
eifigiesj  in  a  fcarlet  robe,  and  four-corner'dcap,and  this  epitaph  : 
Dominus  Firmamentum  meum, 
Jo.  Yong,  Legum  Do£lori,  facroram 
Scriniorum,  &  hujus  Domus 
Cullodi  ;  Decano  olim  Ebor. 
Vita  defunfto  xxv  Aprilis, 

Sui  fidelis  Executores 
Hoc  pofuerunt,  MDXVI. 

I  now  return  to  Thomas  Yong,  the  eldeft  fon  of  the  judgefa  j, 
who  was  thirty  years  of  age,  and  upwards,  on  hib  father's  deceafe. 
He  had  a  maniion  in  Wynch-ftreet,  in  Briftol,  near  the  lord  Cobr- 
ham's  houfe,  as  mentioned  in  the  will  of  his  brother,  George. 
He  was  alfo  of  Bafilden,  in  Berkfhire  ;  but  when  he  died,  I  don't 
find.  Under  the  eaft  window,  in  the  chancel  of  the  church  of 
Bafilden,  is  a  grave-ftone,  at  the  head  whereof,  in  a  brafs  plate, 
are  the  figures,  at  full  length,  of  a  man  in  armour,  for  Roger 
Yonge,  of  Bafilden,  who  died,  3  March,  1589,  stat.  96,  after 
he  had  continued  in  the  commiffion  of  the  peace,  in  the  county 
of  Berks,  without  any  intermiflion,  full  fixty  years,  who  is  fup- 
pofed  to  be  fon  of  Thomas,  and  grandfon  of  the  judge. 

Contemporary  with  the  faid  Roger  Yonge,  Efqj  and  probably 
his  brother,  was,  Walter  Yonge,  Efqj  who  is  mentioned  in  the 
Vifitation  of  Devon fh ire,  anno  1620,  to  be  a  younger  fon  of  the 
Yonge's,  of  Berkfhire,  and  came  intoDevonfliire,  in  the  reign  of 
King  Henry  VII.  He  married  two  wives,  and  in  the  latter  part 
of  his  life,  refided  at  Sudburie,  in  Devonfhire,  where  his  laft  will 
bears-xlate,  viz.  on  the  2d  of  February,  1561,  4Eliz.  and  the  pro- 
bate thereof,  the  19th  of  June  following.  It  appears  bv  this  will, 
that  his  iail  wife  was,  Agnes,  the  widov/ of  Richard  Sampford, 
of  Sudburie,  and  thxt  fhe  had  feveral  children  by  her  firft  hufband. 
The  firft  wife  of  the  faid  Walter  Yonge,  is  not  mentioned  by  him 
by  name,  but  he  bequeaths  to  Alice,  daughcer  of  John  Yonge, 
his  fon,  his  harnefs  girdle,  that  was  his  firft  wife's  j  and  as  it  feems 
by  the  will,  all  his  children  were  by  his  firft  wife.  He  firft  takes 
notice  of  Julian  Berde,  his  daughter  ;  and  his  other  daughters 
were,  Joan,  the  wife  of  Roger  Hayman  ;  Jane,  of  Nicholas 
Weftlake  ;  and  Florence,of  John  Pitt,  Efqrs.  His  only  fon  was, 
John  Yonge,  Efq;  whom  he  conftituted  his  fole  executor,  who 
had  then  living,  three  fons,  Walter,  John,  and  Robert ;  alfo  two 
daughters,  Alice,  and  Agnes.  He  bequeaths  to  his  faid  fon,  the 
manor  of  Cobeton,  the  manor  of  Bottefhorne  Paulet,  in  the  parifh 
of  Honiton,  purchafed  of  Sir  Hugh  Paulet,  Knt.  as  alfo  all   his 

lands

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lands  in  Winterborne,  Kingfton-Winterborne,  Wyffach,  and 
Combe  Marfnall,  all  in  Dorfetfhire,  which  h;3  '.vife,  Agnes,  held 
n  Dower,  and  all  other  his  lands  and  tenements.  He  bequeaths 
to  the  poor  of  the  parifhes  of  Sidmouth,  and  Ottery  St.  Mary,  3I. 
each  ;  and  to  the  maintenance  of  the  bridge  of  Ottery  St.  Mary, 
13  s.  4d.  to  twenty  poor  maidens,  towards  their  marriage, 
vi.l.  13s.  4d.  to  every  of  his  men-fervants,  xxs.  and  a  black  coat, 
and  to  his  women- fervants,  6  s,   8d.  each,  befides  their  wages. 

John  Yonge,  Efq;  oniv  fon  of  the  faid  Walter,  was  in  his  life- 
time ((2),  member  forPlimouth,  in  the  fecond  and  third  of  Phiiip, 
and  Mary,  and  fervedfor  (b)  PortpighamjaliasWeftlow,  in  Corn- 
eal, in  5  Eliz.  He  married  Joan,  daughter  and  coheir  of  John 
Colleton,  E.'q;  by  whom  he  had  three  fons,  Walter,  who  died 
ifTuelefs  ;  John,  who  fucceeded  him  in  eftate  ;  and  Robert,  who 
married  Anne,  daughter  of Haflard  ;  alfo,  Margaret,  mar- 
ried to  Hercules  Pyne,  of  Hay,  in  com.  Devon.  Efq;  Alice,  Ag- 
nes, and  Hellen. 

John,  the  eldeft  furviving  Ton,  was   feated  at  Culliton,   and 

married  Alice,  daughter  of Starre,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had 

iflue,  John,  who  left  no  iflue,  and  Walter  :  alfo  five  daughters, 
Jane,  married  to  Richard  Mallock,  ofAxmouth,  in  Devon  ; 
Alice,  wedded  to  Humphry  Cokeran ;  Anne,  wife  to  Robert  Hill, 
ofHolhlane,  in  Somerfetfhire  ;  Jane,  married  to  William  Hill, 
of  Pounsford,  in  com.Somerfet,  andMary,  wife  to  William  Fry, 
of  Yarty,  in  Devonfhire,  Efqrs. 

Walter  Yonge,  Efq;  only  furviving  fon,  refided  at  Upton  He- 
lion,  in  com.  Devon,  anno  1620,  at  which  time,  John,  his  eldeft 
fon,  was  feventeen  years  of  age.  In  16  Car.  I.  the  houfe  of  com- 
mons, appointing  a  committee  to  view  the  records  of  what  towns 
had  feiit  burgefles  to  parliament,  and  for  fome  time  had  been  dif- 
continued  ;  on  a  report  made  to  the  houfe,  they  ordered  (<r)  the 
borough  ofHoniton,  ?>  be  reftored,  and  fend  members  to  parlia- 
ment ;  wLcfr'-non,  Walter  Yonge,  Efq;  and  W^illiam  Pole, Efq; 
were  the  two  fiiil:  :\;;ti!rned  for  the  faid  borough,  and  was  alfo  a 
member,  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  married  Jane,  daughter 
and  coheir  of  Sir  John  Pcryam,  Knt.  by  whom  he  had  iflhe,  two 
Ibni,  John,  and  Walter,  ^^ho  married  Alice,  daughter  of  Joyles 
Green,  of  Pjrbeck,  in  Dorfetfhire,  Efq;  alfo  one  daughter,  Jane, 
who  died  unmprriod. 

John,  the  cldefi-  Ton,  was  knighted  in  his  father's  life-time,  and 
elected  one  of  the  memheri  for  Plimouth,  in  16  Car.  L  before 
which,  he  had  received  the  honour  of  knighthood.  In  1656,  he 
was  (d)  one  of  the  members  fecluded  by  Cromwel,  who  denied 
him,  ajid  above  an  hundred  more  members,  entrance  into  the 
houfe ;  whereupon,    they  had  the  courage  to  publifh  a  remon- 

ftrance,

and  one  hundred  and  fifteen  more  members.  On  the  reftoration 
of  King  Charles  II.  he  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet, 
by  letters  patent  bearing  date  Sept.  26,  1661,  13  Car.  II.  He 
had  to  wife,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  William  Strode,  of  Newn- 
ham,  in  Devonfhire,  Knt.  by  whom  he  had  iflue,  five  fons  ;  I. 
John,  who  died  an  infant ;  2.  Sir  Walter,  his  fucceiror  ;  3.  Ro- 
bert ;  4.  William,  married  to  Jane,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Drake, 
of  A(h,  in  Devonfhire,  Bart,  aiid  5.  George,  who  died  young: 
alfo  four  daughters,  Jane,  married  to  Sir  John  Drake,  of  Trill, 
and  Afh,  Bart,  (to  whom  fhe  was  firft  wife,)  Elizabeth,  married 
to  Thomas  Hodges,  of  Shipton  Moigne,  in  Gloucefterfhire,  Efq; 
Mary,  and  Sarah,  who  both  died  infants. 

Sir  Walter  Yonge,  Bart,  fucceffor  to  his  father,  married  Ifa- 
bell,  daughter  to  Sir  John  Davie,  of  Creedy,  in  com.  Devon, Bart, 
by  whom  he  had  five  fons,  and  eight  daughters  ;  I.  John,  who 
died  unmarried  ;  2.  Sir  Walter,  who  fucceeded  him  ;  3.  Francis, 
who  died  a  batchdor;  4.  Charles,  who  died  at  Montpclicr,  un- 
married ;  andf.William,  who  died  an  infant.  Of  the  daughters, 
Ifabella,  married  Richard  Duke,  of  Otterton,  in  Devonfhire, Efq; 
2.  Elizabeth,  died  an  infant;  3.  Jane, died  unmarried  ;  4. Mary, 
wedded  to  John  Walrond,  Efq;  5.  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Bartho* 
lomew  Beale,  of  Heath-houfe,  in  Shropfliire,  Efq;  6.  Dorothy, 
who  died  young  ;  7.  Margaret,  died  at  a  year  old;  and  8.  Sarah, 
married  to  Robert  Yatc,  of  Briftol,  Efq; 

SirWalterYonge,  Bart,  hiseldeft  fiir\'iving  fon,  fucceeding  him, 
was  returned  a  member  for  Honiton,  in  three  parliaments,  in  the 
reign  of  King  Charles  II.  viz.  in  two  called  in  31  Car.  II.  at 
Weftminftcr,  and  in  that  at  Oxford,  in  32  Car.  II.  In  the  firft 
parliament  called  by  King  William,  and  Qiieen  Mary,  he  was  e- 
ie£ted  for  Afhburton  ;  and  in  the  iecond  of  William,  and  Mary, 
for  Honiton.  On  14  Aug.  1694,  he  was  conftituted  one  of  the 
commiffioners  of  the  cuftoms,  and  was  chofe  a  member  for  Ho- 
niton, in  thefeveral  parliamensof  the  7th,  loth,  I2th,  and  13th  of 
King  William  ;  as  alfo  in  the  ift,  4th,  7th,  and  9th  years  of  Q. 
Anne.  He  continued  a  commiflionerof  thecufioms,  in  the  reign 
,  of  King  William,  till  the  adt  pafs'd  to  difqualify  thofe  who  were 
in  that  commiflion,  to  fit  in  that  houfe,  and  then  he  chofe  to  re- 
linquifh  his  poft,  to  ferve  his  country  in  parliament. 

On  the  acceffion  of  our  late  fovereign,  hewasai^ain  conftituted 
one  of  the  commilfioners  of  the  cuftoms,  (viz.  19  Nov.  17 14,  be- 
ing the  firft  in  the  commilTion,)  as  he  was  to  the  time  of  his  death, 

which  was  in  the year  of  his  age,  July  18,  1731.     He  firil: 

married  Gertrude,  daughter  ofSir  William  Morrice,  of  Werring- 
ton,  in  Devon,  Bart,  by  whom  he  had  only  a  daughter,  that  died 

young. 
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younc!;.  His  feccnd  hidy  waSjGwen,  daughter  and  coheir  of  SirRo" 
lert  Williams,  of  Penthryn,  in  Carnarvoiilhire,  Bart,  (by  Jane, 
daughter  of  Sir  John  Glynne,  lord  chief-juflice)  by  whom  he 
left  ifiue,  the  prefent  Sir  William  Yonge  ;  and  had  alfo  four 
Uauchtcrs,  viz.  Gv,-en,  married  to  Arthur  Arfcot,  of  Telcot, 
in  Devonlhire,  Efq;  member  of  parliament  forTiveiton;  Ifabella, 
who  died  an  infant ;  Jane,  unmarried  ;  and  Frances,  u'ife  of  Ed- 
v.-ard  St.  Hill,  of  Bradninch,  in  com.  Devon,  Efq; 

The  prefent  right  hon.  Sir  William  Yonge,  Bart,  his  only  Ton 
and  heir,  v»as  elei^ed  for  Hcniton,  in  the  nrfi  parliament  called 
by  our  late  fovercign,  and  h.as  conftantly  ferv'd  in  the  houfe  of 
commons,  to  this  time,  being  chofe  in  the  prefent  parlia- 
ment, for  Aftiburton,  as  well  as  Honiton.  On  the  2d  of  July, 
17  17,  he  was  appointed  one  of  the  commifiioners  for  taking,  ex- 
amining, and  ftating  the  debts  due  to  the  army.  On  the  2d  of 
April,  1724,  he  was  conlHtuted  one  of  the  lords-commilfioners 
<)f  the  treafurv,  in  which  commiflion  he  continued,  till  the  ac- 
ccinon  of  his  prefent  majefty  ;  and  was  elected  one  of  the  knights- 
companions  of  theBat!i,on  the  inftitution  of  that  moll  honourable 
order,  in  1725  On  tiie  iff  of  June,  17  28,  he  was  made  one  of  the 
commillioners  of  the  adiniralty,  wherein  he  continued  till  11  May, 
ly^o,  Vvhen  hu  Wcus  again  made  one  of  the  commifTioners  of  the 
treafury  j  and  foon  after,  was  conftituted  fecretary  of  war,  and 
fworn  of  h.is  majeftj's  moft  honourable  privy-council.  He  firft 
married  Mary,  daughter  of  Samuel  Heathcote,  of  Hackney,  in  the 
county  of  Aliddkfcx,  Efq;  from  whom  he  was  divorc'd,  without 
ilTue  by  her,  anno  1724,  and  enabled,  by  a6l  of  parliam.ent,  to 
marrv  again.  On  i4of  jSept,i729,  he  married,  fecondly,  Anne, 
daughter  and  coheir  of  Thomas,  lord  Howard,  ofEiHngham, 
eider  brother  to  Francis,  the  prefent  earl  of  Effingham,  by  whom 
he  hath  ifuie,  four  fons,  and  four  daughters.

Created  Baronet,  Nov.  28,  1661. 

S~  MYTH,  of  Hill- Hall,  in  EfTex,  is  defcended  from  tlie  fa- 
mily of  SmyLh,  of  SafFron  Walden,  in  Eflex,  many  of  whom 
have  been  knighted,  made  deputy-lieutenants,  and  fheriffs  of  the 
faid  county.  John  Smyth,  was  high  fneriffof  the  counties  of 
EfTex,  and  Hertford,  30  Hen.  VHI.  He  purchafed,  in  3  King 
Edward  VI.  (a)  a  chantry  in  the  church  of  Long-Alhton,  ia 
Somerfetfliire,  with  other  lands,  tenements  and,  hereditaments, 
in  the  counties  of  Somerfet,  and  Gloucefter  ;  alfo  all  the  guild,  or 
fraternity,  in  Great-Walden,  lately  difiblved,  with  divers  other 
lands  and  tenements,  in  Eflex,  and  London.     He  married  Agnes, 

daughter,  and  one  of  the  coheirs  of Charnock,   of  Lanca- 

fhire,  Efq;  and  had  by  her  feveral  children. 

Thomas,  his  eldefl:  fon,  was  fent  to  Queen's  college,  Cambridge, 
at  the  age  of  fourteen,  or  fifteen  (b),  where  he  diftinguifhed  him- 
felf  to  fuch  advantage,  that  he,  together  with  Mr,  John  Cheke, 
afterwards  tutor,  and  fecretaryof  ftate  to  King  Edward  VI.  was 
appointed  King  Henry  VIII's  fcholars  :  in  1531,  hewaschofen 
fellow  of  his  college  ;  and  about  two  years  after,  was  appointed 
to  read  the  publick  Greek  ledlures.  About  the  year  1535,  he 
confulted  with  Mr.  Cheke,  about  the  founds  of  the  Greek  letters, 
and  introduced  a  new  way  of  pronouncing  that  language.  In 
1536,  he  was  made  univerfity  orator,  In  1539,  he  began  his 
travels  abroad,  and  ftudied  in  the  univerfities  of  France,  and  Italy, 
and  took  the  degree  of  do£lor  of  civil  law,  at  Padua.  After  his 
return,  he  took  the  fame  degree  at  Cambridge,  in  1542,  and  was 
made  regius  profeflbr  of  civil  law,  in  that  univerfity.  He  be- 
came likewife,  chancellor  to  the  bifhop  of  Ely.  During  his  re- 
fidence  at  Cambridge,  he  wrote  a  trail,  concerning  the  correct 
writing  of  the  Englifh  tongue,  and  the  true  founding  of  the  let- 
ters and  words.  And  as  he  was  thus  ufeful  to  learning  in  the  u- 
niverfity,  fo  he  promoted  likewife  the  reformation  of  religion, 
even  in  the  reign  of  King  Henry  VIII.  Befides  the  preferments 
above  mentioned,  he  enjoyed  alfo  the  living  of  Leverington,  in 
Cambridgefhire.  Upon  the  acceffion  of  King  Edward  VI.  to 
the  crown,  he  removed  from  Cambridge,  into  the  duke  of  Somer-

requefts   to  the  duke,  wherein    he  might  have   received  many 
bribes,  if  he  would,  for  difpatching  fuits^  and  felling   the   lord 
prote<3:or's  letters  ;  but  he  challengL  1  all  the  woild  to  charge  him 
with  one  pei.ny  that  h"^  had  tai-  en  dil^'-oneftly.     He  was,  by  King 
Edw.  VI.  appointed  fteward  of  the  ftannaries,  provoft  of  Eaton, 
and  dean  of  Carlifle.     In  1548,  he  was  advanced  to  be  fccretary 
offtate,  and  knighted  by   his  majefty  ;  and  in  July,    the  fame 
year,  was  font  with  Mr.Chamberlayne,  (afterwards  SirThomas,) 
embaiTador  to  BrufTels,  to  the  emperor's  council  there  ;  and  in 
September,    returned  to   England,  leaving  Mr.  Chamberlayne, 
refident  at  Brufiels.     He  wasconcern'd,  about  this  time,   in  the 
reformation  of  religion,  and  the  redrefs  ofbafecoin,  upon  which 
laft  point,  he  wrote  a  letter  to  the  duke  of  Somerfet.     In  1549, 
he  was  employed  in  an  ecclefialhcal  commiffion,  for  the  examin- 
in<T  of  Anabaptii^s,  and  Arians,  and  appointed  one  of  the  vifitors 
of  the  univerfitv  of  Cambridge.     In  Odlober,  the  fame  year,  the 
dukeof  Somerfet,  being  brought  into  trouble,  SirThomas,  who 
faithfully  adher'd  to  him,  feems  to  have  been  involved  in  it,  there 
being  cnlv  three,  viz.  Thomas,  archbifliop  of  Canterbury,  Sir 
William  Paget,  and  Sir  Thomas  Smith,  that  ftuck  to  him  :  upon 
this,  he  was  deprived  of  his  place  of  fccretary  of  ftate,  for  at  this 
time,  it  appears  from  the  King's  journal,  that  Dr.  Wotton,   was 
made  fccretary,  tho'  Sir  Thomas,   feems  to  be  reftored    to  that 
phcefoon  after.     April  30,  155 1,  SirThomas,  ftill   under  the 
name  of  fccretary,  was  appointed  one  of  thofe  that  were  to  go  in 
that  Treat  and  fplendid  embaffy  to  France,  to  treat  of  a  marriage 
between  King  Edward,  and  the  King  of  France's  eldeft  daughter. 
Sir  Thomas,  pafl  the  reign  of  King  Edward  VI,  in  great  repu- 
tation, and  profperity  ;  but  upon  Queen  Mary's  accellion  to  the 
crown.  Sir  William  Cecil,  and  he,  the  two  fccretaries,  were  caft 
of?,  an;';  SirThomas,  was  deprived  of  alibis   places,  and  was 
charg'.d  nor  to  depart  the  kingdom,  tho'  he  was  allowed  a  pen- 
fion  of  lool.   per  ann.  and  enjoy'd  a  particular  indulgence  from 
the  pope,  being  highly  favoured  by  bifhop  Bonner,  of  London, 
an  i   bifiiop   ^lardiner,  of  WiiKhefter.     Upon   tiK  acceiTion   of 
Queen  Elizaotth,  to  the  throne,  he  was  employed  in  the  fettle- 
mcnt  of  religion,  and   fevcral  important  affairs  of  the  ftate,  and 
wrote  a   di..lo;2;ue  concerning  the  marriage  of  the  Queen.     In 
1562,  he  was  fent  er-^barfaJoi  to  France,  where,  in  conjundlion 
with  Sir  Nichc^li. .  T'  rockmorton,  he  concluded  a  peace  between 
England,  and  France,  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1564,  but  was 
flill  continued  embafiauor  in  France.     In  March,  1565,   he  fi- 
nifhed  his  trcatife  of  the  commonwealth  of  England,  and  in  tlie 
beginning  of  the  year  following,  returned  toE]i;^huid.     In  T567, 

he 
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he  was  again  fent  embafTidor  to  France,  to  (.lemana  the  reftitution 
of  Calais  :  and  upon  his  return  from  thence,  in  1568,  hefollicited 
for  the  place  of  chancellor  of  the  dutchv  of  Lanciller,  vacant  by 
the  death  of  his  old  friend,  Sir  Amhrofe  Cave,  Knt.  but  without 
fuccefs,  it  being  given  to  Sir  Ralph  Sadlier.  In  1570,  he  was 
admitted  into  the  privy  council,  and  the  )ear  following,  was  en- 
gaged in  a  proje6l  for  tranfmuiing  iron  into  copper.  In  Scpteni- 
ber,  157  I,  he  was  again  fent  embailador  to  France,  where  he 
concluded  a  league  ;  and  during  his  abfence  abroad,  in  April, 
1572,  was  made  chancellor  of  the  garter.  About  June,  the  fame 
year,  he  returned  to  England,  and  on  the  24th  of  that  month, 
was  advanced  to  be  fecretary  of  ftate  j  and  the  fame  year,  fent  a 
colony  into  a  land  of  his,  in  Ireland,  called,  TheArdes^  for  which 
he  had  obtained  a  patent  from  her  majeft}-,  in  1571.  In  1575, 
he  procured  an  a61:  of  parliament  for  the  two  univerfitics,  and  the 
two  colleges  of  Eaton,  and  Winchefler,  that  a  third  part  of  the 
rent  upon  leafes  made  by  colleges,  fhould  be  rcferv'd  in  corn, 
paying  after  the  rate  of  6s.  8d.  per  quarter,  or  under,  for  good 
wheat,  and  5  s.  a  quarter,  or  under,  for  good  malt.  This  corn, 
the  tenants  were  yearly  to  deliver  to  the  colleges,  either  in  kind, 
or  in  money,  as  the  colleges  pleafed,  after  the  rate  of  the  bcft 
wheat  and  malt  in  the  market  of  Cambridge,  or  Oxford,  the  next 
market  day  before  Michaelmas,  or  Lady-day.  In  157 &,  he  was 
feized  with  alingring  ficknefs,  which  at  lalt  proved  fatal  to  him, 
and  in  order  to  divert  his  melancholy  hours,  he  looked  over  his 
former  writings,  particularly  his  book  about  Roman  coins.  He 
died  at  his  houfe,  at  Mount  hall,  in  EfTex,  Aug.  12,  1577,  aet, 
65,  He  was  one  of  the  greateft  fcholars  of  the  a!?;e,  an  excellent 
philofopher,  phyfician,  chemift,  matematlcian,  aftronomer,  po- 
litician, linguili,  hillorian,  orator,  and  architedt  ;  likewife,  a 
man  of  great  virtue,  a  fmcere  proteftant,  and  extremely  chari  - 
table.  Mr.  Strype,  fays.  He  began  to  frame  his  v^^lll  in  the  firft 
threatnings  of  his  laft  ficknefs,  that  is,  about  April  2,  1576; 
wherein,  *  He  pioufly  bequeathed  his  foul  to  God,  his  Creator 
'  and  redeemer ;  by  whofe  mercy  he  trufted  to  be  one  of  his  ele6t : 

*  (I  ufe  the  words  of  his  faid  will,)  and   his  body  to  be  buried  at 

*  Theydon-Mount,  or  elfe  where  it  fhould  pleaie  his  executors, 

*  and  with  fuch  ceremony  as  fhould  pleafe  them,  and  thev  fhould 

*  think  convenient :  having  rather    regard  to  the   relief  of  the 

*  poor,  than  to  any  extream  manner  of  mourning,  not  becoming 

*  chriftians  :  knowing  that  (as  he  trufted,)   he  ftiould   dye  to  a 

*  better  life,  and  go  to  his  God,  and  his  hope,  which  he  had   fo 

*  longed  for.' 

And  whereas  he  was  then  in  building  of  his  houfe  and  fepulchral 
monument,  for  himfelf,  and  his  lady,  by  a  platform  of  his  own  ; 
for  the  perfecting  them,  as  alfo  for  the  m.ending  of  the  v/avs,  he 
left  his  ready  money,  and  debts  owing  him,  after  his  funerals  and 
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legacies  difcharged,  and  all  his  chains  of  gold,  (which  feem  to 
liave  been  given  him  in  his  enibaffies,)  and  icco  ounces  of  gilt 
plate,  and  more,  if  need  were,  together  with  all  the  materials  of 
timber,  and  other  ftuff  prepared  and  laid  in  for  that  purpofe. 

To  his  lady,  for  her  houfe-keeping,  fuitable  to  her,  and  his 
tjuality,  he  gave  all  his  kine,  oxen,  fheep,  plow,  cart-horfes, 
and  all  his  cattle,  at  Theydon  at  Mount,  called  his  flock ;  which 
was  a  little  before,  by  the  leaft  account,  valued  at  430 1.  or  there- 
abouts, and  brought  at  that  time  to  3C0I.  and  odd,  by  the  ex- 
pcnces  of  Chriftmas,  (fo  that  his  lalt  Chriftmas-keeping,  coft 
him,  it  feems,  near  130I.)  befides  fwine,  and  the  corn  fown  upon 
the  ground,  and  all  his  wheat,  malt,  and  bargain  of  malt,  wine, 
hops,  and  other  fuch  like  provifion  ;  to  help  her  to  keep  houfe. 
But  upon  condition  fhe  maintained,  until  his  buildings  were  fully 
finifhed,  and  the  ways  about  his  houfe  mended,  fo  many  teams 
as  were  then  to  be  occupied  about  carriages  :  and  upon  condition 
alfo,  that  what  fhould  remain  of  the  faid  llock,  at  the  time  of  her 
tJeceafe,  and  the  corn  fown  by  her  upon  the  grounds,  fhould  re- 
main to  his  brother,  George,  or  fuch,  as  by  Sir  Thomas's  devife, 
fliould  fucceed  in  Mounthal.  To  his  wife,  he  alfo  gave  all  her 
apparel,  jewels,  chains  of  gold,  and  all  fuch  bedfteds  and  bed- 
time, all  goblets,  bowls,  and  other  plate,  v/hich  fhe  brought 
with  her  from  Hampden,  to  dilpofe  at  her  will  and  pleafure. 
And  more,  to  the  furniture  of  her  houfe,  fhe  might  chufe  out 
7C0  ounces  of  fuch  of  his  plate  gilt,  or  ungilt,  as  fhe  fhould  think 
jbcft  to  ferve  her  turn. 

Which  7C0  ounces  of  plate,  he  gave,  after  her  death,  to  his 
brother  George,  or  who  fliould  fucceed  at  his  manor  of  Theydon 
at  Mount,  and  all  the  bedfteds,  beds,  and  furniture  there,  as 
were  in  his  new  building,  and  other  brafs,  pewter,  and  imple- 
ments, as  well  bought,  as  made  at  his  charge.  Tiiefe  not  to  be 
ibid,  nor  alienated  av/ay  :  but  at  leaft  tv/o  third  parts  thereof  to  re- 
main to  him  that  fhould  fucceed  his  brother,  George,  in  Theydon 
at  Mount  ;  giving  fecurity  to  his  nephew,  John  Wood,  and  his 
heirs,  and  fo  each  fucceilbr  to  liis  fucceilbr.  And  all  tliis  caution. 
Sir  Thomas,  ufcd,  fur  the  better  fecuring  good  houfekceping,  at 
that  v/hicli  had  been  Jiis  feat,  for  times  to  come.  And  becaufe 
his  wife  might  take  away  and  difpofe  of  feveral  things  then  at  his 
houfe,  which  had  been  brougiit  from  Hampden,  to  fupply  fuch 
tlefecls,  he  gave  his  brother  George,  all  his  houlhold  linnen,  beds, 
ioid  hangings,  that  belonged  to  Ankerwic,  another  houfe  of  his, 
in  Barklhire  ;  tliat  fo  his  houfe  at  Hillhall,  might  not  be  disfur- 
jiifhed.  Nav,  and  fuch  care  did  l.e  take  for  creditable  houfe- 
keepi njr  tl»ere,  that  if  any  perfuji,  to  whom  he  had  willed  the 
premillcs,  v/ere  fufpedcd  nqt  to  perform  this  condition  to  his  fuc- 
ceilor,  it  Ihould  be  lawful  for  him,  to  whom  it  fhould  defcend, 
«fter  the  death  of  the  lUlpedod,  to  require  fureties  for  the  perfor- 
mance 
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mance  of  the  condition  :  which,  if  it  were  refufcd,  then  the  two 
third  parts  left  to  the  fufpefted,  Ihould  be  immediately  delivered 
to  his  pofleflion  whofliould  fucceed  him,  as  his  own,  given  from 
Sir  Thomas,  to  him. 

He  gave  his  brother  George,  a  thoufand  ounces  of  plate,  for  the 
furnifhing  of  his  fiock.  But  upon  condition  that  he  left  three 
fourth  parts  of  that,  to  him  that  Ihould  fucceed  him  in  Theydon- 
Mount,  and  his  fucceflbr  to  the  next  ;  and  his  fucceflbr  again  to 
the  next  ;  and  fo  each  to  other.  Ai:id  all  tliis  was  flill  fur  pre- 
ferving  and  keeping  up  the  houfe,  at  Hillhall. 

Many  legacies  befides,  he  gave  to  his  relations,  friends,  and 
dependents.  And  becaufe  he  faw  none  of  thofe  that  (liould  fuc- 
ceed him  of  a  long  time,  were  like  to  take  to  learning,  he  gave  all 
his  Latin  and  Greek  books,  to  Qiieen's  college,  in  Cambridge, 
(tvherehe  had  been  brought  up,)  and  his  great  globe,  of  his  own 
making  ;  t>ut  fo,  that  the  mafter  and  fellows,  having  warning  fo 
foon  as  he  was  dead,  or  at  the  leaft,  (o  foon  as  he  was  buried,  or 
before,  (the  which  he  willed  they  ihould  ha\e,  with  a  true  in- 
ventory carried  to  them,  of  his  faid  books,)  fend  carts  to  fetch 
them  away,  within  ten  or  twelve  davs.  And  thefe  he  gave  alfo, 
upon  condition,  that  they  chained  them  up  in  their  library,  or 
did  diftribute  them  among  the  fellows,  fuch  as  would  beft  occupy 
them.  But  fo  that  they  did  it  by  indenture  and  condition,  that 
when  they  departed  from  the  college,  they  reflorcd  them  to  the 
college  again.  But  in  cafe  the  mailer  and  fellows  of  the  faid  col- 
lege, would  not  fetch  them  away,  fending  fome  careful  man  to 
fee  them  well  trufied  and  packed,  then  he  gave  them  to  Peter- 
Houfe,  upon  like  conditio]!.  If  neither  of  them  would  do  it, 
then  he  willed  his  executors,  to  fell,  or  ufe  them,  at  their  dif- 
cretion. 

But  yet  of  many  of  his  books,  he  made  gifts  to  his  learned 
friends,  or  fcholars,  at  the  univerfity.  As  to  Mr.  Shaw,  parfon 
of  the  parifh,  wherein  he  lived,  Chryfojiorns  Works,  in  five  vo- 
lumes, Origen^  in  two  volumes,  Luther  s>  Vv'orks,  Bucer,  Ga- 
iatinus,  Felviis  fiiper  Pfalterium^  Pet.  Adartyr^  in  lib.  Judicum. 
And  as  he  gave  thefe  divinitv  books  to  a  divine,  foj  to  one  Tho- 
mas Crow,  a  phyfician,  whom  he  called  his  fervant,  he  gave  • 
thefe  books  of  Galen,  de  Cornpofiticne  Medicamentorum,  de  Ali^ 
mentorum  Facultatibus,  Methodus  Meier.di^  PetriisPena  de  Herbisy 
Antidotarium  fpeciale^  Turner  s  Herbal^  Fallopii  Opera,  P.ondele- 
tiiis.  And  beildes  thefe,  he  gave  him  the  Monument  of  Martyrs, 
in  two  volumes,  and  a  Latin  Bible,  in  quarto,  gilded.  A.lfo  to 
Sir  Clement  Smith,  (fo  called,  I  fuppofc,  becaufe  he  v/as  \\\ 
priefts  orders,  then  a  refident  of  Queen's  college  ;  and  the  fame  I 
conjefture  with  him,  that  was  afier  doctor  of  divinity,  a  younger 
fon  of  his  brother,  George,)  he  gave,  or  rather  lent,  Titus  Livius, 
Arijlotk-i  in  Greek,    and  Plato,  in  Greek  and  Latin,    Tulbf^ 

Z  3  VVor.»cs, 
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Works,  and  ten  more  of  his  books,  which  the  faid  Clement, 
would  chufe  ;  on  condition,  that  when  he  went  away  from  the 
college,  he  fnould  reftore  them  to  the  college  again. 

Hegavea  ftanding  niafly  cup,  which  had  the  feven  planets  in 
the  cover,  to  the  Queen,  as  moft  worthy,  *  Having  all  the  good 
'  gifts  endued  by  God,  which  he  afcribed  to  the  feven  planets  ; 
'  (they  be  the  words  of  the  will,)  praying  her  majefty  to  take 
*  that  fmiple  gift,  in  good  worth,'  as  coming  from  her  faithful 
and  loving  fubjeiSl. 

And  in  cafe  of  any  ambiguity,  or  doubt,  arifmg  in  any  part  of 
his  will,  he  gave  authority  to  his  executors  to  add  to  it,  to  make 
it  more  plaii;,  with  good  advice,  fo  that  they  kept  the  true 
meaning  and  fenfe.  And  then  himfelf  gave  a  general  explana- 
tion of  one  chief  part  of  his  will,  namely,  that  he  would  have 
him  that  fliould  enjoy  the  houfe  and  manor  of  Theydon  at  Mount, 
to  be  able  to  I.  ■jcp  houfe  there,  to  the  relief  of  the  poor,  and  to 
fet  his  neighbours  at  work.  But  if  the  executors  could  not  re- 
concile iome  ambiguity,  that  might  happen  in  his  will,  that  then 
they  fhould  ftand  to  the  decifion  and  judgment  of  his  coulin,  Ni- 
cols,  a  lawyer,  Tvlr.  Henry  Archer,  (a  v/orthy  gentleman  of  the 
parlfhof  Theydon-Garnons,  afterwards  living  and  dying  atLow- 
Leyton,)  and  parfon  Shaw,  aforementioned  ;  whom  he  made 
fupervifors  cf  his  will.  Which  he  did  in  a  great  point  of  wifdom, 
to  avoid  controverfies  of  law  :  which  oftentimes  break  friendfliip, 
and  fwallow  up  an  eftate  fo  contended  for. 

He  made  his  youngeft  brother,  George  SmJth,  who  had  feveral 
children,  and  his  nephew,  by  his  futer,  John  Wood,  his  execu- 
tors. 

This  will  is  faid  to  be  reviewed  and  correcSled  by  him,  after  the 
death  of  his  nephew,  William  Smith,  of  Walden,  (the  fon,  as  it 
feems,  of  his  fecond  brother,  John  Smith,)  Feb,  i8,  1576,  when 
he  figned  v/ith  his  hand,  every  page.  All  his  manors,  lands,  and 
tenements,  he  had  already  given  by  indenture,  made  beween  him, 
on  the  one  part,  and  Francis  Walfingham,  fecretary  to  theQueen, 
James  Altham,  Henry  Archer,  Efqrs.  Humphry  Mitchel,  and 
his  nephew,  John  Wood,  on  the  other  part,  bearing  date  Feb.  4, 
in  the  19th  year  of  the  Queen.  This  will  was  proved,  15  Aug. 
1577,  before  Tho.  Yale,  by  John  Wood,  that  is,  three  days  af- 
ter Sir  Thomas's  death  ;  and  by  George  Smith,  not  before  May 
14,  1578.  I  do  not  meet  with  many  bequefts  of  charity,  in  this 
will,  becaufe  thofe  ads  he  feemed  to  have  done,  as  the  wifelt  and 
fureft  courfe,  in  hii  life  time,  when  himfelf  might  fee  them  truly 
and  juftly  performed. 

He  was  buried  in  the  chancel  of  the  parlfh  church  of  Theydon- 
Mount,  where  he  died  :  on  the  north  fide  whereof,  at  the  upper 
end,  there  Hill  remains  a  fair  monument,  dedicated  to  his  me- 
mory ; 
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mory  :  tho'  thecliurch  hath  fince  been  beat  down  by  lightning, 
and  rebuilt  by  his  nephew.  Sir  William  Smith. 

He  is  reprefented  by  a  ftatue  of  marble,  lying  upon  his  right 
fide,  in  armour,  a  loofe  robe  about  him,  with  the  arms  of  .;,e 
knighthood  of  the  garter,  upon  the  left  arm  of  the  faid  robe,  d  - 
noting  ])im  chancellor  of  the  garter  :  placed  under  an  arch,  or 
femicircle  ;  on  which  is  engraven  thisEnglifhftanza  : 

What  Earth,  or  Sea,  or  Skies  contain, 
What  Creatures  in  them  be, 
My  Mind  did  fcek  to  know  ; 
My  Soul  the  Heavens  contiuuallie. 

Upward,  on  the  higheft  part  of  the  monument,  was  placed  his 
coat  of  arms;  which  was,  three  altars  flaming,  fupported  with 
as  many  Lions.  Round  which,  were  thefe  two  vcrfes  written, 
alluding  to  the  fire  or  flame  there, 

Tabiiicus  quamvis  Serpens  opprelTerit  Tgnem, 
Qua  tamen  erumpendi  fit  data  Copia  lucet. 

Under  his  coat,  this  motto,  ^apote  lucct.  The  infcriptlon 
was,  as  followeth : 

Thomas  Smithus,  Eques  Auratus,  hujus  Manerii  Do- 
minus,  cum  Regis  Edwardi  Sexti,  turn  Elizabeths 
Regina;  Confiliarius,  ac  prim"  nominis  Secretarius  ; 
eorundemque  Principum  ad  maximos  Reges  Legatus  ; 
NobiJiil.  Ordinis  Garterii  Cancellarius  ; .-' rd;r,  Au- 
llralifque  Claneboy  in  hibernia  coionellus:  Juris 
Civilis  fupremo  Titulo  etiamnum  Adolefcens  iiuigni-  < 

tus  ;  Orator,  Mathematicus,  Philofophus  excellentilii- 
mus ;  Linguarum  Latina;,  Gra'ce,  Hebraic^,  Gal- 
lici-,  etiam  &  italics,  Callentilfunus :  Froborum  & 
Ingenioforum  Hominum  Fautor  eximius ;  Plurim.is 
commodans,  Nemini  nocens  ;  ab  injuriis  uifciicendis 
alieni:i.mus:  Denique,  Sapientia,  Pietate,  Integritate 
infignis :  Et  in  omni  \'  ita,  leu  a^ger  feu  vaiens,  in- 
trepidus  mori :  Cum  Gratis  fuse  05  Annum  comple- 
viflet,  in  yl.dibus  fuis  Montaulenfibus  i  z  die  Aug. 
Anno  Salutis  1577,  pie  &  fuaviter  in  Domino  obdor- 
mivit. 

Next  under  the  effigies,  is  this  grave  fentence,  Gloria  vlt^ 
aiiteaSlee  Cehhrem  facit  m  Term  { ifceribus  Jepuhum.  Under 
that,  this  diitich  ; 

Innocuus  vixi,  fi  me  poil:  funera  Isdas, 
Coelefti  Domino  facta  (Sceleile)  lues. 

Sir  Thomas,  married,  firft,  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam Karkeck,  of  London,  Efq;  (whofe  fifter,  Anne,  married  Sir 
Thomas  Chamberlayne,  embailador  in  Flanders,  and  Spain,)  and 

Z  4  afterwards. 
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afterwards,  Philippa,  the  daughter  of  John  Willford,  Efq;  (relift 
of  Sir  John  Hampden, Knt, )  fhefurvived  him,  and  died,  June  20, 
1578,  and  was  buried  by  him,  as  is  exprefltd  in  the  bafe  of  the 
aforelaid  monument. 

Sir  Thomas,  dying  without  IfTue,  his  eftate  defcended  to  his 
nephew.  Sir  William  Smith,  fon  of  his  brother,  George. 

Which  Sir  William  Smith,  Knt.  was  a  brave  foldier,  and  a  co- 
lonel, in  Ireland,  till  having  attained  to  thirty  years  of  age,  he 
returned  into  England,  and  pofTeiled  his  deceaied  uncle's  eftate. 
He  married  Bridget,  one  of  the  daughters  of  Thomas  Fleetwood, 
of  thcVache,  in  Chalfunt  St.Gyles's,  in  thecounty  of  Bucks,  Efq; 
by  whom  he  had  three  fons;  i.SirWilliam,  his  fucceffor ;  2. Tho- 
mas, who  died  S.  P.  and  3.  Sir  Thomas,  of  whom  hereafter  ;  and 
four  daughters,  i. Anne,  who  died  young  ;  2.  Elizabeth,  married 
to  SirWilliam  Spring,  of  Pakenham,  in  Suffolk,  Bart.  3.  Bridget, 
wife  to  Sir  Robert  Jofcelyne,  ofHyde-hall,  in  Hertfordfhire,Knt. 
and  4.  Frances,  married  to  Sir  Matthew  Brand,  of  Molfey,  in 
Surry,  Knt.  Sir  William,  died  Dec.  12,  1626,  set.  76,  and  lies 
]3uried  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  chancel,  atThcydon-Mount,where 
a  handfome  monument  was  ere£led  to  his  memory,  oppofite  to 
that  of  his  uncle,  with  this  infcription  (a) : 

To  the  pious  Memory  of  her  Loved  and  Loving  Hufband, 
SirWilliam  Smith,  of  Hillhall,  intheCounty  of  EfTex, 
Knight.  Who,  till  he  was  thirty  Years  old,  followed 
the  V'.'ars,  in  Ireland,  vAth  fuch  Approbation,  that 
he  was  chofen  one  of  the  Colonels  of  the  Army.  But 
his  Uncle,  Sir  Thomas,  Chancellor  of  the  Garter, 
and  principal  Secretary  of  State  to  two  Princes,  King 
Edward  \'  I.  and  the  late  Queen  Elizabeth,  of  famous 
Ivlemory,  dying,  he  returned  to  a  full  and  fair  Inhe^ 
ritance.  And  fo  bent  himfelf  to  the  Aftairs  of  the 
Country,  that  he  grew  alike  famous  in  the  Arts  of 
Peace  as  V.'ar.  All  Offices  there,  forted  with  a  Man 
of  his  Quality,  he  right  worfhipfully  performed,  and 
dyed  one  of  the  Deputy-Lieutenants  of  the  Shire  ;  a, 
Place  of  no  fmall  Trull:  and  Credit. 

Bridget,  his  unfortunate  Widow,  who,  during  the 
time  ol  thirty-feven  Years,  bare  him  three  Sons  and 
four  Daughters.  wasDaughter  of  Thomas  Fleetwood, 
of  the  Vache,  in  the  County  of  Bucks,  Efquire,  and 
fometime  Mailer  of  the  Mint ;  to  allay  her  Languor, 
and  longirig  after  fo  dear  a  Companion  of  her  Life, 
ratjier  to  cxprefs  her  Affedion,  than  his  Ofiice,  this 
IVIonument  ereftsd,  dellinating  it  to  her  felF,  their 
Children,  and  Poilcrit)-.

He  had  two  Wives,  the  firft,  Helegenwagh,  the  Daughter  of  the  right  hon. 
Edward,  Vifcount  Conway,  by  her  he  had  one  only  Sonne  and  Heire, 
Edward,  and  two  Daughters:  the  fecond,  Anne,  defcended  of  the  aun- 
tient  Family  of  Croft,  in  Herefordfhire,  as  yet  living.  Who,  (as  a  tefli- 
mony  of  her  loyal  Affet^ion,)  ereded  this  to  the  iVIemorie  of  her  deare 
Confer t,  deceafed  on  the  5  th  of  March,  1631. 

Edw.  his  fon,  at  the  age  of  1 5,  ferved  volunteer  under  P.Rupert,  in  the 
civil  wars,  where  he  gain'd  great  reputation  ;  he  died,  aged  twenty-tv/o. 

Thomas,  his  uncle,  fucceeded  him,  and  was  created  a  baronet,  13 
Car.  II,  He  married  firft,  Johanna,  the  daughter  of  Sir  Edw.  Altham, 
of  Marks-hall,  in  the  county  of  EfTex,  Knt.  by  whom  he  had  eleven 
fons,  and  two  daughters  ;  i  .Thomas,  who  died  young ;  2.  Sir  Edward, 
his  fuccefTor  ;  3,  James,  who  married  Eliz.  daughter  of  Sir  Robert 
Parkhurft,  of  Purford,  in  Surry,  Knt.  and  lies  buried  at  Guilford,  in 
that  county  ;  4.  Charles,  who  died  S.  P.  5. William,  of  London,  mer- 
chant ;  6,  John,  of  Langley-Lawn,    in   EfTex,    who  married  Anne, 

daughter  of Linch,  of  Ipfwich,  in  Suffolk,  and  left  a  daughter  and 

heir,  Anne,  married  to  Tho.  MIlner,Efq;  7.  Henry;  8.  Leventhorpe, 
who  died  young  ;  9.  Altham,  of  Gray's-Inn,  barriffer  at  law,  who  mar- 
ried, firft,  Sufan,  daughter  of Gore,  reli£l  of  Sir  Richard  Munden, 

of  Bromley,  in  Middlefex,  Knt.  by  whom  he  had  no  ilTue  ;  his  fecond 

wife  was.  Amy,  daughter  of Hatton,  of  London,  merchant,  relict 

of  Tho.  Steward,  of  Hallingfeild,  in  Cambridgefhire,  Efq;  by  whom  he 

had  a  daughter,  Althania  ;   10.  George  ;  and  another  fon,  His  fecond 

wife  was  Beatrice,  the  daughter  of  the  right  hon.  Francis,  vifcount  of 

Valentia,  and  reli^l  of  Sir  John  Lloyd,  Knt.  by  her  he  had  no  ifTue. 

Sir  Thomas,  died  1668,  in  the  67th  year  of  his  age,  and  lies  buried  in 

the  chancel,  in  the  parilh  churchof  Theydon-Mount,  in  ElTex,  where 

is  a  monument  with  his  efSgles  at  full  length,  with  this  infcription:

After  he  had  lived  66  Years,  with  great  Reputation  for  Loyalt)'  to  his 
Prince,  and  Conformit)'  to  the  Church  of  England,  in  Apoftate  times,  and 
ferved  his  King  and  Country,  in  chiefeft  Places  of  Truft  and  Credit  in  the 
Coimtrj',  peaceably  departed  this  Life  in  our  Lord  Jefus. 
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This  Monument,  as  aTeftimony  of  the  true  Affeftion  of  his  Son,  Sir 
Edward  Smyth,  Baronet,  was  erefted  to  the  Memory  of  his  dear  Father 
deceafed,  on  the  5  th  of  May,  1668. 

Sir  Edw.  Smyth,  Bart,  his  eldeft  furviving  fon  and  fucceflbr,  married 
Jane,  daughter  of  Peter  Vandeput,  of  London,  Efq;   by  whom  he  had 
four  fons,  and  two  daughters  ;  of  whom,  five  died  in  their  infancy.   He 
died,  17 13,  in  the  77  th  year  of  his  age,  and  lies  buried  at  Theydon- 
Mountj  with  his  anceftors,  having  this  infcription  on  his  tomb  ; 
Here  lies  the  Body  of 
Sir  Edward  Smyth,  of  Hill-Hall,  in  the  County  ofEfTex,  Baronet,  (Son  of 
Sir  Thomas  Smyth,  of  the  fame  Place,  Baronet,)  who  married  Jane,    (the 
only  Daughter  of  Peter  Vandeput,  Efq;  late  of  the  City  of  London,merch*.) 
He  had  by  her  feveral  Children,  who  all  dyed  young,  except  his  Son, 
Sir  Edward  Smyth,  who  erefted  this  Monument  to  the  pious  Memory  of 
his  moft  dear  Father,  who  departed  this  Life  the  24th  day  of  June,i  7 13 .

He  was  fucceeded  by  his  only  fon. 

Sir  Edward  Smyth,  the  prefent  baronet,  who  married,  firft,  Anne, 
daughter  of  the  right  hon.  Sir  Charles  Hedges,  Knt.  by  whom  he  had 
five  fons,  four  of  which,  and  one  daughter,  are  now  living;  this  lady 
dying.  Oft.  1719,  Sir  Edward,  afterwards  married  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  John  Wood,  of  London,  Efq;

264.  Wyndham,  of  Orchard,  Somerfetfhire. 

(Sir  WILLIAM,  Knight,) 

Created  Baronet,  Dec.  9,  1661. 

THIS  ancient,  noble,  and  fpreading  family,  derives  its  defcent 
from  Ailwardus,  an  eminent  Saxon,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk  (rt), 
foon  after  the  Norman  conqueft,  who  being  poflefTed  of  lands  in  Wy- 
jmondham,  or  Wyndham,  in  that  county,  aflumed  his  furname  from 
thence,  and  5  K.  Stephen,  being  then  called  Ailwardus  de  Wymond- 
ham,  together  with  his  three  fons,  Hugh,  Pain,  and  Richard,  was  wit- 
nefstoacharterofWil,  de  Albini,to  the  prior  and  monksof  Wyndham. 

Richard,  fon  of  Ailward,  was  father  of  feveral  fons,  who  left 
pofterity,  of  whom,  Richard,  was  father  of  John  de  Wymond- 
ham,  a  benefactor  to  the  priory  of  Wyndham.  Which  John,  by 
Margaret,  daughter  of  Robert  de  Curchon,  had  ilTue,  another 
John,  temp.  Hen.  VIII.  of  Wichlewood,  and  Crounthorpe,  in 
the   county  of  Norfolk,  which  eftates  were  the   principal  feats  for 

mnnv 

[a)  The  chief  of  the  fcUowine  arcount  of  the  ancient  family  of  Wyndham,  was  c'rawn  up,  by 
tlutcvrious  an.iquarianjThc.Palmir,  cf  Fairl'cild,  in  Soinsrf«tflure,Efq5  fur  the  edition,  1727. 
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many  generations,  and  are  yet  part  of  the  pofleillons  of  a  branch 
of  the  family. 

44  Hen.  III.  Thomas  de  Wimondham,  chanter  of  Litchfield, 
was  a  baron  of  the  exchequer,  and  from  53  to  56  of  Hen.  III. 
high-treafurer  of  England,  under  a  falary  of  fifty  marks  per  ann. 

10  Edw.  II.  William,  fon  of  Ralph  de  Wimondham,  had 
Crounthorp,  and  Wichlewood,  and  was  father  of  John  de  Wi- 
mondham. Which  John,  by  Catherine,  daughter  of  John  de 
Redifham,  had  iffue,  i.  Thomas  ;  2.  R.ichard,  (36  Edw.  III.  an 
attendant  on  the  Black  Prince,  in  his  expedition  into  Britany  ;) 
and  3.  Henry,  prior  of  the  priory  ofWyndham. 

Thomas  de  Wimondham,  eldeft  fon  of  this  John,  married 
Margaret,  daughter  of  Walter  Walcot,  and  was  fucceeded  by 
his  fon, 

JohnWimondham,  of  Crounthorp,  who,  byElizabeth,  daugh- 
ter of  John  Sharington,  was  father  of  John  Wymondham,  who, 
by  Margaret,  daughter  of  Robert  Segrave,  had  ifTue, 

John  Wimondham,  of  Crounthorp,  and  of  Felbrigge,  in  com. 
Norfolk,  (which  laft  eftate  he  purchafed  of  the  truftees  of  Sir  John 
deEelbrfgge,  knight  of  the  garter.)  This  John,  was  an  eminent 
partizan  of  the  houfe  of  Lancafter,  and  therefore,  38  Hen.  VI. 
was  joined  in  commiffion  with  Thomas  Moubrai,  duke  of  Nor- 
folk, and  others,  to  withftand  the  attempts  of  the  earl  of  War- 
wick ;  the  fame  year,  he  was  one  of  the  knights  for  the  county 
of  Norfolk,  at  the  parliament  held  at  Coventry,  wherein,  the 
earl  of  Warwick,  and  other  accomplices  of  the  duke  of  York, 
were  attainted  of  high-treafon. 

By  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  Clifton,  of  Buckenham- 
caftle,  in  com.  Norfolk,  and  widow  of  Sir  John  Haftings,  he  had 
ifTue,  John,  his  eldeft  fon,  Sir  Roger  Wyndham,  who  died  with- 
out ifl'ue,  and  two  daughters,  Ela,  wife  of  Thomas  FalftafFe,  and 
Ifabel,  wife  of  Simon  Wifeman,  Efqrs. 

Sir  John  Wyndham,  his  eldeft  fon,  2  Hen.  VIL  was  with  that 
King,  at  the  battle  of  Stoke,  againft  Lambert  Semnel,  and  re- 
ceived the  honour  of  knighthood  in  the  open  field,  immediately 
after  the  vi6lory  ;  but  being  afterwards  engaged  in  the  intereftsof 
the  houfe  of  York,  was,  17  Hen.  VII.  tried  at  Guild-hall,  Lon- 
don, and  found  guilty  of  high-treafon,  as  an  accomplice  of  the 
the  dtike  of  Suffolk,  and  May  6,  1512,  togetlier  with  Sir  James 
Tyrrell,  beheaded  on  Tower-hill.  His  body  was  buried  in  the 
church  of  the  Auftin-Fryers,  in  London. 

He  married  two  wives ;  firft,  the  lady  Margaret,  daughter  to 
John  Howard,  duke  of  Norfolk,  by  whom  he  had,  Thomas,  his 
fuccefTor,  Edward,  George,  archdeacon  of  Norwich,  and  mafter 
of  the  college  of  Rufhworth  ;  and  four  daughters,  Anne,  wife  of 
Thomas  Radclive,Efq;  Elizabeth,  firft,  of  Sir  Francis  Calthorpe, 
andafterwards,  of  SirJohnCulpeper,Knt.  Dorothy,  and  Frances. 

The 
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The  fecond  wife  of  Sir  John  Wyndham,  was,  Mary,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Wafnbuurn,  Efq;  by  whom  he  had  a  foil  that  died  un- 
married. 

Sir  Thomas  Wyndham,  of  Felbrigge,  counfellor,  and  vice-ad- 
miral to  King  Henry  VIII.  (as  appears  by  his  tomb,  lately  re- 
maining in  the  chapter-houfe,  at  Norwich,)  attended  SirEdmond 
Howard,  in  the  expedition  to  Bifcay,  4  Henry  VIII,  and  was  by 
him  knighted,  in  Croyton-Bay.  He  was  alfo  with  that  admiral, 
when  he  was  drowned  in  the  attempt  on  Breft,  and  attended  the 
King,  fbeing  one  of  the  knights  for  the  King's  body,)  at  the 
fieges  of  Therouenne,  and  Tournay.  This  Sir  Thomas,  died 
1530.  By  Eleanor,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Henry  Scrope,  of 
Upfale,  in  Yorkfhire,  Knt,  he  had,  Sir  Edmund  Wyndham,  of 
Felbrigge,  Sir  John  Wyndham,  of  Somerfetfhire,  and  three 
daughters,  Margaret,  wife  of  Sir  Andrew  Luttrell,  of  Dunftar- 
caftle,  in  com.  Somerfet,  Knt.  Mary,  wifeof  Erafmus  Pafton,  of 
Pafton,  in  com.  Norfolk,  Efq;  and  Elizabeth. 

The  fecond  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Wyndham,  was,  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Wentworth,  of  Letheringfet,  in  Norfolk, 
Knt.  mother  of  Sir  Thomas  Wyndham,  Knt.  an  eminent  fea- 
man,  and  progenitor  to  the  Wyndhanvs,  of  Stokefby,  Clere,  and 
Craik,  in  the  counties  of  York,  and  Durham. 

Sir  Edmond  Wyndham,  his  eldefl  fon,  was  knighted,  28  Hen. 
VIII.  on  the  creation  of  the  lord  Beauchamp,  earl  of  Warwick, 
and  was,  the  year  following,  as  alfo  2  Edw.  VI.  (being  then 
much  and  defervedly  truded,  on  the  infurre(R:ion  of  Kit,  the  tan- 
ner,) fherifF  of  Norfolk.  This  Sir  Edmund,  was  in  great  favour 
with  King  Hen.  VIII.  and  had  from  that  King,  feveral  beneficial 
grants  of  lands,  belonging  to  the  diflblved  abbeys  in  Norfolk,  and 
elfewhere.  He  married  Sufan,  daughter  of  SirRogerTownfhend, 
of  Raynham,  in  Norfolk,  Knt.  and  v/as  father  of,  i.  Roger  ; 
2.  Sir  Francis  Wyjidham,  a  judge  of  the  court  of  common-pleas, 
21  Eliz.  and  3.  Thomas  ;  (as  alfo  of  three  daughters,  married 
into  the  families  ofHeveningham,  Pope,  and  Coningfby.)  His 
fons  dying  without  ifliie,  the  manors  of  Felbrigge,  and  Croun- 
thorpe,  and  the  reft  of  the  ancient  patrimony  of  his  family,  by 
means  of  an  entail,  defcended  to  the  children  of  his  brother. 

Sir  John  Wyndham,  of  Orchard,  in  the  county  of  Somerfet, 
(aneftate  he  had  in  the  right  of  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  daughter  and 
coheir  of  John  Sydenham,  of  Orchard,  Efq;)  When  the  princefs 
Marv,  daughter  of  Henrv  VII.  was  married  to  Lewis  XII.  King 
of  France,  he  went  over  in  her  retinue,  and  ferved  both  that  King, 
and  Francis  I.  in  places  of  good  account,  (as  appears  by  the  in- 
icription  on  his  tomb,  in  St.  Decaman's  church,  the  burial  place 
of  the  family  of  Sydenham.)  He  was  knighted  at  the  coronation 
of  Edw.  VI.  after  which,  he  lived  at  Orchard,  to  a  great  age,  and 
died  13  Eliz.     Leland,  (who  was  v.ith  hiiu,)  reports,  that  he 

much 
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much  improved  the  ancient  houfe  at  Orchard,  by  adding  feveral 
buildings,  yet  remaining,  and  adorning  them  with  the  arms  of 
Wyndham,  Howard,  Chfton,  and  Sydenham,  in  memory  of 
his  defcent  and  alliance  to  thofe  families. 

His  children  were,  I.John,  of  whom  hereafter  j  2,Edmond,  an- 
ceflor  to  theWyndhams,  of  Kentsford,Cathangre,  PilIefdon,Tale, 
and  Trent.  This  Edmond,  of  Kentsford,  in  com.Somerfet,  mar- 
ried («)  Mary,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Richard  Chamberlaine,Erq; 
alderman  of  London,  and  had  feveral  children  ;  Sir  Hugh  Wynd- 
ham, his  fourth  fon,  was  created  a  baronet,  Aug.  4,  1641,  but 
by  Mary  (b)^  daughter  of  Chriftopher  Alanlbn,  of  London,  Efq; 
leaving  only  daughters  and  coheirs,  that  title  became  extinct. 

Sir  Thomas  Wyndham,  another  fon  of  Edmond's,  (according 
to  fome  pedigrees,   the  eldeft,)   was  of  Kentsford,   and    married 
(c)  Elizabeth,   daughter   of  Richard  Coningfby,   of  Hampton- 
court,  in  com.  Heref.  Efq;  and  had  feveral  children  ;  moft  of  his 
fons  engaged   in   the  fervice  of  King  Charles  L    colonel  Francis 
Wyndham,  his    fourth  fon,    is  memorable   for  conducing  King 
Charles  IL    to  his  feat,  at  Trent,  after  the  battle  of  Worcefler, 
where  he  entertained  the  King  with  the  following  remarkable 
paflage  of  his  father.  Sir  Thomas  Wyndham,    '  Who,  not  long 
before  his  death,  in  the  year  1636,  called  unto  him  his  fivefons, 
(having  not  feen  them  together  in  fome  years  before,)  and  dif- 
courfed  unto  us,  (faid  he,)  of  the  loving  peace  and  profperity 
this  kingdom   had  enjoyed  under  its  three  laft  glorious  mo- 
narchs  ;  of  the  many  miferies  and  calamities  which  lay    fore 
upon  our  anceftors,  by  the  feveral  invafioii?  and   conquefts  of 
foreign  nations,  and  likevvife  by  inteftine  infurrections  and  re- 
bellions.     And    notwithftanding    the  ftrange  mutations  and 
changes  in  England,  he  fhewed  how  itpleafed  God,  in  love  to 
our  nation,  to  preferve  an  undoubted  fuccelTion  of  Kings,  to  fit 
on  the  regal  throne.     He  mentioned  the  healing  conjunction  of 
the  two   houfes  of  York,  and  Lancafter,  and  the  blelTed  union 
of  the  two  crowns  of  England,  and  Scojtland,  ftopping  up  thofe 
fountains  of  blood,   which,  by  national  feuds  and  quarrels   kept 
open,  had  hke  to  have  drowned  the  whole  iiland.     He  faid,  he 
feared  the  beautiful  garment  of  peace,  would  fhortly  be  torn  in 
pieces,  through  the  neglect  cf  magiflrates,  the  general  corrup- 
tion of  manners,  and  the  prevalence  of  a   puritanical  fni^ion, 
which,  (if  not  prevented,)  would  undermine  the  very  pillars  of 
government.     My  fons  !  we   have  hitherto  feen   ferene  and 
quiet  times  ;  but  now  prepare  your  felves  for  cloudy  and  trou- 
blefome.     I  command  you   to   honour  and   obey  our  gracious 
fovereign,  and  in  all  times  to  adhere  to  the  crown  ;  and  though 
the  crown  fhould  hang  upon  a  bufli,  I  charge  you,  forfake  itnot. 
Thefe  words  being  fpoken  with  much  earneftnefs,   both  in  ge-

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'  fture  and  manner  extraordinary,  he  rofe  from  his  chair,  and  left 

*  us  in  a  deep  confultation  what  the  meaning  (hould  be  of — ^The 
'  the  crown  hanging  upon  a  bufh.  Thefe  words,  Sir,  (faid  the 
'  colonel,)  made  fo  firman  impreflion  in  all  our  breafts,  that  the 
'  many  afflictions  of  thefe  fad  times,cannot  raze  out  their  indelible 

*  charailers.     Certainly,  thefe  are  the   days  which  my   father 

*  pointed  out  in  that  exprefHon  ;  and  I  doubt   not,  God  hath 

*  brought  me  through  fomany  dangers,  that  I  might  fhew  my 
'  felfbotha  dutiful  fon,  and  a  loyal  fubjedt,  in  faithfully  endea- 
'  vouring  to  ferve  your   facred  majefty,   in  this  your  greateft 

*  diftrefs(tf).' 

This  colonel  Wyndham,  was,  in  the  civil  war,  governor  of 
Dunftar  caftle,  and  for  his  fervices  therein,  and  particularly,  for 
affording  the  King  fo  generous  an  afylum,  at  his  houfe,  was  ad- 
vanced to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet:  he  married  Anne,  daughter  and 
coheir  of  Thomas  Gerard,  of  Trent,  Efq;by  whom  he  had  that 
eftate  ;  but  this  title  became  extindl,  on  the  death  of  Sir  Francis 
Wyndham,  of  Trent,  Bart,  in  his  minority,  April, 1719,  and  his 
filler  and  heir,  married  Henry  Bromley,  of  Horfeheath,  in  com. 
Cantab.  Efq;  knight  of  the  Ihire  for  that  county.  The  third  fon 
of  Sir  JohnWyndham,of  Orchard,  (by  the  daughter  and  coheir  of 
Sydenham,)  was,  Hughf^J,  anceftor  to  theWyndhams,  ofWive- 
lifcombe ;  4.  Charles  Wyndham,  anceftor  to  the  Wyndhams,  of 
Sandhill,  both  in  Somerfetihire  ;  the  four  daughters  of  Sir  John, 
were,  Eleanor,  wife  of  Thomas  Carne,  of  Wenny,  in  com.  Gla- 
morgan. Catherine,  wife  of  Thomas  Wood,  of  Tawton,  in  com. 
Devon.  Margaret,  wife  of  John  Fraunceis,  of  Combflory,  in 
com.  Somerfet.  and  Elizabeth,  wife  of Welch,  Efqrs. 

But  to  return  to,  John,  eldeft  fon  of  Sir  John,  before  men- 
tioned i  he  died  in  his  father's  life-time,  having  married  Florence, 
daughter  of  John,  and  ftfter  and  coheir  to  Nicholas  Wadham,  of 
Merificld,  in  com.  Somerfet,  Efq;  (founder  of  Wadham  college, 
in  Oxford,)  bv  whom  he  had  one  only  fon, 

Sir  John  Wyndham,  of  Orchard,  (and  alfo  of  Felbrigge,  in 
Norfolk,  41  Eliz.  on  the  death  of  the  laft  male  heir  of  Sir  Ed- 
mond  Wyndham,)  who,  i  Jac.I.  was  {heriffof  Somerfetfhire.

Glamorgan,  and 
Clovver-Wall,  in  com.  Glouceft.  5.  George,  who  died  mmar- 
fied  ;  6.  Sir  Hugh  Wyndham,  of Silton,  Knt.  one  of  the  judges 
of

of  the  judges  of  the  king's-bcnch,  andanceftor  to  theWyndham's, 
ofNonington,Dinton,oalilbury,andSpargrove,  and  the  late  lord- 
chancellor  of  Ireland  ;  8.  Sir  George  Wyndham,  from  whom 
the  Wyndlwms,  of  Cromer,  in  com.  Norfolk,  are  defcended  i 
and  9,  PVancis,  who  died  unmarried. 

His  daughters  were,  Joan,  wife  of  JohnGifFord,  of  Brightley; 
Margaret,  of  John  Courtenay,  of  Molland  ;  and  Florence,  of 
John  Harris,  of  Hean,  in  com.  Devon.  Efqrs.  Rachel,  wife  of 
Thomas  Moore,  of  Heitefoury,  in  com.  Wilts  ;  Margery,  wife 
of  Thomas  Carew,  of  Crocomb,  in  com.  Somerfet.  Efqrs.  ani 
Anne,  wife  of  Sir  John  Strode,  of  Parnham,  in  com.  Dorfet, 
Knt. 

John,  his  eldeft  fon,  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  Robert 
Hopton,  Efq;  filler  and  coheir  to  Ralph,  lord  Hopton.  He  died 
1649,  ^"^  ^'^^  father  of  Sir  William  Wyndham,  who  fucceeded 
him,  Thomas  Wyndham,  ofWittham,  and  three  other  fons,  that 
died  unmarried  j  as  alfo  of  four  daughters,  FlorenCfc,  w'lk  of  Sir 
John  Malet,  Knt.  Marv,  wife  of  William  Okeden  ;  Anne,  wife 
of  Anthony  Bullen  ;  and  Catherine,  firft,  wife  of  JohnSpeccot, 
and  afterwards  of  John  Tanner,  Efqrs. 

Sir  William  Wyndham,  was  made  a  baronet,  13  Car.  II.  and 
having  worthily  ferved  his  country  in  parliament,  and  many  other 
ftations,  died  at  Orchard,  1683,  and  was  buried  at  St.  Decaman's, 
with  his  anceftors,  where  there  is  a  noble  monument  erecSled  to 
his  memory. 

By  Frances,  daughter  of  Anthony  Hungerford,  of  Farley-caftle, 
in  com.  Wilts,  Efq;  he  had  many  fons,  and  daughters  ;  John, 
AVilliam,  and  Hugh,  died  unmarried  :  Sir  Edward  Wyndham, 
fucceeded  him.  His  daughters  were,  Rachel,  wife  of  Sir  George 
Speke,  of  Hafelbury,  in  Wilts,  Bart,  and  aftervirards  of  Richard 
Mufgrave,Efq,  Elizabeth,  wifeof  Thomas  Earl,  ofCharborough, 
Efq-,  general  of  the  foot,  and  privy-counfellor  to  the  late  Q^  Anne, 
and  his  late  ipajefty  ;  Frances,  wife  of  Nathaniel  Palmer,  of  Fair- 
field, in  com.  Somerfet,  Efq;  and  Joan,  wife  of  William  Carey, 
ofCIovelly,  in  com.  Devon,  Efq; 

Sir  Edward  Wyndham, Bart,  married  Catherine,  daughter  to  Sir 
William- Levifon  Gower,  Bart,  fifterto  the  late  lord  Gower,  and 
was  father  of  Sir  William  Wyndham,  and  one  daughter,  Jane, 
married  to  Sir  Richard  Grofvenor,  of  Eaton,  in  Ciielhire,  Bart. 

Sir  William  Wyndham,  Bart,  his  only  fon  and  fucceflbr,  was 
mailer  of  the  buck-hounds,  fecretary  at  war,  chancellor  of  the 
exchequer,  and  alfo  of  the  privy-council  to  her  late  majefty  Q. 
Anne,  and  ferved  as  a  kniglit  of  the  (hire,  for  the  county  of  So- 
merfet, the  three  lad  parliaments  of  her  reign,  and  in  every  par- 
liament fince,  to  his  death  ;  he  was  twice  married,  hvi\,  (July 
21,  170^,}  to  the  lady  Catherine  Seytpour,   fecond  daughter  of 

Charles, 
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Charles,  duke  of  Somerfet,  by  whom  he  had,  Sir  Charles,  his  fuc- 
cefTor  ;  Perci,  now  at  Oxford  ;  Catherine,  who  died  unmarried, 
April,  1734,  and  Elizabeth,  who  is  as  yet  unmarried.  His  fe- 
cond  lady  was,  Maria-Catherine,  reliftof  the  marquis  of  Bland- 
ford,  fifter  to  the  countefs  of  Denbigh,  and  daughter  of  M. 
D'Jong,  of  the  province  of  Utrecht,  in  Holland,  by  whom  he  had 
xjoiflue,  and  died  at  Wells,  in  Somerfetfhire,  after  an  illnefs  of  a 
few  days,  June  17,  1740.  He  was  a  gentleman  of  fine  parts,  and 
a  happy  memory,  of  great  honour  and  integrity,  ftridly  attached 
to  the  intereft  of  his  country,  and  allow'd  to  be  the  beft  fpeaker 
in  the  houfe  of  commons,  where  his  eloquence  charm'd  all  who 
heard  him  j  and  fo  much  of  a  fine  gentleman,  that  all  people  of 
tafte  who  knew  him,  endcavour'd  to  form  themfelves  by  his  ex- 
ample ;  Mr.  Pope,  has  tranfmitted  to  pofterity,  the  charailer  of 
this  great  man,  (among  others,)  inthefe  lines  (a) : 

*■  How  can  I  Pult'ney,   Chefterfield  forget, 

'  While  Roman  Spirit  charms,  and  Attic  Wit : 

'  Argyle,  the  State's  whole  Thunder  born  to  wield, 

*  And  fhake  alike   the  Senate  and  the  Field  : 

*  Or  Wyndham,  juft  to  Freedom  and  the  Throne, 

*  The  Mafter  of  our  Paflions,  and  his  own. 

He  was  fucceeded  in  dignity  and  eftate,  by  his  eldefl:  Ton, 
Sir  Charles  Wyndham,  the  prefent  baronet,  reprefentative  is 
parliament  for  Bridgewater,  in  Somerfetfhire,  who  is  as  yet  un- 
married. 

Arms:  Azure,  a  Cheveron,  between  three  Lions  Heads,  e- 
ras'd.  Or. 

Crest:  Atprefent,  a  Lion's  Head,  eras'd,  within  a  Fetter- 
lock, Or;  but  whether  granted  by  the  houfe  of  York,  whofe 
Cognifance  was  a  Fetterlock,  or  in  Allufion  to  the  Family  of 
Felbrigge,  who  alfo  bore  it,  is  not  known.  The  Creft  has  been 
varioufly  defcrib'd  ;  fometimes,  as  it  is  now,  fometimes,  above 
the  Fetterlock,  within  a  Wreath,  vert,  and  fometimes,  in  an 
Efcutcheon,  Azure,  within  that  Wreath.  All  which  differences 
may  have  proceeded  merely  from  the  fancy  of  the  Bearer,  as  well 
as  the  change  of  the  Motto,  which  has  been  fometimes,  Jb  alto 
fperesalteri  quod  feccrh^  and  at  other  times,  Au  bon  droit.
